Averfe  as  I 
always  fliall  be  to  exclufive  charters  in  general,  X 
think  your  cafe  a  juft  exception;  fo  wifhing  cordi- 
ally the  favour  of  Providence  on  your  undertaking,

Sir, 
HIS  Majefty,  by  his  fecret  inJlruBions,  dated  the 
5th  day  of  Auguft  lad,  having  direfted  the  return 
of  the  fleet  under  your  command,  together  with 
the  land  forces  on  board,  fo  as  to  be  in  England  at, 
or  about,  as  near  as  may  be,  the  end  of  September, 
unlefs  the  circumftanccs  of  the  fhips  and  forces,

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fhall  ncceffarily  require  their  return  fooner;  I  an? 
now  to  fignify  to  you  the  King's  pleafur?,  that  you 
do  not  confider  the  above  meniioned  time,  limited 
for  your  return,  as  intended,  in  any  manner,  to  af- 
fe6l  or  interfere  with  the  fuH  executio.i  of  the  firft 
and  principal  objctt  of  the  expedition;  namely,  at- 
tempting as  far  as  fhall  be  found  pra6licable,  a 
defcent  on  the  French  coaft,  at  or  near  Rochefort, 
in  order  to  attack,  if  praBicable,  and,  by  a  vigo- 
rous impreflion,  force  that  place,  and  to  burn  and 
deftroy,  to  the  utmoft  of  your  power,  all  (hipping^ 
docks,  magazines  and  arfenals  that  flinuld  be  found 
there,  and  exert  fuch  other  efforts  as  fliall  be  judged 
moil  proper  for  annoying  the  eneiny.  And  with 
regard  to  any  other  particular  atlc  npt,  which,  agree- 
able to  your  orders  you  fhall  have  commenced,  and 
in  the  execution  whereof  you  fhall  be  aflually  en- 
gaged;  it  is  alfo  His  M^jcfty's  pleafure  that  you 
do  not  defift  from,  or  break  up  the  lame,  merely 
and  folely  on  account  of  the  time  limited  for  your 
return,  by  the  inllruftions  abovcrnentioned;  but 
that,  notwithflanding  the  fame,  you  do  continue 
"with  the  fleet,  during  fuch  a  farther  number  of  days, 
as  may  afford  a  competent  time  for  the  completion 
of  any  operation  under  the  above  circuniflances; 
after  which  you  are  to  take  care  to  return  with  the 
fleet  under  your  command,  and  the  force  on  board, 
in  themanrier  direQed  by  your  former  inilrudions.

upon  the  terms  contained  in  his  Majcfty  s  orders  in 
council:  I  am  commanded  by  the  King  to  a<:(^uaint 
yourLordfhip  (of  which  you  will  be  pleafed  to  make 
the  proper  communication),  that  his  Majefty  thanks 
the  city  of  London  for  this  frefh  teilimony  of  their 
zeal  and  affeftion  for  his  royal  perfon  and  governL- 
ment. — I  ain  farther  commanded  by  the  King,  to  ex- 
prefs  his  Mojedy'smoit  entire  iatisfaclion  in  this  fig- 
ral  proof  of  the  unfhaken  refolution  of  the  city  of 
London,  to  fupport  a  jud  and  neceffary  war,  under- 
taken in  defence  of  the  rights  and  honour  of  hjs 
crown,  and  for  the  fec>rity  of  the  colonies,  the 
trade,  and  navigation  of  Great  Britain.

"to  the  several  Governors  and  Companies 
IN  North  America  relating  to  thk  Flap 
OF  TtiucE  Trade. 

Gentlemen* 
'  THE  commanders  of  his  Majefty's  forces  and 
fleets  in  North  America  and  the  Weft  Indies,  have 
tranfiiiitted  certain  and  repeated  intelligences  of  an 
illegal  and  moft  pernicious  trade  carried  on  by  the 
King's  fubje£ls  in  North  America  and  the  Weft  In- 
jdies,  as  well  to  the  French  iflands  as  to  the  French 
fetilcments  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  an4 
particuhirly  to  the  rivers  Mobile  and  Mifliffipi,  by 
which  ihfc  enemies,  to  the  great  reproach  and  detri- 
ment of  government,  a  e  fupplied  Nvith  provifions 
and  other  neceffaries ;  whereby  they  are  principally 
if  not  alone,  enabled  to  fuftain  and  protrafl;  this  long 
and  expenfive  war.  And  it  further  appearing,  that 
large  fiims  of  bullion  are  fcnt  by  the  King's  fubjefls 
to  the  above  places,  in  return  whereof  commodities 
jare  taken,  which  interfere  with  the  produ6i  of  the 
Britifh  colonies  themfelves,  in  open  contempt  of 
the  authority  of  the  mother-country,  as  well  as  the 
moft  maniftft  prejudice  of  the  manufa£lures  and 
trade  of  Great  Britain :  In  order,  therefore,  to 
put  the  moft  fpeedy  and  effeftual  ftop  to  fuch  flagi- 
tious practices,  fo  utterly  fubverfive  of  all  laws,  and 
fo  hiL.hly  repugnant  to  the  well  being  of  this  king- 
dom: 
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It  is  his  Majelly's  exprefs  will  and  pleafure,  that 
you  do  forihwith  make  the  ftriOieft  and  moft  dilig'^nt 
enquiry  into  the  ftate  of  this  dangerous  and  ignomi- 
nious trade ;    and  that  you  do  ufe  every  means  in 
your  power  to  dete£\  anddifcover  perfons  concernecj 
either  as  principals  or  acceflaries  therein;  and  that 
you  do  take  every  ftep  authorifed  by  law,  to  bring 
all  fuch    heinous  offenders  to  the  mofl  exemplary 
^nd  condign  punifhment :  and  you  will,  as  foon  as 
may  be,  and  from  time  to  time,  tranfmit  to  me,  for 
the  King's  information,  full  and  particular  accounts 
of  the  progrefs  you  (hall  have  made  in  the  execution 
of  thefe  his  Majefty's  commands;  to  the  which  the 
King  expe6ls  that  you  pay  the  moft  exa£l  obedience: 
and  you  are  further  to  ufe  your  utmoft  endeavours, 
to  trace  out  and  inveftigate  the  various  artifices  and 
evafions  by  which  the  dealers  in  this  iniquitous  in- 
tercourfe  find  means  to   cover  their  criminal  pro- 
ceedings, and  to  elude  the  law :  in  order,  that  from 
fuch  lights  due  and  timely  confiderations  may  be  had 
what  further  provifions  may  be  neceflary  to  reftrain 
an   evil  of  fuch  extenfive  and  pernicious  confe- 
quences.

[To  prevent  a  repetition  of  thefe  treaties,  which  a  fc- 
paration  of  ths.n  according  to  their  refpeclive  dates, 
piull  occafiop,  we  have  printed  them  all  together.] 

AS  the  differences  which  have  arifep  in  America, 
between  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Moft 
Chriftian  King,  and  the  confequences  of  which  be- 
come every  day  more  alarming,  give  room  to  fear 
for  the  public  tranquillity  of  Europe  j  his  Majefty 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  EU;6lor  of  Brunfwick 
I-unenburgh,  Sec.  and  his  Majefly  the  King  of 
Pruflia,  Eleftor  of  Brandenburgh^  attentive  to  an 
obje£l  {o  very  interefting,  and  equally  defirous  of 
preferving  the  peace  of  Europe  in  genera),  3nd  that 
of  Germany  in  particular,  have  refoived  to  enter 
into  fuch  meafures  as  may  the  moft  efftflually  con- 
tribute to  fo  defirablc  an  end  ;  and,  for  this  purpofe, 
they  have  refpedively  authorifed  their  minillers  ple- 
nipotentiary, viz.  in  the  name,  and  on  the  part  of 
bis  Britannic  Majefty,  his  privy  coui.fcllors,  Philip,' 
earl  of  Hardwickc,  chancellor  of  Great  Britain; 
John,  earl  of  Granville,  prefident  of  the  council  j 
Thomas  flolles,  duke  of  Newcaftle,  firft  commif- 
fioner  of  the  treafury  ;  Robert,  earl  of  Holdernefle, 

one 
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one  of  the  principal  feeretaries  of  ftartc;  and  Henry 
Fox  another  of  the  principal  feeretaries  of  ^ate  ; 
find  in  the  name,  and  on  the  part,  of  his  PrufTiaa 
Majefty,  the  Sieur  Lewis  Michell,  his  charge  d* 
affaires  at  the  court  of  his  Britannic  Majefty:  who, 
after  having  mutually  communicated  their  full  powers, 
have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles: 

Art.  I.  There  (hall  be,  between  the  faid  mod 
ferene  kings,  a  perfect  peace  and  mutual  amity,  not-i 
withftandiiig  ihe  troubles  that  may  arife  in  Europe, 
in  confequence  of  the  abovementioned  differences; 
fo  that  neither  of  the  contracting  parties  (hall  attack 
or  invade,  dire6l!y  or  indireftly,  the  territories  of 
the  other;  but,  on  the  contrary,  ftiall  exert,  each 
of  them,  their  utmoft  efforts,  to  prevent  their  re- 
fpeftive  allies  from  undertaking  any  thing  againft  the 
faid  territories  in  any  manner  whatever. 

Art.  II.  If,  contrary  to  all  expedation,  and  i« 
violation  of  the  peace  which  the  high-contrading 
parties  propofe  to  maintain  by  this  treaty  in  Germa- 
ny, any  foreign  power  ihould  caufe  troops  to  enter 
into  the  faid  Germany,  under  any  pretext  whatfo- 
cvcr,  the  two  high-contraGling  parties  fhall  unite 
their  forces  to  punifli  this  infraQion  of  the  peace, 
and  maintain  the  tranquillity  of  Germany,  according 
j:o  the  purport  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

Art.  III.  The  high-contratling  parties  renew 
expref  h'  all  the  treaties  of  alliance  and  guaranty 
livh.ch  actually  fubiift  between  them,  and  particularly 

the 
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the  defenfive  alliance  and  mutual  guaranty,  con- 
cluded at  Weftminfter  between  their  Britannic  and 
Pruflian  majefties  the  i8ih  of  November,  1742,  the 
convention  entered  into  between  their  {aid  majetties 
at  Hanover  the  26th  of  Auguft,  1745,  and  the  a6lof 
acceptation  of  his  PrufTian  majefty  of  the  guaranty  of 
his  Britannic  majelly  of  the  13th  of  06;ober,  1746, 
Art.  IV.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  by 
his  majerty  die  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  his  majclty 
the  king  of  Pruffia;  and  the  letters  of  raiification  in 
due  form  (hall  be  delivered  on  both  fides  wiihin  the 
fpace  of  one  month,  or  fooncr  if  poflible,  reckon- 
ing from  the  day  of  figning  the  prefent  treaty. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  under  figned,  furniflied 
with  the  full  powers  of  their  majefties  the  kings  of 
Great  Britain  and  Pruffia,  have,  in  their  names, 
iigncd  the  prefent  treaty,  and  thereto  fet  our  feals.

This  fecret  and  feparate  article  (hall  have  the  fame 
force  as  if  it  had  been  inferted,  word  for  word,  in 
the  prefent  convention  of  neutrality  figned  this  day; 
and  the  ratification  of  it  fhall  be  exchanged  at  the 
fame  time  with  thofe  of  the  faid  convention.

laid  majcfty  or  his  fubjv^ds  may  have  againft  his 
Britannic  majcfty,  under  any  pretext  uhatlbever.

Treaty  between  his  Majesty  and  the  King 
OF  Prussia,  April  iith,  1758. 

[This  is  Mr.  Pitt's  Treaty  with  PrufTia,  and  the  reader 
will  obferve  the  difference  between  this  Treaty  and 
the  prior  one,] 

AS  on  the  fixteenth  day  of  January,  1756,  there 
■was  concluded  and  figned  between  their  Britannic 
and  Pruffian  majcfties,  a  treaty,  the  purport  of  which 
was  to  preferve  the  peace  of  Europe  in  general,  and 
th«[t  of  Germany  in  particular;  and  whereas  fince 
that  period,  Erance  hath  not  only  invaded  the  Em- 
pire with  numerous  armies,  and  attacked  their  forc- 
faid  majeftiesand  their  allies,  but  hath  alfo  excited 
other  powers  to  do  the  fame ;  and  whereas  it  is  noto- 

rious. 
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rious,  that  the  extraordinary  efforts  made  by  his 
Pruffian  majefty  to  defend  himielf  againft  the  numer- 
ous enemies,  who  have  affailed  him  on  fo  many  fides 
at  once^  have  occafioned  very  heavy  expences,  whilfl 
on  the  other  hand,  his  revenues  have  been  confider- 
ably  diminifhed  in  thofe  parts  of  his  dominions  which 
have  been  the  feat  of  war;  and  their  majefties  hav- 
ing jointly  refolved  to  continue  their  efforts  for  th^ir 
mutual  defence  and  fecurity,  for  recovering  their 
dominions,  prote8ing  their  allies,  and  nwiiitainiiig 
the  liberties  of  the  Germanic  body :  his  Britannic 
majefty  is  determined,  in  confequence  of  thefe  con- 
fi(jerations,  to  give  immediate  fupply,  in  money,  to 
his  Pruffian  majefty,  as  being  the  molt  fpeedy  and 
cffeftual;  and  their  forefaid  majeflies  have  ibouglit 
proper,  ihat,  upon  this  head,  there  fliould  be  con- 
cluded a  convention,  declaring  and  fixing  their 
mutual  intentions  in  this  particular;  for  this  purpofe 
they  have  named  aud  authorifed  their  refpeBiveml- 
nifters,  viz.  in  the  name,  and  on  the  part  of  his 
Britannic  majefty,  his  privy  counfellors.  Sir  Robert 
Henley,  keeper  of  the  great  fc'al  of  Great  Britain; 
John,  earl  of  Granville,  prefident  of  the  council; 
Thomas  Holies,  duke  of  Newcaftle,  firft  commif. 
iioner  of  the  treafury ;  Robert,  earl  of  HoldernefiTe, 
one  of  the  princi])al  fecretaries  of  ftate;  Philip,  6arl 
of  Hardwicke;  and  William  Pitt,  another  of  the 
principal  fecretaries  of  flate:  and  in  the  name,  and 
on  the  part  of  his  Prulpan  majefty.  Dodo  Henry^ , 

Baron 
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Baron  Kynphaufen,  his  privy  counfcllor  of  embaflyj' 
and  his  minifter  plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  his 
Britannic  majefty,  and  Lous  Michel),  his  charge  d* 
cj^aires  at  the  faid  court :  who,  after  having  commu- 
nicated to  each  other  their  refpcflive  full  powers^ 
have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles : 

Art.  I.  His  majefty,  the  king  of  Great  Britain^ 
engages  to  caufe  to  be  paid,  in  the  city  of  London, 
into  the  hands  of  fuch  perfon,  orperfons,  as  fhall  be 
ciuthorifed  for  that  purpofe  by  his  majefty  the  king  of 
Pruflia,  the  fum  of  four  millions  of  German  crowns, 
amounting  to  fix  hundred  and  feventy  ihoufand 
pounds  fterling;  which  fum  fhall  be  paid  in  whole, 
and  at  one  fingle  term,  immediately  after  the  ex- 
change of  the  ratifications,  at  the  requifition  of  his 
Pruflian  majefty. 

Art.  IL  His  majefty,  the  king  of  Pruffta  engages 
on  the  other  hand,  to  employ  the  faid  fum  in  main- 
taining and  augmenting  his  forces,  which  fliall  aQ:  in 
the  manner  the  moft  advantageous  to  the  common 
caufe,  and  the  moft  conducive  to  the  end  propofed 
by  their  faid  majefties,  of  reciprocal  defence,  and 
mutual  fecurity. 

Art.  HL  The  high-contraQing  parties,  moreover 
engage,  viz.  on  the  one  fide  his  Britannic  majefty, 
as  well  king  as  elector,  and,  on  the  other  his  Pruflian, 
majefty,  not  to  conclude  any  treaty  of  peace^  truce, 
or  neutrality,  or  other  convention  or  agreement 
whatever,  with  the  powers  who  have  taken  part  in 

the 
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\he  prefent  war,  but  in  concert  and  mutudl  agrtement^ 
and  by  comprehending  each  other  by  name. 

Art.  IV.  This  convention  fhall  be  ratified,  and 
the  ratification  exchanged  on  both  fides,  in  the  fpace 
of  fix  weeks,  reckoning  from  the  date  of  figning 
the  prefent  convention,  or  fooner  if  poffible. 

In  witnefs  whereof^  we  the  underfigned  rriinifters 
of  hismajefty  the  kirtg  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  his 
majefty  the  king  of  Pruffia,  in  virtue  of  our  full 
|)ower,  have  figned  the  prefent  convention,  and 
thereto  fet  our  feals.— Done  at  London  the  eleventh 
i^ay  of  April,  in  the  year  oF  our  Lord  1758,

JDeCLARATION  BELONGING  TO  THE  TREAtYWitH 

THE  King  of  Prussia,  of  11  April,  1758. 

IN  confequence  of  the  convention  figned  this 
iday,  his  Britannic  majefty.  very  freely  declares^  that 
he  will  immediately  apply  to  his  faithful  parliament^ 
in  order  to  be  put  into  a  condition  to  pay  and  to 
tnaintain  in  Germany,  an  army  of  fifty  thoufand 
men,  at  the  expence  of  the  crown  of  Great  Btitain; 
and  his  majeftyj  moreover,  very  willingly  declares, 
that  in  quality  of  elector,  he  wiU  likewife  augment 

Vol.  Ill*  C  the 
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the  faid  army  with  a  body  of  five  thoufand  men  ;  the 
whole  of  which  fhall  aft,  with  the  utmoft  vigour, 
againft  the  common  fenemy,  in  concert  with  the  king 
of  Pruffia,  in  fiich  places,  as  the  rcafon  of  war,  and 
the  good  of  the  common  caufe  fhall  require. 

And  that  nothing,  which  can  reafonably  be  dc- 
fired  of  his  majefty,  may  be  left  unattempted  for 
the  good  of  the  common  caufe,  in  a  manner  con- 
fident with  the  fafetry  of  his  kingdoms,  and  the  vi- 
gorous profccution  of  the  neceflary  operations  in 
America,  it  is  the  intention  of  his  majcrty,  that  a 
confiderable  part  of  his  land-forces,  and  afquadron 
of  fhips,  deftined  for  the  fervice  of  the  channel, 
fhould  be  employed  in  fuch  a  manner  as  may  the 
moft  effettually  annoy  the  enemy  ;  for  which  purpofe 
his  majefty  has  ordered  a  camp  to  be  formed  in  the 
ifle  of  Wight.  And  as  Mr.  Michell,  the  Pruflian 
rninifter,  relident  at  his  majefty's  court,  has  repre- 
fented  how  advantageous  it  would  be  to  the  affairs 
of  his  FrufTian  majefty,  that  a  detachment  of  the 
Englifh  troops  fliould  be  fent  to  fecure  the  town  of 
Embden,  till  fuch  time  as  the  king  of  Pruffia  fhall 
be  able  to  take  proper  meafures  for  the  proteftion 
of  that  place  ;  the  king  hefitates  not  to  give  his  Pruf- 
fian  majefty  this  frefh  proof  of  his  fmcere  friendfhip, 
and  for  that  purpofe  hath  ordered  one  of  his  batta- 
lions to  march,  without  lofs  of  time,  to  Embden  j 
and  be  will  caufe  to  be  communicated  to  the  miniftcr 
of  his  Pruffian  majefty  a  copy  of  the  inftruftions 
drawn  up  for  the  commaQder  of  that  battalion. 
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As  foon  as  the  convention  figned  to-day  fhall  have 
been  communicated  to  the  parliament  (a  ftep  necef- 
fary  to  make  good  the  pecuniary  fupply  therein 
ftipulaied),  and  as  foon  as,  in  confequence  of 
that  communication,  the  fum  fliall  have  been 
voted  J  it  will  then  depend  upon  his  Pruffian  ma- 
jefty  to  make  ufe  of  it  at  fuch  times  as  he  fhall  judge 
proper. 

'Tis  with  the  fincereft  regi-et,  that  the  king  agaiii 
finds  himfelf  under  an  abfolute  neceffity  of  refufing 
to  enter  into  any  engagement  with  regard  to  fending 
a  fquadron  of  fliips  into  the  Baltic.  In  order,  how- 
ever, ftill  further  to  convince  his  Pruffian  majeftyj 
that  the  fole  and  only  fource  of  the  difficulties  which 
occur  on  this  pointj  is  the  inutility  and  danger  of 
fending  thither  a  fmall  fleetj  and  the  impoffibility  of 
being  able  to  fpare  one  that  could  make  itfelf  fuffi- 
ciently  refpe6led  in  ihofe  parts^  and  by  no  means  a 
regard  to  any  of  the  powers  who  have  taken  part  in 
the  war  j  and  in  order  to  demonftrate  the  more  clearly 
to  all  EuropCj  that,  from  the  moment  of  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  prcfent  treaty,  their  Britannic  and 
Pruffian  majefties  have  the  fame  friends,  and  the  fame 
enemies  j  the  king  is  ready  to  make  fuch  a  declara* 
tion,  as,  in  the  opinion  of  his  Pruffian  majefty,  may 
Itrengthen  the  common  caufe,  and  promote  their 
mutual  intcrefts;  in  cafe  the  king  of  Pruffia,  in  the 
prefent  difpofition  of  the  courts  of  Peterfbourg  an(J 
Stockholm,  recommends  a  language  different  from.

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that  which  his  Pruflian  majefly  hath  hitherto  advifed 
and  concerted  with  the  king.

BE  it  known  to  all  thofe  whom  it  either  does  or 
may  concern,  that  the  burdenfome  war  in  which  his 
Pruflian  majefty  finds  himfelf  engaged,  laying  him 
under  a  neceffity  of  making  new  efforts  tor  defend 
himfelf  againft  the  numerous  enemies  who  have  in- 
vaded his  dominions :  and  being  thus  obliged  to  enter 
into  new  raeafures  with  hig  Britannic  majefty,  in 
order  to  provide  reciprocally  and  jointly,  for  their 
mutual  defence  and  common  fafety  ;  and  his  majefty 
the  king  of  Great  Britain  having  at  the  fame  time 
fignified  a  defire  of  ftrengtheningthe  bands  of  friend- 
Ihip  which  fubfift  between  the  two  courts,  and  to 
agree  anew,  upon  this  occafion  and  to  this  end,  by 
an  exprefs  convention,  upon  the  fuccours  by  which 
he  may  affift.  his  Pruflian  majefty  the  moil  fpeedily 
and  the  moft  effeftually  ;  their  faid  majefties  have^ 
for  that  purpofe,  named  and  authorifed  their  refpec- 

tive 
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live  miniflers,  viz. — [The  names  of  the  minifters 
are  the  fame  with  thofe  in  the  treaty  immediately- 
preceding.] 

Art.  I.  It  is  agreed,  that  all  former  treaties 
fubfifting  between  the  two  courts,  of  what  date  and 
nature  foever,  and  efpecially  that  of  Weftminfter  of 
the  i6th  of  January,  1756,  as  well  as  the  conven- 
tion of  the  nth  of  April  of  the  current  year,  fhall 
be  confidered  as  renewed  and  confirmed  by  the  pre- 
fent  convention,  in  all  their  points,  articles,  and 
claufes,  and  fhall  have  the  fame  force  as  if  they  were 
inferted  here  word  for  word.

ONVENTION      BETWEEN      HIS      MAJESTY     KiNCi  , 

George   III.    and   the  King  of    Prussia, 
12TH  December,  1760. 

THIS  trejity  js  alfo  the  fame  with  the  preceding, 
except  the  alteration  of  ihp  date;  and  is  likewife 
Signed  by  the  fame  minifte:rs. 

This  treaty  of  the  mth  of  Decemher^  1760,  was  the 
LAST  treaty  our  court  made  with  Priifjia  during  the  war, 
end  it  was  the  tirst  treaty  made  in  ike  reign  of  George 
the  Third.  It  wai  concluded  infx  weeks  after  his  aC' 
ceffion^  and  was  a  copy  of  the  treaty  of  1758,  the  third 
article  of  which  the  reader  has  objerved  rims  thus : 

"  Neither  of  the  high-contrafting  parties  fhall 
«  conclude  any  treaty  nf  peace,  truce,  or  neutrality, 
•'  or  agreement  whatever,  M'ith  the  powers  who  have 
«*  t,akf;n  part  in  the  prefent  war,  but  in  concert  and 
*^  mutual  agreement^  and  by  comprehending  eacK 
•*  Other  by  name.'* 

The  treaty  of  peace  between  Great  Britain  and  France. 

figned  at  Faro,  <  n  the  tenth  day  of  February^  1 763,  was 

concluded  without  the  confent  and  mutual  agreement 

of  the  King  of  Pruflia.     The  fad:  is  notorious,  and 
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rjlalli/iicd  beyond  contradidion.  Thus  was  obferved  the 
•niaiden  faith  of  the  new  reigUy  and  the  whole  world  were 
ihereby  given  tounderjlandy  that  the  faith  of  the  Britifk 
nation  depaided  not  upon  any  fenfe  of  public  honour  or 
dread  of  private  riproach^  but  upon  the  caprice  of  a 
favourite,  deciding  upon  national  nieafures^  and  influ- 
jcncing  the  appointment  of  minifers.  Sir  Wm.  Temple 
obferves — "  A  breach  of  faith  is  highly  unjullin  a 
**  fubjed,  but  abfolutely  unpardonable  in  a  prince." 

F. 
CHARACTER  OF  GEORGE  II. 
THIS  prince,  though  not  born  in  this  country, 
nvas  educated  in  thofe  principles  ley  which  the  nation 
rofe  to  power  and  happinefs,  and  gloried  in  being 
the  king  of  a  free  people.  He  carried  the  power 
and  commerce  of  the  nation  to  a  degree  to  which  they 
had  never  till  then  attained.  Abroad,  he  eftablifhed 
the  importance,  the  honour,  and  dignity  of  his  crown, 
upon  a  footing  not  known  before  his  time  to  a  king 
of  this  country,  and  made  the  name  of  Englifhman 
refpeHable  in  every  corner  of  the  world.  No  foreign 
power  trifled  -with  his  refentment,  or  dcfpoiled  his 
people  with  impunity.  It  hath  been  faid  that  he  had 
prejudices ;  and  the  aflertion,  from  the  mouths  of 
Tories  and  Jacobites  Ihould  not  furprife  us.  The 
nation  was  benefited  by  the  prejudices  of  this  prince. 
Abroad,  they  operated  again  It  the  nafural  enemies 
©f  the  kingdom;    at  home,  againft  the  eneii^ies  of 
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the  national  freedom,  and  of  the  proteflant  eftablifl^- 
inent  made  at  the  revolution ;  againft  thofe  who 
preferred  the  odious  tyrannical  government  of  the 
accurfed  race  of  Stuart,  to  the  mild  and  legal  go- 
vernment of  the  Houfe  of  Hanover ;  againfl  thofe 
who  held  to  the  divine,  indefeafible,  hereditary  right 
of  princes,  and  to  the  flavifli  doBrines  of  paffive 
obedience  and  non-refiftance  ;  thofe  men  who,  when 
in  poffefiion  of  power,  in  every  inftance,  have  driven 
hard  to  the  deftruftion  of  England,  and  from  whofe 
pernicious  projefts  this  country  hath  been  more  than 
once  faved  by  almoft  miraculous  interpofition.  If 
he  headed  a  party,  it  was  the  most  glorious  of  all 
parties— the  national  freedom  ;  if  he  encouraged  and 
fupported  a  particular  fet  of  men,  it  was  thofe  who 
dillinguilhed  theml^lves  moft  in  their  attachment  to 
that  caufe  ;  if  he  were  averfe  to  another  fet,  he  wa^ 
only  averfe  to  them  as  public  men ;  averfe  to  their 
being  in  the  firft  departments  of  the  ftate,  becaufe 
their  maxims  of  government  were  incompatible  with 
the  happinefs  of  his  people ;  and  when  he  did  employ 
them,  which  he  did  more  frequently  than  they  de- 
ferved  to  have  been,  he  took  care  to  put  it  out  of 
their  power  to  pra8.ife  their  mifchievous  principles^ 
by  diftributing  them  chiefly  among  the  fubaltern  of- 
fices of  the  ftate,  and  by  keeping  a  fufficient  number 
of  whigs  in  the  higher  departments  to  watch  and 
over-rule  their  pernicious  projeQs.  If  he  loved  war, 
he  made  not  his  own  fubjefts  the  devoted  objedsof 
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his  vengeance.  Foreign,  national,  natural,  manly 
war,  upon  Britifli  principles,  in  defence  of  Britifl* 
rights,  he  indeed  entered  into,  profecuted  with  ar- 
dour, and  reaped  the  moft  glorious  confequences 
from,  for  this  country.  He  was  honeft,  wife,  brave, 
and  liberal.  Capable  of  opening  his  heart  to  new 
connexions,  he  did  not  contraQ:  and  give  it  up  to 
pne  man  ;  but  when  the  voice  of  his  people  deniand- 
pd  it,  he  yielded  up  the  objeft  of  his  choice,  and 
received  the  objcQ  of  theirs  to  his  bofom.  The 
greateft  of  his  favourite?,  if  he  ever  had  any  in  the 
criminal  fenfe  of  that  term,  were  made  to  vield.  Sir 
Robert  Walpole  and  the  Duke  of  Newcaftle,  who, 
by  long  lives  of  ufeful  fervice,  had  well  earned  the 
favour  of  this  monarch,  had  each  their  favourite 
meafures,  and  at  different  periods  were  compelled  to 
Sacrifice  an  excife  fcheme,  and  a  jew  bill,  and  finally 
their  places,  to  the  demands  of  his  people.  He 
received  Mr.  Pitt  from  the  people,  as  the  gift  of  the 
people ;  and  when  the  public  good  required  a  facri- 
fice  of  that  refentment  which  had  been  excited  in  his 
mind  by  the  parliamentary  condud  of  that  perfon, 
who  had  oppofed  his  beft  and  moft  favoured  fer- 
yants  with  unufual  violence,  he  made  it  with  man, 
linefs  and  dignity. 
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Some  account  of  the  character  of  thi

.  THE  reputation  of  men,  who  have  been  diftin- 
guifhed  by  iheir  parts,  virtues,  and  public  fervices, 
being  canvaffed  by  many  who  had  little  or  no  perfo- 
jial  knowledge  of  them,  and  the  judgments  formed 
by  others  being  fometimes  malicious,  and  generally 
partial,  there  remains,  in  molt  cafes,  fomejafticfe  to 
be  done  to  the  memory  and  real  merits  of  fuch  men. 
'f'his  is  but  feldom  a  popular  undertaking.  The 
public  is  more  attentive  to  cenfure  than  praife ;  and, 
during  the  lives  of  eminent  men,  a  true  defcription 
of  them  is  difcredited,  by  the  refemblance  it  bears 
to  the  language  of  flattery. 

The  charafter  of  Mr.  Legge  is  fo  circumftanced, 
that  a  true  account  of  him  may  venture  to  appear, 
"without  foliciting  attention  or  credit.  It  comes  too 
late  to  be  fujpefted  of  flattery,  and  the  public  is 
prepoffeffed  in  its  favour,  which  would  be  a  confi- 
derable  encouragement  to  an  eflay  of  this  kind,  even 
,  without  the  farther  advantage  of  an  appeal,  which 
might  be  made  to  many  great  and  refpeftable  per- 
fons  who  knew  Mr.  Legge,  and  are  qualified  to  atteft 
any  truth,  or  expofe  any  falfehood,  concerning  him. 

He 
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He  was  fo  well  known,  that-it  feems  unneceflary 
to  mention,  that  he  was  nobly  born.  The  formal 
introdudion  of  a  pedigree  is  fuperfluous  in  the  cafe 
of  a  charafter  eminently  meritorious  in  itfelf ;  and 
his  noble  f^imily  will  pardon  the  liberty  of  faying, 
that  however  great  the  honour  might  be,  which  he 
derived  from  his  birth,  it  became  inconfiderable  when 
compared  with  his  perfonal merits  and  excellencies. 

He  was  not  educated  at  any  of  thofe  fchools  whicb 
produce  moft  of  the  ornaments  and  fupporters  of 
their  country ;  but  he  was  a  remarkable  inftance, 
how  indifferent  it  is  in  what  nurfery  a  man  of  ftrong 
parts,  natural  wit,  and  fuperior  judgment,  has  beea 
raifed.  Notwithftanding  he  entered  upon  bufinefs 
very  early,  and  applied  himfelf  to  it  with  the  clofeft 
attention,  very  few  of  his  rank  were  fo  well  ac* 
quainted  with  the  moft  eminent  Greek  and  Roman 
claffics;  and  he  was  fingularly  happy  in  the  applica- 
tion of  paflages  which  he  feemed  to  have  hardly  time 
to  confider. 

He  was  defigned,  in  his  younger  years,  for  the 
fervice  of  his  country,  in  the  royal  navy;  but  that 
fervice  being  at  that  time  inaBive,  he  quitted  it  after 
one  or  two  voyages,  and  becoming  known  to  Sir 
Robert  Walpole,  was  received  into  the  family  and 
confidence  of  that  minifter;  and,'  after  having  filled 
the  ftation  of  his  fecretary  for  fome  years,  he  obtain- 
ed a  feat  in  parliament,  and  paffed  through  the  feve- 
ral  offices  of  fecretary  to  the  treafurer ;  fecretary  to 
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the  Duke* of  Devonfhire,  father  of  the  late  Duke, 
as  lord-lieutenant  of  Ireland;  one  of  the  commif- 
fioners  of  the  admiralty ;  envoy-extraordinary  to  the 
court  of  Berlin ;  treafurer  of  the  navy;  chancellor 
and  under-treafurer  of  the  exchequer,  and  one  of 
the  commiffiojiers  of  the  treafury  ;  and  he  continued 
to  thelaftone  of  his  majefty's  privy  council. 

Thefe  things  are  barely,  and  perhaps  not  accu- 
rately mentioned,  becaufe  other  men  have  pafTed 
through  fuch  offices.  Eminence  of  Ration  not  being, 
in  every  cafe,  an  argument  of  eminent  worth,  it  is, 
in  itfelf,  but  a  feeble  recommendation  to  pofterity, 
and  will  prove  no  more  at  heft,  than  that  theperfoii 
exalted  was  fortunate.  The  moderation  and  equani- 
mity with  which  Mr.  Legge  bore  his  fuccefs,  was  the 
more  extraordinary,  as  he  was  one  of  the  few  men 
advanced  to  high  offices,  who  are  not  fo  much 
obliged  to  fortune  as  to  themfelves ;  and  if  his  cha- 
rafter  could  be  duly  reprefented  to  future  times,  his 
promotion  would  appear  to  have  done  honour  to  the 
prefent  age. 

The  characters  of  perfons  of  diftinftion  are  often 
celebrated  by  a  recital  of  the  vices  and  failings  from 
vhich  they  afe  exempt;  and  in  this  view,  there  are 
perhaps  none  among  the  moft  exceptionable,  totally 
excluded  from  praife.  But  this  would  be  but  a  poor 
defcription  of  the  real  virtues  and  excellencies  of  Mr. 
Legge.  They  were  inconfiflent  with  many  or  great 
failings,  and  they  fo  poffefled  the  attention  of  his  ob- 
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fervers,  and  fo  eflfeftually  concealed  the  few  foible? 
which  he  might  have,  that  malice  itfelf  appears,  from 
fome  things  which  were  faid  of  him,  to  have  been 
quite  at  a  lofs,  on  what  part  of  his  charafter  to  alight. 

He  did  not  pretend  to  be  fingular  in  any  of  his 
virtues,  and  it  would  be  a  needlefs  exaggeration  to 
reprefent  him  fo.  But  fome  of  the  virtues  he  had, 
appeared  fo  much  the  genuine  refult  of  that  happy 
conftitution  of  heart  and  temper  which  diftinguifhed 
him,  that  they  became  charafteriftical  in  him;  and  a 
defcription  of  his  perfon  and  manner  would  not  pre- 
fent  him  more  Itrikingly  to  the  memory  of  thofe  who 
knew  him,  than  the  bare  mention  of  his  integrity, 
candour,  and  benevolence. 

But  he  was  diftinguiflied  by  abilities  lefs  common 
than  even  his  virtues.  They  might  feem  to  be  li- 
mited, as  having  been  chiefly  difplayed  to  the  public 
in  the  lail  office  he  filled.  But  the  fundamental  qua- 
lifications for  fuch  offices  of  bufinefs  as  are  not  pro- 
feffional,  being  much  the  fame,  it  may  be  faid, 
without  derogating  from  the  great  men  who  have  ex- 
celled in  their  departments,  that  Mr.  Legge  was 
qualified  for  any.  With  a  penetrating  apprehenfion, 
and  a  memory  remarkably  tenacious  of  fubftantial 
knowledge,  he  had  a  judgment  fo  clear  and  found, 
that  it  feems  hardly  poffiblc  for  any  human  mind  to 
be  more  accurate,  unembarrafled,  and  comprehcn- 
iive  of  all  the  ideas  related  to  the  fubje6\  before  him, 
as  wejl  as  of  all  the  confequences  which  follow  from 
comparing  them. 
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He  affiftcd  thefe  great  powers  of  his  iinderftanding 
by  an  indefatigable  induftry,  not  commonly  annexed 
to  extraordinary  parts;  and  he  kept  his  mind  open 
for  the  admiflion  of  any  material  inftruftion,  by  a 
modefty  of  temper  natural  to  men  who  feem  to  need 
Jnltruftion  leall.  Though  he  was  never  firft  com- 
miflionerof  the  treafury,  yet  his  office  of  chancellor 
of  the  exchequer  obliging  him  to  move  for  the  fup- 
plies  in  parliament,  and  to  promife  the  ways  and 
means,  he  feemed  to  think  himfelf  refponfible  for 
his  knowledge  in  the  bufinefs  of  his  office,  as  well 
as  for  his  integrity  in  the  difcharge  of  it.  He  did 
not,  it  is  well  known,  folicit,  nor  accept  the  office 
without  relu8ance,  being  difcouraged  by  the  dif- 
tinguiffied  abilities  of  two  great  predeccfTors  of  his, 
■whofe  eminence  in  that  branch  was  particularly 
known  and  underflood  by  him. 

But  he  was  prevailed  with  to  facrifice  his  eafe  and 
happinefs;  and  he  foon  manifclted  how  conliderablc 
the  facrifice  was,  in  his  eflimation,  by  the  affiduity 
with  which  he  applied  himfelf  to  the  ftudy  of  the 
whole  fyftem  of  the  public  revenue,  as  well  as  by  the 
gratitude  with  which  he  embraced  the  aids  that  books 
or  men  could  give  him  ;  and,  by  naturalizing  in  his 
own  mind  all  the  knowledge  he  could  colled,  he  ac- 
quired in  a  very  {hort  fpace  of  time  as  familiar  an 
acquaintance  with  that  complex  important  bufmefs, 
as  if  he  had  been  trained  up  to  it  from  his  infancy, 
and  had  made  it  the  fole  ftudy  of  his  life. 
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He  digelled  in  his  thoughts,  and  knew  how  16  de- 
liver with  the  utmoft  precifion  and  perfpicuity,  a 
methodical  account  of  the  produce  of  every  tax ; 
of  its  former  ftat^ ;  of  its  probable  future  diminution 
or  increafe,;  of  its  relation  to  any  other  tax,  as  well 
as  to  public  liberty;  of  the  condition  of  every  branch 
of  trade  and  luxury,,  and  of  the  country  in  general, 
to  bear  the  burthens  laid  upon  it;  of  the  ftate  of 
public  credit,  and  the  due  proportion  between  the 
terms  of  a  loan  and  the  public  exigencies;  of  the 
means  of  alleviating  the  national  burthens  by  real 
ceconomy,  in  the  reduftion  of  the  eftablifliment,  as 
well  as  by  pra6licable  unpretending  fchemes  for  the 
gradual  difcharge  of  the  public  debt;  and  of  the 
various  contingencies  which  might  forward  or  retard 
that  great  work.  He  has  left  written  evidences  of 
the  fingular  fls^ill  and  accuracy  with  which  he  confi-i 
dered  each  of  thefe  fubjefls. 

Furnifhed  with  this  knowledge,  to  a  degree  appa- 
rently peculiar  to  him,  he  entered  upon  his  office 
with  the  additional  advantage  of  a  general  prepoflef- 
fion  in  favour  of  his  i«ntegrityj  and  during  the  time 
he  ferved  the  crown  in  that  department,  he  executed 
without  the  power  of  a  minifter,  and  without  any 
lofs  of  popularity,  the  mod  unpopular,  though  at  that- 
time  neceflary  work,  of  raiftng  more  fuppliesthan  had 
ever  been  raifed  within  the  fame  number  of  years. 

The  popularity  of  the  adminiflration  with  which 
be  afted,  and  the  encouraging  fucccfles  of  the  war, 
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doubtlefs  greatly  aflifted  him ;  and  it  would  be  infa- 
mous to  detraft,  in  any  degree,  from  the  merits  of  an 
adminiftration  which  did  fo  much  honour  to  the  king 
and  nation.  But  they  who  have  the  fpirit  to  perfe- 
vere,  in  admiring  the  public  meafures  of  that  time, 
will  do  Mr.  Legge  the  juftice  to  confefs,  that  his 
perfonal  merit,  and  his  credit  with  parliament  and  with 
the  public,  were  always  clearly  difcernible,  when  he 
condufted  the  invidious  part  of  the  bufinefs  of  go- 
vernment. 

Without  pretending  to  eloquence,  and  with  a 
fubjeft  which  will  not  eafily  admit  the  exercife  of 
that  talent,  he  was  heard  with  an  attention  feldom 
paid  to  fpeeches  which  muft  confift  principally  of  a- 
rithmetical  details.  He  was  furc  to  keep  up  that 
attention,  by  a  prccifion  in  his  thoughtSj  which  would 
not  permit  him,  had  he  been  inclined,  to  be  tedi- 
oufly  verbofe;  and  he  preferved  his  own,  and  in  a 
certain  degree,  the  credit  of  government,  by  neither 
pretending  nor  promiling  more  than  he  could,  widl 
the  ftriftelt  regard  to  truth. 

After  his  dilmidion  from  office, he  condnued,whilft 
his  health  would  permit,  to  attend  with  the  fame  ap-» 
plication  and  vigilance,  to  the  national  finances,  as  a 
member  of  parliament;  and,  in  more  than  one  in-*, 
fiance,  he  aflifted  perfons  who  had  no  particuliir 
claims  upon  him,  rather  than  the  crown  or  public 
fhould  fuffer  by  his  filence.  And  this  he  did  at  af 
time  when  he  thought  himfelf  perfonally  affronted, 
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hy  the  refolution  of  a  great  board  to  deprive  a  near 
relation  of  his,  who  was  not  of  an  age  to  be  obnox- 
ious to  government  himfelf,  of  an  emolument  which 
had  with  equal  propriety  and  kindnefs  been  conferred 
upon  him.   , 

With  fo  deep  and  extendve  a  fund  of  knowledge, 
fo  precifely  arranged  in  his  mind,  and  nioft  judici- 
oufly  applied  to  the  ferviee  of  his  country,  Mr. 
Legge  was  eminently  qualified  for  the  more  inaftive 
enjoyments  of  literature.  Befides  the  plcafure  he 
extrafted  from  the  beft  hiftorians,  philofophers,  and 
divines,  he  had  a  tafte  for  works  of  imagination, 
not  comm.on  even  among  fcholars ;  and  knew  how 
to  relieve  his  labours  and  cares,  in  his  few  vacant 
hours,  with  the  beft  writers  of  that  kind,  ancient 
and  modern,  whofe  beauties  he  would  relifh  and  af- 
fimilate  to  his  own  ideas,  with  all  the  fatisfaftion  of 
an  ingenious  ndan  at  perfetl  leifure. 

But  his  friends  could  not  fpare  him  much  unin- 
terrupted pleafure  of  this  fort;  for  he  had  another 
faculty,  likewife  foreign  to  the  unentertaining  track 
of  bufinefs.  He  was  one  of  the  beft  companions  of 
his  time.  His  wit  was  copious,  eafy,  chearful,  chafte 
and  original.  He  would  animate  the  graveft  conver- 
fation  with  fome  ftriking  image  which  prefented  all 
the  elfential  circumftances  of  a  fubjeft  at  once  before 
the  mind ;  he  illuftrated  his  images  by  embellifh- 
ments,  which  the  moft  fruitful  imagination  could  not 
produce,  without  the  aid  of  a  moft  chearful  temper.' 
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Having  a  perpetual  fupply  of  this  fort  of  enterlajr^ 
mem,  he  was  never  tempted  to  have  recourfe  to  the 
poor  expedient  of  keepii  g  up  mirth  by  excefles  of 
licentioufncfs.  Nor  would  his  humanity  fuffer  hinv 
to  difplay  bis  wit  at  the  expence  of  any  perfon  in 
company.  He  could  be  lively  without  the  aid  of 
other  men's  foibles;  or  if  they  prefled  upon  him  fo 
dire£lly  a^  not  to  be  avoided,  his  raillery  was  inof- 
fenfive,  and  even  agreeable  to  the  obje6;  of  it.  If 
abfent  men  were  mentioned,  whom  he  either  difliked 
or  delpifed,  he  had  the  happy  art  of  venting  his  dif- 
guft  or  contempt  by  fome  pleafant  expreflion  of  in- 
difference, which  fheltered  perhaps  an  odious  or  a 
defprcable  charafler  from  more  fevtre  reflexions,  by 
only  giving  it  a  ridiculous  alpeB.  Had  his  good 
fayings  been  treafured  up,  as  thofe  of  much  inferior 
wits  have  been,  they  would  have  defcended  to  pof- 
terity ;  and  many  of  them  would  have  been  relilhed 
without  a  comment  in  any  age.  But  he  aimed  at  no 
reputation  of  this  fort,  and  was  fo  natural  and  eafy 
in  his  manner,  that  his  brighteft  thoughts  dropped* 
from  him  like  common  converfation,  without  the 
leaft  appearance  of  any  view  to  the  fuccefs  with  whicb 
they  were  delivered. 

Thefe  extraordinary  powers,  which  ai-e  feldom 
united  in  the  fame  mind,  and  continued  remarkably 
vigorous  in  his,  to  his  lall  moments,  were  the  more 
amiable  as  well  as  folid  in  him,  as  they  were  accom- 
panied by  a  moft  virtuous  heart.     It  would  be  a 
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gainful  tafli,  and  revive  the  exccffes  of  private  grief, 
to  reprefent  the  lofs  of  him  in  his  domeftic  charac- 
ter, where  he  wasj  in  every  refpeft  and  relation,  an 
iiluftrious  example  of  fidelity  and  tendernefs.  But 
his  benevolence  was  not  limited  here,  nor  by  any 
other  known  boundary,  than  the  limits  of  his  power^ 
or  ihe  demerits  perhaps  of  particular  men.  Nor  were 
thefe,  in  every  cafe,  obftacles  to  his  good-will.  He 
had  doubtlefs  penetration  enough  to  difcern  human 
failings  upon  a  very  flight  acquaintance;  but  he  ne- 
ver fufFered  his  mind  to  dwell  upon  them,  if  he 
could  difcover,  or  thought  he  had  difcovered  a  fuf- 
ficient  quantity  of  that  probity  and  good  nature  which 
he  valued  above  other  accomplifhments,  and  efteem- 
ed  a  compenfation  for  many  failings. 

He  feemed  more  particularly  averfe  to  hypocrify 
and  afFe6lation  of  every  fort,  perhaps  as  being  mofl 
oppofite  to  his  own  temper  and  chara6ler.    Common 
infirmities  appeared  either  ridiculous  or  tolerable  to 
him  ;  but  he  could  not  bear  to  fee  the  commerce  of 
mutual   good-will   and   efteem  interrupted  by  the 
frauds  of  unfair  dealers,  who  give  themfelves  credit 
'for  more  virtue  and  ability  than  they  have.     He  had 
a  better  right  than  molt  men,  to  entertain,  and  ex- 
prefs  a  ftrong  diflike  of  fuch  perfons,  not  only  as  he 
was  difpofed,  in  other  cafes,  to  make  great  allow- 
ance for  the  natural  defire  men  have  to  advance  for- 
ward in  life.     He  was  known  to  contribute  warmly, 
ito  the  utmoft  of  his  power,  foraetinies  at  the  hazard

of  his  power,  to  promote  the  views  of  his  friend's* 
He  would  ingenuoufly  confefs  he  had  an  end  of  his 
own"  in  conferring  fuch  obligations.  His  ftate  of 
health,  till  within  a  year  before  he  died,  feemed  to 
promife  him  a  vigorous  and  lafting  old  age;  and  he 
thought  a  faithful  obliged  friend  would  be  the  moft 
valuable  of  all  the  Subfidia  SeneQutis. 

His  fincerity  being  like  the  reft  of  his  virtues,  tinc- 
tured with  his  natural  good-humour,  produced  in 
him  that  amiable  candour  which  fometimes  broke 
out,  in  the  midft  of  political  contefts,  in  a  frank 
acknowledgment  of  truths  on  either  fide^  which  little 
minds,  engaged  in  contefts,  are  ftudious  to  fupprefs. 
Indeed,  he  could  well  afford  to  be  candid  on  all 
occafions,  being  confcious,  that  the  known  purity 
of  his  intentions  would  fupport  him  in  any  concef- 
fion  which  truth  or  good-nature  impelled  him  to 
make. 

He  was  as  ingenuous  in  fpeaking  of  himfelf,  as 
upon  any  other  fubjeft ;  and,  inltead  of  urging  his 
pretenfions  with  vehemence^  or,  as  is  often  done, 
"with  a  difregard  to  truth,  he  was  never  known  ta 
aflume  falfe  merit  in  his  conduft,  public  or  private  j 
and  his  friends  rather  blamed  him,  for  not  valuing 
himfelf  fufficiently  upon  the  merit  he  could  truly 
pretend  to.  But  he  was  of  too  gentle  and  eafy  a 
mind  to  avail  himfelf  of  all  his  claims,  and  trufted  to 
the  world,  of  which  he  had  a  better  opinion  than  men- 
of  penetration  generally  have,  that  his  conduB,  fo 
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tkr  as  was  underftood,  would  fecure  to  him  as  much 
reputation  as  he  defired.  Nor  was  he  deceived  in 
his  opinion,  for  the  inward  refpeft  oF  mankind  to- 
wards him  was  as  general  as  he  could  have  wilhed  it 
to  be  had  ambition  been  his  ruling  paffion.  The 
public  fenfe  of  his  worth  was  fignally  manifefted  at 
one  time  by  many  un,fought  marks  of  efteera,  and 
fuch  as  have  always  been  thought  honourable.  Nor 
did  they  appear  to  be  the  refult  of  mere  tranfient  fits 
of  popularity  ;  for  his  reputation  continued  unfhaken 
to  the  end  of  his  life,  and  the  almoft  univerfal  re- 
gret of  men  of  all  parties  followed  him  to  his  grave. 
But  ihe  beft  men  cannot  pafs  through  life  without 
fome  cenfure.  His  known  public  conduft,  and  his 
exemplary  private  liTe,  feemed  to  fecure  him  from 
any  attack  of  this  fort.  But  envy  and  malice  being 
keen  and  aftive,  will  fufpeft  where  they  cannot 
chaifge,  and  infinuate  where  they  cannot  accufe. 
The  ftriO:  and  unafFefted  oeconbmy  he  pra6tifed  in 
behalf  of  the  public,  as  far  as  lay  in  his  power,  to- 
gether with  his  averlion  in  his  private  life,  to  the  mere 
glittering  cxpences  of  vanity,  brought  upon  him  the 
fufpicion  of  too  much  parfimony  in  his  temper, 
which  they,  who  beft  knew  Mr.  Legge  aid  his  af- 
fairs, know  to  have  been  ill  founded.  He  did  not 
tranfgrefs  the  bounds  of  his  fortune,  and  involve  his 
pofterity  in  difficulties,  in  order  to  purchafe  himfelf 
the  temporary  fame  of  fplendour  and  magnificence; 
b^t  hjc  did  full  jullice  to  the  wor'dj  by  living  up  to 
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bis  rank  and  fortune,  as  -well  as  by  many  private  aSs 
of  beneficence,  which  he  was  too  generous  to  divulge; 
and,  after  having  evinced  his  difinterellednefs,.  on 
many  occafions,  in  the  courfe  of  public  bufinefs,  he 
amply  fatisfied  thofe,  who  might  fufpeft  him  of  par- 
fimony,  or  might,  from  his  unpretending  manner, 
miftake  hira  as  wanting  the  fpirit  of  which  he  did 
not  boaft,  that  he  valued  his  honour  more  than  any 
other  confidcration. 

It  would  have  fufficed  to  mention  this  in  general 
terms,  without  entering  into  a  proof  of  it,  had  he 
not  made  it  his  dyin^  requefl  to  the  noble  perfonage, 
who  was  beft  iniitled  to  his  afFc6lion  and  confidence, 
to  lay  before  the  public,  in  vindication  of  him,  the 
only  reafons  he  knew  of  his  difaiifTion  from  office, 
lie  had  acquiefced  filently  in  that  difmiffion,  appre- 
hending, that  the  time  might  come  when  his  irre- 
proachable conduB  and  charafter  would  efface  the 
imprefTion  of  privatt  mifreprefentations.  But  when 
he  found  that  the  hopes  of  a  recovery,  with  which 
he  was  often  flatcr  d,  in  the  courfe  of  his  dileafe, 
were  quite  vanifhf  d,  and  that  it  would  be  his  lot  to 
die  in  a  (laie  of  difgrace  with  a  moft  amiable  and  vir- 
tuous k ,  he  appreheiidcd  for  himfclf,    left  his 

good  name,  which  the  beft  men  have  always  wifliecj 
to  tranfmit  to  pofterity,  flioiild  fufFer  from  a  pre- 
fumption  eafily  propagated,  that  there  muft  have 
been  fomething  wrong  in  him  to  produce  a  difmiffion, 
which  is,  in  the  caie  of  moft  individuals  removed 
from  offices  of  ftatCj  a  puniihment  of  mifcondud* 
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He  was  therefore  anxioufly  defirous  the  world 
fhould  know,  that  he  was  not  turned  out  for  any 
blemifti  in  his  private  or  public  eharafter,  and  he 
thought  it  the  moft  fatisfatlory  method  of  fccuring 
his  pofthuraous  reputation,  to  publifh  the  few  papers 
which  explain  his  cafe.  He  apprehended  himfelf 
intitled  to  do  this  in  his  own  vindication,  as  the  pa- 
pers contain  no  fecrets,  either  of  ftate,  or  of  private 
friendfliip.  They  are,  agreeably  to  his  defire,  here 
laid  before  the  world,  in  their  original  form,  with 
only  a  previous  fliort  narrative  of  the  tranfa6lion 
■which  occafioned  them. 

Upon  the  prefent  Duke  of  Bolton's  acccfTion  to 
his  title,  in  the  year  1759,  Mr.  Legge  was  folicited 
to  fucceed  his  Grace,  as  one  of  the  repreientatives 
of  the  jcounty  of  Southampton,  his  own  feat  in  par- 
liament chancing  at  that  time  to  be  vacant.  He 
cpuld  not  well  have  been  importuned  to  an  under- 
taking more  unpleafant  to  him,  and  he  declined  it 
more  than  once  without  referve.  The  buftle  of  a 
popular  ele£lion  was  unnatural  to  his  liberal  mind 
;and  manners,  and  a  relation  of  that  kind,  to  a  large 
county,  in  which  he  redded,  might  appear  inconve- 
nienjL  to  him,  whofe  hands  were  at  that  time  filled 
with  public  bufinefs.  But  he  was  prevailed  with  10 
accept  the  offer,  by  the  repeated  intreatics  of  his 
friends,  which  were  inforced  by  the  plea,  that  his 
fortune  and  charafter  would  do  cre4it  to  a  party, 
"Whicih  had  all  his  life  been  countenanced  by  govern- 
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ment,  and  with  which  he  had  ever  afled  uniformly^ 
though  with  undiffemblcd  moderation  and  good  hu- 
mour towards  the  other  party.  And  he  had  the  far- 
ther encouragement  of  hoping,  from  the  intereft  of 
the  crown  exerted  in  his  favour,  in  conjunction  with 
that  of  the  then  prevailing  party  in  the  county,  as 
well  as  with  his  own  perfonal  intcrelt,  which  was  very 
confiderable,  that  his  eleftion  would  not  be  contefted. 

However  he  fell  into  the  difagreeable  work  of  a 
conteft.  His  competitor  was  Mr.  Stuart,  now  Sir 
Simeon  Stuart;  and  he  found  Mr.  Stuart's  intereft 
adopted  by  a  noble  Lord  (Lord  Bute)  with  whom 
Mr.  Legge  was  not  at  variance;  who  had  no  apparent 
relation  of  any  kind  to  the  county;  whom  therefore 
Mr.  Legge  did  not  think  of  confuhing  before  he  re- 
folved  to  comply  with  the  defire  of  his  friends. 

After  the  county  had  been  canvafled  on  both  fides, 
Mr.  Stuart  thought  fit  to  decline,  and  Mr.  Legge 
received  the  following  letter: 

**  Downing-Jlrcet^  Nov.  2^^  Monday  evening. 
**  Dear  Sir, 

**  Lord  Bute  fcnt  to  me  this  morning,  and  told 
me,  that  having  an  opportunity  of  faving  vou  he 
had  embraced  it,  and  done  you  an  a6l'of  friendfhip  ; 
for  that  Mt.  Stuart  having  been  with  him  for  his  ad- 
vice, whether  to  leave  or  purfue  the  election,  as  fome 
of  Mr.  Stuart's  friends  thought  this  critical  feafon  of 
an  invafion  hanging  over  the  kingdom  to  be'a  very 
improper  time  for  parliamentary  contcfts,  his  Lord- 
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fhip  had  determined  the  point  for  relinquifhing  the 
purfuitj  in  confequence  of  which  Mr.  Stuart  was  to 
acquaint  you  with  his  refolution  of  declining  a  poll. 
Lord  B.  added,  that  neither  he,  nor  the  greater 
perfon  whofe  name  hath  heen  ufed  during  the  com- 
petition, would  ever  treat  you  with  the  more  coldnefs 
for  what  hath  happened ;  your  part  having  been  taken 
under  an  ignorance  of  their  views  and  intentions; 
that  Lord  B.  expelled,  however,  as  he  had  a  claim 
upon  you,  in  right  of  friendfhip,  that  you  will  conr 
cur  with  him,  and  give  your  aid  to  the  perfon  he 
ihall  recommend  at  a  future  ele6lion.  I  anfwered  to 
the  laft  point,  that  I  knew  not  how  far  you  would 
jhink  yourfelf  bound  in  honour  to  a6l  with  the  body 
of  whigs  on  fuch  an  occafion;  but  if  this  confider- 
ation  did  not  hinder,  I  was  fure  you  would  be  happy 
to  give  him  that  or  any  other  evidence  of  your  r9« 
fpeft  for  him. 

"  You  will  be  pleafed  therefore,  to  confider  wel!^ 
and  (if  you  pleafe)  with  the  advice  of  your  friends^ 
before  you  give  an  anfwer  on  this  head,  that  may 
tie  you  down,  for  on  that  anfwer  you  plainly  fee^ 
yery  much  will  depend.

To  this  letter  Mr.  Legge  returned  the  following

"  I  return  you  many  thanks  for  your  letter.  Since 
I  received  it  I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  feeing  <| 
little  more  of  the  fpirit  and  temper  of  the  county, 
and  can  anfwer  it  better  than  I  could  have  done 

fooner.     L r  H e  do  me   great  judice  in 

fappofing  I  was  totally  ignorant  of  their  concerning 
themfclves  at  all  in  the  Hampfhire  eledion,  at  the 
time  my  engagenvents  were  taken,  I  am  obliged  to 
Lord  B.  for  any  intentions  he  had  to  fave  me,  by 
the  advice  he  gave  to  drop  oppofition;  but  if  Mr* 
Stuart,  or  his  friends,  had  accepted  the  offer  I  made, 
with  the  concurrence  of  my  friends,  at  the  beginning, 
and  as  foon  as  I  difcovered  what  turn  the  eleftion 
might  take,  every  wi(h  of  Mr.  Stuart's  had  been  fe- 
cured,  the  peace  of  the  county  never  been  interrupt- 
ed, little  lefs  than  5000I.  a-piece  faved  to  us  both, 
and  what  is  ftill  of  more  confequence,  a  month's 
fermentaticn  of  panics  been  entirely  prevented, 
which  never  fails  to  turn  them  all  four.  Many  of 
thefe  good  confequences  had  likewife  been  obtained, 
if  the  gentlemen  had  coniuhed,  and  enabled  Lord 
B.  to  put  an  end  to  the  conteft  before  I  left  London, 
^hen  you  know  how  unwilling  I  was  to  pulh  it  to 
extremity. 

«*  As  to  the  event  of  the  ele8ion,  there  was  not 
the  lead  doubt  about  it.  The  county  was  thoroughly 
Cianvaffed,  and  upon  as  exa6l  returns,  as  I  believe 
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ever  are  of  can  be  made  in  a  cafe  of  this  kind,  I  could 
have  given  Mr.  Stuart'^ali  the  doubtful  ones  and  all 
the  neuters,  in  addition  to  his  own  poll^  and  yet 
have  carried  the  eledion  by  a  majority  of  1400.  I 
did  not  come  into  a  fingle  town,  (except  Alton) 
"where  it  was  not  expefted  every  day,  that  the  oppo- 
fition  would  be  given  up,  and  where  almoft  any  odds 
would  not  have  been  laid,  that  it  never  came  to  a 
poll.  Nor  do  I  think  any  confultation  would  have 
been  held  about  dropping  the  affair,  if  all  the  money 
fubfcribed  agai;;ft  me,  and  more,  had  not  been  ex- 
pended, and  all  probability  of  carrying  the  point 
entirely  vanifhed.  This  is  my  own  firm  opinion 
and  belief,  and  yet,  whoever  reads  my  advertifement 
will  fee,  that  I  have  afted  with  the  utmoft  candour, 
and  given  my  opponents  credit  for  fuch  motives  of 
retreat,  as  I  am  fure  do  them  no  difhonour.  The 
expence  indeed  would  have  been  enormous,  if  the 
difpute  had  been  carried  thorough,  and  fo  far  I  own 
there  is  a  faving  to  us  both,  for  I  am  convinced  it 
would  have  amounted  to  above  20,oool.  a-piece. 
This  is  a  fum  I  fliould  have  felt  feverely,  and  ^et 
after  my  offer  to  compromife  had  been  rejeded,  I 
jnuft  and  would  have  fpent  it,  and  could  have  done 
it  without  mortgaging  my  eftate ;  I  leave  you  to 
judge  what  effeO:  it  would  have  had  on  Mr.  Stuart's.^ 
'<  After  faying  thus  much,  I  am  very  far  fron) 
having  any  perfonal  difiike  to  Mr.*Stuart;  on  the 
(pontrary,  I  think  he  has  been  cruelly  treated  by  fome 
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of  his  friends;  and  if  the  prevaiHng  party  in  this 
county  will  receive  him  without  oppofiiion  I  fhall 
be  very  well  fatisfied,  and  glad  of  it.  But  if  the 
whigs  and  diffenters,  who  are  very  numerous  in  this 
county,  will  make  a  point  of  oppofing  him,  it  will 
be  impoffible  for  me  to  declare  for  him  and  abandon 
thofe,  who  have  fupported  me,  to  take  part  with 
thofe,  againft  whom  they  have  fnpported  me.  This 
would  not  only  put  my  own  ele61ion  in  jeopardy, 
but  be  fo  ungrateful  and  difreputable  a  part  for  me 
to  a8:,  that  it  would  in  the  fame  proportion  make 
my  affiftance  ineffeftual  to  the  perfon  I  Ihould  join 
!|i^ith.

Upon  this  anfwer  Mr.  Legge  received  a  verbal 
meffage  from  lord  B.  by  Mr.  M.  Dec.  12,  1759,  the 
purport  of  which  was,  as  it  ftands  upon  Mr.  Legge's 
paper,  ^*  that  he  fhould  bid  adieu  to  the  county  of 
Southampton  at  the  general  elcdion,  and  affift,  as 
far  as  lay  in  his  power,  the  P of  W 's  no- 
mination of  two  members  ;'*  to  which  meflage  a  ca- 
tegorical anfwer  was  required,  and  Mr.  Legge  fent 
the  following  in  writing  on  the  fame  day: 

**  Mr.  Legge  underftanding  it  to  be  expefted  that 
he  (who  never  had  engaged  at  all  in  the  county  of 

Southampton,  if  the  intentions  of  L r  H— - 

had  been  in  time  communicated  to  him)  (hall  no^ 

on^y 
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<jnly  refufe  to  be  chofen  himfelf  at  the  next  gerreral 
ele6lion,  but  aflift  Lord  Carnarvon  and  Mr,  StuarS, 
in  oppofition  to  thofe  who  have  fupported  Mr.  Legge 
at  the  late  eleftion  ;  is  determined  to  fubmit  to  any 
confequences  rather  than  incur  fo  great  a  difgrace.** 

Lord  B.  fent  a  reply  the  fame  day,  which  Mr.  M. 
wrote  down  from  his  mouth,  in  the  following  words: 

'*  The  inftant  Mr.  Legge  reprefents  himfelf  as 
bound  in  honour  not  to  decline  ftanding  for  Hamp- 
Ihire,  at  the  next  general  ele^lion.  Lord  B.  is  firmly 

perfuadcd  that  the  P will  by  no  means  defire  k 

of  him ;  but  he  does  out  of  real  friendfliip  to  Mr. 
Legge  befeech  him  to  confider  very  ferioufly,  whe- 
ther, after  triumphing  over  the  P — — *s  inclinations 
at  prefent,  lord  B.  has  any  method  left  of  removing 
prejudices,  that  the  late  unhappy  occurrences  have 

ftrongly  impreifed  the  P with,  than  by  being 

enabled  to  afiTure  him,  that  Mr.  Legge  will,  as  far  as 

fliall  be  in  his  power,  to  co-operate  with  his  R 

H 's  wifhes  at  the  next  general  eleftion.'* 

Mr.  Legge  returned  the  following  final  anfwer: 

*'  Though  in  fa8,Mr.  Legge  has  been  fo  unhappy 

as  to  find  himfelf  oppofed  to  the  P of  W *s 

inclinations,  yet  as  to  intention,  Mr.  Legge  feels 
himfelf  entirely  blamelefs;  and  has  too  high  a  vene- 
ration for  the  P of  W 's  juflice  to  think  he 

will  conceive  lading  prejudices  againft  any  man,  for 
refilling  thofe  inclinations  of  which  he  was  totally 
ignorant. 
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"  As  Mr.  Legge  flatters  himfelf  this  confideratiort 
will  induiethe  P — —  of  W to  forgive  his  enter- 
ing into  engagements  with  the  county  of  Southamp- 
ton, he  is  certain  that  his  R  H will  not 

condemn  his  adhering  to  thofe  engagements,   when 
entered  into. 

«*  God  forbid  Mr.  Legge  fliould  be  fufpe6led  of 
triumphing  over  the  P — —of  W  ■  *s  inclinations! 
The  contrary  was  fo  much  his  intention,  that  from 
the  moment  he  difcovered  which  way  thofe  inclina- 
tions lay,  there  was  no  endeavour  he  did  not  ufe,  to 
avoid  the  difpute  with  honor;  nor  did  Mr.  Legge 
exert  himfelf,  either  in  point  of  expence  or  perfonal 
application,  till  all  compromife  being  rejefted,  he 
had  no  other  part  left  to  aft. 

**  Mr.  Legge  is  obliged  to  Lord  B.  for  the  friend- 
fhip  he  exprefFes  towards  him.  Surely  his  lordfliip 
cannot  doubt  biit  that  Mr.  Legge  fliould  be  extremely 
glad,  if  he  could  find  himfelf  in  fuch  a  fituation  as 
would  permit  him  to  have  the  honour  of  obeying 

the  P of  W — — 's   commands,    and   feconding 

his  wiflies,  without  breaking  the  faith  he  has  openly 
and  publicly  pledged  to  the  county  of  Southampton. 
This,  if  he  were  to  do,  he  fliould  forfeit  all  title  to 

the  P of  W'        *s  countenance  and  proteftionj 

as  certainly  as  he  knows  he  fliould  forfeit  his  R " 

H 's  private  good  opinion.'* 

Here  the  correfpondence  ended.    His  late  majefty 
died  the  year  following,  and  at  the  end  of  the  firll 

feffion

feflion^of  parliament,  after  his  prefent  majefty's  ac- 
cefTionj  Mr.  Legge  was  difmiffed,  or  as  he  chofe  to 
exprefs  ir,  turned  out,  after  having  ferved  the 
crown  and  the  public,  in  his  department,  during 
that  feffion  with  his  ufual  ability  and  fidelity. 

He  had  abundant  refources,  in  his  own  mind,  to 
reconcile  him  to  private  life,  and  might  have  had  hi» 
difgrace  glofled  over  by  a  favour,  which  he  declined. 
He  faid  it  was  his  duty  to  submit,  but  r>bt  to  ap- 
prove. He  had  the  more  valuable  and  independent 
fatisfaftion,  foon  after  the  event  to  be  unanimoufly 
chofen  to  reprefent  the  county  of  Southampton  a£ 
the  general  eledion. 

The  circumftances  of  his  lafl;  illnefs  are  no  farther 
tonnefted  with  this  account  of  him,  than  as  fome  of 
them  remarkably  confirmed  it,  by  exhibiting  the  na- 
tural ferenity  of  a  ftrong  and  good  mind,  in  the  la^ 
and  greateft  of  all  human  diftrefles.  As  he  was  above 
diffembiing  his  fatisfatUon  at  the  hopes  of  life,  which 
frequently  appeared,  fo  he  was  above  rergetting  the 
lofs  of  longer  life,  or  dreading  the  approach  of  death, 
when  his  cafe  was  pronounced  dcfperatc.  He  would 
reafon  about  the  little  difference  betwixt  dying  at 
one  time  or  another,  or  of  this  or  that  difeafe,  with 
a  moft  exemplary  calmnefs,  and  with  the  fame  un- 
difturbed  ftate  of  mind,  with  which  any  philofopher, 
in  perfeft  health  ever  wrote  about  death.  And  when 
the  fentence  of  nature  againft  him  appeared  <juite 
irrevocable,  he  was  a  fhining,    though  melancholy 

inftanee 
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inftance  of  a  truth,  from  which  great  conclufion5 
have  been  drawn,  that  the  life  and  vigour  of  the 
human  mind,  may  continue  to  the  laft,  unimpaired 
by  the  moft  extreme  weaknefs  and  decay  of  body. 

It  would  be  too  little  to  fay  of  fo  excellent  a  man, 
that  the  memory  of  him  will  be  honoured,  dur- 
ing the  lives  of  his  furvivors ;  for,  if  eminent  abi- 
lity and  integrity,  manifefted  in  offices  of  the  high- 
eft  truft  and  confequence  j  if  a  zeal  for  public  liberty, 
exerted  on  all  proper  occafions,  with  firmnefs  and 
decency;  if  all  the  talents  and  virtues  which  render 
men  refpeftable  and  amiable,  united  in  one  confpi- 
cuous  charaBer,  and  applied  to  the  benefit  of  man- 
kind, give  that  character  any  chance  for  permanent 
fame  after  death,  it  may  be  confidently  hoped,  that 
Mr.  Legge  will,  in  the  opinion  of  poflcrity,  be  enti- 
tled to  one  of  the  firft  places  among  the  worthies 
of  the  prcfcnt  age* 

A  N  E  C  D  O  T  i!. 

By  another  Hand* 

IT  is  a  juft  remark,  no  matter  who  made  it,  that 
the  wifcft  and  beft  men  are  foonelt  forgotten.  Every 
man's  experience  muft  furnifh  him  with  inftances  of 
this  kind,  and  it  has  been  recently  exemplified  in  the 
little  regard  which  has  been  paid  to  the  memory  of 
the  late  Mr.  Legge,  who  has  fcarce  ever  been  men- 
tioned fince  his  death  but  for  the  fake  of  fome  idle 

pun 
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^liri  upon  his  name.  Yet,  though  fome  perhaps 
might  boaft  of  more  fpeciaus  and  ornamental  accom- 
plifhments,  vet  few  were  poflelfed  of  more  ufeful 
and  refpeftable  talents.  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  who 
was  no  bad  judge  of  men,  upon  his  early  acquain- 
tance with  Mr.  Legge,  gave  his  opinion  of  him  iii 
very  awkwardj  yet  in  very  expreffive  terms.  He 
obferved,  that  he  never  met  with  a  man  who  had  fa 
little  rubbiJJi  about  him.  Mr.  Legge's  condutt  jufti- 
fied  this  fentiment  of  Sir  Robert's  i  for  in  every 
department  he  filled,  he  appeared  to  be  perfeft  matter 
of  his  office,  and  was  at  once  clear,  folid,  judicious^ 
and  confiftenti  In  fhort,  Mr.  Legge  throughout 
fupported  the  chara6ler  of  a  fenfible  and  moderate 
ftatefman,  without  being  a  tool  to  any  party,  or  a 
ilave  to  his  own  paflions.

Declaration  of  iheir  Prujfian  and  Britannic  MajeJlieSi 

THEIR  Britannic  and  Pruffian  Majefties  touched 
with  compaffion  when  they  reflett  on  the  evils  which 
have  been  occafioned  and  muft  ftill  neceffarily  refult 
from  the  war  which  has  been  kindled  for  fome  years 
paft,  would  think 'themfelves  wanting  to  the  duties  of

humanity,  and  particularly  regard'-efs  of  the  intereft 
they  take  in  the  prefervation  and  welfare  of  their 
refpeftive  kingdoms  and  fubje6b,  if  they  neglefted 
to  ufe  proper  meafures  towards  checkmg  the  pro- 
grefs  of  this  cruel  peftilcnce,  and  to  contribute  to- 
wards the  re-eftablifliment  of  public  tranquillity.  ]t 
is  with  this  view,  and  in  order  to  afcertain  the  fmce- 
rity  of^their  intentions  in  this  refpeft,  that  their 
aforefaid  Majcllics  have  refolved  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing declaration  : 

That  they  are  ready  to  fend  Plenipotentiaries  to 
anyplace  which  fhall  be  judged  moll  convenient,  in 
order  to  treat,  in  conjunftion,  concerning  a  general 
and  firm  peace,  with  thofe  whom  the  Belligerent  pow- 
ers (hall  think  proper  to  authorize  on  their  fide, 
towards  the  accomplifhment  of  fo  falutary  an  end. 

I  certify  that  the  above  declaration  is  the  fame 
which  was  difpatched  to  me  by  theEarl  of  Holderneffe 
and  the  Baron  Kniphauzen,  in  the  name,  and  on  the 
part  of  their  Britannic  and  Pruffian  majefties.

The    Declaration   of    His  Most   Christian 
Maj  esty. 

THE  pacific  difpofitions  which  the  Kings  of 
England  and  Pruffia  exprefled  the  laft  year,  and 
•which  are  conformable  to  the  fentiments  of  all  the 

Belligerent 
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Belligerent  Powers,  having  met  with  fome  difficulties 
which  have  proved  obftacles  to  their  fiiccefs,  the 
Courts  of  France,  Vienna,  Peterfburg,  Stockholm, 
and  Warfaw,  have  unanimoufly  agreed  to  invite 
thofe  of  London  and  Berlin,  to  the  renewal  of  a 
negotiation  fo  expedient  for  the  welfare  of  mankind, 
and  which  ought  to  intereft  all  the  powers  at  war  iii 
the  caufe  of  humanity. 

With  this  view,  and  in  order  to  proceed  towards 
the  re-eftablifhment  of  *  peace,  they  propofe  the 
meeting  of  a  Congrefs,  at  which  they  think  it  will 
be  convenient  to  admit,  with  the  Plenipotentiaries 
of  th'e  principal  Belligerent  Powers,  no  other  than 
thofe  of  their  allies.  If  the  kings  of  England  and 
Prulfia  adopt  this  meafure,  his  Mod  Chriftian  Ma- 
jcfty,  the  Emprefs  Oueen,  the  Emprefs  of  Ruffia, 
the  King  of  Sweden,  and  the  King  of  Poland  Elec- 
tor of  Saxony,  propofe  the  town  of  Aufbarg,  as  the 
place  of  Congrefs,  which  they  only  point  out  as  a 
town  within  the-  reach  of  all  the  parties  interefted, 
which  by  its  fituation  feems  to  fuit  the  convenience 
of  all  the  States,  and  they  will  not  oppofe  the  choice 
of  any  other  town  in  Germany,  which  their  Britannic 
and  Pruffian  majefties  may  deem  more  convenient. 

His  Moft  Chriltian  Majefty,*  t!ie^EmpreJi_Queen, 
the  Emprefs  of  Ruffia,  and  the  Kings  of  Sweden 
and  Poland,  declare  farther,  that  they  have  made 
choice  of  Plenipotentiariesj  to  whom  they  ^^^ll 
comnnt  their  intcrefts  at  the  Congrefs,  in  expectation 

E  2  that 
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that  the  King  of  England,  the  King  of  Pruffia,  and 
their  allies,  will  fpecdily  make  choice  of  their  refpec- 
tive  minifters,  that  the  negotiation  m^y  not  be  re- 
tarded. 

The  fincerity  of  this  declaration,  which  the  Courts 
of  France,  Vienna,  Peterfburg,  Stockholm,  and 
Warlaw,  have,  out  of  regard  to  the  general  good, 
determined  to  make  to  the  Courts  of  London  and 
Berlin,  gives  them  to  hope  that  their  Britannic  and 
Pruflian  Majcflicsj  will  fignify,  by  a  fpeedy  anfwer, 
their  fentiments  on  a  fubjeft  fo  efiential  to  the  peace 
and  welfare  of  Europe.

I^Ir.  Pitt. 
Sir, 
THE  King  my  Mafler,  afting  in  conformity  with 
the  fentiments  of  his  allies,  in  order,  if  poffible,  to 
procure  the  re-eftablifliment  of  a  general  peace,  has 
authorized  me  to  iranfmit  to   )our   Excellency   the 
Memorial  hereto  annexed^  which  folely  concerns  the 
.interefts  of  France  and  England,  with  refpeft  to  the 
particular  war  between  the  two  Crowns.     The  King 
has  reafon  to  hope,  that  the  fincere  manner  in  which 
he  propofes  to  treat  with  his  Britannic  Majefty,  will 
bahifti  all  millruft  in  the  courfe  of  the  negotiation  if

it  takes  place,  and  will  induce  his  Britannic  Majefty 
to  make  the  King  acquainted  with  his  real  fentinnents, 
whether  with  regard  to  the  continuance  of  war,  or 
Vith  refpecl  to  the  conclufion  of  peace,  as  well  as 
in  relation  to  the  principles  on  which  they  ought  to 
proceed,  in  order  to  procure  this  blelfing  lo  the  two 
nations. 

I  will  add,  that  I  am  Hkewife  authorifed  toaffure 
your  Excellency,  that  in  relation  to  the  war  in  which 
the  King  of  Pruffia  is  concerned,  the  allies  of  the 
King  my  Mailer  are  determined  to  treat  of  their  in- 
terefls  in  the  future  Congrefs,  with  the  fame  franknefs 
and  fincerity,  of  which  I  can  give  your  Excellency 
afTurance  on  the  part  of  France;  and  that,  fo  as  not 
to  depart  from  what  is  due  to  their  jdignity,  their  fi- 
tuation,  and  the  demands  of  julHce,  they  will  bring 
with  them  to  the  negotiation,  all  the  acquiefcence, 
which  their  humanity  dictates  for  the  general  good 
of  Europe. 

The  King,  my  Mafter,  and  his  Allies,  do  not 
doubt  but  that  they  fiiall  find  the  heart  of  his  Britan- 
nic Majefly  and  his  Allies,  iniprelled  with  the  fame 
fentiments.  1  efteem  it  a  happinefs  that  my  office 
makes  me  the  inftrument  of  conveying  fucltfavour- 
able  fentiments,  which  give  me  an  opportunity  of  af- 
furing  your  Excellency,  with  what  diftinguiflied 
confideration  I  have  the  honour  to  be.  Sec. 
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Memorial  of  the  Christian  King. 

THE  MoftChriftian  King  wifhes  that  the  feparate 
peace  of  France  with  England  could  he  united  with 
the  general  peace  of  Europe,  which  his  Majcfty  moft 
fincerely  defires  to  eftablifli ;  but  as  the  nature  of  the 
objefts  which  have  occafioned  the  war  between 
France  and  England,  is  totally  foreign  from  the  dif- 
putes  in  Germany,  his  Moil  Chriftian  Majefty  has 
thought  it  neceffary  to  agree  with  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty on  the  principal  articles  which  may  form  the 
bafis  of  their  feparate  negotiations,  in  order  to  acce- 
lerate as  much  as  poffible,  the  general  conclufion  of 
the  peace. 

The  heft  method  to  accomplifh  the  end  propofed, 
is  to  remove  thofe  intricacies  which  might  prove  ob- 
ftacles  to  its  fuccefs.  In  the  bufinefs  of  peace,  the 
difputesof  nations  concerning  their  reciprocal  con- 
quefts,  the  diiferent  opinions  with  refpeft  to  the  uti- 
lity of  particular  conquefts,  and  the  compenfations 
for  reftitutions,  generally  form  matter  of  embarraff- 
ment  at  a  negotiation  of  peace.  As  it  is  natural  for 
each  nation,  with  regard  to  thefe  different  points,  to 
endeavour  the  acquifition  of  all  poflible  advantages, 
intereft  And  diftruft  occafion  oppofitions  and  produce 
delays.  To  obviate  thefe  inconvcniencics,  and  tq 
teftifv  the  fincerity  of  his  proceedings  in  the  courfe 
of  the  negotiation  of  peace  with  England,  the  Moft 
Chriftian  King  propofes  to  agree  with  his  Britannic 

Majcfty, 
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Majefty,  that,  with  rerpe6t  to  the  particular  war  of 
France  and  England,  the  two  Crowns  fhitll  remain 
in  poiTelfion  of  what  they  have  conquered  from  each 
other,  and  that  tlie  fituation  in  which  they  (hall  Hand 
on  the  I  ft  of  September,  in  the  year  i76i,in  the  Eaft 
Indies,  on  the  ift  of  July  in  the  fame  year,  in  the 
Weft  Indies  and  in  Africa;  and  on  the  ift  of  May 
following  in  Europe,  fhall  be  the  pofition  which  fhall 
ferve  as  a  bafis  to  the  treaty  which  may  be  negotiated 
between  the  two  powers.  Which  fliews  that  the 
Moft  Chriftian  King,  in  order  to  let  an  example  of 
humanity,  and  to  contribute  to  the  re-eftabhfhinent 
of  the  general  tranquillity,  will  make  a  facrihcc  of 
thofe  reftitutions  which  he  has  a  right  to  claim,  at  the 
fame  time  that  he  will  maintain  thofe  acquifitions 
which  he  has  gained  from  England  during  the  courfe 
of  the  war. 

Neverthelefs  as  his  Britannic  Majefty  may  think 
that  the  periods  propofcd  of  the  ift  of  September, 
July,  and  May,  are  either  too  near  or  too  diftant  for 
ihe  interefts  of  the  Britifli  Crown,  or  diat  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  may  judge  it  proper  to  make  com- 
pGnfation  for  the  whole,  or  for  part  of  the  reciprocal 
conquefts  of  the  two  Crowns,  the  Moft  Chriftian 
King  will  readily  enter  into  negotiation  with  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  in  relation  to  thefe  two  objects,  when 
he  fiiall  know  his  fentiments  concerning  them  ;  the 
principal  view  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  being 
to  teftify  not  only  to  England,  but  to  the  whole  world, 
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his  fincere  difpofition  to  remove  all  impedimentsi 
which  might  defer  the  falutary  obje8;  of  peace. 

The  Moil  Chriftian  King  expe6ts,  that  the  difpofi- 
tion of  his  Britannic  Majefty  will  be  correfpondent, 
and  that  he  will,  with  equal  fincerity,  anfwer  all  the 
articles  contained  in  this  Memorial,  in  which  the  two 
Powers  are  fo  effentialiy  interefted. 

Thefe  pieces  were  dated  the  26th  of  March,  1761, 

Mr.  Pitt*s  Letter  to  the  Duke  of  CnoisEut, 

Sir,  London,  %th  April^   1761. 

THE  King  my  Mafler  has  authorized  me  to 
tranfmit  to  your  Excellency,  with  all  the  difpatch 
which  was  found  polfible,  the  Memorial  hereto  an- 
nexed, in  aniwer  to  that  of  the  26th  of  the  lall  month, 
made  by  the  order,  and  in  the  name  of  his  Moft 
.  ChriOian  Majefty,  folely  conccrnirg  the  interefts  of 
England  and  France,  relative  to  the  particular  war 
between  the  two  Crowns,  which  was  accompanied  by 
a  letter  from  your  Excellency  of  the  fame  date, 
tranfiuitted  to  me  by  M.  the  Prince  Galitzin. 

His  Majefty  has  publiflied  his  real  fentiments,  with 
jegard  to  the  falutary  bufinefs  of  peace,  wiih  the 
fincerity  which  his  Chriftian  Majefty  defires,  and  of 
which  he  hi.nfelf  fet  the  example;  the  King  my  Maf- 
ter,  ctfi  his  part,  defires  nothing  more  than,  by  the 
fincerity  of  his  conduft,  to  remove  all  dillnift  in 
courfe  of  the  negotiation. 

I  will 
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1  will  likewife  acquaint  your  Excellency,  that  the 
King  learnt  with  great  fatisfadion,  that  your  Excel- 
lency was  authorized  to  g've  alFarance  that,  in  rela- 
tion ta  the  war  which  concerns  the  King  of  Pruflia, 
the  allies  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majeity  are  deter- 
mined to  treat  with  the  fame  opennefs  and  fincerity 
as  the  Court  of  France,  and  that  they  will  bring  with 
them,  to  the  negotiation  at  the  fuiure  Congrefs,  all 
the  acquiefcence  which  their  unanimity  dictates  for 
the  general  good  of  Europe. 

I  muft  add  that,  with  regard  to  the  war  which 
concerns  the  King  of  Pruflia,  as  well  as  with  rcfpefl 
to  the  other  allies  of  the  King  my  Mailer,  his  Majef- 
ty,  always  conftant  in  fulfilling  the  engagements  of 
his  crown  with  the  mod  fcrupulous  exaCtnefs,  caa 
never  fail  to  fupport  their  relpedive  interefts,  whe- 
ther in  the  courfe  of  the  negotiation,  (which  may 
God  profper)  or  in  the  continuance  of  the  war,  (if 
contrary  to  all  expefclation  this  misfortune  fliould  be 
Unavoidabiej  with  the  cordiality  and  efficacy  of  a 
iincere  and  faithful  aily. 

As  to  what  remains,  it  is  fuperfluous  to  mention 
to  what  degree  his  Majclly  wifhes  for  this  fpeedy  ef- 
tablifhment  of  the  general  peace  in  Germany,  after 
the  diflinguifiicd  proof  his  Majefty  has  given,  in  fo 
readily  conienting  to  the  propofition  of  fo  diftant  a 
place  as  the  town  of  Augfburg  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Congrefs. 

Such  are  the  fincere  and  upright  intentions  of  thp 
King  niiy  Matter  for   the    re-eltablifhnient  of  the 
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public  tranquillity.  I  think  myfelf  happy  in  having 
the  charge  of  conveying  fuch  fcntiments,  and  of  hav- 
ing an  opportunity  of  afiTuring  your  Excellency  of 
ihe  diflinguiflied  regard  with  which  I  have  the  ho- 
nour to  be,  (^c.

The  Memorial  of   his  Britannic  Majesty, 
Of   THE  8th   of   April,  1761. 

HIS  Britannic  Majefty,  equally  defirous  with  the 
Molt  Chriftian  King,  that  the  feparate  Peace  of  Eng- 
land and  France  could  be  united  with  the  general 
peace,  for  which  the  King  of  Great  Britain  is  io  fin- 
cerely  interefted,  that,  in  regard  to  this  point,  he 
even  means  that  the  conlefts  which  might  arife  be- 
tween the  two  Crowns  concerning  their  particular 
differences,  Ihould  not  occafion  the  lead  delay  to 
the  fpeedy  conclufion  of  fo  falutary  a  work  as  the 
general  peace  of  Germany;  and  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty is  the  more  confirmed  in  this  fentimcnt,  didated 
by  humanity  towards  fo  many  nations,  that  he  feels 
in  all  its  extent  the  propofition  which  the  Moft  Chrif- 
tian  King  eltablifhes  as  a  fundamental  principle; 
that  the  nature  of  the  objeds  which  have  occafioned 
the  war  between  England  and  France,  is  totally  fo- 
reign from  the  difputcs  in  Germany. 

In  confcquence  of  this  incontellible  principle,  the 
,JCing  of  Great  Britain  entirely  adopts  the  fentiment 
fif  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  that  it  is  neceffary  to 

agree 
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agree  between  the  two  Crowns  on  fome  principal  ar- 
ticles, which  may  form  the  bafis  of  their  particular 
negotiations,  in  order  the  more  to  accelerate  the 
concliifion  of  a  general  peace. 

The  King  of  Great  Britain  equally  agrees  in  ge- 
neral to  the  propofition  which  the  Molt  Chriftian 
King  has  made  with  an  cipennefs,  in  which  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  will  concur  throughout  the  courfe  of 
the  negotiation  ;  that  is  to  fay,  that,  in  relation  to 
the  particular  war  between  England  and  France, 
1.  The  two  Crowns  fliall  remain  in  pofTeffion  of  what 
they  have  conquered,  one  frorp  the  other.  2.  That 
the  fituation  in  which  they  fhall  (land  at  certain  pe- 
riods, fiiall  be  the  pofition  to  ferve  as  a  baGs  for  the 
treaty  which  may  be  negotiated  the  two  Powers. 

With  regard  to  the  firfl;  branch  of  the  aforefaid 
propofuion,  his  Britannic  Majefly  takes  pleafure  in 
doing  juftice  to  the  magnanimity  of  His  Moft  Chrif- 
tian Majefty,  who,  from  motives  of  humanity,  deter- 
mines to  facrifice  to  the  love  of  peace,  the  reltitution 
which  he  thinks  he  has  a  right  to  claim,  maintaining 
at  the  fame  time  what  he  has  conquered  from  England 
during  the  courfe  of  the  war. 

With  relpeft  to  the  fecond  head  of  the  aforefaid, 
propofition,  concerning  the  reciprocal  conquefts 
made  by  the  two  Crowns,  one  upon  another;  that  is 
to  fay,  That  the  fituation  in  which  they  fhall  fland 
at  the  refpetlive  periods  affigncd  for  the  different 
quarters  of  the  globe,  fhall  ferve  as  a  bafis  for  the 

faid 
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faid  treaty,  the  King  of  Great  Britain  again  ac- 
knowledges with  fatisfaftion  the  candour  Wiich  is 
manifefted  on  the  part  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
in  this  article,  by  obviating,  as  he  has  done,  the  ex- 
treme difficulties,  and  by  anticipating  the  indifpenf- 
able  objetiions,  which  could  not  but  arile  on  fuch  a 
fubjeO-j  it  being  in  fa£l  felf-evident,  that  expeditions 
at  fea  requiring  preparations  of  long  Handing,  and 
depending  on  navigations  which  are  uncertain,  as 
•well  as  on  the  concurrence  of  feafons,  in  places 
which  are  ofien  too  diiiani  for  orders  relative  to  their 
execution  to  be  adapted,  to  the  common  viciffitudes 
of  negotiations,  which  for  the  moft  part  are  fuhjeft 
to  difappointments  and  delays,  and  are  always  fluftu- 
ating  and  precarious :  from  whence  it  neceflarijy  re- 
fults,  that  the  nature  of  fuch  operations  is  by  no 
ineans  fufcepiible,  without  prejudice  to  the  party 
who  employs,  them,  of  any  other  epochas,  than  thofe 
which  have  reference  to  the  day  of  figning  the  treaty 
of  peace. 

Ncverthelefs  as  this  confideraiion,  as  well  as  that 
which  refpeBs  the  compciifations  Cif  fuch  fhall  be 
found  proper  to  be  made  between  the  two  Crowns) 
on  account  of  their  reciprocal  conquefts,  compre- 
hend the  moft  int^refting  and  capital  articles  of  the 
treaty,  and  as  it  is  upon  thefe  two  decihve  objects, 
that  the  Moft  Chriftian  King  voluntarily  offers  to 
enter  into  a  negotiation  ;  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
defiring  to  concur  effectually  with  the  favourable 

difpo- 
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difpofitions  of  the  Moft  Chrillian  King,  in  order  to 
remove  all  impediments  which  might  defer  the  falu- 
tary  object  of  peace,  his  Britannic  Majefty  declares 
that  he  is  readv  on  his  part  to  enter  upon  the  propoied. 
negotiation  with  fpeed  and  fincerity.  And  more 
authentically  to  demonrtrate  to  what  extent  the  fin- 
cerity of  hiscondu6l  proceeds,  his  Britannic  Majefty 
declares  farther,  that  he  ftiould  be  glad  to  fee  fome 
perfon  at  London  fufficiently  authorized  by  a  power 
from  the  Moil  Chriftian  King,  to  eruer  upon  this 
fubjc6l  with  the  Britifh  Minillers,  in  regard  to  the 
feveral  articles  contained  in  the  Letter  of  the  D.  dc 
Choifeul  of  the  26th  of  March  1761,  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  which  points 
are  fo  eiTentially  interefting  to  the  two  powers.

Letter  from  the  D.deCmoiseul  toMr.  Pitt. 

Sir,  Ver failles,  igih Aprils  1761. 

I  made  the  King  my  Mafter  acquainted  with  the 
letter  which  your  Excellency  did  me  the  honour  to 
write  to  me  on  the  8th  inftant,  as  well  as  with  the 
Memorial  thereto  annexed. 

His  Majefty  has  remarked  with  real  pleafurc  the 
conformity  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fentiments 
with  his  own,  in  regard  to  the  fmcere  and  open  con- 
duct which  it  becomes  two  fuch  great  powers  to  ob- 
ferve  in  the  negotiation  of  a  peace. 
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The  King  has  not  delayed,  Sir,  the  nomination  of 
an  Ambaflador  to  reprefent  him  at  the  Congrefs  at 
Augfburg.  His  Majefty  has  made  choice  of  the 
Count  de  Choifeul,  at  jfrefent  his  Ambaflador  at 
Vienna,  and  he  vill  repair  to  the  town  appointed,  at 
the  beginning  of  July,  in  the  expectation  which  we 
entertain  here,  that  his  Britannic  Majefty  will  fend 
his  Ambaflador  thither  at  the  fame  time. 

The  King  has  commanded  me.  Sir,  to  obferve  on 
this  occafion  to  your  Excellency,  in  anfwer  to  the 
declaration  contained  in  your  letter,  that  his  Mdjefty, 
as  conftant  as  any  other  power,  in  fulfilling  the  en- 
gagements he  has  made  with  the  allies,  with  themoft 
fcrupulous  punBuality,  will  continue,  with  that  fide- 
lity which  is  confiftent  with  the  integrity  and  dignity 
of  his  character,  to  make  his  caufe  common  with 
theirs,  whether  in  the  negotiation  for  the  peace  of 
Germany,  or  in  the  continuance  of  the  war,  if  to 
the  misfortune  of  mankind,  the  favourable  difpofi- 
tions  in  which  the  Belligerent  Powers  are  at  prefent 
fliould  not  be  attended  with  the  fuccefs  which  is  fo 
carnettly  defired. 

I  ought  not,  on  this  occafion,  to  omit  informing 
your  Excellency  with  what  concern  the  King  would 
fee  himfelf  obliged  to  continue  fuch  a  deftrufclive  war, 
after  having  entertained  a  confidence  that  all  the  par- 
ties were  interefted  in  putting  a  flop  to  the  calamities 
k  occafions. 

As  to  what  relates  to  the  war  in  particular  between 
prance  and  England,  I  have  annexed  to  this  letter 
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a  Memorial  in  reply  to  that  of  your  Excellency. 
We  cannot  be  too  zealous  in  explaining  the  upright 
intentions  of  our  Mafters,  in  order  to  remove,  at 
the  beginning  of  this  interefting  negotiation,  thofe 
mifunderltandings  which  often  augment,  inftead  of 
klTening  the  delay. 

You  are  a  Minifter,  Sir,  too  enlightened  not  to 
approve  of  this  principle.

Memorial  of  His  Most  Christian  Majest"J 
OF  THE  19TH  April,  1761. 

THE  Moft  Chriftian  King  perceives  with  fatis- 
faction,  that  his  Britannic  Majefty  agrees  that  the 
nature  of  the  objefts  which  have  occafioned  the  war 
between  France  and  England  is  totally  foreign  from 
the  difputes  which  iiave  given  rtfe  to  the  w^ar  in  Ger- 
many J  it  is  in  confcqiicnce  of  this  principle  that  his 
Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  oflfered  the  King  of  England 
to  treat  concerning  the  preliminaries  relative  to  the 
particular  interefts  of  the  two  Crowns;  but  in  mak- 
ing that  propofition,  the  King  of  France  did  not 
Hnderftand,  as  ihe  beginning  of  the  Memorial  of 
London  of  the  8th  of  April  feems  to  intimate,  thai 
the  peace  of  Germany  could  take  place,  without  the 
differences  between  France  and  England  being  ad- 

jufted*  ■ 
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jufted.  His  Mofl  Chriftian  Majefty  has  fufficierit 
confidence  in  his  Allies  to  be  ceitain  il  ait  ihey  will 
neither  conclude  a  peace  nor  a  treaty  without  hij 
confent.  He  did  not  underftand  therefore,  that  the 
peace  of  Germany  could  be  concluded  diftinttly  from 
that  of  France  and  England,  and  he  only  piopofed 
to  the  King  of  England  to  feparate  the  difcuflion  of 
the  two  wars,  in  order  to  bring  about  a  general  peace 
for  all  parties. 

His  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  renews  the  propofition 
which  he  cauled  to  be  made  in  the  firit  Memorial^ 
that  the  two  Powers  fhould  remain  mjlatu  quo  with 
regard  to  their  polfeflions  and  conquefts  according  to 
the  periods  ftated  in  the  faid  Memorial ;  but  his  Ma- 
jefty obferves,  that  the  bafis  of  the  propofition  is 
neceffarily  connetted  with  the  epochas  propofed;  for 
it  is  eafy  to  conceive  that  fuch  events  may  happen  on 
cither  fide,  as  may  abfolutely  prevent  an  acquiefcence 
to  the  uti  poffideiisi  if  the  epochas  are  diftant;  and 
his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  has  the  more  reafon  to  re- 
cal  the  whole  propofition,  if  the  King  of  England 
does  not  acquiefce  to  the  epochas  annexed  to  itj 
fince  no  one  can  doubt  but  that  thofe  periods  were 
propofed  at  a  time  when  they  were  not  advantageous 
to  France. 

It  is  certain  that  the  reciprocal  conquefts  cannot 
be  afcertained  but  on  the  day  of  figning  the  peace; 
but  it  is  no  lefs  certain,  that  it  is  impoffible  to  fix  the 
bafis  of   a  negotiation    for  peace,    otherwife  than 

according 
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ticcording  to  the  fituation  in   which  the  Belligerent 
parties  (iood  at  luch  or  fuch  a  period   of  tKe  war. 
This  is  the  light  in  which  the  King  of  France  under- 
.ftodd  the  propofition  which  he  made  to  the  King  of 
England ;   and  it  is  upon  this  principle,    if  his  Bri* 
tannic  Majefly   adopts  it,   that  his  Moft   Chriftian 
Majedy  will  fend  a  Miniller  to  London  with  creden- 
tials, and  charged  with  fall  power  fufficient  to  treat 
•with  the  Minifters  of  the   King  of  Great  Britain^ 
either  widi  refpeft  to  the  ground  of  the  difputCj  or 
in  regard  to  the  compenfations  proper  to  be  made  to 
the  two  Crowns,  as  well  as  concerning  the  interefts 
of  their  colonies  and  their  commerce.     The  difpo- 
fition  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  to  put  an  end 
to  the  miferies  of  war,  which  divides  the  two  nations 
under  their  government,  is  equal  to  that  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majelly;  but  as.the  zeal  on  both  fides  fliould 
be  alike,  at  the   fame  time  that  the  Moft  Chriftian 
King  Ihall  fend  M.  Bully  to  Londqn,  he  hopes  that 
the  king  of  Great  Britain  will  fend  an  Englifh  Mi- 
hifter  to  France,  to  treat  concerning  the  fame  objeQs 
with  his  Miniftry.     His  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  ex- 
peQs  the  anfwer   of  his  Britannic  Majefty  on  the 
contents  of  this  Memorial,  in  order  to  expedite  and 
receive  the  reciprocal  and  neceftary  pafTports.

I  HAVE  laid  before  the  King  my  mafter  the  let- 
ter which  your  Excellency  did  me  the  honour  to 
■write  to  me  the  19th  of  this  month,  as  alfo  the  Me- 
morial which  was  annexed  to  it. 

His  Majefty  fincerely  wifhes  to  maintain  an  entire 
conformity  of  fentiments  with  his  Mod  Chriftian 
Majefty,  in  relation  to  the  uniform  and  dire6i  me- 
thod which  it  is  proper  to  purfue  in  a  Negotiation 
equally  delicate  and  important. 

The  King  underftands,  Sir,  with  pleafure,  that 
his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  has  ,made  choice  of  the 
Count  de  Choifeul  to  reprefent  him  at  the  Con- 
grefs  at  Augft)urg,  and  that  that  Ambaftador  will  re- 
pair to  the  deftined  town  at  the  beginning  of  July  ; 
and  the  King  has  charged  me  to  inform  your  Ex-  ♦ 
cellency,  that  he  has  nominated  the  Earl  of  Egre- 
mont,  Lojd  Vifcount  Stormont,  and  Sir  Jofeph 
York,  to  reprefent  him  at  the  faid  Congrefs,  and 
that  his  Ambaftadors  will  likewife  repair  to  Aug- 
Iburg  at  the  beginning  of  July. 

It  becomes  me,  on  this  fubje6l,  to  acquaint  your 
Excellency,  that  the  regret  of  the  King  my  mafter 
would  not  be  lefs  than  that  of  the  Moft  Chriftian 
King,  to  fee  the  war  continued  in  Germany,  which 
is  deftruftive  to  fo  many  nations.

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1  annex  to  this  letter  a  Memorial,  in  anfwer  to 
that  of  your  Excellency  of  the  19th  inftant,  in  re- 
lation to  the  war  in  particular  between  Great  Britain 
and  France.  It  is  true.  Sir,  the  principle  of  remov- 
ing mirunderftandings.  in  bufinefs  upon  all  occaGons, 
fcannot  be  too  highly  approved ;  therefore  it  cannot 
efcape  the  obfervation  of  your  Excellency,  that  at 
the  beginning  of  an  accommodation,  Unexpetled. 
alterations  naturally  have  the  etfcft  of  irivolving  the 
overtures  in  obfcurity  and  Uncertainty,  rather  thati 
of  introducing  that  perfpicuity  and  confidence,  f6 
indifpenfable  in  a  Negotiation  between  two  fuch 
great  Powers.  As  the  natural  remedy  againft  in- 
conveniencies  of  this  nature  fedms  to  be  the  prefehce 
of  reciprocal  Minifters,  who,  treating  by  word  of 
mouth,  may  give  an  explanation  immediately  oh 
ftarting  of  a  doubt^  your  Excellency  will  fee  by  the 
Memcjrial  hereto  annexed,  the  difpofition  of  his 
Majedy  in  this  refpeft.

THE  King  of  Great  Britain,  always  influenced 
by  the  fame  defire  of  putting  an  end  to  the  miferies 
of  the  war,  which  is  unhappily  kindled  between 
Great  Britain  and  France,  has  with  pleafure  concur- 
red in  every  meafure  which  tends  to  remove  theob- 

F  3  ^acle> 
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ftacles  which  impede  {oTalutary  a  work.  It  is  tvltH' 
this  vitw,  that  his  Britannic  Majefty  will  readily 
fend  Mr.  Stanley  to  PVarce,  in  the  quality  of  his- 
Minifter,  at  the  fame  time  that  the  Moft  Chriftian 
King  Ihail  fend  JMr.  Buify  to  London. 

As  to  what  remains,  his  Majefty  does  not  find  by 
the  Memorial  of  the  26th  of  lait  month,  made  in  the 
name  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  that  the  ground 
of  the  propofition  therein  contained,  concerning  the 
reciprocal  conquefts,  is  neceffarily  conne6led  with 
the  periods  propofed;  quite  on  the  contrary;  it  \s 
exprtfsly  about  thofe  very, periods  that  the  Moft 
Chriftian  King  offers  to  enter  into  a  Negotiation. 
Thefe  are  the  exprefs  words:  Ncverthekfsy  as  his 
Majejly  may  think  that  the  propofed  periods  of  Septem- 
hevy  y^lji  o,nd  May,  may  be  either  too  near  or  toa 
dijlantfor  the  inierejls  of  the  Britifli  Crowrif  or  that 
his  Britannic  Majejly Jliould  think  proper  that  compen-

It  was  in  confequence  of  an  offer  fo  clearly  ex- 
preffed,  and  not  capable  of  mifconftru61ion,  that 
his  Britannic  Majefty  refolvcd  to  declare,  that  he 
was  ready  on  his  part  to  enter,  with  fpeed  and  fin- 
cerity,  upon  fhe  propofed  Negotiation.

Sir, 

THE  King,  my  Mafter,  entirely  adopts  the  prin- 
ciple advanced  in  the  letter  with  which  your  Excel- 
lency honoured  me  on  the  28th  of  lall  Month,  as 
likewife  in  the  Memorial  thereto  annexed,  with  ref- 
pe£l  to  the  neceflity  of  difpatching  refpe6live  Mini- 
fters,  in  order  to  elucidate  a  number  of  difficulties, 
which  it  'is  impoHible  to  obviate  by  letters  and  me- 
morials. I  fhould  neverthelefs  have  been  proud  of 
the  honour  of  negotiating  fo  important  an  affair  per- 
fpnally   with  your   Excellency.      No   one    has    a 
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higher  confidence  than  myfelf  in  the  integrity  arid 
the  uncommon  talents  which  your  Excellency  pof-, 
fefles,  and  I  do  prefume,  that  the  intentions  of  the 
Kings,  our  Mailers,  being  at  once  determined  on 
peace,  the  fagacity  of  your  Excellency,  joined  to 
my  zeal  for  fo  precious  a  blefling,  would  have 
fmoothed  all  difficulties;  but  as  our  employs  necef- 
farily  keep  us  at  a  diftancc  from  a  perfonal  Nego- 
tiation, M.  de  BufFy,  who  is  ufed  to  tranfa6l  bufi- 
nefs  with  me,  will  fupply,  near  your  Excellency, 
thedefire  I  have  of  concurring  in  the  falutary  views 
of  peace,  which  feeni  to  animate  all  the  Belligerent 
powers.

I  HAVE  received  the  pafTport  of  the  King  of 

Great  Britain,  which  your  Excellency  did  me  the 

honoui: 
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honour  to  fend  for  M.  Buffy,  in  the  quality  of  Mi- 
nifter  of  the  King,  my  Matter ;  and  I  fend  you  in 
return  his  Majefty's  paffport  for  Mr.  Stanley,  whom 
his  Britannic  Majefty  has  been  pleafed  to  appoint  in 
order  to  come  to  this  Court  in  the  fame  capacity.  I 
think  it  my  duty,  on  this  occafion,  Sir,  to  make  ob- 
fervations,  which  feem  to  me  necelfary  to  warrant 
the  execution  of  the  commifTions  of  thofe  two  Mi- 
nifters. 

1.  The  King  thinks,  that  his  Britannic  Majefty 
will  judge  it  convenient  that  the  two  Miniilers  fhould  \ 
be  charged  with  full  power  from  the  refpe6live  Courts 
to  ufe  upon  occafion. 

2.  That  the  two  Miniflers  fhould  each  of  them 
have  Letters  of  Credence  from  the  Kings,  their 
Matters,  which  they  fliall  deliver  to  the  refpeftive 
Secretaries  of  State  only ;  that  is  to  fay,  in  France, 
to  the  Minifter  and  Secretary  of  State  for  the  de- 
partment ©f  Foreign  Affairs;  and  in  England,  to 
the  Minifter  and  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Southern 
Department. 

3.  As  his  Majefty's  intention  is,  that  the  Englifli 
Minifter  ftiall  enjoy  the  fame  privilege  in  France,  as 
if  the  two  Courts  were  in  the  midtt  of  peace,  as  well 
with  regard  to  the  common  intercourfe  of  life,  as  in 
maintaining  a  correfpondence  with  the  Court  of  Eng- 
land and  the  other  Courts  of  Europe,  and  laftly, 
for  the  difpatch  of  his  couriers,  and  with  refpe6l  to 
9II  the  prerogatives  and  franchifes  in  general  incident 
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his  charafter ;  his  Majefty  relies,  that  M.  Buffy  wiU 
abfolutely  enjoy  the  fame  rights,  prerogatives,  fran- 
chifes,  and  liberties,  at  London;  it  being  under- 
flood  neverthelefs,  that  when  one  or  the  other  are 
about  to  difpatch  their  couriers  to  their  own  or  any 
other  Court,  they  fhall  be  obliged  to  require  a  paff- 
port  from  the  Secretary  of  State  in  that  department, 
which  fhall  not  be  refufed  to  them,  any  more  than 
the  neceffary  vefTel  to  tranfport  their  couriers  from 
France  to  England,  and  from  England  to  France. 

4.  We  defire  to  know  when  Mr.  Stanley  will  be. 
ready  to  leave  London  in  order  to  repair  to  Calais, 
in  order  to  dire6l  M.  Buffy 's  journey,  fo  that  he  may 
repair  to  Calais  at  the  fame  time,  to  be  tranfported  to, 
England  in  the  fame  veffel  which  brings  Mr.  Stanley 
over,  if  that  is  agreeable  to  the  Court  of  Great 
Britain:  if  not,  the  King  will  keep  a  veffel,  in  th^ 
Port  of  Calais,  which  fhall  tranfport  M.  Buffy  to, 
England,  in  which  cafe  it  will  be  proper  to  know 
•what  kind  of  veffel  his  Britannic  Majefty  will  chufe 
to  bring  Mr.  Stanley  to  Calais. 

I  believe  your  Excellency  will  find  thefe  obferva- 
tions  proper,  and  that  you  will  fend  me  your  anfwer 
as  foon  as  poffible.

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Vne  the  honour  to  write  of  tlie  4th  of  this  month, 
that  the  fcniiments  of  the  mod  Chriftian  King  are 
conformable  to  thofe  of  his  Majefty  with  refpeft  to 
the  mutual  diipatch  of  the  Minifters  from  the  twQ 
Courts. 

I  hope  your  Excellency  will  be  perfuaded,  that 
I  have  a  lively  fenfe  of  the  value  of  thofe  obliging 
fentiments  with  which  you  have  been  pleafed  to  ho- 
nour mc,  and  that,  confcious  as  I  am  of  your  fu- 
perior  qualities,  which  have  engaged  the  approba-

Sir, 

I  HAVE  received  the  three  pafTports,  which  your 
Excellency  has  done  me  the  honour  to  tranfmit  for 
}Ar.  Stanley,  in  quality  of  Minifler  from  the  K'ng 
my  Matter,  and  I  in  return  tranfmit  to  you  a  fe- 
cond,  which  his  Majefty  has  granted  for  the  velTel 
vhich  the  Moft  Chriftian  King  fliall  think  proper  to 
order  for  tranfporting  M.  BufTy  into  England;  and 
I  annex  the  order  to  the  Officers  of  the  cuftoms,  for 
the  free  importation  of  the  efFe6ls  and  baggage  of 
the  faid  Minifter. 

As  to  what  relates.  Sir,  to  the  obfervations  which 
you  thought  yourfelf  obliged  to  make,  to  warrant 
the  execution  of  the  commiflion  of  thofe  two  mi- 
jiifters,  it  is  with  great  faiisfaflion  I  affure  your  Ex- 
cellency, that  the  King,  in  conformity  with  the  fen- 
timents  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  is  of

1.  That 
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%.  That  the  two  minifters  fhoald  be  charged  with 
3mple  power  from  the  Kings  their  maftersj  to  make 
ufe  of  as  occafion  fhall  offer. 

2.  That  the  two  minifters  ought,  each  of  them 
to  have  letters  of  credence  from  their  Majefties, 
which  they  fhall  not  need  to  deliver  but  to  the  Se- 
cretaries of  the  refpe^live  ftates,  in  the  manner  fpe- 
cified  by  your  Excellency. 

3.  It  is  the  intention  of  his  Majefly,  that  M. 
Bufly  fliould  abfolutcly  enjoy  in  England,  the  fanie 
rights,  prerogatives,  and  franchifes,  and  liberties,  as 
if  the  two  Courts  w€re  in  the  inidfl  of  peace,  and 
which  Mr.  Stanley,  in  purfuance  of  the  intention  of 
his  Mofl  Chriftian  Majefly,  is  to  enjoy  in  France; 
and  as  to  the  difpatch  of  couriers,  as  well  as  every 
thing  elfe  which  concerns  the  two  minifters,  the  te- 
por  of  the  third  article  of  obfervations  relative  to 
this  head,  fhall  be  obferved  in  ever-y  refpe6l. 

As  to  what  remains,  concerning  the  time  of  the 
departure  of  their  crofTing  the  fea,  the  king  is  of 
opinion,  that  in  order  to  obviate  all  difficulties,  Mr. 
Stanley  and  M.  Buffy  may  refpeftively  repair  to 
Dover. and  Calais,  to  crofs  the  fea  each  of  them  in 
a  veffel  appertaining  to  their  own  nation,  which  the 
Kings  their  Mailers  fhall  keep  ready  for  that  purpofe 
in  the  two  ports  aForcraid.  It  is  in  confidence  of 
this  difpofition,  that  I  am  obliged  to  acquaint  your 
ILxcellency,  that  the  King  wili  difpatch  Mr.  Stanley 
from  Loqdon,  fo  that  he  may  reach  Dover  on  the 
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63d  of  this  monlh,  unlcfs  we  learn  that  a  time  (o 
near  at  hand  Ihould  be  inconvenient  to  the  court  oF 
France;  and  the  King,  my  Mafter  rehes,  with  full 
confidence,  in  M.  BuHy's  repairing  to  Calais  on  the 
jiforefaid  day,  that  the  two  minifters  may  crofs  the 
fea  without  delay,  as  far  as  the  circumftances  of 
wind  and  navigation  will  permit  them.  I  wiH  add  to 
your  Excellency,  that  Mr.  Stanley  will  make  ufe  of 
ia  packet-boat  from  Dover,  and  that  M.  BufTy  may 
crofs  from  Calais  to  England  in  whatever  velfel  his 
Molt  Chriftian  Majefty  fli all  judge  convenient.

Mr.  Stanley  having  reprefented  by  his  letter  of 
the  8th  of  June,  that  the  D.  de  Choifeul,  in  the 
courfe  of  their  conferences,  had  agreed.  Thai  the 
epochs  mujl  Jlill  remain  a  matter  of  negotiation^  but 
that  his  Excellency  neverthelefs  was  of  opinion^  that  in 
fhe prefent  /late  cf  that  affair^  according  to  the  natural 
(ind^fual  courfe  of  things^  his  Mofl  Chriflian  Viajejly 
having  already  named  the  firfl  of  September^  J^b*  '^^^ 
jfiay^  his  Britannic  Majefly  Jhould  proceed,  either  by

mcttpting  of  thofe  days^  or  by  naming  others  more 
agreeable  to  his  intentions^  which  were  probably  regu- 
lated by  preparations  and  dejigns  of  which  the  court  of 
France  was  ignorant ;  that  this  method  appeared  to  him 
more  likely  to  expedite  the  bifinefs  than  the  ^making  of 
reiterated  propofitions  on  their  part^  zohich  could  only  be 
grounded  on  mere  conjefture.  It  is  upon  this  footing, 
that,  in  order  to  make  a  return  to  the  above  invita- 
tion on  the  part  of  France,  as  well  as  in  confequence 
of  his  Majelty's  having  accepted  the  propofition  of 
the  faid  court  of  the  26th  March  laft,  his  Majefty 
offers  to  agiee  with  the  Moft  Chrillian  King,  that 
the  fird  day  of  July,  September  and  November 
following,  fhall  refpeffively  be  the  different  period* 
or  epochs,  to  fix  the  Uti  Pojfidetis  which  Frsiwce  ha* 
propofed  to  make  the  bafis  of  the  treaty  which  may 
be  negotiated  between  the  two  powers.  All  other 
conquefts  made  beyond  thefe  periods  fhall  be  mu- 
tually reftored.  But  as  his  Majelty  is  of  opinion 
that  epochs  which  have  no  reference  to  the  a£lual 
fignature  of  fomething  obligatory  between  the  two 
trowns,  muff  necelfarily  be  only  a  vain  illufion, 
void  of  ufe  or  reality;  or  that  it  might  even  happen 
that  in  the  end  they  may  prove  the  fource  of  intri- 
cate difputes,  and  dangerous  and  captious  alterca- 
tions ;  and  the  King  having  no  other  view  but  to 
concur  with  the  upright  intentions  of  his  Moft 
Chrillian  Majelly,  in  accelerating  and  confirming 
the  bleflings  of  peace   to  both  nations,  his  Majefty 

only 
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only  offers  to  agree  to  afoTefaid  epoch,  on  the  is<f& 
following  conditions : 

i.  That  every  thing  which  fhail  be  happily  ad-* 
jufted  between  the  two  crowns,  in  relation  to  their 
particular  war,  fhall  be  made  obligatory,  final,  and 
conclufive,  independent  of  the  negotiation  at  Augf- 
burg,  which  is  to  compofeand  terminate  the  difputes 
of  Germany,  and  to  re-eftablifh  a  general  peace. 

2.  That  the  faid  definitive  treaty  of  peace  between 
Great  Britain  and  France  fliall  be  concluded,  figned 
and  ratified,  or  preliminary  articles  to  that  end,  be- 
tween this  and  the  firft  of  Auguft  next. 

The  reftitution  of  the  prizes  taken  at  fea,  fhall 
\^t  regulated  according  to  the  refpeBive  terms  which 
are  ufual  for  different  parts  of  the  globe;  which 
terms  are  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  figna- 
ture  of  the  faid  definitive  treaty,  or  of  prelimi- 
nary articles  of  peace,  in  cafe  a  ratification  enfues. 

The  King  defiring  farther  to  facilitate  the  falutary 
work  of  peace,  as  far  as  reafon  and  jtiRice  will  ad- 
mit, declares  moreover,  that  with  regard  to  Belle-Ifle, 
his  Majefly  will  agree,  in  the  faid  future  treaty,  to 
enter  intocompenfation  for  that  important  conqueft. 

With  regard  to  farther  compenfations  for  any 
part  of  the  other  conquefts  made  by  the  crown  of 
Great  Britain,  his  Majefty  referves  himfelf,  till  he 
fhall  learn  what  are  the  Mod  Chriftian  King's  defires 
in  that  refpeft,  which  when  he  fliall  know,  his  Majefty 
vill  open  himfelf  with  perfed  fmcerity  and  good  faith.

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The    French     Memorial     of     PROPOSfTiONS, 
15TH   July,  1761. 

THE  negotiations  of  peace  entered  upon  between 
France  and  England,  have  proved  that  the  Sove- 
reigns fincercly  wifh  to  re-eftabhfh  that  union  and 
amity\  to  agreeable  to  humanity,  between  the  tw^o 
crowns ;  and  the  relbhuion  in  which  the  King  con- 
curs, in  conjunftion  viih  his  Britannic  Majefty,  ta 
terminate  by  a  precifc  and  durable  treaty,  the  dif- 
ferences which  have  occafioned  the  prefent  war,  has 
determined  his  Majefty,  always  maintaining  the  Ipi- 
rit  and  letter  of  the  declaration  of  the  26th  March 
laft,  in  relation  to  the  means  of  procuring  peace,  to 
explain  more  precifely  by  tliis  memorial,  the  con- 
ditions, which  appear  to  him  moft  proper  to  ac- 
complifh  the  dchrable  end  which  influences  him  as 
well  as  the  King  of  England. 

But  tlie  King  declares  at  the  fame  time,  that  ht 
entrulls  this  propofition  wiih  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  that  if  it  fhould  not  be  accepted  by  hia 
Britannic  Majclly,  or  fliould  not  ferve  as  a  bafis 
for  the  negotiation  of  the  future  peace,  the  Court 
of  London  fliall  in  no  circumftances  take  advantage 
of  it,  the  faid  propofition  made  in  confidence  to  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  having  no  other  obje8:  than 
the  accelerating  of  a  negotiation  in  which  the  two 
crowns  are  fo  much  interefted. 

The  Uti  PoJ/ideiis  exprefled  in  the  declaration  of 
ihe  26th  March,  is  adopted  on  both  fides;  it  would 

be 
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be  difficult-for  either  party  to  rejc6l  it;  fortlidugli  it 
was  not  exprefled,  it  is  properly  according  to  what 
they  pofTefs  only  either  lawfully  or  by  conqueft^ 
that  the  parties  can  negotiate  together  concerning 
peace,  and  the  compenfations  requifite  for  that  pur- 
pofe* 

The  periods  of  the  Statu  QuOi  which  form  the  fe- 
cond  eflential  article  in  the  declaration  of  the  26th 
March,  and  which  have  remained  in  negotiation  be- 
tween the  two  Courts^  have  not  yet  been  fettled. 

The  Court  of  France  has  propofed  the  epochs  of 
May,  July  and  September;  that  of  England  has 
propofed  the  epochs  of  July,  September  and  No- 
vember* That  queftion  will  be  determined  without 
farther  negotiation,  if  the  fcheme  of  the  following 
treaty  is  adopted  by  the  Court  of  London,  for  then 
all  the  epochs  will  be  valid,  as  that  of  the  peace 
will  unite  the  fentiments  and  opinions  of  the  two 
Kings. 

It  is  the  compenfations  therefore  which  will  de- 
termine the  epochs  and  the  peace,  and  it  is  to  fettle 
them  that  his  Majefty  propofes  the  following  article* 
to  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

Article  I.  The  King  cedes  and  guaranties  Ca-> 
nada  to  the  King  of  England,  fuch  as  it  has  been  and 
in  right  ought  to  be  poffeffed  by  France,  without 
reftriftion,  and  without  the  liberty  of  returning  upon 
any  pretence  whatever  againft  this  ceiGon  and  gua- 
ranty^ 
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fdhiiy,  ahd  without  interrupting  the  croWn  of  Eng- 
land in  the  entire  pofTeffidn  df  Canada.  ' 

Art.  II.  The  King  in  making  over  his  full  right 
f)f  fovereignty  over  Canada  to  the  King  of  Eng- 
land, annexes  four  conditions  to  the  cellion.  Firft, 
that  the  free  exercife  of  the  Roman  Catholic  rehgion 
Ihall  be  rtiaintairied  there,  and  that  the  King  of 
England  will  give  this  moft  precife  and  effe6lual  or- 
ders that  his  new  Roman  Catholic  fubjeQs  may,  as 
heretofore,  make  public  profeffion  of  their  religion^ 
according  to  the  rites  of  the  Roman  Church. 

Secondly,  That  the  French  inhabitants  or  others, 
who  have  been  fubjedsof  the  King  in  Canada^  may 
retire  into  the  French  colonies  with  all  poffible  free- 
dom andfecurity;  that  they  may  be  allowed  to  fell 
their  effetlsj  and  to  tranfport  their  property  as  well 
as  their  perfonSj  without  being  reftrained  in  their 
ifmigrationi  on  any  pretence  whatever  (except  for 
debt;)  and  the  Englifli  government  fliall  engage  to 
procure  them  the  means  of  tranfportation  at  as  little 
cxpence  as  poffible. 

Thirdly,  That  the  limits  of  Canada,  with  regard 
to  Loufiana,  fhall  be  pearly  and  firmly  eftablifliedj 
as  well  as  thofe  of  Loufiana  and  Virginia,  in  fucli 
jlianner,  that  after  the  execution  of  peace,^  there  may 
be  no  more  difficulties  between  the  two  nations,  with 
refpe£l  to  Canada,  or  the  other  poifeffions  of  England. 
[M.  Buffy  has  a  memorial  on  the  fubjeft  of  the 
limits  of  Loufiana,  which  gives  him  power  to  comes 
,   Vol.  Ill*  G  to 
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to  a  final  treaty  on  that  article  with  the  miniftry  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty.] 

Fourthly,  That  the  liberty  of  fifiiing,  and  of  dry- 
ing their  cod-fifh  on  the  banks  of  Newfoundland, 
may  be  confirmed  to  the  French  as  heretofore  ;  and 
as  this  confirmation  would  be  illufory,  if  the  French 
vefiels  had  not  a  flielter  in  thofe  parts  appertaining 
to  their  nation,  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  in  con- 
fideration  of  the  guaranty  of  his  new  conquefts, 
fliall  reftore  Ifle  Royal,  or  Cape  Breton,  to  be  en- 
joyed by  France  in  entire  fovereignty.  It  is  agreed,. 
lo  fix  a  value  on  this  reftitution,  that  France  fhall 
not,  under  any  denomination  whatever,  ere6l  any 
fortifications  on  the  ifland,  and  ihall  not  confine  her- 
felf  to  maintain  civil  eftablifliment  there,  and  the 
port  for  the  convenience  of  the  fifhing  vefTels  land- 
ing there. 

Art.'  III.  France  fhall  reftore  to  England  the 
jfland  of  Minorca,  and  Fort  St.  Philip,  in  the  fame 
condition  it  was  in  when  conquered  by  the  King's 
forces,  together  with  the  artillery  belonging  to  Eng- 
land, which  was  in  the  fort  at  the  time  of  taking  the 
iffand. 

Art.  IV.  In  confideration  of  this  reftitution, 
England,  in  her  turn,  ftiall'  reftore  to  France  the 
ifland  of  Guadaloupe  and  Marigalante;  and  thofe 
two  iflands  fhall  be  ceded  in  the»fame  condition  they 
were  in  at  the  time  they  were  conquered  by  the  arms 
of  England. 
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Ai-T.  V.  The  iflands  tailed  neuter,  ite  Domi- 
iiica,  St.  Vincent,  St.  Lucia,  and  Tabago.  The 
two  Rrft  are  occupied  by  the  Carribees,  under  the 
proteQion  of  France,  according  to  the  treaty  of 
.  1660:  they  fiiail  remain  in  the  condition  they  have 
been  fincc  that  treaty. 

The  Crown  of  England  has  hot  yet  fhewh  any 
title,  which  gives  them  a  right  over  the  two  lafl; 
neverthclefs,  it  fhall  be  a  matter  of  negotiation  be- 
tween the  two  Crowns,  either  that  the  four  iflands 
fhail  remain  abfolutely  neuter,  or  that  the  two  pof- 
felTed  by  the  Carribees  alone  fliall  be  declared  neu- 
ter; and  that  England  fliall  enter  into  poffeffion,  as 
Ibvereign,  over  the  ifland  of  Tabago,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  France  over  that  of  St.  Lucia,  faving,  at 
all  times,  the  right  of  a  third  perfon^  with  whom  the 
two  crowns  will  explain  themfelves,  if  fuch  a  right 
exifts. 

Art.  VL  It  woiild  be  idvaritagedus  for  ttie  com- 
panies of  the  two  nations  in  the  Eaft-IndieSj  to  ab- 
Itain  for  ever  from  all  military  views  and  conquefts, 
to  reftrain  themfelves,  and  mutually  to  affift  each 
other  in  the  bufinefsof  commerce,  which  more  pro- 
perly belongs  to  tliem.  The  precife  {ituatioii  irt 
which  the  two  nations  ftand,  is  not  known  in  France; 
•wherefore  the  King,  in  order  to  confine  himfelf^  in 
that  refpeftj  to  the  obje6t  moft  ufeful,  both  for  the 
prefent  and  hereafter,  to  the  two  companies,  pro- 
pofes  to  the  King , of  England  the  treaty  concluded' 
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between  Sicurs  Godeheii  and  Saunders,  as  a  bafli^ 
for  the  re-eftablifliment  of  the  peace  of  Afia. 

Art.  VII.  The  colonies  of  South  America,  in 
poflefTion  of  the  French,  neceffarily  require  ne- 
groes to  cuhivate  them;  the  French  fettlements  of 
Senegal  and  Goree  fupplied  the  wants  of  the  French 
colonies  in  this  refpe6l.  England,  in  keeping  thofe 
fettlements,  would  prejudice  France,  without  pro- 
curing any  pofitive  advantages  for  herfelf ;  and  the 
union  which  the  two  Sovereigns  fo  hncerely  wifh  ;to 
eftablifli  between  the  two  crowns,  leaves  no  room 
to  fuppofe  that  the  court  of  London  has  any  fuch 
intentions  of  mifchicf.  Neverihelefs,  France,  with 
a  view  to  the  bleffings  of  peace,  offers  England  the 
choice  of  the  poflelTions  of  Senegal  or  Goree, 
meaning  that  one  or  the  other  polTeffion  fhall  be 
reftored  and  guarantied  to  the  King  by  his  Britan- 
nic Majefty. 

Art.  VIII.  Theiflandof  Belle-lHe  and  the  for- 
trefs  conquered  by  the  arras  of  England,  fhall  be 
reftored  to  France,  together  with  the  artillery  therein 
at  the  time  of  conqueft. 

Art.  IX.  In  confideration  of  the  8th  article  to 
be  granted  by  England,  the  King  will  caufe  his  forces 
in  Germany  to  evacuate  the  Landgraviate  of  Heffe, 
the  county  of  Hanau,  as  well  as  the  town,  which 
Ihall  not  be  occupied  by  the  troops  of  either  power, 
leaving  the  navigation  of  the  Maine  free,  and  thofe 
jparts  of  the  Electorate  of  Hanover  occupied  by  the 

French 
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French  trcops ;  and  thcfe  evacuations  fliall  be  pre- 
creded  by  a  {"ufpcnfion  of  arms  between  the  two 
crowns,  which  fufpenfion  of  arms  (hall  take  place 
from  the  day  of  the  ratification  of  the  preliminaries, 
or  the  article  of  the  definitive  treaty,  not  only  in 
Germany,  but  in  all  parts  of  the  World  where 
France  and  England  are  at  war. 

Art.  X.  As  the  King  is  under  an  engagement 
with  the  Emprefs  Queen,  to  ftipulate  nothing  in  his 
treaty  of  peace  wiih  England  which  may  be  difad- 
vantagcous  to  her  Imperial  Majefty,  and  as  it  was 
forefeen  that,  in  cafe  of  a  fufpenfion  between  the 
French  and  Britifli  forces,  the  German  troops  in 
the  pay  of  England  might  join  thofe  of  the  King  of 
Pruffia  againft  the  Auftrian  Armies,  the  King,  faith- 
ful to  his  engagements  with  his  allies,  and  very  far 
from  intending  to  fettle  any  thing  to  her  prejudice, 
propofes  to  the  King  of  England,  that  it  may  be 
agreed  between  them,  that  his  Britannic  Majefty 
will  undertake  that  no  part  of  the  forces  which  com- 
pofe  Prince  Ferdinand's  army  of  his  Pruffian  Ma- 
jefty, or  a6l  ofFcnfively  againft  the  Emprefs  Queen 
or  her  allies ;  and  in  like  manner,  no  French  forces, 
under  any  pretence,  fhall  join  the  Imperial  army, 
or  ferve  againft  the  allies  of  Great  Britain.  To  af-». 
certain  thefe  pofitions,  it  (hall  be  farther  concluded, 
that  after  thefe  evacuations,  the  army  of  the  Upper 
Rhine,  commanded  by  Marflial  Broglio,  fhall  re- 
tire towards  the  Maine,  the  Necker,  and  the  Rhine, 
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occupying  Franckfort ;  and  that  of  the  Lower  Rhinp, 
commanded  by  Marfhal  Soubife,  {hall,  on  the  other 
iide,  retire  towards  the  Rhine,  occupying  Welei 
^nd  Guelders. 

The  countries  belonging  to  the  King  of  Pruffia,  on 
the  Lower  Rhine,  have  been  conquered,  and  are  ac- 
tually governed  in  the  name  of  the  Emprefs  Queen  ; 
theJKing  would  not  undertake  to  evacuate  them  with- 
out the  confent  of  her  Imperial  Majefty,  and  before  the 
fucccfs  of  the  Negotiations  at  the  Congrefs  at  Augl"- 
burg,  which  is  to  rellore  Peace  between  the  Emprefs 
and  the  King  of  Pruffia;  but  as  it  would  be  difad- 
yantageous  to  the  two  Crowns  to  maintain  a  confi- 
derable  body  of  national  forces  in  Germany,  which, 
in  time  of  peace,  would  remain  in  abfolute  inacti- 
vity, and,  by  the  Conventions  of  the  Treaty,  would 
become  ufelefs  in  every  refpett  to  the  Allies  of 
Trance  and  England,  the  King  undertakes,  that, 
from  the  time  that  his  Britannic  Majefty  do  rccal  the 
Englifh  whom  he  has  fent  to  his  army  in  Germany, 
he  will  caufe  double  the  nmnbcr  of  French  forces 
jn  his  Majefty's  army  on  the  Upper  and  Lower 
Rhine  to  return  to  France,  fothat  no  French  troops 
ihall  continue  in  thofe  parts,  but  in  proportion  to 
thofc  which  the  King  of  England  fhall  keep  in-pay. 

Art.  XL  If  before  the  execution  of  the  treaty, 
one  of  the  two  powers  fliguld  make  any  conquefts, 
in  whatever  part  of  the  world  it  be,  they  fliall  be  re- 
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ftored  without  hefitation,  and  without  requiring  any 
recorhpenfe. 

Art.  XII.  The  captures  made  at  fea  by  Eng- 
land before  the  declaration  oF  the  war,  are  objefts 
of  legal  reftitution,  and  which  the  King  will  wil- 
lingly fubmit  to  the  juitice  of  the  King  of  England 
and  the  Englifii  tribunals;  in  fa£t,  fubje6ls,  who 
under  the  faith  of  treaties,  the  law  of  nations,  and 
in  time  of  peace,  follow  their  trade  and  navigation, 
cannot  without  jufticc  become  fufferers  by  the  mii- 
iinder Handings  fubfifting  in  the  cabinets  of  the  two 
Courts,  before  they  have  any  intimation  of  it.  De- 
clarations of  war  are  eltablilhed  by  the  law' of  na- 
tions, for  no  other  purpofe  but  to  make  public  to  the 
people  the  contefts. between  their  fovereigns,  and  to 
give  them  warning,  that  their  perfons  and  fortunes 
are  in  danger  of  an  enemy.  Unlefs  fuch  declaration 
is  agreed  upon,  there  can  be  no  public  fecurity; 
every  individual  would  be  in  danger,  or  in  fear, 
every  moment  that  he  Hepped  beyond  t-.ie  limits  of 
his  own  country.  If  thefe  principles  are  incontefti^ 
ble,  nothing  remains  but  to  examine  the  date  of  the 
declaration  of  war,  between  the  two  crowns,  and 
the  date  of  the  captures ;  all  that  has  be^n  taken 
prior  to  the  declaration,  cannot  be  adjuged  lawful 
prize,  without  overtiirowing  the  moft  ialutary  laws; 
it  will  be  in  vain  to  alledgc  that  the  French  began 
hoftilities,  and  that  the  captures  were  taken  by  way 
pf  reprizal.  What  connetlion  c^n  there  be  between 
Q  4  fuppofed 
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fuppofed  hoftilities  offered  at  Fort  Duquefnc,  and 
the  capture  of  trading  veffels  in  the  fouth  part  of 
America?  Thefe  hoftilities  are  the  motives  for  the 
declaration  of  war  j  but  the  effetts  of  that  declara- 
tion is  made  public;  and  it  would  be  unjuft  to  make 
individuals  fuftain  a  lofs»  who  are  totally  ignorant 
of  the  fafts  and  circumstances  of  a  latent  hollility 
in  a  corner  of  the  world  which  has  occafioned  a  ge- 
lieral  war  between  the  two  nations. 

This  argument  is  deemed  unanfwerable  in  France; 
and  It  is  on  this  footing  that  the  king  challenges  the 
right  of  nations,  to  the  end  that  fome  expedient 
may  be  agreed  upon  in  the  future  treaty  cis  a  recom- 
penfe  for  the  captures  made  upon  his  fubje^s  pre- 
vious to  the  declaration  of  war,  without  entering 
into  any  difcuflion  about  reprifals,  which  ihouid  be 
forgotten  when  the  two  Courts  draw  near  to  au 
agreement.  France  confults  nothing  but  the  intercQ; 
of  the  individuals  who  have  been  fuiferers,  and  doci 
not  pretend  to  include  the  King's  fliips  taken  before 
the  declaration  in  the  fcttlement  of  the  captures,  as 
the  lofs  of  King's  fhips  may  be  confidei;ed  as  a  con.- 
fequence  of  the  motives  of  the  war. 

Art.  XIII.  Though,  during  the  courfc  of  tlve 
prefent  war,  the  article  of  former  treaties  which  gua- 
ranty the  fucceflion  to  the  throne  of  Great  Britain, 
according  to  the  prefent  eftablifhment,  has  not  been 
infringed,  nevcrthelefs  the  King  is  well  difpofed  to 
comprize  that  guaranty  in  the  future  treaty,  if  ibe 

King  of  England,  dclires  it. 

Art. 
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Art,  XIV.  The  prifoners  made  on  each  fide,  as 
well  by  fea  as  land,  ihall  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  fent 
home  without  ranlbm,  immediately  on  the  ratification 
of  the  peace. 

His  Britannic  Majefly  will  readily  perceive,  that 
thefe  articles  are  not  drawn  in  the  form  of  a  treaty; 
they  are  only  offered  to  him  as  articles  explained 
in  their  full  extent,  which  elucidate  the  fentiments 
of  France,  and  put  the  two  crowns  in  a  conditio^ 
to  treat  upon  certain  and  diftinQ  obje6ts. 

The  private  Memorial  of  France,  er  15th 
July,   1761,  relating  to  Spain. 

[This  is  the  private  memorial  referred  to,  in 
the  third  note  to  Chap.  XX.] 

AS  it  is  eifential,  and  agreeable  to  the  defire  of 
France  and  England,  that  the  projefted  Treaty  of 
JPeace  fiiould  ferve  as  a  bafis  for  a  folid  reconcilia- 
tion between  the  t.vo  Crowns,  which  mav  not  be 
liable  to  be  interrupted  by  the  interefts  of  a  third 
Power,  and  the  engagements  which  either  one  or  the 
other  may  have  entered  into  previous  to  their  recon- 
ciliation, he  propofes  that  the  King  of  Spain  fiiall  be 
invited  to  guaranty  the  future  Treaty  of  Peace  be- 
tween his  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 
This  Guaranty  will  obviate  all  prefent  and  future  in- 
conveniences with  regard  to  the  folidity  of  the  Peace. 

The  King  will  not  difguife  from  his  Majefty,  that 
^he  differences  of  Spain  with  England  fill  him  with 

apprehenfions^ 
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apprehenfions,  and  give  him  room  to  fear,  tbaf,  if 
they  are  not  adjulled,  they  will  occalion  a  freQi 
war  ia  Europe  and  America.  The  King  of  Spain 
has  communicated  to  his  Majefty  the  three  articles 
which  remain  to  be  difcufled  between  his  Crown  and 
the  Crown  of  Britain  ;  which  are, 

1.  The  reftitution  of  fome  captures  which  have 
been  made  during  the  prefent  war  upon  the  Spa- 
pifii  Flag. 

2.  The  privilege  for  the  Spanifii  nation  to  fifli 
uppn  the  Banks  of  Newfoundland. 

3.  The  demolition  of  the  Englifh  fettlementsmadc 
upon  the  Spanifh  territories  in  the  Bay  of  Honduras, 

Thefe  three  articles  may  beeafily  adju  (led  agreeable 
to  the  equity  of  the  two  nations  ;  and  the  King  ear- 
jiieftly  wifhes,  that  fome  accommodations  may  be 
thought  on,  to  the  fatisfaftion  of  the  Spani/h  and 
Englilh  nations,  with  regard  to  thefe  articles;  but 
he  cannot  difguife  from  England  the  danger  he  ap- 
prehends, and  of  w-hich  he  mud  neceflarily  partake^ 
if  thefe  obje61s,  which  feem  nearly  to  concern  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  iliould  be  the  occafion  of  a  War. 
His  Majefty  therefore  deems  it  a  principal  point  of 
confideration  in  concluding  a  firm  and  advantageous 
Peace,  that,  at  the  fame  lime  that  defirable  point 
Jhall  be  concluded  between  France  and  England,  his 
Britannic  Majefty  Ihould  terminate  his  differences 
with  Spain,  and  agree  to  invite  bis  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty to  guaranty  the  Treaty  which  is  to  reconcile

of  England. 

As  to  what  remain,  his  Majedy  does  not  intimate

SINCE  the  Memorial  of  the  propofitions  fron| 
france  was  formed,  and  at  the  inttant  that  the  cou- 
rier was  ready  to  fet  out  for  London,  the  King  re- 
ceived the  confent  of  the  Emprefs  Queen  to  feparatc 
peace  with  England,  but  upon  t-wo  conditions ; 

1.  To  keep  pofTedjon  of  the  countries  belonging 
to  the  King  of  Pruffia. 

2.  That  it  fliall  be  ftipulated,  that  the  King  of 
preat  Britain,  neither  in  his  capacity  of  King  oc 
Ele6lor,  fiiall  afford  any  fuccour,  either  in  troops, 
pr  of  any  kind  whatever,  to  the  King  of  Pruffia; 
and  that  his  Britannic  Majefty  will  undertake  that 
the  Hanoverian,  Heffian,  Brunfwickian,  and  othec 
Auxiliaries  in  alliance  with  Hanover,  Ihall  not  join 
the  forces  of  the  King  of  Pruffia,  in  like  manner  as 
france  lliall  engage,  on  her  part,  not  to  yield  fuc- 
cour 
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cour  of  any  kind  to  the  Ernprefs  Queen  nor  her  Allies, 
Boththefe  conditions  appear  fo  natural  and  equit- 
able in  thennfclves,  that  his  Majefty  could  not  do 
otherwire  than  acqui'efce  in  them,  and  he  hopes  that 
the  King  of  Great  Britain  will  be  ready  to  adopt  them. 

^R,  Pitt's  Letter  to  Mr.  Bussy,  24TH  July, 

1761. 

Sir, 
HAVING  explained  myfelf,  in  our  conference 
yefterday,  with  refpeft  to  certain  engagements  of 
France  with  Spain,  relative  to  the  difputes  of  the  lat- 
ter crown  with  Great  Britain,  of  which  your  Court 
never  informed  us,  but  at  the  very  inftant  of  mak- 
ing, as  fhe  has  done,  her  firft  propofitions  for  the 
feparate  peace  of  the  two  crowns;  and  as 'you  have 
defired,  for  the  fake  of  greater  punBuality,  to  take 
^  note  of  what  paffed  between  us  upon  fo  weighty  a 
fubjeft,  I  here  repeat,  Sir,  by  his  Majefty 's  order, 
the  fame  declaration,  word  for  word,  which  I  made 
to  you  yefterday,  and  again  anticipate  you  with  ref- 
pe6l  to  the  moft  fincere  fentiments  of  friendship  and 
real  regard  on  the  part  of  his  Majefty  towards  the 
Catholic  King,  in  every  particular  confiftent  with 
reafon  and  juftice.  It  is  my  duty  to  declare  farther 
to  you  in  plain  terms,  in  the  name  of  his  Majefty^ 
that  he  "\vill  not  fuffer  the  difputes  with  Spain  to  be 
blended,  in  any  manner  whatever,  in  the  negotia- 
tion of  peace  between  the  two  crowns :  to  which  I 
niuft  add,  that  it  will  be  Qonfidered  as  an  affront  to 

bis 
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Ills  Majefty's  dignity,  and  as  a  thing  incompatible 
witli  the  fincerity  of  the  negotiation,  to  make  far- 
ther mention  of  fach  a  circumftance. 

Moreover,  it  is  expected  that  France  will  not, 
at  any  time,  presume  a  right  of  intermeddling  in 
fiich  difputes  between  Great  Britain  and  Spain. 

Thefe  Confiderations,  fo  juft  and  indifpenfible, 
have  determined  his  Majefty  to  order  me  to  return 
you  the  memorial  which  occafions  this,  as  wholly 
inadmiffible. 

I  likewife  return  you,  Sir,  as  totally  inadmiffible, 
the  memorial  relative  to  the  King  of  Pruffia,  as  im-' 
plying  an  attempt  upon  the  honour  of  Great  Britain, 
and  the  fidelity  with  which  his  Majelty  will  always 
fulfill  his  engagements  with  his  allies.

The  Answer  of  the  British  Court  to  Me- 
morial OF  THE  French  Propositions,  .29TH: 
July,  1761. 

HIS  Britannic  Majefty  will  never  recede  from  the 
entire  and  total  ceffion  on  the  part  of  France,  with- 
out any  new  limits,  or  any  exceptions  whatever, 
of  all  Canada  and  its  appurtenances;  and  his  Ma- 
jefty will  never  relax,  with  regard  to  the  full  and 
complete  ceffion  on  the  Part  of  France,  the  Ifle  of 
Cape  Breton,  and  of  all  the  other  Iflands  in  the 
Gulph  or  in  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  with  the  right 

of 
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of  fifhing,  which  is  infeparably  incident  to  the  poi-i 
fefBon  of  the  aforefaid  Coafts,  and  of  the  Canals  or 
Streights  which  lead  to  them. 

2.  With  refpeft  to  fixing  the  limits  of  Loufiana^ 
•with  regard  to  Canada,  or  the  Englifh  pofTcflionS 
fituate  on  the  Ohio,  as  aUb  on  the  coaft  of  Virgi- 
nia, it  can  never  be  allowed  that  whatever  does  not 
belong  to  Canada  fhall  appertain  to  Loufiana,  nor 
that  the  boundaries  of  the  laQ  province  fhould  ex- 
tend to  Virginia,  or  to  the  Britifli  pofleflions  on  the 
borders  of  the  Ohio;  the  nations  and  countries 
ivhich  lie  intermediate,  and  which  form  the  true  bar- 
rier between  the  aforefaid  provinces,  not  being  pro- 
per, on  any  account,  to  be  direftly  or  by  neceffary 
confequence  ceded  to  France,  even  admitting  them 
to  be  included  in  the  limits  of  Loufiana. 

3.  Senegal  with  all  its  rights  and  dependencies 
Upon  the  river  which  bears  its  name,  fball  be  ceded 
to  Great  Britain  in  the  moft  full  and  ample  manner  j 
as  alfo  the  Ifland  of  Goree,  fo  effentially  conneded 
with  Senegal. 

4.  Dunkirk  fhall  be  reduced  to  the  condition  irf 
which  it  ought  to  have  been  after  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht,  without  which  no  peace  can  be  concluded; 
and  upon  that  condition  only  can  his  Majefty  ever 
confent  to  enter  on  the  confideration  of  the  de- 
mand which  France  has  made,  viz.  The  reftitutior* 
of  the  privilege  granted  by  the  thirteenth  article  df 
the  laid  treaty,  with  certain  limitations  and  und^r 

certain 
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certain  reflriclions,  for  the  ftibjeBs  of  Trance  to 
Fifh  and  dry  their  fifh  on  part  of  the  banks  of  New- 
foundland. 

5.  Though  the  titles  by  which  the  kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  has,  on  many  occafions,  maintained 
its  right  to  the  Iflands  of  St.  Lucia  and  Tabago,  have 
never  been  refuted;  and  though  his  Majefty  by  force 
of  arms  has  acquired  poffeflion  of  St.  Dominica,  and 
of  the  French  colony  eflablifhed  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war ;  neverthefs  his  Majefty,  from 
that  principle  of  moderation  which  is  fo  becoming 
to  kings,  will  confent  to  an  equal  partition  of  the 
four  Iflands,  commonly  called  the  Neutral  Iflands, 
which  partition  fliall  be  regulated  in  the  enfuing  treaty. 

6.  The  Ifland  of  Minorca  fhall  be  immediately 
reftored  in  the  condition  it  was  at  the  time  of  its 
being  taken,  together  with  the  artillery.  Sec.  apper- 
taining to  that  Ifland. 

7.  France  fliall  immediately  reftore  and  evacuate 
the  conquefts  ftie  has  made  over  his  Majcfty's  Allies 
in  Germany ;  that  is  to  fay,  of  all  the  fl:ates  and 
countries  appertaining  to  tlie  Landgrave  of  Hcflc, 
to  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  and  to  the  Ele6lorate  of 
Hanover,  as  alfo  of  Wefel,  and  of  all  the  places 
and  territories  belonging  to  the  King  of  Pruflia,  in 
poflefljon  of  the  arms  of  France.  In  a  word, 
France  fhall  make  a  general  evacuation  of  all  her 
conquefts,  on  the  fide  of  Hefle,  Weftphalia,  and  its 
countries. 

8.  The 
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8.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  on  his  pai-t,  agrees 
to  fuirenderto  his  Mod  Chriftian  Majelty.  i.  The 
important  conqueft  of  Belle-Ifle.  2.  His  Majefty 
Hkewife  confents  to  fiirrender  to  the  mbft  Chriftian 
King  the  opulent  ifland  of  Guadaloupej  with  that 
of  MarigalantCi 

g.  The  treaty  concluded  between  MefTrs.  Saun- 
ders aiid  Godeheu,  cannot  be  admitted  as  the  bafis 
of  the  reeftablifhment  of  the  peace  in  Afia,  becaufc 
that  provifional  treaty  has  had  nd  confequences,  and 
becaufe  thofe  provifions  are  by  no  means  applicable 
to  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs  in  the  Indies,  by  the 
final  redu6lion  of  the  pofleHions  and  fettlements  of 
the  French  company  in  the  Eall  Indies;  but  as  the 
perfeft  an4  final  fettlcment  with  regard  to  that  coun- 
try can  only  be^nade  in  conformity  to  certain  rights 
abfolutely  appertaining  to  the  Englilh  company,  and 
as  the  King  cannot  juftly  dilpofe  of  their  rights  with- 
out their  confent,  it  muft  necelfarily  be  left  to  the 
companies  of  the  two  nations  to  adjuft  the  terms  of 
accommodation  and  reconciliation,  according  to 
thofe  rules  of  rcafon  andjuftice,  which  the  ftate  and 
circumftances  of  their  affairs  may  require,  and  mu- 
tually point  out;  provided  neverlhelefs  that  thofe 
conditions  are  not  repugnant  tothedefigns  and  equit- 
able intentions  of  their  Sovereigns  for  the  peace  and 
reconciliation  of  the  two  crowns. 

10.  The  demand  of  the  reftitution  of  the  cap- 
tures at  fea   before  the  declaration  of  war  cannot 

be 
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be  admitted ;  fuch  a  claim  not  being  founded  on 
&ny  particular  convention,  and  Jby  no  means  refult- 
ing  from  the  law  of  nations,  as  there  is  ho  principle 
more  conteftible  than  this,  viz.  that  the  abfdlute  right 
bf  all  hoftile  operations  does  not  refult  from  a  for- 
tnal  declaration  of  war,  but  from  the  hoftilities  which 
the  aggreflbr  has  firfl;  offered. 

11.  As  the  indifpenfible  care  which  is  due  from! 
jiis  Majefty  to  his  peopiei  and  the  jiift  and  invincible 
motives  which  concern  the  prefervation  and  fecurity 
of  his  kingdoms,  authorized  by  the  mod  formal  ffi- 
pulations  of  folemn  treaties  (viz.  thofe  of  Radftadt 
and  the  Barriere)  arid  e<^en  by  the  expfefs  and  irre- 
vocable conditions  of  the  ceffion  of  the  Low  Coun- 
tries, will  not  allow  France  to  retain  poffeflion  of 
Oftend  and  Newport,  the  two  places  aforefaid 
Ihall  be  evacuated  without  delay,  by  the  French 
garriforis ;  it  is  for  this  reafon  declared  that  the  refti- 
tutions  fpoken  of  in  the  prefcedirig  articles  of  this 
memorial,  and  patticulafly  the  convention  which 
is  to  be  framed  and  regulated  with  refpe6l  to  the  In- 
dies, cannot  take  place  till  the  aforefaid  evacuation 
of  Oftend  and  Newport  fhall  be  faithfully  executed. 

1 2.  The  ceffatioh  of  arms  between  the  two  crowns 
fhall  be  fixed  and  take  place  on  the  day  of  the  rati- 
fication of  the  preliminaries,  or  of  the  definitive 
treaty,  and  all  the  articles  relative  to  the  ceffation  of 
hoflilities,  fhall  be  fettled  and  take  place,  according 
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to  common  ufagfe  in  fuch  cafes,  and  as  the  circuni-' 
ftances  in  different  parts  of  the  world  fhall  require. 

13.  His  Majelty  having,  from  the  firft  overtures 
made  on  the  part  of  France,  declared,  that  in  cafe 
the  feparate  peace  between  the  two  crowns  ihould  be 
concluded,  his  Majefty  would  continue  as  an  auxi- 
liary, faithfully  to  affift  the  King  of  Pruflia,  with 
efficacy  and  good  faith,  in  order  to  accomplifii  the 
falutary  purpofe  of  a  general  pacification  in  Ger- 
many; it  fhall  be  free  to  Great  Britain  and  France, 
to  fupport,  as  auxiliaries,  their  refpe6tive  aUies,  in 
their  particular  contefts  for  the  recovery  of  Silefia, 
purfuant  to  the  refpecUve  engagements  which  thofe 
crowns  have  entered  into. 

14.  The  prifoners  taken  on  one  fide  and  the  other, 
both  by  fea  and  land,  fhall  be  releafed  in  the  ufual 
manner,  faving  the  terms  which  may  exift,  by  virtue 
of  fome  cartel  or  fome  convention,  which  may 
have  relation  to  this  particular. 

Thefe  articles  are  not  digefted  into  the  form,  nor 
in  the  detail  of  articles  of  peace:  but  it  is  hoped, 
that,  with  regard  to  efl'ential  points,  this  inemorial 
has  that  precifion  and  perfpicuity  which  Ipaves  no- 
thing doubtful,  and  which  evidently  demonftrates 
the  fincerity  and  perfcverance  of  his  Majelly's  dif- 
pofition,  with  refpe£l  to  his  intentions  and  refolu- 
tions  for  the  accomplifhment  of  fo  great  a  blefling 
as  that  of  an  entire  peace  between  the  two  crowns*

Ultimatum  of  France   in  Reply  to  that  oi? 

KnCLANI^,    of   5TH     OF     AUGUST,    I76I. 

THE  King  renews  the  declaration  which  he  mada 
to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  to  the  tnemorial  of  pro- 
pofitions  for  peace,  which  has  been  tranfmittc^  to  Mr. 
Stanley,  and  to  which  the  Court  of  England  has 
given  no  anfwerj  eilhei:  by  Word  of  moiith  or  in 
writing:  his  JVIajelly  agahi  declares,  that  if  the- 
tiegotiatiori  ehtered  into  at  Paris  and  at  London,* 
for  the  re-ellablifhmeni  of  peace  between  the  two 
crowriSj  has  not  the  defired  fuccefs,  all  the  article^ 
agreed  to  in  that  negotiation  by  France,  cannot  be 
reprefentcd,  on  any  bccafion,  as  fettled  points,  any 
more  than  the  memorial  of  the  month  of  March  lafi", 
relative  to  the  Uti  PoJJidetis. 

1.  The  King  confents  to  cede  Canada  to  Eng- 
land in  the  moft  extenfive  manner  as  fpecified  in  the 
tnemorial  of  propofitions ;  but  his  Majefty  will  not 
recede  from  the  conditions  he  has  annexed  to  the 
fame  memorial  relative  to  the  Catholic  Religion,  and 
to  the  power,  facility,  and  liberty  of  emigration  foir 
the  ancient  fubje6ls  of  the  King.  With  jregard  to 
the  fifhcry  in  the  Gulph  of  St.  Laurence,  the  King 
means  to  maintain  the  immemorial  right  which  his 
fubje£ls  have  of  fifhing  in  the  faid  gulph,  and  of 
drying  their  fidi  on  the  Banks  of  Newfoundland, 
as  it  was  agreed  by  the  treaty  of  Utrecht.  As  this 
privilege  would  be  granted;  in  vain^  if  the  French 
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veffels  had  not  fome  (helter  appertaining  to  France 
in  the  gulph,  his  Majefty  propofed  to  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  the  reftitution  of  the  ifland  of  Cape 
Breton ;  he  again  propofes,  either  that  ifland,  or  St. 
John,  or  fuch  other  port,  without  fortification,  in 
the  gulph,  or  within  reach  of  the  gulph,  which  may 
ferve  the  French  as  a  ftielter,  and  fecure  to  France 
the  lil?erty  of  fifhing,  from  whence  his  Majefty  has 
no  intention  to  recede. 

2.  The  King  has  in  no  part  of  his  memorial  of 
propofitions,  affirmed,  that  all  which  did  not  belong 
to  Canada,  appertained  to  Louifiana;  k  is  even  dif- 
ficult to  conceive  fuch  an  aflfertion  could  be  ad- 
vanced. i^rance>  on  the  contrary,  demands  that 
the  intermediate  nations  between  Canada  and  Lou- 
ifiana, as  alfo  between  Virginia  and  Louifiana,. 
fhall  be  confidered  as  neutral  nations,  inde- 
pendent of  the  fovereignty  of  the  two  crowns,  and 
ferve  as  a  barrier  between  them.  If  the  Englifh 
Minifter  would  have  attended  to  the  inftru6lions  of 
Mr.  Buffy.on  this  fubjeft,  he  would  have  feen  that 
France  agreed  with  England  as  to  this  propofition. 

3.  No  anfwerhas  been  given  by  England  to  the 
plain  argument,  That  if  Senegal  cannot  be  enjoyed 
in  fecurity  without  Goree,  England  will  make  no  great 
facrifice  in  keeping.  Goree,  and  reftoring  Senegal  to 
France.  Upon  this  article,  Mr.  Stanley  has  ac- 
quainted the  I>,  de  Choifeul,  that  fome  expedients 
fiaay  be  agreed  on  between  the  two  crowns :  in  con- 

fequence 
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fequence  of  which,  his  Majefty,  out  of  regard  to  the 
blefling  of  peace,  has  authorifed  Mr.  Bufly  to  treat 
concerning  ihefe  expedients  with  the  Britifli  Miniftry* 
4.  The  court  of  London,  when  they  mean  to  fe- 
cure,  in  purfuance  of  his  Majefty's  confent,  the 
conquefts  they  pretend  to  maintain,  readily  rely  on 
the  memorial  of  Uti  Pojfiddh ;  but  they  take  no 
notice  of  that  memorial  when  they  advance  claims 
at  the  expence  pf  France.  It  cannot  be  denied, 
but  that  the  ftate  of  the  town  of  Dunkirk  is  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Uti  Pojfidctis, 

According  to  the  tre-aty   of  Utrecht,  the  demoli- 
tion of  Dunkirk  was  not  alTented  to,  as  a  compen- 
fation  for  the  liberty  of  drying  codfifh  on  the  Banks 
of  Newfoundland:  it  is  the  ceflion  of  Newfound, 
land,  on  the  part  of  France,  which  is  the  ground  of 
that  compenfati'on ;  but  the  King,  to  teftify  to  all 
Europe  his  fin(iere  defire  of  peace,  and  to  remove 
all  obftacles  which  the  enemie.s  to  peace  may  throw 
in  the  way,  authorifes  his  Minifter  at  London  to  ne^ 
gotiate  concerning  the  flate  of  Dunkirk,  fo  foon  as 
M  convenient  port  fhall  be  agreed  upon  in  the  Gulph 
of  St.    Laurence,    or   within   reach    of  the  gulph, 
which  fh^ll  be  ceded  to  France,  to  fcrve  as  a  fhelter 
for  her  fi filing  vefTels. 

5.  France  has  refuted  the  title  of  England  to  the 
Antiles,  which  are  pretended  to  be  neutral:  his 
Majefty,  neverthclefs,  from  a  principle  of  modera-, 
jion,  accepts  of  a  partition  of  the  faid  iflands;  but 

H  3  fuch 
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fuch  partition  cannot  take  place  but  in  the  form  fpe^ 
cified  in  the  firft  memorial  of  the  French  propofitions, 

6.  It  feems  as  if  England,  by  her  propofitions. 
offered  the  Ifland  of  Belieifle  as  a  compenfation  for 
theifland  of  Minorca  ;  as  France  does  not  allow  the 
importance  of  the  conqueft  of  Belieifle,  the  two 
courts  will  retain  their  feveral  opinions ;  England 
iliall  maintain  her  conqueft,  and  France  fhall  keep 
Minorca. 

7.  France  is  willing  to  evacuate,  in  confidera- 
tion  of  the  reftitution  to  be  made  by  England  of  the 
ifland  of  Guadaloupc  andof  Marigalante,  the  coun- 
tries belonging  to  the  Landgrave  of  Hefle,  to  the 
Duke  of  Brunfwick,  and  to  the  Eleftorate  of  Ha- 
nover, which  are  or  fliall  be  occupied  by  his  Ma- 
jefty's  forces,  and  of  which  the  conqucfl;  is  con- 
Iie6led  with  the  Britifh  war,  fince  the  rupture  of  the 
capitulation  of  Clofter  Seven,  and  which  may  be 
feparated  from  the  war  of  the  Emprefs-Queen  with 
the  King  of  Pruffia. 

But  as  to  what  concerns  Wefcl,  Gucldres,  and 
oj:her  countries  in  Weftphalia  belonging  to  the  King 
of  Pruffia,  which  are  adually  in  the  poflc  ffion  of 
the  Emprefs-Oueen,  and  where  juftice  is  admini- 
flered  in  the  name  of  her  Imperial  Majefty,  the 
King  cannot  ftipulate  to  furrender  the  conquefls  of 
his  allies;  and  fuch  an  evacuation,  neither  in  fa6l 
nor  by  right,  can  take  place  without  the  confent  of.- 
the  Emprefs-Queen  at  the   Cojygrefs  at  Augfburg; 

that 
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ttiat  congrefs  being  to  aflemble,  in  order  to  termi- 
nate the  differences  which  have  arilen  in  the  empire, 
and  particularly  thofe  which  have  occafioned  the 
war  between  her  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  King  of 
Pruffia. 

8.  The  King  accepts  of  thefe  conditions  ;  and  in 
conhderatioiji  of  the  ccliions  .made  by  France,  in 
North  America  and  Africa,  as  well  as  in  regard  to, 
the  fettlement  of  Dunkirk,  the  reftitution  of  the 
jfland  of  Guadaloupe  and  of  Marigalante. 

g.  The  French  Eaft  India  Company  have  ful- 
filled the  conditions  of  the  treaty  made  between 
Meflrs.  Godeheu  and  Saunders ;  that  of  England 
has  not  obferved  the  fame  pynduality.  However 
that  may  be,  the  King  is  willing  to  acquiefce  in  the 
9th  Article  of  the  Ultimatum  of  England,  in  rela- 
tion to  Aha. 

10.  The  Kingperfifts,  with  regard  to  the  captures 
made  before  the  war,  in  the  contents  of  the  12th 
Article  of  the  firit  propofitions.  M.  Biiffy  is  au^r 
thorifed  to  deliver  a  memorial  cxprefsly  on  this  fub- 
jjeft; ,  and  every  one  is  perfuaded  in  France,  that 
this  objeft  neither  cafi  nor  ought  to  break  off  thp 
negotiation  between  the  two  crowns. 

11.  The  Emprefs-Oueen  enjoys  full  fovereignty 
in  the  towns  of  Oftend  and  Newport  j  the  King  has 
pnly  lent  his  forces  to  his  ally,  to  fecure  thofe  places. 
England  has  no  right  to  impofe  laws  upon  the  King 
gnd  the  Emprefs,  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  King 
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and  her  Imperial  Majefty,  who  do  not  in  the  ieaft 
violate  the  treaties  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  with  the 
Slates  General.  As  to  what  remains,  his  Majefty 
readily  declares,  that  his  intention  never  vas  to 
keep  pofTeflion  of  the  faid  places  after  the  eftablifh- 
nientpf  peace. 

12.  The  i2ih  Article  of  the  Ullimainm  of  Eng^ 
land  does  not  fcem  liable  to  any  difficulties,  while  the 
terms  of  the  intended  fufpenfion  fliall  be  obferve4 
and  maintained  with  finccrity. 

13.  In  anfwer  to  the  declaration  made  by  Mr. 
Stanley,  that  in  cafe  of  a  feparate  peace  betweer) 
France  and  England,  his  Britannic  Majefty  would 
conftantly  continue,  in  the  capacity  of  an  auxiliary, 
to  aid  his  ally,  the  King  of  Pruflia,  with  all  his 
power,  and  with  the  utmoft  integrity,  in  order  to 
accomplifii  the  happy  ilfuc  of  the  war,  and  the  pa- 
cification of  Germany,  the  D.  de  Choifeul,  in  the 
name  of  the  King,  his  mafter,  has  declared  to  Mr. 
Stanley,  that  his  Majefty,  with  the  fame  view  to  the 
general  pacification,  will  alio  fupport  his  faithful 
allies  with  all  his  forces,  and  to  the  utmoft  of  his 
power,  and  will  take  every  precaution  which  his 
approved  fincerity  and  integriry  ftiall  fuggeft  to  him, 
in  order  *to  prevent  the  feparate  peace  of  France 
with  England  from  being  prejudicial  to  them. 

It  is  in  confequence  of  thefe  fentiments,  that  the 
King,  with  the  conlent  of  his  allies,  is  willing  tq 
ilipulate.  that  he  will  grant  no  fuccour  of  any  kind 
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jj,Q  his  allies  for  the  continuance  of  their  war  againft 
the  King  of  Pruffiaj  but  his  Majefty  neither  can  nor 
.>vill  enter  into  /"uch  an  engagement,  unlefs  his  Bri- 
tannic Majelty  will  enter  into  the  like  agreement 
with  refpeO:  to  the  King  of  Pruflia. 

The  propofition  of  leaving  France  at  liberty  to 
^end  forces  into  Silefia,  is  unfavourable,  from  par-, 
ticular  circumftances,  to  the  interefts  of  the  Em-r 
prefs,  and  confequently  inadmiffible. 

The  King,  therefore,  perfifts  in  the  propofitions 
contained  in  the  lOth  Article  of  his  firft  memorial. 
All  that  can  be  negotiated  with  refpecl  to  thefe  points, 
muft  be  the  liberty  of  affording  fuccours  in  money 
lo  the  refpedive  allies,  fo  foon  as  it  fhall  be  pofi- 
lively  afcertained,  that  no  power  fliall  be  at  liberty 
tofurnifli  them  any  fupplies  of  men,  or  warlike  llores, 
gander  any  denomination  whatever., 

14.  The  King  accepts  the  i4tn  Article  of  the 
Ultimatum  of  England. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  court  of  Great  Britain  will 
allow  the  precilion  of  the  anfwers  to  their  Ultima'- 
tuvi,  as  well  as  thp  readinefs  with  which  the  King 
endeavours,  even  to  his  prejudice,  to  ufe  all  means 
to  bring  about  a  reconciliation  with  the  King  of 
Great  Britain. 

When  M.  Buffy  prefented  this  Vltimatum^  he  ac- 
companied it  with  the  following  Letter,  inanfwerto 
that  of  Mr.  Pitt,  of  the  24th  of  July.

Mr.  Bussy's  Letter  to  Mr.   Pitt,  ^th  At;-, 
GUST,  1761. 

I  HAVE  acquainted  my  court  with  the  letter  of 
tlie  24th  of  laft  month,  with  which  your  Excellency 
honoured  me,  on  returning  the  memorial  I  laid  be-, 
fpre  you,  in  relation  to  the  interefts  of  the  court  of 
Spain  with  refpeft  to  England,  and  the  note  which 
I  thought  it  my  duty  to  communicate,  with  regard 
to  the  intention  of  the  King  my  maftcF,  concerning 
the  neceffary  fteps  to  put  a  Hop  to  the  hollilities  ir> 
Germany. 

The  King,  Sir,  orders  me  to  acquaint  your  Ex- 
cellency, that  as  to  what  relates  to  the  intereft  of 
the  Catholic  King,  his  Majefty's  precaution,  ex- 
prefled  in  the  memorial  which  I  remitted  to  you, 
is  in  confequence  of  that  lincerity  which  he  pro- 
feffes  conftantly  to  adopt  in  the  courfe  o\  ail  his  ncr 
gotiations.  The  memorial  which  your  Excellency 
has  returned  me,  neither  contains  any  menaces,  nor 
any  offer  of  mediation.  No  other  femiment  can  be 
inferred  from  it,  than  that  of  the  fmcere  defire  which 
his  Majefty  entertains,  that  the  projeBed  peace  be- 
tween France  and  England  may  be  firm  and  dura- 
ble. Moreover,  the  King  refers  himfelf  to  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty  concerning  the  manner  in  which  this 
memorial  was  received  and  remitted;  but  his  Ma- 
jefty has  charged  me  to  declare  to  your  Excellency, 
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thdit  fo  long  as  Spain  fhall  approve  of  it,  his  Ma- 
j.efty  WILL  interfere  with  the  interefts  of  that  crown, 
-yyithout  defjfting  on  a.ccount  of  a  repulfe  froni  the 
power  who  oppofes  hiis  good  offices. 

With  refpe.6l  to  the  matter  of  the  note,  likewife 
feturned  by  your  Excellency,  and  which  relates  to 
the  two  neceffary  conditions  of  the  propoled  expe- 
dient for  evacuating  the  countries  fubdued  by  his 
Majefty's  arms,  his  Majefty  explains  himfelf  fully  on 
that  Article  in  the  Vltimaimny  in  anfwer  to  that  of 
tjie  court  of  London.  His  Majefty  has  ordered  mc 
to  declare  further  to  you  in  writing,  that  he  will, ra- 
ther facrifice  the  power  which  God  has  given  him, 
than  conclude  any  thing  with  his  enemies,  which 
may  be  contrary  to  the  engagements  he  has  con- 
trafted,  and  that  good  faith  in  which  he  glories.  If 
England  will  undertake  to  yield  no  fuccour-to  the 
King  of  Pruffia,  the  King  will  engage,  on  the  other 
hand,  to  afford  none  to  his  allies  in  Germany.  But 
his  Majefty  will  not  adopt  the  liberty  of  fuccouring 
his  allies  with  a  fupply  of  men,  becaule  he  is  fenli- 
ble  of  the  difadvantage  which  the  prefent  fituation  of 
the  armies  might  occahon  to  the  Emprefs-Ouecn. 
His  Majefty  may  ftipulate  not  to  a6l  for  the  benefit 
of  his  allies,  but  he  neither  can  nor  will  confent  to 
any  condition  which  may  be  detrimen;:al  to  them. 

It  remains  for  me  to  obferve  to  your  Excellency, 
how  gready  my  court  was  aftoniflicd,  as  well  at  the 
ftyle   of   the    letter   you  wrote    to  me,    as  at  the 

Ultimatum 
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Ultimatum  of  England.  This  ftyle,  which  is  fo  little 
conformable  to  the  propolitions  of  France,  betrays 
the  averfion  of  the  court  of  Loildon  to  peace.  The 
King,  who  is  very  far  from  in  fitting  on  forms,  when 
the  happinefs  of  Europe  is  at  ftake,  has  ufed  every 
endeavour,  in  the  anfwer  to  the  Ultnnatuvi,  which, 
without  injury  to  the  honour  of  his  crown,  were 
judged  moft  cife8ual  to  recal  the  Britifh  court  to 
fentiments  of  pacification  j  your  Excellency  will 
judge,  from  the  Ultimatum  of  France,  that  I  am 
ordered  to  acquaint  you  with  what  facility  the  King, 
forgetting  the  imperative  ftyle,  fo  unfit  for  negotia- 
tion, which  England  makes  ufe  of  in  her  anfwers, 
enters  into  the  views  of  the  Britifh  court,  and  en^ 
deavours,  by  the  facrifices  he  makes,  to  engage  them 
to  adopt  the  ftipulations  of  a  reafonable  peace. 

If  your  Excellency  is  deCirous  of  having  a  con- 
ference with  me  on  the  fubjeft  of  the  Ultimatiim^  I 
will  attend  your  commands,  and  I  ihall  be  very  ea;r-«- 
neft  to  teftify  the  difpofition  of  my  court,  to  make 
a  happy  iffue  of  the  negotiation  ori  foot,  as  alfo  the 
peculiar  regard  with  which,  Sec,

THE  Moft  Chriftian  King,  who  wiflies  to  make 
the  peace,  concerning  which  he  propofed  to  treat 
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with  England,  at  once  effcftual  and  durable,  en- 
irufted  his  intentions  with  the  King  my  matter,  ex- 
prefTing  the  pleafure  with  which  he  embraced  that 
opportunity  of  acknowledging  his  fenfe  of  the  reite- 
rated'offers  which  his  Catholic  Majeily  had  made 
both  to  Him  and  England,  in  order  to  facilitate  a  jull 
and  lading  reconciliation. 

It  is  from  thefe  principles  of  fincerity, 'that  the 
Moft  Chriftian  King  propofed  to  the  Kingmymafter 
the  guaranty  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  as  a  meafure 
which  might  be  equally  convenient  to  France  and 
England,  and  at  the  fame  time  affured  him  of  his 
fincere  intentions  with  refpe6t  to  the  facrifices  he 
propofed  to  make,  in  order  to  reftore  tranquillity  to 
to  Europe,  by  an  honourable  and  lading  peace. 

Such  a  proceeding  of  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
could  not  but  be  highly  acceptable  to  the  King  my 
mafter,  who  found  it  agreeable  to  his  own  fenti- 
,  ments,  and  to  his  defire  of  fulfilling  on  his  part, 
with  the  moft  diftinguiihed  conformity,  all  the  con- 
nections which  unite  ihem  both  by  ties  of  blood  and 
their  mutual  intereft  ;  and  moreover,  he  perceived 
in,  the  difpofition  of  the  King  of  France,  that  mag- 
nanimity and  humanity  which  are  natural  to  him,  by 
his  endeavours,  on  his  fide,  to  render  the  peace  as 
permanent  as  the  viciftitudes  of  human  affairs  will 
admit  of. 

It*is  with  the  fame  candour  and  frncerity,  that  the 
King  my  mafter  expreffedin  confidence  to  the  Mofl 
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Chriftiain  King,  that  he  wifhed  his  Britannic  Ma-^ 
jefty  had  not  made  a  difficulty  of  fettling  the  guai 
ranty>  on  account  of  the  grievances  of  Spain  with 
England,  as  he  has  all  the  reafon  to  conclude  that  his 
Britannic  Majefty  has  the  fame  good  intentions  to 
terminate  them  amicably,  according  to  reafon  and 
juftice. 

The  Confidence  which  the  King  my  mafter  repofed 
in  France,  gave  that  court  room  to  teftify  to  his 
Britannic  Majefty  the  fincerity  of  their  intentions 
for  the  re-eftablifhment  of  peace,  fince,  by  propof- 
ing  the  guaranty  of  Spain,  they  exprelfed  their  fin- 
cere  defire  of  feeing  the  interefts  of  Spain  fettled  at 
the  fame  time,  which  might  one  day  re-kindle  the 
flames  of  a  new  war,  which  at  prefent  they  wifh  to 
extinguifh. 

If  the  intentions  of  the  Mod  Chrillian  King  and 
ihe  King  my  mafter  did  not  feem  fraught  with 
Sincerity,  the  King  my  mafter  flatters  himfelf,  that 
his  Britannic  Majefty  will  do  him  the  juftice  to  con- 
lider  his  in  that  light,  fince,  if  they  were  founded  on 
any  other  principle,  his  Catholic  Majefty,  giving 
full  fcope  to  his  greatnefs,  would  have  fpoken  from 
himfelf,  and  as  became  his  dignity. 

I  muft  not  omit  to  inform  you,  that  the  King  my 
mafter  will  learn  with  furprife,  that  the  memorial  of 
France  could  raife  a  fentiment  in  the  breaft  of  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  entirely  oppofite  to  the  inten- 
tions of  the  two  fovereigns. 

But 


But  ills  Catholic  Majefty  will  always  be  pleafed, 
whenever  he  fees  that  they  make  that  progrefs  which 
he  has  ever  defiredj  in  the  negotiation  of  peace,  whe- 
ther it  be  feparate  between  France  and  England,  or 
general;  as  his  fincere  wifhes  are  to  make  it  perpe- 
tual, by  obviating  every  fource  which  might  hereafter 
unhappily  renew  the  war. 

For  this  reafon,  the  King  my  mailer  flatters  him- 
felf,  that  his  Britannic  Majefty,  animated  with  the 
fame  fentimentsof  humanity  towards  the  public  tran- 
quillity, will  exprefs  the  fame  intentions  of  termi- 
nating the  difputes  of  England  with  a  power  which 
ha(s  afforded  fuch  reiterated  proofs  of  her  friend- 
Ihip,  at  the  fame  time  that  it  is  propofed  to  reftore 
peace  to  all  Europe  in  general.

BEFORE    THE   WaR. 

THE  reclaim  of  the  captures  made  by  the  Englifii 
before  the  declaration  of  war,  is  founded  on  the 
.  treaties  of  Utrecht  and  Aix  la  Chapelle. 

It  is  not  necefl'ary  to  conteft  the  principle,  that 
the  right  of  exercifing  hoftilities  does  not  always  re- 
fult  from  the  formality  of  a  declaration  of  war  j 
but  as  it  is  imprafticable  for  two  princes,  who  make 
war  on  each  other,  to  agree  between  them  which  is 
the  aggreffor  with  regard  to  the  other,  equity  and 
humanity  have  dictated  thefe  precautions,  that  where 
an  unforefeen  rupture  happens  fuddenjy,  and  with- 
out any  previous  declaration,  foreign  veflels,  which, 
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navigating  under  the  fecurity  of  peace  and  of  tfesf-*  ^ 
lies,  happen  at  the  time  of  the  rupture  to  be  in  ei- 
ther of  the  refpeQive  ports,  fhall  have  time  and  full 
liberty  to  withdra"w  themfelves. 

This  wife  provifion,  fo  agreeable  to  the  rules  of 
good  faith,  conftitutes  a  part  of  the  law  of  nations, 
and  the  article  of  the  treaty  which  fanBifies  thefe 
precautions  ought  to  be  faithfully  executed,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  breach  of  the  other  articles  of  the  treaty,- 
•which  is  the  natural  confequence  of  the  war. 

The  courts  of  France  and  Great  Britain  ufed  this 
lalutary  precaution  in  the  treaties  of  Utrecht  and 
Aix  la  Chapellej  in  the  firft,  by  the  nineteenth  arti- 
cle of  the  treaty  of  peace>  and  in  the  fecond  of  the 
treaty  of  commerce  :  in  the  fecond,  by  the  third  ar- 
ticle, which  renews  and  confirms  the  firft. 

If  thefe  treaties  allow  a  prote6lion  to  the  refpeft- 
ive  fubjefts  who  may  have  fliips  in  the  ports  of  ei- 
ther of  the  powers,  becaufe,  having  no  opportunity 
of  knowing  that  a  rupture  has  fallen  out,  they  failed 
under  the  fecurity  of  peace,  and  under  the  faith  of^ 
treaties;  by  a  parity  of  reafon,  all  the  other  fubjeQs 
who  are  not  inhabitants  of  the  refpeflive  ports,  wno 
have  fhipsatfea,  fhould  enjoy  the  fame  fecurity  for 
their  veffels,  in  whatever  part  of  the  fea  they  fhould 
be  failing,  otherwife  it  would  follow,  that  the  fove- 
reigns  provide  for  the  prefervation  of  one  part  of 
their  fubjefts  from  the  miferies  of  a  fudden  rupture, 
to  which  they  expofe  the  reft,  which  is  abfolutely  re- 
pugnant 
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|ougnant  to  the  humanity  of  fovereigns,  and  con- 
trary to  right  reafon. 

It  is  upon  this  principle,  that  the  King  of  France 
i-eltpred  to  England  tlie  Englifh  veflels  Which  wei-e 
found  in  the  ports  of- France,  at  the  time  of  the 
rupture,  or  taken  at  fca  before  the  declaration  of  war. 

If  his  Majclty  had  not  caufed  ihofe  velfeis  to  be 
i-eltored,  his  Britannic  Majeity  might  have  alledged, 
that  he  retained  the  French  veficls  by  way  of  re- 
prifals;  but  the  pun8.uality  of  France  in  conform- 
ing to  the  treaties  of  Utrecht  and  Aix  la  Chapelle, 
and  to  the  principles  refulting  from  thence,  give 
England  no  pretence  for  refuling  to  fulfil  engage- 
ments which  are  reciprocal. 

The  court  of  France,  therefore,  d6es  not  doubt 
but  that  the  court  of  P^ngland  will  agree  to  order  the 
reltitution  of  the  fhips  taken  by  the  Englifli  from 
the  French,  before  the  declat-ation  of  the  War.

I  MADE  tlie  King  my  mailer  acquainted  with 
the  memorial,  which,  by  order  of  his  molt  Chriftian 
Majefty,  yoU  accompanied  ilic  Ultlmatimi  of  the 
court  of  France  :  his  Majefty  peiceives  from  ihele 
two  pieces,  with  that  regret  with  which  the  love  of 
peace  infpires  him,  that  the  happy  moment  to  put 
an  end  to  fo  many  mifefies  is  nbf  yet  come.

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As  to  what  relates  to  the  ftyle  of  the  Ultimatum  ofEng-  ' 
land,  in  anfwer  to  the  memorial  of  propofitions  from 
France,  as  likewife  of  the  letter  which  I  addreffed  to 
you  by  his  Majefly's  order,  upon  returning  the  two 
papers  relative  to  Spain  and  the  King  of  Pruflia,  as 
totally  inadmiffible,  the  King  orders  me  to  acquaint 
you.  Sir,  that  his  Majefty  adheres  both  to  the  form 
and  fubftance  of  thofe  two  pieces,  in  which  his  dig- 
nity concurred  with  his  juftice  and  good  faith,  leav- 
ing all  the  world  to  judge  which  of  the  two  courts 
have  fhewn  an  averfion  to  peace  during  the  courfc 
of  that  negotiation ;  whether  it  be  that  court, 
which,  from  a  principle  of  candour,  not  by  way  of 
affuming  an  imperative  tone,  has  always  endeavoured 
to  give  open  anfwers,  in  order  to  fliorten  delays,  by 
obviating  mifunderftandings,  and  to  avoid  the  re- 
proach of  having  afted  delufively  even  wiih  an  ene- 
my; who,  in  the  conditions  of  peace,  fo  far  from 
making  an  ill  ufe  of  her  profperity,  has  not  even  in- 
fifted  On  all  thofe  rights  which  the  Uii  PoJpJctiSy  and 
the  memorial  of  France  of  the  26th  March,  gave 
her ;  who,  moreover,  propofes,  that  after  the  con- 
cluGon  of  peace  between  the  two  crowns  they  fhall 
refpe6lively  be  at  liberty,  with  regard  to  the  conteft 
concerning  Silefia,  to  fulfil  the  engagements  they 
have  contraded  with  their  allies;  it  belongs,  there- 
fore, Sir,  to  Europe,  to  judge  whether  this  is  the 
court  which  has  (hewn  an  averfion  to  peace,  or  whe- 
ther it  is  not  that,  which,  after  fo  many  variations 
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and  delays  on  her  part,  arbitrarily  continues  to  infift 
on  obje6h  in  America  which  \ve  have  a  right  to  by  the 
Uti  pofidetisy  and  which  would  make  a  dire6t  attempt 
on  the  eflential  rights  of  our  cbnquefts  in  Canada 
and  its  appurtenances  in  the  Gulph  of  St.  Laurence; 
■which,  in  Germany,  not  only  refufes  to  give  up  her 
conquells,  gained  over  his  Majefty's  allies,  as  a  juft 
compenfatioh  for  the  important  reftitutioris  with 
which  his  Majefty  is  willing  tb  accommodate  France, 
but  even  pretends  to  impofean  obligation  On  his  Ma- 
jefty not  to  fulfil  the  engagements  of  his  crown  to- 
wards the  King  of  Pruffia  ;  which,  moreover,  not 
fatisfiedwith  throwing  fo  many  infuperable  obftacles 
in  the  way  to  peace,  has  not  fcrupled  to  interpofc 
new  perplexities  in  oppofition  to  this  precious  blef^ 
fing  for  which  the  nations  figh,  by  intermixing,  too 
latCj  matters  fo  foreign  to  the  prefcnt  negotiation  be- 
tween the  two  crowns,  as  are  the  difcuffions  be- 
tween Great  Britain  and  Spain. 

Such  Sir,  being  the  condu6t  of  the  two  coUrts, 
the  King  perceives  with  regret,  that  the  peace  fo 
much  defired  is  far  diftant,  and  that  at  this  very  mo- 
metit  the  court  of  France  is  willing  to  intruft  it  to 
the  uncertain  fate  of  farther  events. 

If  this  is  tlTe  intention  of  France,"  his  Majefty  re-

I  RECEIVED  the  letter  which  your  Excellency 
did  me  the  honour  to  write  to  me:on  the  15th  of  this 
month.  I  will  not  undertake  to  difcufs  the  princi- 
pal obje^l  of  it,  without  fubmitting  it  to  my  court, 
whether  it  is  proper  to  make  a  reply,  and  what  that 
reply  ihould  be.  I  will  confine  myfelf.  Sir,  to  af- 
lure,  that  I  accept,  with  pleafure,  the  offer  your 
Excellency  makes  me,  of  a  conference  on  the  fub- 
jeftof  the  two  Ultimatums  of  our  courts ;  as  you  are 
out  of  town,  and  as  I  would  not  trefpafs  on  the  mo- 
ments you  devote  to  the  eltabiifiiment  of  your  health, 
I  refer  myfelf  to  you  entirely  to  appoint  the  day  and 
hour  when  I  may  come  to  confer  with  you.

The  Answer  of  the  British  Minister  to  the 
Ultimatum  of  France,  delivered  to  M. 
BussY,-ON  the  i6th  of  August,   1761. 

THE  Molt  Chriftian  King  having  repeatedly  de- 
clared, in  the  Ultimatum  of  the  court  of  France,  re-, 
mitted  to. Mr.  Pitt  by  M-  BufTy,  as  well  as  in  the 
memorial  of  the  propofitions  of  peace,  which  was 
remitted  by  the  Duke  de  Choifeul  to  Mr.  Stanley, 
that  if  the  negotiation  entered  upon  between  the  two 
crowns,  has  not  the  defired  effe61,  all  the  articles 
conceded  in  that  negotiation  by  France,  cannot  be 
confidered  in  any  cafe  as  points  agreed  upon,  any 
more  than  the  memorial  of  the  month  of  March  laft, 
in  relation  to  the  Uti  pojjidetis;  the  King  declares, 
in  return,  that  if  the  conccffions  his  Majefty  has. 
made  to  bring  about  peace,  fliould  not  be  accepted 
by  his  mod  Chrillian  Majsfty,  the  important  refti- 
tutions  offered  to  France,  as  well  as  the  other  cir- 
cumftances  herein  after  exprefled,  cannot  for  the 
future  be  confidered  as  given  up. 

Article  I.  The  King  will  not  defert  his  claim  to 
the  entire  and  total  ccffion  of  all  Canada  and  its  de- 
pendencies, without  any   new   limits  or  exceptions 

I  3  M'hatever; 
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whatever;  andlikewife  infiftson  the  complete  ceflion 
of  the  iflands  of  Cape  Breton,  and  of  the  other 
iflands  in  the  gulpli  and  river  of  St.  Laurence. 

Canada,  according  to  the  lines  of  its  limits,  traced 
by  the  Marquis  de  Vaudreuil  himfelf,  when  that 
governor  furrendered  the  faid  province  by  capitula- 
tion to  the  Britilh  General  Sir  J.  Amherft,  compre- 
hends on  one  fide  the  lakes  Huron,  Michigan,  and 
Superieur  J  and  the  faid  line  drawn  to  the  Red  Lake, 
takes  in,  by  a  ferpentine  progrefs,  the  Ouabachi,  gs 
far  as  itsjundion  with  the  Ohio,  and  from  thence 
pxtends  itfelf  along  ihe  latter  riv^r  as  far  inclufively 
as  its  influx  into  the  Mifliffippi. 

It  is  in  conformity  to  this  date  of  the  limits  made 
by  the  French  Governor,  that  the  King  claims  the 
ceflion  of  Canada,  a  province  which  the  court  of 
France  moreover  has  offered  anew  by  their  Ultivia- 
iwwtoccde  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  in  the  mojl  ex- 
tenjive  mannn\  as  cxprejjed  in  the  memorial  of  propo- 
Jitions  of  peacty  of  the  i  ^th  of  July. 

As  to  what  concerns  the  public  profeflion  and  ex- 
ercife  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  in  Canada, 
the  new  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  fliall  be 
maintained  in  that  privilege  without  interruption  or 
molellation :  and  the  French  inhabitants^  or  others, 
>\'ho  may  have  been  fubjefts  of  the  mod  Chriftian 
K-iugin  Canada,  fliall  have  full  liberty  and  power  to 
fell  their  effefts,  provided  they  difpofe  of  them  to 
|he  fubjcQs  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  to  tranf- 
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port  their  property,  as  well  as  their  perfons*,  with- 
out being  reftrained  from  their  emigration  under  any 
pretence  whatever;  (unlefs  in  cafe  of  debt,  or  for 
breach  of  criminal  laws;)  it  being  always  under- 
ftood,  that  the  time  granted  fpr  the  faid  emigration 
fliall  be  liniited  to  the  fpace  of  one  year,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  day  of  the  ratification  of  the  defini- 
tive treaty. 

Art.  II.  As  to  what  refpefts  the  line  to  be  drawn 
from  Rio-Perdido,  as  contained  in  the  note  remitted 
by  M.  Bufly  of  the  1 8th  of  this  month,  with  regard 
to  the  limits  of  Louifiana,  his  Majefty  is  obliged  to 
rejefl  fo  unexpefted  a  propofition,  as  by  no  means 
admifTible  in  two  refpefts. 

1.  Becaufe  the  faid  line,  under  colour  of  fixing 
the  limits  of  Louifiana,  annexes  vaft  countries  to 
that  province,  which,  with  the  commanding  polls 
and  forts,  the  Marquis  de  Vaudreuil  has,  by  the 
moft  folemn  capitulation,  inconteftibly  yielded  into 
the  pofleffion  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  under  the 
defcription  of  Canada,  and  that  confequently,  how- 
ever contentious  the  pretenfions  of  the  two  crowns 
may  have  been  before  the  war,  and  particularly  with 
refpe6:  to  the  courfe  of  the  Ohio,  and  the  territories 
in  that  part,  fince  the  furrender  of  Canada,  and  the 
line  of  its  limits  has  been  traced,  as  aforefaid,  by  the 
Marquis  de  Vaudreuil,  all  thofe  oppofite  titles  are 
united,  and  become  valid  without  contradi6lion,  to 
confirm  to  Great  Britain,  with  all  the  reft  of  Ca-

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nada,  the  pofTefTion  of  ihofe- countries  on  that  part 
of,  the  Ohio  which  have  been  heretofore  contefted. 

2.  The  line  propofed  to  fix  the  bounds  of  Loui- 
fiana  cannot  be  admitted,  becaufeit  would  comprife 
in  another  part,  on  the  fide  of  the  Carolinas,  very 
extenfive  countries  and  numerous  nations,  who  have 
always  been  reputed  to  be  under  the  prote6lion  of 
the  King,  a  right  which  his  Majefty  has  no  intention 
of  renouncing ;  and  then  the  King,  for  the  advan- 
tage of  peace,  might  confent  to  leave  intermediate 
countries  under  the  protection  of  Great  Britain,  and 
particularly  the  Cherokees,  the  Creeks,  the  Chica- 
laws,  the  Cha6\aws,  and  another  nation,  fituate  be- 
tween the  Britifh  fettlements  and  the  MiffilJippi. 

Art.  III.  The  King  refers  to  the  third  article  of 
iht  Vliimatum  oi'  England,  concerning  the  ceffion 
of  Senegal  and  its  dependencies,  as  well  as  the  ifland 
of  Goree,  in  the  moll  ample  manner,  as  exprefled 
in  the  faid  article';  and  his  Majeftv  renews  the  decla- 
ration which  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Stanley,  that  if 
the  court  of  France  would  fnggelt  any  reafonable 
expedient  to  provide  themfelves  with  negroes,  which 
may  not  be  too  detrimental  to  the  interefts  of  the 
Britifh  fubjefts  in  Africa,  he  will  willingly  entef 
upon  a  dilcuflion  of  this  fubjeft. 

Art.  IV.  The  important  privilege  granted  by  the 
13th  article  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  under  certain 
limitations  and  reftriftions,  to  the  rubjefts  of  FrancCj 
for  fifhing  anddrying  their  cod-fifhon  a  certain  part 
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of  the  banks  of  Newfoundland,  has  not  been  refufed 
by  Great  Britain,  but  cpnne6ted  with  a  reciprocal 
latisfaQion  on  the  part  of  France,  with  regard  to 
the  indifpenlable  objeflt  of  Dunkirk,  which  the  King 
jias  required,  and  Hill  requires :  it  is,  therefore,  on 
condition  that  the  town  and  port  of  Dunkirk  fhall, 
be  put  in  the  condition  it  ought  to  have  b.een  in  hy 
^he  lall  treaty  of  Aix  la  ChapelJe,  that  his  Majelly 
confents  to  renew  to  France  the  privilege  of  fifhing 
and  of  drying  their  fifli  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht,  upon  the  aforefaid  diftrifl;  of  Newfound- 
Jand. 

As  to  the  demand  which  his  mod  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty  has  farther  made,  that. his  fubjeBs  may  fifh  in 
the  Gulph  of  St.  Laurence,  as  alfo  to  have  a  port 
there  wiihoui  fortifications,  and  fubje£l  to  the  infpec- 
tion  of  England,  as  propofed  on  the  part  of  the 
p.  de  Chpifeuil,  in  his  conferences  with  Mr.  Stanley 
on  that  head,  which  port  fliould  merely  ferve  as  a 
(helter  to  the  filhmg  boats  of  the  French  nation 
which  fhall  land  there;  the  King,  to  manifeft  to  his 
/noft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  to  the  whole  world, 
the  fipcerity  of  his  intentions  with  regard  to  peace, 
;vill  confent, 

1.  To  grant  the  French  fubje6ls  the  privilege  of 
fifhing  in  the  gulph  of  St.  Laurence,  upon  this  ex- 
prefs  condition,  that  is  to  fay.  That  the  faid  Frenclj 
fubjeBs  fliall  abftain  from  that  particular  fifhery  on 
^11  the  cpalts  appertaining  to  Great  Britain,  whether 
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on  the  continent  or  on  the  iflands  fituated  in  the 
faid  Gulph  of  St.  Laurence,  which  fifhery  the  pro- 
prietors only  of  the  faid  coafts  have  conftantly  en- 
joyed and  always  exercifed;  faving  always  the  pri- 
vilege granted  by  the  13th  article  of  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht,  to  the  fubjefts  of  France,  to  fifh  and  dry 
their  codfifli  on  a  part  fpccified  on  the  banks  of  New- 
foundland, which  privilege  is  propofed  to  be  re- 
newed to  France  as  aforefaid. 

2.  The  King  wjll  confent  to  cede  to  his  Majefiy 
the  ifle  of  St.  Pierre  with  its  ports,  which  ifle,  with 
refpeft  to  that  part  of  Newfoundland  fituate  between 
the  bay  of  Placentia,  and  the  bay  of  La  Fortune, 
ftands  eaft  fouth  eaft,  and  its  port  opens  to  the  north 
caft,  the  interior  part  of  which  port  is  called  Bcurg- 
Tuayi  the  ifland  of  St.  Pierre,  which  the  King  is 
wiUing  to  cede,  is  divided  by  a  little  ftreight  from 
another  ifland  known  by  the  name  of  Maquelon,  or 
of  Michelon,  which  lies  to  the  north  of  the  faid  ifle 
of  St.  Pierre. 

To  the  ceflTion  of  the  faid  ifle,  as  above  men- 
tioned, his  Majefty  annefxes  four  indifpenfable  con- 
ditions. 

1.  That  France,  on  no  pretence,  nor  under  any 
denomination  whatever,  fliall  erect  any  fortifications, 
either  in  the  faid  ifle,  or  in  its  port,  and  that  fiie 
fhall  not  keep  any  troops  there,  nor  maintain  any 
military  eftablifliment  whatever. 

2.  Th^t 
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3.  That  the  faid  ifle  and  the  faid  port  fhall  only 
ferve  as  a  fhelter  to  the  fifhing  veflels  of  the  French 
nation,  and  that  France  (hall  not  fuffer  the  veflels  of 
any  other  nation  whatever  to  partake  of  the  conve- 
nience of  this  fhelter  for  the  fifhing  boats. 

3.  That  the  pofTcffion  of  the  ifle  of  St.  Pierre  as 
aforefaid,  fhall  not  be  conflituted  in  any  cafe,  to  con- 
fer, tranfmit,  or  participate  in  any  matter  whatever 
the  leafl  right  or  power  of  fifhing  or  of  drying  cod- 
fifh  in  any  part  of  the  coaft  of  Newfoundland,  be- 
yond the  diflrift  exprefsly  fliipulated  and  fixed  for 
that  purpofe  by  the  13th  article  of  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht,  that  is  to  fay,  a  Loco  Cap  Bonavijla  nuncu- 
paio,  ufque  ad  extremitatem  ejufdem  Infulce  JepterUrio^ 
nalem,  indeque  ad  Latus  occidentale  recurrendo  iifquc 
ad  Lacum  Pointriche  appdlatum, 

4.  That  in  virtue  of  the  cefiion  of  the  faid  ifland 
as  aforefaid,  an  Englifli  coramiffary  fhall  be  allowed 
to  refide  there,  and  the  commander  of  the  Britifh 
fquadron  at  Newfoundland  fhall  be  at  liberty  from 
time  to  time  to  inlpeft  the  faid  ifle  and  the  faid  port, 
to  fee  that  the  flipulations  above  exprelfed  arc 
punftually  obferved. 

Art.  V.  The  propofition  of  an  alternative  fug- 
gefled  by  the  court  of  France,  in  relation  to  the 
ifles  of  Tobago,  St.  Lucia,  Dominica,  and  St.  Vin- 
cent, Commonly  called  neutral  iflands,  is  by  no 
means  admifflble.  The  King,  however,  from  a 
prhiciple  of  moderation,  continues  his  inclination  to 
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agree  to  an  equal. partition  of  the  faid  four  iflands, 
to  be  afcertained  in  the  Future  treaty "belween  the 
two  crowns. 

Art^  VI.  The  King  confents  to  reftore  to  his 
inoft  Chriftian  Majefty, 

1.  The  important  conquefl  of  3elle-ifle,  with  the 
artillery, '&c  which  was  therein  at  the  time  of  tak- 
ing the  faid  ifland. 

2.  His  Majcflylikewife  agrees  to  reflore  to  the 
inoft  Chriftian  King  the  fertile  and  wealthy  ifland  of 
Quadaloupe,  with  that  of  Marigalante,  with  the 
artillery,  &c.  which  was  therein  at  the  time  of  tak-r 
ing  the  faid  iflands. 

Art.  VII.  The  ifland  of  Minorca  fhall  be  re- 
ftored  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  as  likewife  Fx)rt  St. 
Phihp,  in  the  condition  it  ftood,  and  with  the  artil- 
lery therein,  &c.  at  the  time  of  taking  the  faid  ifland 
and  fort. 

i\RT.  VIII.  As  to  wljat  regards  the  reflitution 
and  evacuation  of  the  conquefts  made  by  France 
over  the  King's  allies  in  Germany,  and  particularly 
of  Wefel  and  the  other  territories  of  the  King  of 
Pruffia,  his  Majefl:y  perfift;s  in  his  demand  relative  to 
that  fubieft  in  the  7th  article  of  the  Ultiviatum  of 
England;  it  being  always  underftood,  that  all  the 
places  belonging  to  his  Majefl:y's  allies  in  Germany 
fliall  be  reflpred,  with  the  artillery,  Szc.  found  in 
them  at  the'time  c^f  takiag  thefaid  places. 

Art* 
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Art.  IX.  With  regard  to  the  fuccoiir  to  Be  af- 
forded to  the  King  of  Pruffia  on  the  part  of  the  Bri- 
tifli  crown,  as  an  auxiliary,  after  the  cbhclufion  of 
the  feparate  treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  France, 
his  Majefty  remains  in  the  fame  inflexible  refolution 
which  he  declared  at  the  firft  overture  of  the  pre- 
fent  negotiation,  that  he  never  will  defift  from  giving 
conftant  fuccour  to  the  King  of  Pruffia,  as  an  auxi- 
liary, with  efficacy  and  good  Jaith,  in-order  to  attain 
the  falutary  end  of  a  general  pacification  in  Ger- 
many. With  this  view,  his  Majefty,  far  from  prb- 
pofing  to  leave  France  at  liberty  to  fend  armies  into 
Siiefia,  -withoid  being  limited  to .  the  niivioer  Jlipulated 
in  her  aHual  engagements  -with  the  couri  of  Vienna, 
(a  circumftance  not  to  be  found  in  any  part  of  the 
Ultimatum  of  England)  has  uniformly  declared,  as 
the  thirteenth  article  of  the  laid  Ultimatum  profelTes, 
that  Great  Britain  and  France  fhall  be  at  liberty  to 
fupport  their  refpeclive  allies  and  auxiliaries,  in  their 
particular  conteft  for  the  recovery  of  Siiefia,  ac- 
cording to  the  engagements  entered  into  by  each 
crown. 

The  Ki;ig  declares  at  the  fame  time,'  that  his  Ma- 
jefty has  neither  the  intention  nor  the  authority  to 
take  upon  him  to  inhibit  and  forbid  anv  foreign 
troops  from  entering  into  the  fervice  ancipay  of  the 
King  of  Pruffia,  however  his  Majefty  might  be  in- 
clined to  confent  not  to  furnifli,  but  l)y  means  of 
fubfidy,  thofe   fupplies   which    Great   Britain  fliall 

judge 
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judge  convenient  to  grant  his  Pruflian  Majefty?  in 
purfuancc  of  her  engagements. 

Art.  X.  With  regard  to  the  captures  made  after 
the  commencement  of  hoftilities,  and  before  the  de- 
claration of  war,  the  King  continues  of  opinioit, 
•  that  fuch  a  demand  on  the  part  of  France  is  neither 
juft  nor  maintainable,  according  to  the  moft  incon- 
teflible  principle  of  the  rights  of  war  and  of  nations. 

Art.  XI.  Concerning  the  evacuations  of  Oftend 
and  Nieuport,  the  King  cannot  but  refer  to  the  moft 
exprefs  and  irrevocable  ftipulation  of  the  moft  fo- 
lemn  treaties  expreffed  in  the  nth  article  of  the 
Ultimatum  of  Great  Britain,  ^s  alfo  to  his  declaration 
relative  to  thatfubjeft:  and  his  Majefty  relies  on 
the  fincerity  of  the  declaration  on  the  part  of 
France:  that  is  to  to  fay,  that  the  intention  of  his 
Mojl  Chrijiian  Majejly  never  was  to  keep  pojjejjion  of 
the  aforefaid  places  after  the  return  of  peace. 

Art.  XII.  In  regard   to   the   ceffation  of  hofti- 
lities, the  King  perfifts,  in  every  refpefl;,  in  the  fame 
intentions,  declared  in  the  12th  article  of  the  Bri- 
•tifti  Ultimatum. 

Art.  XIII.  As  to  what  concerns  the  French 
Eaft  India  Company,  he  can  only  refer  to  the  9th 
article  of  the  Ultimatum  of  England,  with  regard  to 
which  no  difagreement  feems  to  fubfift. 

Art.  XIV,  As  to  the  prifoners  of  war,  the  two 
Courts  feem  to  agree,  perfeftly  on  that  head. 

The 
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The  Court  of  France  cannot  but  perceive  from 
this  anfwer,  the  fincerity  of  his  Majefty's  inten- 
tions, as  well  as  the  moderation  which  direfts  his 
Majefty  towards  the  means  of  reconciliation  with 
the  Moft  Chrillian  King.

The  last  Memorial  of  France  to  England, 

DELIVERED    TO    Mr.    PiTT,     BY     M.    BuSSY   ON 

THE  13TH  OF  September  1761. 

THE  King  accepts  the  declaration  of  the  King 
of  England  contained  in  the  preamble  of  the  anfwer, 
and  renews  that  which  he  before  made  to  his  Ma- 
jefty on  this  head,  in  fuch  manner  that  it  is  con- 
cluded between  the  two  Courts  finally  and  without 
ambiguity,  that  if  peace  is  not  the  refult  of  the 
prefent  negotiation,  all  that  has  been  faid,  written 
and  negotiated  between  the  two  crowns,  fince  the 
Memorial  of  the  26th  of  March  inclufive,  to  the 
moment  of  the  rupture,  fhall  be  void  and  of  no  ef- 
feQ,  and  fliall  not  be  brought  as  an  argument  in  fa- 
vour of  either  of  the  parties,  in  any  future  nego- 
tiation of  peace. 

Art-  I.  The  King  has  declared  in  his  firft  me- 
morial, and  in  his  Ultimatum,  that  he  will  cede  and 
guaranty  to  England,  the  poirellion  of  Canada,  in 
*"the  molt  ample  manner;  his  Majefty  perfifts  in  that 
offer,  and  without  difcufling  the  line  of  its  limits 
marked  in  a  map  prefented  by  Mr.  Stanley ;  as  that 

line. 
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line,  on  which  England  refts  its  demarld,  is  with- 
out doubt  the  mofi:  extenfive  bound  which  can  be- 
given  to  the  ceffion,  the  King  is  willing  to^rant  it. 

His  Majefty  had  annexed  four  conditions  to  his; 
guaranty :  it  feems  that  England  agrees  to  them;  the 
King  only  conceives  that  the  term  of"  one  year  for 
the  fale  of  the  French  effeBs  and  for  the  emigration 
is  tbo  fhort,  and  his  Majefty  defires  that  it  may  be 
agreed  to  extend  the  term  of  one  year  to  eightee'it 
months  at  leaft. 

As  the  Court  of  England  has  added,  to  the  firfl 
article  of  their  anfwer  to  the  entire  and  total  ceffion 
of  Canada,  as  agreed  betwen  the  two  Courts,  the 
word  Dependencies,  it  is  neceffary  to  give  a  fpecific 
explanation  of  this  word,  that  the  ceffion  might  not 
in  the  end  occafion  difficulties  between  the  two 
courts  with  regard  to  tlie  meaning  of  the  word  de.^ 
pendencies. 

Art.  II.  The  firft  paragraph,  with  refpeft  to 
the  limits  of  Louifiana,  contained  in  the  fecond  ar- 
ticle of  the  anfwer  from. England,  is  agreed  to  by 
France.  The  fecond  paragraph  is  neither  jufl:  nor 
explicit,  and  it  is  finally  propofed  to  exprefs  in  the 
following  terms  : 

The  intermediate favage  nations  between  the  lakes  and 
the:  MiJJiJfipp'^  and  -within  the  line  tractd  out,  Jhall  he 
neuter  and  independent^  under  the  protection  of  the 
Kin^ ;  and  thofe  without  the  line^  on  the  Jide  of  the 
Englifh'fJiall  be  likewife  neuter  and  independenty  under 

the 
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ihc  pretention  of  the  King  of  England.  The  EnglifJi 
traders- alfo  fhall  be  prohibited  from  going  .among  the 
favage  nations  beyond  the  line  on  either  fide  i  but  the 
faid  nations  fJiall  not  be  refrained  in  their  freedom  of 
commerce  with  the  French  and  EnglifJi^  as  they  have 
exercfed  it  heretofore. 

Art.  III.  Although  France  is  fenfijDle  how  op- 
pofite  it  is  to  principles  of  conciliation,  that  the 
party  which  cedes  fliould  propofe  to  the  party  who 
has  conquered,  and  would  maintain  the  ceffion  -of 
poffeffions  which  are  not  perfedly  known,  though 
there  is  no  duubt  but  that  the  manner  which  Eng- 
land requires  is  liable  to  innumerable  difficulties,  ne- 
Verthelefs,  the  King,  to  teftify  his  acquiefcence  in 
every  expedient  which  may  conciliate  the  two  crowns, 
is  willing  to  declare  to  England,  that  he  will  gua- 
ranty the  pofleffion  of  Senegal  and  Goree  to  that 
erown,  provided  England,  on  her  part,  will  gua- 
ranty the  poITellion  of  the  fettlenients  of  Anamaboo 
and  Akra,  on  the  coaft  of  Africa. 

Art.  IV.  The  fourth  article  of  the  anfwer  in- 
cludes a  variety  of  objects,  each  of  which  requires 
a  particular  explanation. 

England  always  endeavours  to  Cohne6l  the  liberty 
of  fifhing  and  drying  the  fifli  on  part  of  the  coaft  of 
Newfoundland,  granted  by  the  fifteenth  article  of 
the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  with  the  9th  article  of  the 
fame  treaty,  which  ftipulates  the  demolition  of  Dun- 
kirk :  it  is  given  in  anfwer  to  England  for  the.  fourth 
Vol.  III.  K  and 
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and  laft  time,  that  thofe  two  ftipulations  of  the 
treaty  of  Utrecht  have  nothing  in  common  between 
them,  unlefs  that  they  are  both  comprifed  in  the 
faid  treaty  ;  and  that  the  conceffion  expreffed  in  fa- 
vour of  the  French  in  the  thirteenth  article  of  that 
treaty,  is  a  compenfation  for  the  ceffion  of  New- 
foundland and  Annapolis  Royal,  made  on  the  part 
of  France  to  England  by  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth 
articles  of  the  fame  treaty. 

But  to  the  end  that  the  two  courts  may  clearly  un- 
derftand  each  other  on  this  head,  and  for  the  further- 
ance of  peace,  the  King  agrees  to  demolifh  the 
works  which  have  been  made  for  the  defence  of  the 
port  of  Dunkirk  fince  the  beginning  of  this  war,  to 
fill  up  the  bafon  which  contains  the  fhips  of  war, 
and  todeftroy  the  buildings  belonging  to  the  rope- 
yard  :  but  at  the  fame  time,  his  Majefty  will  leave 
the  trading  port,  which  will  not  receive  a  frigate,, 
fubfifting  for  the  good  of  England,  as  well  as  for 
the  benefit  of  France.  She  will-  alfo  undertake  not 
to  fuffer  any  maritime  military  eftablifliment  in  that 
port :  but  the  cunette  fhall  be  left  (landing  round  the 
place  for  the  falubrity  of  the  air,  and  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants. 

As  to  the   fifliery  and  the  drying  of  filh  on   the 
banks  of  Newfoundland,  the  King  requires  that  the 
thirteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht  be  con- 
firmed by  the  prefent  treaty, 
,  Concerning 
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Concerning  the  condition  propofed  by  England, 
with  refpeft  to  the  liberty  of  fiftiing  in  the  gulph  of 
St.  Laurence,  France  agrees^  that  beyond  the  port 
of  Newfoundland,  fpecified  by  the  thirteenth  arti- 
cle of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht^  the  French  (unlefs  in 
cafe  of  accidents)  cannot  land  on  the  coafts  apper- 
taining to  the  Englifli  in  the  gulph  of  St.  Laurence^ 
whether  to  dry  their  fifii,  or  to  fpread  their  nets  on 
the  faid  coafts ;  but  without  thefe  two  exceptions, 
the  French  fliall  be  at  liberty  to  fifh,  without  molef- 
tation,  in  all  parts  of  the  faid  gulf  of  St.  Laurence* 

With  refpeft  to  the  ceflion  oF  the  ifland  of  St. 
Pierre,  the  fmallnefs  of  that  ifland,  and  its  lituation 
near  Plaifance,  make  the  King  of  opinion  that  fuch 
a  fllelter  fliall  be  illufory,  and  will  rather  ferve  to 
breed  conquefts  between  the  two  nations,  than  to 
procure  the  accommodations  for  the  fifhery  of  the 
J'rench  fubjefts. 

The  King  had  required  the  ifland  of  Cape  Bre- 
ton, or  the  ifland  of  St.  John  ;  his  Majefty  had  even 
reftrained  himfelf  to  the  little  ifland  of  Conceau, 
and  now  makes  the  fame  propdfition  to  his  Britannic 
Majefty  ;  or  if  the  King  of  England,  for  reafons 
unknown  to  France,  cannot  Agree  to  the  ceflion  of 
of  the  ifleof  Conceau,  it  is  propofed  to  add  to  the 
ceflion  of  St.  Pierre,  the  iflands  of  Maqudon  or 
MicheloUt  two  iflands,  of  which  one,  whieh  is  St» 
Pierre,  is  but  three  leagues  wide,  and  Michclon  but 
two.     However  inconfiderable  ihefe  two  fettlcments 
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may  be,  which  do  not  properly  make  one,  the  King 
will  accept  of  them,  and  will  even  oblige  himfelf, 
1.  That  neither  in  one  or  the  other  ifland,  or  in  that 
of  Conceau,  if  England  cedes  the  latter,  there  fhall 
be  any  military  eftablifhment ;  France  will  only 
maintain  a  guard  of  fifty  men  to  enforce  the  po- 
lice, which  it  will  be  neceflary  to  maintain  in  thofe 
iflands. 

2.  A&far  as  poffible,  confidering  the  weak  guard 
of  the  police,  the  King  will  prevent  all  foreign  vef- 
fels,  even  Englifli,  from  landing  at  thofe  iflands. 

3^.  France  does  not  pretend  to  fifii  and  dry  their 
fifb  on  the  coaft  of  Newfoundland,  but  in  purfu- 
ance  of  the  ftipulation  of  the  thirteenth  article  of 
the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  provided  it  be  underflood  that 
the  French  may  fi(h  and  dry  their  fifh  on  the  coafts 
of  St.  Pierre  and  Michelon. 

4.  Laftly,  the  King  allows,  that  an  Englifli  cora- 
miffary  fhall  be  refident  in  the  faid  ifland,  to  be  wit- 
refs  to  the  punftuality  with  which  the  ftipulated  coiv- 
dition  of  the  treaty  fliall  be  obferved. 

Art,  V.  The  partition  of  the  four  neutral  iflands 
muft  be  fpecified  between  the  two  courts  in  the  pre- 
liminaries ;  France  accept.s  the  partiwon  of  thofe 
iflands  propofed  by  England,  provided  that  St.  Liu 
cia  be  declared  to  make  part  of  the  partiticwi  to  be 
regulated  in  favour  of  France. 

Art.  VI.  The  King,  without  entering  into  any 

difcuflicwi 
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difcufl'iofl  of  the  fixth  article,  agrees  to  this  article 
as  well  as  10  the  feventh. 

Art.  VIII.  The  King,  with  regard  to  the  eighth 
article,  refers  to  the  feventh  article  of  his  Ultima- 
turn.  It  is  not  in  his  Majefty's  power  to  evacuate 
countries  which  appertain  to  his  ally,  the  Emprefs- 
Queen. 

Art.  IX.  The  ninth  article  of  the  anfwer  of 
England  requires  fome  explanation,  for  it  is  worded 
in  fiich  a  manner  as  not  to  convey  any  precife  mean- 
ing; it  fuppofes  refpeciive  engagements  on  the  part 
of  the  King  towards  the  Emprefs,  and  on  the  part 
of  England  towards  the  King  of  PrufTia,  to  which 
the  two  courts  are  ft  rangers.  France  does  not  fup- 
pofe  that  the  King  of  England  can  hinder  the  allies 
of  his  crown,  fuch  as  the  fovereigns  of  Hanover, 
Caffel,  and  Brunfvick,  from  joining  their  forces 
with  thofe  of  the  King  of  Pruffia;  but  without  en- 
>  tering  into  a  needlefs  difcuffion,  the  King  is  re- 
folved,  for  the  fake  of  peace,  to  make  the  mod  im- 
portant fai:rifices,  and  at  the  fame  time  unalterably 
determined,  to  grant  nothing  in  the  future  treaty  of 
peace,  which  may  be  contrary  to  the  ftipulaiions  he 
has  entered  into  with  his  allies.  It  is  with  their  con- 
fent,  and  with  mutual  concert,  that  the  King  pro- 
poles  to  England,  in  relation  to  the  war  in  Weft- 
phalia,  the  tenth  article  of  the  memorial  of  his 
Majelty's  propofitions,  and  the  feventh  and  thir- 
ieenth  articles  of  the  French  Ultimatum.     The  King 
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abides  by  thefe  articles,  in  anfwer  to  the  eighth  and 
ninth  articles  of  the  anfwer  of  England ;  not  re- 
fuiing,  neverthelefs,  to  treat  of  any  frefh  propofi- 
tions  which  England  may  make  on  thefe  heads,  which 
fliall  be  communicated  to  his  allies,  and  to  which  his 
Majefty  will  liften,  with  the  confent  of  the  Emprefs, 
if  they  are  not  contrary  to  his  Majefty's  engage- 
ments with  that  princefs. 

Art.  X.  France  is  of  opinion,  that  her  propo- 
sition in  relation  to  the  captures  in  which  the  King's 
fubjefts  are  interefted,  are  fo  juft,  that  fhe  abides  by 
them,  and  refers  to  the  twelfth  article  of  his  propo- 
sitions on  that  head.     , 

Art.  XI.  The  King,  after  figning  of  the  treaty, 
even  of  the  preliminaries,  will  give  a  declaration 
under  his  hand,  to  the  King  of  England,  by  which 
bis  Majefty  will  declare,  that  his  intention  never  was 
to  bring  the  towns  of  Oftend  and  Nieuport,  under 
his  dominion. 

Art.  XII.  Provided  that  the  terms  of  the  cefTa^ 
tion  of  hoftilities  may  not  be  prejudicial  to  either 
crown,  France  will  agree  to  them. 

Art.  XIII.  France  adopts  the  negotiation  be- 
tween the  India  Companies  of  the  two  nations,  on 
condition,  that  the  negotiation  fhall  be  concluded  at 
the  fame  time  with  that  between  the  two  crowns, 
and  to  that  effeft,  each  company  fhall  enter  upon 
their  negotiation  without  delay,  and  ftiall  name  com- 
miflaries  for  that  purpofe. 

Art. 
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Art.  XIV.  This  article  will  meet  with  no  dif- 
ficulty. 

The  court  of  England  will  do  juftice  to  the  con- 
fiderable  accommodations  which  the  court  of  France 
has  teftitied  in  this  memorial,  towards  a  reconcilia- 
tion between  the  two  crowns.

Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Excellency, 
purfuant  to  the  orders  I  received  yefterday  from  my 
court,  that  as  the  court  of  France  has  not  agreed  to 
accept  the  proiX)fitions  contained  in  the  laft  anfwer 
from  the  Britifli  court,  the  King  my  mailer  has  or- 
dered me  to  requeft  a  pafTport  of  you,  to  return  to 
England;  my  court  expe6lsalfo,  that  M.Buffy  will, 
on  his  part,  receive  the  lame  orders. 

As  the  ftate  of  war  has  no  influence  over  the  per- 
fonal  fentiments  of  the  King  of  England,  with  re- 
gard to  their  Molt  Chrillian  Majefties,  he  is  per- 
luaded  that  they  will  take  part  in  the  event  of  his 
marriage,  and  I  have  letters  in  my  hands,  by  which 
he  communicates  that  happy  event  to  their  Ma- 
jefties. I  have  the  honour  to  feud  your  Excellency 
the  copies,  and  I  take  the  liberty.  Sir,  to  confult 
your  better  intelligence,  to  inform  mylielf  of  the 
moQ:  fuitable  manner  of  remitting  thefe  letters,  in 
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purfuance  of  my  credentials,  and  according  to  the 
(eftablifhed  cuftom  of  your  court.

Sir, 

THE  King  has  ordered  me.  Sir,  to  expedite  the 
pafTports  which  are  neceffary  for  your  return  to 
England:  you  will  find  them  annexed.  M.  BufTy 
had  orders  to  demand  an  eclairciffmcnt  with  refpeft 
to  the  laft  aiifwer  from  England,  and  to  return  to 
France,  if  thofe  eclairciflments  were  not  favourable, 
They  have  certainly  been  otherwife,  fince  your 
court  has  anticipated  his  return  by  your  recal. 
However  it  be.  Sir,  his  Majefty  hopes  t,hat  fome 
more  happy  opportunity  will  produce  more  e'ffeftual 
inclinations  to  peace,  and  he  has  charged  me  to  ob- 
ferve  to  you,  that  you  may  affure  the  King  of  Eng- 
land, that  he  will  always  find  him  difpofed  to  renew 
the  negotiation,  and  to  confent  to  equitable  condi- 
tions, which  may  eftablifh  a  firm  union  between  the 
two  crowns. 

The  King  moft  fincerely  takes  part  in  the  marriage 
of  the  King  of  England  ;  if  you  will  fend  me  the  let- 
ters from  his  Britifh  Majefty,  I  will  remit  them  to 
their  Majefties.

[This  is  the  only  extratSl  of  all  Mr.  Pitt's  letters  on  the 
affairs  of  Spain,  that  was  laid  before  Parliaraent.J 

WITH  regard  to  the  Ikange  idea  of  the  propofed 
guaranty  of  Spain,  mentioned  in  Mr.  Stanley's  dif- 
patches,  as  alfo  with  refpeft  to  the  engagements  -with 
Spaiui  concerning  our  difputes  with  that  crown, 
which  the  Due  de  Choifeul  now  avows  to  have  been 
taken  before  the  Jirjl  overtures  of  France^  for  the  par- 
ticular peace  with  England,  and  which  confequently 
had  been  froni  that  tinie  as  difingenuoufly  fupprefled 
as  they  were  in  the  moment  infolently  produced ; 
the  King's  fervants  were  unanimpufly  of  opinion  tQ 
reject  the  thought  of  fuffering  thofc  difputes  to  be 
mixed  in  the  negotiation  with  France ;  and  I'ubmitted 
to  his  Majefty,  that  a  peremptory  declaration,  to 
that  effefl,  fhouid  be  made  to  M.  de  Buffy,  giving 
^hat  Minilter  withal   clearly  to  undcrftand,  that  it 

would 
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vould  beconfidered  here  as  offenfive  to  the  dii^nitv* 
of  the  King,  that  farther  mention  fhould  be  made 
of  fuch  an  idea,  and  that  it  is  likewile  underUood 
here,  that  France  at  no  time- has  a  right  to  meddle 
in  fuch  difcuflions  between  Great  Britain  and  Spain. 

[Thefe  words  have  reference  to  another  paper, 
vbich  was  not  produced,  but  the  words  engaghnents 
•with  Spairiy  clearly  point  to  the  Family  Compatl, 
which  about  this  time  was  fettled  between  the  courts 
of  Madrid  and  Verfailles.  J 

I  am  now  to  acquaint  your  Excellency,  that  M. 
de  Bufly  did  not  come  to  me  till  laft  Thurfday  morn- 
ing, when,  after  delivering  to  me  the  fame  memorial 
which  Mr.  Stanley  had  received  from  the  Due  de 
Cboifeul,  and  tranfmitted  to  me,  he  alfo  gave  me 
two  fupplemental  memorials  of  a  molt  extraordinary 
nature,  copies  whereof  I  fend  your  Excellency  in- 
clofed,  together  with  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  that 
minifter,  returning  the  two  faid  memorials,  as  to- 
tally inadmifiible. 

With  regard  to  the  memorial  relative  to  the  dif- 
iputes  between  England  and  Spain,  that  piece  will 
bed  fpeak  its  enormity,  and  the  extreme  oifenfive- 
nefs  of  the  matter  which  it  contains ;  at  the  lame 
time  my  letter,  by  order  of  the  King,  to  M.  de 
Buffy,  fending  back  the  faid  memorial,  will  luffi- 
ciently  convey  to  your  Excellency  the  juft  fenfations 
>chich  fuch  a  paper  has  excited  here  in  the  breaft  o 
every  one  to  whom  it  was  imparted. 
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It  is  the  King's  pleafure,  therefore,  that  your 
Excellency  fhould  immediately  communic^e  to  M. 
Wall  the  above-mentioned  memorial,  together  with 
my  letter  to  M.  de  Bufl'y  returning  the  iame:  and  in 
cafe  the  Spanifh  Minilter  (hall  avow,  that  this  ftrange 
piece  has  really  been  authorifed  bv  the  court  of  Ma- 
drid, your  Excellency  will  remonftrate,  with  energy 
and  firmnefs,  the  unexampled  irregularity  of  fuch  a 
proceeding  on  the  part  of  Spain,  not  only  ftill  ia 
amity  with  Great  Britain  (though  difcuffions  of  diffi- 
culty unluckily  engc^ge  the  two  courts),  but  whofc 
intercourfe  has  hitherto  proicfT  d  itfelf  to  be  friendly, 
and  v^hofe  declared  aims  have  all  along  feemed  to 
point  to  an  amicable  adjullment  of  the  long  fubfift- 
ing  difputes  relating  to  the  coafts  of  Honduras,  Sec. 
hy  feme  equitable  regulation  of  the  enjoyment  of 
the  privilege  of  cutting  logwood  by  the  fubjecis  of 
Great  Britain.  You  will  farther  exprefs,  with  the 
utnr>oft  ferioufnefs,  to  M.  Wall,  that  nothing  can 
equal  the  King's  furprife  and  regret  at  a  tranfaftion 
fo  unprecedented,  except  iiis  Majelty's  iteady  pur- 
pofes,  and  immoveable  determination,  not  to  be  di- 
verted, by  any  confiderations,  from  that  even  te- 
nor of  condu8:  towards  Spain,  which  his  juft  and 
conftant  care  of  his  people  diftates,  and  which  his 
royal  wifdom  and  magnanimity  have  hitherto  purfued. 

On  the  one  hand,  then,  his  Majefty  will  by  no 
iTiedns  add  facilities  for  the  fatisfa6lion  of  tliat  court, 
jn  confederation  of  any  intimation,  on  the  part  of  a 
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hoftile  power,  of  union  of  councils,  or  of  prefent 
or  future:  conjundions;  nor,  on  the  other  hand, 
will  his  Majefty's  equity  and  moderation  ceafe  to 
difpole  his  royal  mind  to  the  fame  reafonable  terms 
of  accommodation  with  Spain,  with  regard  to  fuch 
obje6ls,'and  in  fuch  manner,  as  the  King,  excited 
by  incUnation,  and  determined  by  fyftera,  has  through 
the  courfe  of  this  negotiation^  invariably  declared  hiai- 
felf  ready  to  embrace. 

As  to  the  three  points  mentioned  in  this  memo- 
rial;  Firft,  Concerning  the  reftitution  of  prizes 
made  againft  the  flag  of  Spain,  or  fuppofed  to  have 
been  taken  in  violation  of  the  territory  of  that  king- 
dom, it  fuffices  to  fay.  That  the  courts  here  infti- 
tuted  to  take  cognizance  of  all  matters  of  fuch  a 
nature,  are  always  open  to  the  parties  who  think  fit 
to  feek  redrefs  in  due  courfe  of  juftice ;  and  it  is 
fuperfluous  to  obferve.  That  the  miniftcrs  of  his 
Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  are  not  a  tribunal  to  which 
Great  Britain  allows  an  appeal. 

Next,  as  to  the  ftale  and  inadmifiible  pretenfions 
of  the  Bifcayans  and  Guifpufcoyans  to  fifli  at  New- 
foundland, on  which  important  point  your  Excel- 
lency is  already  fo  fully  inftrufted,  you  will  again, 
[this  word  indifputably  alludes  to  the  antecedent  pa- 
per, which  the  Minifter  refufed  to  lay  before  Par, 
liament]  on  this  occafion,  let  M.  Wall  clearly  un- 
derftand.  That  this  is  a  matter  held  facred  ;  and  that 
no  conceflion,  on  the  part  of  his  Majefty,  fo  deftruc^ 

live 
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live  to  this  true  and  capital  intereft  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, will  be  yielded  to  Spain,  however  abetted  and 
fupported ;  and  it  is  ftill  hoped,  that  prudence,  as 
■well  as  juftice,  will  induce  that  court  no  longer  to 
exped,  as  the  price  of  an  union  which  is  at  lead  as 
much  her  intereft  as  ours  to  maintain  inviolate,  a 
facrifice  which  can  never  be  thought  of. 

Thirdly,  with  regard  to  difputes  relative  to  the 
logwood  coafts,  the  King  will j'Z?//  receive  with  plea- 
fure,  agreeable  to  his  Majefty's  repedted  declara- 
tions to  the  court  of  Spain,  any  jult  overtures  on 
the  part  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  (provided  they  be 
not  conveyed  through  the  channel  of  France,  by 
whofe  intervention  the  King  will  never  treat  of  thefe 
difputes',  for  amicably  adjulling  the  fame,  and  for 
removing  effectually  every  fource  of  reafonable 
complaint  or  difpute  on  this  head,  by  terminating  to 
mutual  fatisfa^lion  all  things  relating  thereto,  by  a 
candid  and  equitable  regulation. 

Afcer  the  above  memorial  of  France,  and  the  in- 
timation therein,  little Jhort  of  a  declaration  of  war 
in  reverjion^  and  that  not  at  a  di/lance,  held  out  in 
terrorem  on  the  part  of  r  ranee  and  Spain,  M.  Wall 
cannot  wonder  that  your  Excellency  is  ordered  by 
his  Majefty,  as  you  hereby  are,  to  defirc  again,  in 
this  conjun6lure,  a  proper  explanation  with  regard 
to  the  naval  firmaments  that  have  been  fo  long  pre- 
paring in  the  various  ports  of  Spain ;  and  his  Ex- 
cellency cannot  but  himfelf  be  fenfible  how  ftrongly 

the 
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the  King  is  called  upon,  in  the  order  of  things,  and 
from  the  indifpcnfable  motives  of  what  he  owes  to 
his  crown  and  people,  to  expecl  that  the  court  of 
Madrid  will  come  to  fome  explicit  and  categorical 
eclairciffment  with  regard  to  the  delli nation  of  her 
fleets,  as  well  as  with  refped  to  her  dilpofitions  to 

,  maintain  and  cultivate  friendfliip  and  good  corref- 
pondence  with  Great  Britain  :  and  this  meafure  is 
become  the  more  highlv  neceffary,  as  the  emlffarics 
and  partizans  of  France  here  are  not  a  little  aSive 
in  endeavouring  to  infufe,  particularly  into  people's 
luinds  in  the  city,  for  purpoles  too  obvious  to  men- 

•  tion,  that  a  rupture  with  Spain,  in  conjunflion  with 
France,  is  approaching. 

Although  in  the  courfe  of  this  inflruQion  to  your 
Excellency,  I  could  not,  with  fuch  an  infolent  me- 
morial from  France  before  me,  but  proceed  on  the 
fuppofition,  that,  infidious  as  that  court  is,  fhe 
could  not  dare  to  commit,  in   fuch  a  manner,  the 

,  name  of  his  Catholic  Majefty,  without  being  autho- 
rifed  thereto  :  1  muft  not,  however,  conceal  from 
your  Excellency,  that  it  is  fhought  poflible  here, 
that  the  court  of  France,  though  not  wholly  unau- 
thorifed,  may,  with  her  ufual  artifice  in  negotiation, 
have  put  much  exaggeration  into  this  matter ;  and 
in  cafe,  upon  entering  into  remonftrance  on  this  af- 
fair, you  Ihall  perceive  a  difpofition  in  M.  Wall  to 
explain  away  and  difavow  the  authorifation  of  Spain 

to 
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to  this  offenfive  tranfaftion  of  France  and  to  come 
to  categorical  and  latisfaftary  declarations  relatively 
to  the  final  intentions  of  Spain,  your  Excellency 
will,  with  readinefs  and  your  ufual  addiefs,  adapt 
vourfelf  to  fo  defirable  a  circumftance,  and  will 
open  to  the  court  of  Madrid  as  handfome  a  retreat 
as  may  be,  in  cafe  you  perceive  from  the  Spanifh 
Minifter,  that  they  fincerely  wifh  to  find  one,  and 
to  remove,  by  an  efFe6lual  fatisfadion,  the  unfa- 
vourable impreffions  which  this  memorial  of  the 
court  of  France  has  juftly  and  unavoidably  made 
on  the  mind  of  his  Majefty. 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  the  j^arl  of 
Bristol,  to  Mr.  Secretary  Pitt,  dated 
Segovia,  August  31,  received  Sept.  11. 

I  MUST  now  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  copy 
of  your  letter  of  the  24th  of  July  to  M.  de  Buffy, 
together  with  copies  of  two  memorials  prefented  by 
that  minifter,  both  of  which  performances  you  re- 
turned back  as  totally  inadmiffible. 

A  few  hours  after  the  meffenger  Ardouin,  ar- 
rived at  Segovia,  I  went  to  St.  Ildephonfo,  where 
I  palTed  a  confiderable  time  with  General  Wall ;  and 
as  I  have  had  four  other  conferences  with  his  Ex- 
cellency fince  the  firft,  I  will  fet  down,  with  the  ut- 
moft  precifion  in  my  power,  all  that  has  pafl'ed  be--' 
rvveen  us. 

It 
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It  was  unneceffary  for  me  to  conitn'.inicate  whctt 
ielatQ.d  to  the  negotiations  for  peace  with  the  court 
©f  Verfailles,  as  the  Marquis  Grimaldi  had  tranf- 
mitted  copies  .of  that  whole  tranfa6lion  ;  however, 
from  my  fhewing  a  readinefs  to  give  that  mark  of 
his  Majefty's  confidence  in  the  Spanifli  miniftry, 
M.  Wall  told  me,  the  Catholic  King  was  truly  fen- 
fible  of  his  Majefty's  great  attention  towards  Spain, 
and  was  convinced  the  diftance  of  England  fronv 
hence  occafioned  this  court's  not  receiving  the  ear^ 
lieft  information  from  us  of  what  was  in  agitation. 

1  then  delivered  to  M.  Wall  the  copy  of  the  me- 
morial relating  to  Spain,  dcfiring  him  to  read  it 
over,  and  to  acquaint  me  whether  it  was  word  for 
word  fuch  as  had  been  authorifed  from  hence;  or> 
returning  it  to  me,  his  Excellency  faid,  it  was  ver~^ 
hatim  what  had  been  fen t  by  order  of  the  Catholic 
King  to  Verfailles ;  whereupon  1  read  your  letter  to 
M.  de  BufTy,  in  which  the  memorial  was  returned, 
faying,  It  was  impoffible  for  me  to  give  a  ftrongcr 
idea  of  the  impreffion  that  irregular  proceeding  had 
made  in  England,  than  by  communicating  to  this 
court  the  manner  in  which  fuch  an  unexampled  over- 
ture had  been  received,  look  into,  and  lent  back, 
by  the  King's  comman  d 

Nothing  has  been  emitted,  on  my  part,  to  fhew 
what  an  unparalleled  proceeding  this  was  from  a 
King,  not  only  in  amity  with  Great  Britain,  but 
whofe  pofleffions  (notwithftanding  the  difficult  dif- 

culfions 
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Caflions  which  had  fo  long  and  fo  unhappily  fub- 
fifted  between  the  two  crowns)  had  been  uniformly 
calculated  to  convince  my  court,  the  only  aim  of 
that  of  Madrid  was  amicably  to  adjuft  our  differences 
concerning  ihe  logwood  coalt. 

With  relation  to  the  idea  of  the  propofed  gua- 
ranty of  Spain,  I  defired  to  know  of  M.  Wall, 
wherefore  a  power  that  had  no  fliare  in  the  war 
was  to  be  invited  to  guarantee  the  future  peace  ? 
And  I  entered  very  minutely  into  engagements  tak- 
en by  Spain  with  France,  in  regard  to  our  difputes 
with  the  Catholic  King;  when  I  could  not  help  ex- 
prefling  the  trueft  regret  to  find,  not  only  of  how 
long  {landing  thofe  engagements  -were,  from  the 
Duke  de  Choifeal's  own  confellion,  butalfo  to  per- 
ceive, they  had  been  fo  indullrioufly  concealed  dur- 
ing fuch  a  fpace  of  time,  and  to  find  them  now  pro- 
duced in  fo  infolent  a  manner  by  our  enemies,  be- 
caufe  (for  views  too  obvious  to  be  mentioned)  the: 
French  miniftry  looked  upon  that  period  as  the  mofl 
critical  moment ;  yet  I  perfuaded  myfclf  the  pro- 
per reception  this  tranfa&ion  had  met  with  at  home, 
would  clear  all  M.  de  Cboifeul's  doubts,  and  blafi 
all  his  expeftations,  fince  he  could  not  fail  being  at 
prefent  convinced,  no  menaces  of  a  urdan  of  coun- 
cils, nor  any  threats  intimating  littlelefs  than  the  re-^ 
verfionary  declaration  of  war  from  Spain  and  France 
(perhaps  not  far  off)  could  fhake,  much  lefs  intimi- 
date or  force  England  to  permit  her  Spanifh  difputes 
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either  to  be  blended  with  our  prefent  negotiation  wit^ 
the  court  of  Verfailles,  orto  fuff'er  France,  on  any  oc- 
cafion,  to  meddle  in  our  difcuflTions  with  his  Catho- 
lic Majefty  j  and  moreover,  M.  Bufly  had  been  ac- 
quainted, in  the  moft  explicit  terms,  that  it  would 
hereafter  be  confidered  as  ofFenfive  to  the  King's 
dignity,  if  any  further  mention  was  made  of  fuch 
ideas ;  this,  I  informed  M.  Wall^  was  the  energetic 
language  that  had  been  held  to  the  French  Minifter 
at  London ;  and  that  my  orders  were,  to  remon- 
flrate  with  his  Excellency  on  the  unprecedented  con- 
du6l  of  Spain,  in  conveying,  at  fuch  a  conjunfture, 
through  fuch  a  channel,  and  in  fuch  terms,  her  fen- 
timents  to  Great  Britain.  But  I  was  commanded^ 
whilft.  I  exprelTed  his  Majefty's  furprife  at  fo  unheard 
of  a  tranfattion,  equally  to  make  known  the  King's 
regret  to  find  the  court  of  Madrid  had  taken  fuch  a 
ftep ;  yet  his  eminent  virtues  would  not  permit  even 
thcfe  confiderations,  or  thefe  motives,  in  any  way 
to  divert  his  unalterable  refolution  of  adhering  to 
the  fteady  purpofe  and  uniform  condu6l  his  royal 
"wifdom  had  hitherto  obfervcd  towards  Spain» 

I  repeatedly  enforced  how  ftrong  my  inftruelions 
vere  to  convince  this  court  it  was  not  to  be  expe61ed 
or  imagined,  that  the  iiuimationsof  a  hoOilc  prince, 
or  any  infinuations  of  a  combination  of  Jbrces  or 
union  of  intereft  between  Spain  and  France,  would 
in  the  leaft  facilitate  the  fatisfaftion  which  was  alked 
froiTi  hence,  in  relation  to  our  differences  in  Ame- 
rica. 
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rica.  But  the  fame  magnanimity  that  diSated  to  the 
kingtheCe  fentimeiits,  prdfcribed  alfo  to  his  Majei- 
ty's  equity  the  following  determination,  which  was 
the  conftant  language  I  had  invariably  held  by  my 
Sovereign's  commands,  of  his  royal  intention,  being 
ever  and  alike  difpofcd  to  come  to  any  reafdnable 
terms  of  accommodation  with  Spain^  finally  to  ad- 
juft  our  long  fubfiiling  differences. 

With  regard  to  the  three  points  contained  in  the 
memorial  prcfented  as  the  Spanifh  grievances,  aftet 
dwelling  upon  the  exa6l  and  unimpeached  juftice  of 
the  Englifli  courts  of  judicature,  I  obferved  it  was 
the  fault  of  the  parties  who  thought  themfelves  ag- 
grieved, if  they  did  not  feek  redrefs  in  that  due 
courfe  which  was  ever  open   for  them  to  purfuei 
fince  there  was  the  regular  courts  eftablifhed  to  en- 
quire into  all  matters  of  that  nature,  and  thofe  who 
were  not  fatisfied  with  the  decrees  iffued  from  thence, 
had  always  recourfe  to  the  Lords  of  Appeals  ;  but 
that,  it  muft  be  owned,  it  gave  no  favourable  opin- 
ion  of  a  caufe  about  which   the  clients  only   cla- 
moured, without  feeking  to  have  it  decided   in  the 
proper  forms  of  law  ;  and  it  was  fupeffluou^  to  addj 
how  many  inflances  might  be  met  with  to  afcertaiii 
this   alfertion ;  therefore  the  fiHt  article  might  be 
looked  Upon  only  in  order  to  fwell  the  appearance 
of  grievances :  and  in  all  hghts,    tile  French  mini- 
fters  would  never  be  authorifed  by  us  to  take  cog- 
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nizance  of  what  was  folcly  to  be  decided  by  Eng- 
lifh  tribunals. 

As  to  the  fecond  article,  containing  the  claim  fo 
often  fet  up  by  the  Bifcayans  and  Guipufcoans,  to 
fifh  at  Newfoundland,  and  as  often  denied  by  Eng- 
landt  I  l^ad,  in  the  clearelt  terms  I  could  make  ufe 
of,  fliewed,  that  the  firft  difcovery  of  that  ifiand  was 
made  at  the  expence  and  by  the  conmand  of  Henry 
yil.  and  I  h^d  likewife  demonftrated  the  uninter- 
rupted poirelfion  of  it,  from  that  time  to  the  prefent 
date,  to  have  belonged  to  the  Englifh,  from  their 
being  conftantly  fettled  there,  whillt  the  Spaniards 
never  had  any  eftablifhments  in  thofe  parts;  there- 
fore it  wasabfolutcly  impoffible  for  Great  Britain  to 
make  the  lead  concefiion  in  fo  clear  a  right,  and  it 
"was  hoped  Spain  would  no  longer  expe6l,  as  the 
price  of  our  union,  a  facrifice  which  could  never  be 
granted  by  the  court  of  London. 

Laftly,  Concerning  the  difputes  about  the  coaft  of 
Honduras,  I  could  add  nothing  to  the  repeated  decla- 
rations' I  had  made  in  the  King's  nanie^  of  the  fatisfac- 
tion  with  which  his  Majclty  would  receive  «ny  juft 
overture  from  Spain,  (upon  condition  that  France 
was  not  to  be  the  channel  of  that  conveyance)  for 
terminating  amicably  and  to  mutual  fatisfaQidn,  every 
reafonable  complaint  on  this  matter,  by  propofing 
feme  equitable  regulation  for  fecuring  to  us  the  long- 
enjoyed  privilege  of  cutting  log-wood  (an  indul- 
gence confirmed   by   treaty,  and  of  courfe  autho- 
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riFed  in  the  mofl:  facred  manner),  nor  could  I  give 
ftronger  aiTurances  than  the  paft,  of  his  Majefty'g 
fteady  purppfe  to  caufe  all  eftablifliments  on  the  log- 
wood coafts,  contrary  to  the  territorial  jurifdidron 
of  Spain,  to  be  removed. 

After  having  gone  through  thefe  feveral  points. 
General  Wall,  as  he  had  done  upon  a  former  occajion^ 
delired  me  to  put  into  writing  the  principal  heads  of 
ray  difcourie,  promifing  me  to  mak^  a  proper  ufe 
of  tliem  at  the  Dcfpachos,  for  his  incorre6l  memory 
rendered  fuch  notes  abfolutely  necelfary  for  him:  I 
readily  complied  with  his  Excellency's  requeft,  as  I 
was  certain  by  that  method  the  Catholic  King  would 
be  exaftly  informed  of  what  I  meant  to  have  con- 
veyed to  his  knowledge.  The  inclofed  paper, 
marked  A.  is  the  copy  of  what  I  wrote  down,  and 
gave  to  the  Spanifli  Miniller* 

I  proceeded  by  faying,  although  a  precipitated 
ftep  could  not  be  entirely  recovered,  yet  it  might  be 
remedied;  for,  without  any  formal  retra61ion,  the 
expreffing  fome  concern  for  what  had  not  beencon- 
iidered  in  all  its  confequences,  might  foften,  and 
even  wipe  off,  any  imprelfions,  however  unfavour- 
able, that  might,  nay,  mull  have  been  made  on  the 
mind  of  his  Majefty,.  by  this  memorial  from  thfi 
court  of  France. 

As  I  thought  I  perceived  a  difpofition  in  M. 
Wall,  in  fome  meafure,-  to  diiavow  the  offenfivenefs 
of  this  ftcp,  I  did  not  lofe  the  opportunity  of  fug-

gelling  every  pretext,  and  offering  to  his  Excellency 
all  kinds  of  handles  to  explain  away  what  had  lb 
unavoidably  given  difguft  in  England;  and  I  enr 
dcavoured,  in  purfuance  pf  what  you  fo  much  re- 
commend to  me,  to  adapt  myfelf  to  thofe  circum- 
ftances  which  were  of  a  nature  to  furnifii  this  court 
with  the  beft  retreat  imaginable. 

I  have  here  related,  without  interruption,  what 
has  been  alledged  by  me,  and  have  fct  down  all  the 
arguments  I  made  ufe  of;  therefore,  I  will  now 
proceed  to  give  an  account  of  what  was  infilted  upoi> 
by  General  Wall,  in  fupport  of  his  own  reafonings,  or 
advanced  by  his  Excellency  in  contradiflion  to  mine. 

The  Spanifli  Minifter  began  by  acquainting  me^ 
that  M.  Grimaldi  had  conveyed  to  hiin  all  that  ha4 
paffed,  either  in  writing  or  in  difcourfe,  between 
yourfclf.  Sir,  and  M.  de  Bufl'y,  as  well  as  the  lan- 
guage Mr.  Stanley  had  held  with  the  Dujce  Qf  Choi-, 
feul  on  the  memorial  relating  to  Spain.  His  Ex- 
cellency told  me,  the  Mod  Chriftian  King  having 
early  intimidated  his  defire  here,  that  his  Catholic 
Majefty  fhould  guarantee  the  intended  peace  be, 
tween  the  courts  qf  London  and  Verfailles ;  in  or- 
]der  to  render  that  peace  more  permanent,  the  King 
of  Spain  had  thought  proper  to  agree  to  that  propo- 
fal's  being  m^de  by  France  to  England,  as  well  as  to 
confent  to  France's  exprefs  offer  of  endeavouring 
to  accommodate  the  difputes  fubfifling  between  Eng- 
land and  Spain,  at' the  fame  time  (he  was  trying  tq 
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pat  an  end  to  a  war  which  had  lalied  fo  long  between 
the  Britilh  and  French  crowns.     But  he  affirmed  to 
me,  tliat  the  intention  of  the  court  of  Madrid,  in 
alFenting  to   that  propofal,  was  totally  void  of  any 
defign  to  retard  the  peace,  and  abfolutelv  free  from 
the  lead  intention  of  giving  oflPence  to  his   Majefty, 
though  it  appeared  that  Itep  had  been  produdive  of 
different  effeds ;  that,  as  to  England's  declaring  (lie 
never  would  add  facilities  towards  accommodating 
her  differences  with  another  Sovereign,  in  confide- 
ration  of  any  intimation  from  a  power  at  war,  or 
the  threatenings   of  an  enemy,  the  Catholic  King 
could  not  but  applaud  thofe  femiments  in  his  Ma- 
jefty, which  he  felt  fo  llrongly  within  himfelf ;  add- 
ing, it  was  certain   the  court  of  London  was  at  li- 
berty to  reje6t  any  propofals  coming  from  the  French 
miniflry,  yet  that  could  not  in  any  way  influence  the 
King  of  Spain's  communicating  whatever  meafures 
he  thought  conducive  to  his  interefls,  to  the  Moft 
Chriftian  King,  his  Catholic  Majefty's  friend,  ally, 
and  near  relation. 

M.  Wall  purfued  his  difcourfe  by  acquainting  me 
with  France's  having  fpontaneoully  offered  to  the 
Catholic  King  (in  cafe  the  difputes  between  Great 
Britain  and  Spain  fhould,  at  any  time  hereafter,  oc. 
cafion  a  rupture  between  our  two  courts)  to  unite 
her  forces  with  thofe  of  Spain,  to  prevent  the  Eng-. 
lifh  encroachments  in  America  upon  his  Catholic 
J^^ajefty's  territory :  an  offer  which  the  Spanifli  Mo^ 
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narch  had  received  with  that  cordiality  which  was  due 
to  a  friend,  who  Was  determined  even  to  involve 
herfelf  in  a  frefh  war,  in  order  to  defend  Spain. 

General  Wall  then  afked  me,  whether  it  was  pof- 
fible  to  be  imagined  in  England,  the  Catholic  King 
was  feeking  to  provoke  us ;  efpecially  at  a  time  that 
the  court  of  London  was  in  the  moji  JlouriJJnng  and 
mojl  exalted  Jituation  it  had  ever  known,  occajioned  by 
the  greatejl  feries  of  profperities  that  any  fmgle  nation 
had  ever  met  with  ?  [Could  there  be  a  greater  com- 
pliment paid  to  the  conducl  of  Mr.  Piit  ?  j  And  he 
afluredme,  the  Catholic  King,  both  before  and  at  pre- 
fent,  cfteemed  as  well  as  valued  the  frequent  profef- 
fions  I  had  made,  by  command  from  my  court,  of 
his  Majefty's  defire  to  adjull  our  mutual  differences 
amicably;  but  he  perceived,  the  terms  on  which 
thofe  difpuies  were  fought  to  be  accommodated,  oc- 
cafioned  the  difficulty.  The  Catholic  King,  he  faid, 
did  not  think  England  would  look  upon  the  French 
ininiftcrs  as  a  tribunal  to  winch  the  court  of  London 
make  an  appeal,  nor  meant  it  as  fuch,  when  the  firft 
article  of  grievances  was  conveyed  through  that 
channel.  As  to  the  fecond,  the  claim  of  the  Gui- 
pufcoans  and  Bifcayans  to  fifli  for  Bacallaoi  it  was 
what  Spain  had  always  infilled  upon,  and  never  had 
receded  from  by  any  treaty.  And  laltly,  concernr 
jng  England's  evacuatingjill  the  ufurped  fcttlements 
an  the  logwood  coafts,  ii  had  never  been  offered, 
hut  upon  fuch  conditions  a§  were  inconfiftent  with 
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tb€  dignity  of  ihe  Spanifli  cmwn  to  accept  of;  fince 
ithe  court  of  London  would  only  confent,  that,  pre- 
vious to  her  fendingorders  to  thofe  unjuft  fettlersto 
renriove,  and  to  caufe  the  fortifications  to  be  demo- 
lifhed,  the  Catholic  King  fhould  be  compelled  to 
jnake  known  to  the  Englifli,  in  what  manner  the  lv>g-». 
wood  was  to  be  aflured  to  the  King's  Ibbjetis,  not- 
withftanding  the  Spanifli  monarch  had  repeatedly 
given  his  royal  word,  a  method  fhould  be  found  out 
for  that  purpof'e;  and  that,  till  it  was  adjudged  iri 
what  manner  Great  Britain  fhould  enjoy  that  priyU 
Jege,  th^  Englifli  cutters  of  logwood  fhould  contU 
nue,  without  interruption  or  moleflation  of  any 
.  Jcind,  to  carry  on  their  commerce  upoq  the  footing 
they  at  prefent  excrcife  it.  His  Catholic  Majefty 
only  afking,  that,  for  his  own  royal  decorurq,  the 
ufurped  eftablilhments  fhould  be  relinquifhed  by  the 
Engljfli,  to  prove  that  good  faith  we  piqued  our- 
felves  upon,  and  to  convince  Spain  we  did  not  main- 
tain thofe  forcible  p'oifefljons,  as  pledges,  which 
^ooner  or  later  we  imagined  would  compel  the  court 
of  Madrid  to  grant  us  our  own  terms,  and  in  tlie 
mean  time  to  increafe  (which  the  Britifii  fuhjeQs 
did  daily)  the  encroachments  upon  the  coafts  of 
Honduras. 

This,  Sir,  to  the  bell  of  my  recolleflion,  is  what 
)ias  been  advanced  or  replied  by  General  Wall  at  our 
different  interviews.     Yet,  for  greater  accuracy,  and 
^  fuller  explanation  of  the  fentitpents  of  his  Excel- 
lency, 
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lency,  I  defire  leave  toVefer  you  to  the  inclofed  pa- 
per diftingnifhed  by  the  letter  (B),  which  includes 
the  lubftance  of  what  the  fecretary  of  (late  firft  fpoke 
from,  then  read  to  me,  and  afterwards  gave  into  my 
hands;  confenting  to  let  me  fend  it  to  England, 
not  as  a  memorial,  but  to  be  confidered  in  the  fame 
light  with  that  paper  which  I  had  agreed  to  give  his 
Excellency,  containing  fome  notes,  to  enable  him 
to  reprefent  to  his  royal  mafter,  with  candour,  what 
I  had  been  ordered  to  lay  a  ftrefs  upon  •  and  this 
was  delivered  to  me  with  the  fame  view;  a  proof 
whereof  was,  that  there  was  no  date  to  either  of  our 
writings,  no  fignature,  nor  any  title  prefixed. 

At  my  firft  conference,  I  told  General  Wall  I  had 
received  the  King's  commands  to  defi  e  his  Excel-, 
lency  would,  in  the  prefent  conjun6lurc,  give  me  a 
proper  explanation  with  regard  to  the  naval  arma- 
inents  which  had  been  carried  on  in  various  ports  of 
this  country ;  and  to  aflc  for  sin  explicit  eclairciffe- 
menl  with  relation  to  the  dcftination  of  the  Spanifh 
fleet;  as  well  as  to  inform  myfelf  particularly,  irorr\ 
his  Excellency,  what  were  the  difpofitions  of  the 
Catholic  King  to  maintain  friendfliip,  and  to  culti- 
"vate  a  good  correfpondence  with  his  Majefty ;  al- 
ledging,  that  this  meafure  was  judged  by  England 
to  be  the  more  abfolutely  neceffary  at  prefent,  as  the 
French  emiffaries,  and  the  partifans  of  our  enemies 
were  attempting  by  every  niethod,  to  propagate  the 
fcelie.fof  an  approaching  rupture  with  Spain,  in  con- 
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jun£lion  with  France ;  therefore  the  King  thought 
himfelf  ftrongly  called  upon,  from  the  indifpenlkblc 
motives  of  what  his  Majefty  owes  to  his  crown,  and 
to  his  people,  to  exped  to  have  a  cat^egorical  anfwer 
to  the  quellions   I  had  put,  by  his  royal  command. 
The  lall  time   I   faw  M.   Wall,  which  was  the  fifth 
meeting  we  had  together,  I  renewed  thofe  queflions, 
and  then  received  exaHly  the  fame  anfwer  which  ha4 
been  given  me  the  firft  time :  That  Spain  was  fur- 
prifed  Great  Britain  fhould  take  umbrage  at  any  na- 
val preparations,  fhe  was,  or  had  been  ma]k.ing  lincc 
the  acceffion  of  his  prefent  Catholic  Majefty ;  for, 
tficluding  both  the  fhips  of  the  line,  as  well  as  thQ 
frigates,  the  whole  number  did  not  exceed  in    all 
that  of  twenty ;  which   M.  Wall  aftured  me  were, 
by  (everal,  fewer  than  thofe  which  had  been  equip- 
ped during  the   reign  of  the  late  King  Ferdinand. 
His  Excellency  told  me  that,  with  regard  to  their 
^eflination,  fome  were  frequently  going  backv/ards 
and  forwards  between   this  kingdom  and   Naples; 
others  were  intended  to  convoy  the  homeward  or 
outwar4   bound  flotas,  affoguesj  or  rcgifter  fhips; 
and  the  Remaining  ones  were  to   ferve  as  a  check 
upon  the   Barbary   Corfairs,    and  to  defend  their 
jcoafts,  or  fmalier  veflcls  from  infulis:  and  in  rcla- 
tipn   to  the   third   queftion,  his   Catholic  Majefty 's 
difpohiion  and  profelfions   had   invariably  been  the 
faiTie,  and  were  eyer  meant  to  cement  and  cultivate 
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the  friendfhip  fo  happily  fubfiftng  between  our  two 
courts. 

I  hope.  Sir,  it  will  be  found  I  have  minutely 
obeyed  every  command  I  have  been  honoured  with 
from  his  Majefty.  I  am  but  too  confcious  of  the 
unreafonable,  and  (I  apprehend)  tirefome  length  of 
this  difpatch,  which  on  account  of  my  frequent  in- 
terviews with  the  Spanifh  miiiifter,  and  from  my  un- 
feigned zeal  for  the  fervice  of  ray  graci  )us  royal 
maftcr,  has  infenfibly  led  me  on  to  be  as  particular 
as  it  was  pofTible  on  fo  interefting  a"  fubjeft,  and  in  fo 
critical  a  conjunfture.  I  wifh  this  narration  had 
proved  a  more  fatisfaftory  one;  yet,  when  the  ftyle 
of  General  Wall's  inclofed  paper  is  compared  with 
that  which  was  given  to  me  laft  January,  1  hope  it 
will  appear  there  is  lefs  peeviflmefs  at  prefent  here, 
than  what  was  fo  ftrongly  exhibited  fome  months 
ago.  The  flrong  avowal  of  a  moft  intimate  cor- 
diality between  Spain  and  France,  contained  in  his 
laft  production  of  the  Spanifli  fecretary  of  flate*s, 
has  hurt  me.  I  could  not  avoid  acquainting  his 
Excellency,  that  it  feemed  calculated  rather  to  ferve 
as  an  apology  for  the  proceedings  of  the  court  of 
Verfailles,  and  to  be  a  juftification  of  the  conduct  of 
the  French  minifters,  than  for  any  other  purpofe.

IN  THE  Earl  of  Bristol's  Letter  of  Aug. 
31,  1761. 

I.  Monf.  de  Bufly  having  prerented  to  Mr.  Pin  a 
memorial  on  the  part  of  his  court,  concerning  the 
dircuffions  of  Great  Britain  with  Spain ;  the  King 
mv  mafter  ordered  his  fecretary  of  (late  to  fend  back 
the  faid  memorial,  as  totally  inadmilfible. 

II.  It  has  been  told  him  that  France  has  not  had 
at  any  time,  a  right  to  meddle  in  our  difputes  witk 
the  court  of  Madrid. 

III.  Further,  that  it  would  be  looked  upon  as 
ofFenfive  to  the  King's  dignity,  and  incompatible 
with  the  good  faith  of  the  negotiation  ;  that  fur- 
ther mention  fhould  be  made  of  the  differences  of 
our  courts. 

IV.  Orders  to  make  remonflrances  on  the  con- 
duct of  Spain,  who,  whilft  fhe  lived  in  good  cor- 
refpondence  with  England,  and  has  always  declared 
that  her  intention  was  to  put  an  end  to  our  long 
difputes  by  fome  amicable  arrangement,  makes  ufe 
of  fuch  a  voice  as  that  of  an  enemy  to  convey  her 
grievances  to  us. 

V.  Although  the  King  will  never  hearken  to  any 
thing  on  account  of  an  intimation  from  a  power  at 
war,  threatening  an  union  of  counfels,  and  hinting 
a  future  war  (perhaps  not  diftant  on  the  part  of 
Spain  and  France] ;  noiwiihftanding  that,  his  Ma- 
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jefty,  from  an  uniform  condu6l,  and  conflantly  irf- 
cHned  to  give  every  fatisfaftion  to  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty,  continues  ready  amicably  to  terminate  every 
thing  which  can  occafion  the  leaft  coolnefs  between 
the  two  kingdoms. 

VI.  With  regard  to  the  three  articles  recited  in 
the  memorial  as  grievances  of  Spain  ;  I  am  ordered 
to  fay,  Firft,  that  the  courts  of  juftice,  eftabliflied 
in  England  to  decide  caufes  relative  to  the  reftitu- 
tion  of  prizes  made  on  the  Spaniards,  or  thought  to 
be  in  violation  of  the  Catholic  King's  territory,  are 
always  open  to  all  thofe  who  l;)ring  their  complaints 
thither ;  and  that  the  minillers  of  the  moft  Chriftian 
King  are  not  acknowledged  in  England  as  a  tribu- 
nal, before  which  England  will  confent  that  an  ap-* 
peal  be  brought. 

VII.  As  to  the  fecond  article.  The  fifft  difco* 
very  of  the  ifland  of  Newfoundland,  having  been 
provecl  to  have  been  made  at  the  exjjence,  and  on 
the  account  of  King  Henry  VII.  the  uninterrupted 
pofleffion  of  that  ifland,  by  the  fettlements  of  the 
fubjefts  of  England  ever  fince  the  faid  epoch  to  this 
hour,  has  alfo  been  demonftrated:  further,  Spain 
having  never  made  any  fettlement  there^  and  the 
pretended  right  of  the  Bifcayners,  and  Guipufcoans, 
not  being  at  any  time  admitted,  the  King  can  never 
confent  to  the  leaft  conceflion  on  this  article ;  and 
flatters  himfelf  that  Spain  will  never  expe£l,  as  the 
price  of  an  union  fo  much  to  be  wiihed  for  by  the 
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two  nations,  a  facrifice  on  the  part  oF  Great  Britain, 
which  can  never  be  agreed  to  in  any  fhape. 

VIII.  On  the  fubjeft  of  logwood,  which  makes 
the  third  objeft  j  his  Majefty  is  condant  in  his  in- 
tentions to  caufe  all  the  fettlements,  contrary  to  the 
territorial  jurifdiftion  of  the  Catholic  King  in  Ame- 
rica, to  be  evacuated  ;  and  will  receive  with  pleafure 
any  juil  overture  on  the  part  of  the  court  Madrid, 
(provided  that  it  does  not  pafs  through  the  channel 
of  the  French  minifters)  for  accommodating  our  dif- 
ferences, and  for  putting  an  end  to  every  complaint, 
by  finding  fome  means  for  granting  logwood  to  us, 
without  inconvenience  to  Spain.

THE  memorial  which  M.  de  BufTy  prefented  to 
Mr.  Pitt  by  order  of  his  court,  letting  forth  the 
defire  the  mod  Chriflian  King  had  to  terminate  his 
peace  with  England,  under  the  guaranty  of  the  Ca- 
tholic King,  and  that,  at  the  fame  time  the  difputes 
between  the  courts  of  Madrid  and  London,  might  in 
fome  fiiape  be  accomodated,  is  a  ftep,  which  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty  will  not  deny  has  been  taken  with  his 
full  confent,  approbation,  and  pleafure :  however, 
he  will  affirm,  and  does  affirm  to  the  court  of  Great 
Britain,  and  to  the  whole  yorld,  that  his  intention 
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in  confentinj^  thereto,  as  well  as  in  approving  of  if| 
"was  not  to  offend  the  dignity  of  that  crown,  or  re^ 
tard  its  peace ;  on  the  contrary,  to  confolidate  it, 
andj  in  all  human  pofiibility,  to  perpetuate  it.  It 
may  have  been  produftivc  of  contrary  effe^b  :  for,- 
us  moft  aftions  bear  different  conllrutlions,  this  has 
not  received  in  London  the  fame  that  was  put  upon 
it  at  Madrid  and  Paris  ;  and  both  courts  have  been 
concerned  at  difpleafing  the  King  of  Great  Britain^ 
and  indifpofing  him  from  continuing  the  negotiations 
of  a  peace  with  France,  and  of  regulating  his  diffe- 
rences with  Spain,  jointly  or  feparately,  it  is  equal 
to  both  monarchs,  fince  they  have  only  good  in 
•view ;  though  they  will  never  give  up  England  a  right, 
■which,  without  example,  it  pretends  to  affume,  G"f 
hindering  the  one  from  interfering  in  the  affairs  of 
the  other,  for  their  mutual  affiftance,  as  their  uniouj 
friendfhip,  and  relationfhip  require. 

Thus  the  end  being  explained,  which  the  courts 
of  Madrid  and  Paris  propofed  by  the  delivery  o-f 
the  memorial,  the  original  motive  will  now  be  ex- 
plained with  the  fame  fmccrity. 

There  is  the  greateft  harmony  between  the  two 
courts  :  and  who,  in  this  age,  can  be  furprifed  there 
fhould  be  that  harmony  between  the  Kings  of  Spain 
and  France !  His  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  has  com- 
municated to  his  Catholic  Majefty,  in  confequencCy 
all  the  fteps  taken  to  bring  about  a  peace  from  the 
very  beginning  of  the  war.  His  Catholic  Majefty 
has  acquainted  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  as  often 
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*s  there  has  been  occafion,  with  his  affairs  at  the 
court  of  London. 

His  molt  Chriftian  Majefty  refolvcd  to  purchafe 
peace  at  the  dear  price  of  the  propofals  contained 
in  the  plan  dehvered  by  the  Duke  of  Choifeul  to 
Mr.  Stanley;  and  one  of  the  motives  which  induced 
him  to  fo  great  a  facriHce  was,-  in  order  to  fecure, 
for  many  yqars,  the  peace  of  his  kingdoms,  by  fa- 
tisfying  at  once  the  views  of  the  EngUfh.  And  he 
fignified,  at  the  fame  time  to  his  Catholic  Majefty, 
his  defire  of  cutting  fhort  thofe  beginnings  of  difa- 
greement  between  him  and  his  Britifh  Majefty,  on 
account  of  his  grievances  with  the  court  of  London, 
with  this  kind  expreffion,  that,  if  a  rupture  enfued 
between  England  and  Spain,  France  will  have  mif- 
carried  in  the  above  obje6l  of  her  prefentfacrifices, 
as  fhe  will  be  neceOTltated  to  aflift  in  defending  Spain^ 
and  involve  herfelf  in  a  new  war.  Was  the  Catho- 
lic King  to  defpife  fo  generous  an  overture  f  It  was 
not  to  be  expefted.  Ought  England  to  be  furprifed 
at  it  ?  As  little.  It  being  grounded  upon  this,  that  if 
England  faw  that  France  attacked  the  dominions  of 
Spain,  particularly  in  Americaj  Ihe  would  run  im- 
mediately to  her  defence,  for  her  own  conveniency, 
as  well  as  becaufe  fhe  hadj  equally  with  France, 
guarantied  them.  Well,  what  was  to  be  done? 
Said  the  two  courts^  they  agreed,  that  France  fhould 
declare  to  England,  that,  as  fhe  was  coming  to  a 
compofition  with  her,  Ihe  defired  that  nothing  might

remain,  not  even  a  miftrurt,  of  returning  to  a  fre^t 
war;  and  that  flic  fliould  exhort  England  to  ternrli- 
nate  her  difputcs  with  Spain  to  their  mutual  fatisfac- 
tion,  which  alone  occafioned  ahy  doubt. 

Both  courts  thought  that  PVance  could  not  take  a 
ftep  that  ft^ewed  better  faith  towards  England,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  but  fo  it  appears  j  without  examin- 
ing why  or  wherefore  it  is  thought  otherwife  at  Lon- 
don, or  in  what  it  offends  the  dignity  of  the  Britiili 
monarch.  What  proceeding  more  noble  can  an 
enemy  hold  with  another  than  France  does  to  Eng- 
land, in  faying,  to  conclude  a  peace  with  England, 
I  yield  up  this  and  that ;  however,  at  the  fame  time 
I  am  refolved  to  make  this  facrifice,  I  cannot  but 
fay,  I  wifh  to  fecuVe  a  peace  for  many  years,  and 
therefore  fhould  be  glad  that  England  would  fettle 
with  Spain  their  fubjecls  of  difagreenient  together, 
bccaufe  otherwife  they  may  again  entangle  me  in  a 
frefh  war. 

Yet  England  finds  rcafon  for  demonftrating  againft 
the  condud  of  Spain  hereupon  ;  exprefling  that,  ar 
a  time  fhe  is  living  in  good  harmany  with  Spain,  and 
has  declared  her  defire  of  terminating  her  long  dif- 
ferences by  fome  amicable  adjuftment,  Spain  makes 
life  of  England's  enemy  as  the  channel  of  her  griev- 
ances. It  is  repeated  in  anfwer,  that  Spain  only 
confent.d  that  France  fhould  take  this  ftep,  in  as 
much  as  it  appeared  not  only  inoffenfive,  but,  on 
the  contrary,  to  come  more  from  an  honeft  and  fin- 
cere 
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cere  friend  than  an  enemy  ;  and  that  Spain  is  far 
from  thinking  to  irritate  England.  She  would  not 
have  ftaid  to  chufe  her  time  fo  ill,  if  views  of  pru- 
dence and  moderation  had  not  contained  her;  and 
above  all,  the  never-loll  hopes  of  finding  jultice  in 
the  BritiUi  court. 

How  many  proofs  has  not  Spain  already  given,  of 
her  aiming  to  obtain  a  redrefs  of  her  grievances, 
without  pretending  it-otherwife  than  in  a  friendly 
manner  ?  Six  years  ago,  the  Spanifh  governors  being 
ordered  to  oppofe  the  intrufion  of  foreigners  upon 
the  American  coafts,  an  expedition  was  made  to 
diflodge  the  Englifli  from  fome  new  eftablifhments  ; 
and  the  court  of  London  having  reclaimed  againft 
an  ofFenfive  method,  which  happened  exa6lly  at  the 
time  (he  was  coming  to  a  rupture  with  France,  from 
whence  it  might  have  been  inferred  that  Spain  in 
feizing  that  conjunBure,  fought  to  ftraiten  Eng- 
land, (then  lefs  powerful,  and  not  fo  fure  of  her 
happy  fucceffes  as  at  prefent),  the  Catholic  King  com- 
manded, in  order  to  take  away  all  kind  of  miflruft 
from  England,  that  thofe  orders  fhould  be  fuper- 
ceded ;  and  even  to  reftore  to  the  Englifh  whatever 
cfFetis  might  have  been  taken  from  them;  and  his 
^  Britifh  Majefty  offered  to  fettle  thefe  points  in  a 
friendly  manner.  During  thei'e  fame  fix  years,  we 
have  not  difcontinued  to  folicit,  without  advancing 
•ne  day  more  than  the  other:  and  during  that  time 
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(who  would  believe  it?)  the  Englifh  have  incfeale^ 
their  incroached  eftablifliment  upon  that  coaft. 

The  King  of  Spain  will  fay  as  the  King  of  Eng- 
land does,  that  he  will  do  nothing  on  account  of 
the  intinnation  of  a  hofiile  power,  who  threatens  an 
union  of  councils,  and  gives  to  undcrftand  a  future 
war;  for  the  Catholic  King  approves  of,  and  efteems 
in  other  monarchs  thofe  fentiments  of  honour  he 
feels  himfelf ;  and  if  he  had  thought  that  the  dehvery 
of  the  memorial  had  been  conftrued  as  an  intima- 
tion, and  a  threat,  he  would  never  have  confented 
to  it.  Why  has  not  England  made  the  trial  of  con- 
cluding her  peace  with  France  without  the  guaranty 
or  intervention  of  Spain,  and  adjuft  her  differences 
with  Spain  without  the  knowledge  of  France  ?  and 
fhe  would  have  experienced,  that  their  union  was 
not  an  obftruftion,  but  only  tended  and  tends  to  live 
in  tranquillit)',  and  fhake  off 'all  danger  with  regard 
to  its  permanency.  With  refpe6t  to  what  concerns 
Spain,  it  is  now  repeated,  as  it  has  been  fo  many 
times  before,  that  as  the  King  of  Britain,  nolwith- 
ftanding  the  delivery  of  the  faid  memorial,  was  in- 
clined to  fatisfy  the  Catholic  King,  and  was  ready  to 
terminate^  in  a  friendly  manner,  whatever  might  oc- 
cafion  a  coolnefs  between  the  two  kingdoms;  hisi 
Catholic  Majciiy  efteems  and  correfponds  moft  af- 
furedly  with  fuch  good  purpofes.  The  difficulty 
confifts  in  the  terms.  Three  articles  of  grievances 
vere  ftated,  in  the  memorial,  by  the  court  of  Ma- 
drid 
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drifl    againft   that    of   London,    which    has     been 
anfwcred,  but   not  with  more  compliance  than  any 
of  the   former  offices,  full  of  conviclion,  from  the 
Spanifli  ambaffador  in  England,  have  been  anfwered. 
With  regard  to  the  claim  of  the  injuries  againft 
the  neutrality  in  this  war,  which  is  one,  and  about 
which  there  is   no  material   ftumbling-block ;  after 
other  things,  it  is  faid.  That  England  can  never  look 
upon  the  miniftei  >  of  the  moft  Chriftian  King  as  a  tri- 
bunal  to  which   it   will  confent  to  carry  an  appeal; 
and  it  cannot  be  imagined  to  what  pul'pofe.     Who 
ever  thought  of  fuch   an  irregularity  ?  Concerning 
the  liberty  of  the  Bifcayners  and  Guipulcoam  to 
fifli  for  Bacallao,  an  abfolute  negative  is  givoii  to 
that  right,  though  it  is  fo  well  proved:  and  with  re- 
fpcQ:  to  evacuating  the  eftabliihments,  it  is  only  of- 
fered   upon    terms    inadmiOTible  with   the   Catholic 
King's  decorum.  That  before  doing  it,  he   fhould 
alTure  to  the  Englifli  the  logwood.     Hard  proceeding 
certainly,  for  one  to  confefs,  that  he  is  gone  into  the 
houle  of  anodier   to   take  away  his  jewels ;  and  to 
fay,  **  I  will  go  out  again^  but  firft  you  (hall  engage 
"  to  give  me  what  I  went  to  take."  And  ftiil  harder, 
when  fetin  oppofition  with  the  Bacallao  ;  for  the  Spa- 
niards want  that  for  their  f  )od,  as  the  Englifli  want 
the  logwood  for  their  fabricks  :  yet  the  Englifli  would 
by  force  take  away  the  logwood,  and  hinder  by  force 
f,he  Spaniards  from  taking  away  the  Bacallao.     One 
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would  think  that  the  Englifli  themfelves  ought  will) 
j:elu6lance  to  produce  fuch  a  pretenfion.

TOL,    DATED  OcTOBER   28,    I761, 

My  Lord, 

IN  opening  \\\iQ  firft  word  of  this  letter  informs 
us,  that  it  is  Lord  Egremont's  Jirjl  letter  to  Lor4 
Briftol ;  although  he  had  been  in  office  from  the 
time  that  Mr.  Pitt  refigned.  Such  a  delay,  at  fo 
*  critical  a  period,  fhevvs  the  unv;illingnefs  of  the  cabi- 
pet  to  enter  upon  the  Spanifh  bufinefsj  my  corref- 
pondence  with  your  excellency,  it  gives  me  great 
pleafure  to  be  able  to  inform  you,  that  your  letter 
of  the  14th  paft,  wherein  you  mention,  "  That  M. 
«*  Wall  has  acquainted  you  that  the  Catholic  King 
f*  had,  at  no  time,  been  more  intent  on  cultivating 
*'  a  good  correfpondence  with  his  Majelly,  than  at 
"  prefent,"  having  been  laid  before  the  King,  his 
JMajefty  received,  with  particular  fatisf&6lion,  fuch 
an  authentic  declaration  of  the  good  intentions  of 
his  Catholic  Majefty  ;  and  the  King  highly  approves 
of  the  aflurances  your  Excellency  gave,  in  return, 
to  the  Spanifli  Minifter,  with  regard  to  additional 
works  at  Gibraltar :  and  it  is  with  great  pleafure,  I 
can  affure  your  Excellency,  that  havhig  made  pro- 
per enquiry  into  that  matter,  I  find  no  orders  what- 
soever have  been  iffued  with  regard  to  ihofe  fortifica- 
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tions ;  and  therefore  nothing  can  have  been  done 
there,  but  the  ufual  and  necefTary  repairs. 

I  am  alfo  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that  the 
x:onfirmation  of  the  fame  good  difpofitions  in  the 
jcoun  of  Spain,  manifeftcd  by  M.  Wall's  cxprcffing 
(as  reported  in  your  difpatch  of  the  28th  pad)  their 
readinefs  to  come  to  a  fpeedy  adjullraent  with  Eng- 
land, upon  our  evacuating  the  moft  recent  fettle- 
ments  on  the  coaft  of  Honduras,  only  to  fcrve  as  a 
falvo  to  the  Spaniards,  Pundoiior,  was  confidered, 
by  his  Majefty,  as  a  happy  prefage  of  a  fpeedy  and 
amicable  conclufion  of  all  difputes  fublifting  between 
the  two  crowns. 

It  is  judged  highly  expedient  for  the  King's  fer- 
vice,  that  the  court  of  Spain  fliould,  in  the  prefcnt 
moment,  be  apprifed  of  the  fentiments  of  that  of 
Great  Britain.  I  am  therefore  to  acquaint  your 
Excellency,  that  his  Majelty  eontii  ues  to  have  no- 
thing more  at  heart,  than  to  cultivate  the  mod  cor- 
dial friendfliip  with  his  Catholic  Majedy  ;  truding, 
however,  to  dnd  this  difpolition  reciprocal  on  the 
part  of  Spain.  Nothing  being  more  evident,  than 
the  mutual  advantage  which  mud  arife  to  bot^  courts 
from  a  date  of  union  and  amity :  and  perhaps  ex- 
perience has  fhewn,  that  when,  in  contradiction  to 
the  obvious  principles  of  our  common  i«tereds,  that 
harmony  has  been  unhappily  interrupted,  Spain  has 
always  been  the  greated  fufFcrer. 
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Thefe  being  the  King*s  fentiments,  his  Majefty 
cannot  imagine  that  the  court  of  Spain  fhould  think 
it  tinreafonable  to  defire  a  communication  of  the 
treaty  acknowledged  [when  -was  this  acknow- 
ledgement w<2c?f,  and  to  whom?   Mo  fuck  faH  ap- 
pears in  any  of  the  papers  ever  laid  before  Parliament, 
It  is  contradicted  by  the  inclofures  marked  A.  B.  and  D. 
in  Lord  Briflols  letter  of  December  ii,  1761.     And 
by  Lord  Egremont's  anfwer  to  the  Count  de  FuerJcs  of 
December  31,  1761]  to  have  been  lately  concluded 
between  the  courts  of  Madrid  and  Verfaiilcs,  or  of 
fuch  articles  thereof  as  can,  by  particular  and  ex- 
plicit engagements,  immediately  relate  to  the  interefts 
of  Great-Britain,  or,  in  a  more  general  and  diftant 
view  of  affairs,  be  any  ways  conftrued  to  affetl  the 
fame  in  the  prefent  conjuntture,  before  he  enters 
into  farther  negotiation  on  the  points  depending  be- 
tween the  two  crowns;  which  the  King   conceives 
jnav  be  foon  amicably  accommodated,  if  his  Catho- 
lic Majedy  means  to  bring  the  fame  facility  on  bis 
part,  ^s  hi.s  Majefty  is  determined  to  fhew  on  his, 
towards  the  fpeedy  adjuftraent  of  that,  which  feems 
now  to  remain  the  principal,  if  not  the  only  matter 
in  dilpute :  for   though  the  King,  from  his  confi- 
dence in  the  repeated  afluranccs  of  friendship  from 
Jiis  Catholic  Majefty,  is  unwilling  to  fuppofe  that  a 
treaty  concluded  by  hini,  can  contain  any  thing  to 
the  prejudice  of  Great  Britain  ;  yet  as  the  Court  of 
France  has  afiefted  to  give  out  that  Spain  was  on  the 
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point  of  entering  into  the  war;  which  language  has 
been  induftriouHy  propagated,  and  generally  with 
fuccefs,  in  moft  courts  of  Europe;  his  M^jefty 
therefore  thinks,  that  the  honour  of  his  crown,  and 
the  interc't  of  Lis  people,  equally  call  for  an  ex- 
planation with  regard  to  this  already  too  much  cre- 
dited report,  before  he  can,  confiftemly  with  his 
own  dignity,  proceed  in  any  negotiation  with  Spain; 
nor  can  any  fair  or  candid  difcufTion  of  the  rights  or 
differences  of  the  two  courts  take  place  upon  a  juft 
and  equitable  footing,  fliould  Spain,  while  (he  is 
fully  informed  of  the  extent  of  all  his  Majelly's  al- 
liances and  connefliqns,  maintain  a  fufpicious  and 
unfriendly  referve,  with  regard  to  a  treaty  recently 
concluded  between  her  and  his  Majefty's  declared 
and  inveterate  enemy ;  by  whom  it  is  openly  and  in- 
duftrioufly  alTerted,  throughout  Europe,  *hat  the 
purport  thereof  is  hoRile  to  Great  Britain. 

I  am  here  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that,  in 
my  firfl:  conference  with  the  Count  de  Fuentes,  I 
explained  this  matter  fully ;  but  his  Excellency 
^voided  entering  into  it,  and  feemed  to  wifli  that  it 
might  be  pa  (led  through  another  channel;  difclaim- 
ing,  however,  in  the  llrongeft  manner,  any  un- 
friendly intentions  of  his  court.  It  is  therefore  the 
King's  pleafure,  diat  your  Excellency  (hould  ufe 
fhe  moft  preffing  inftances  to  M.  Wall,  to  obtain 
fuch  communication  as  is  above  mentioned;  and  it 
^s  hoped,  that  you  will  eafily  convince  a  Minifter  fo 
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thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  nature  and  conftitu- 
tion  of  this  country,  of  the  importance  of  this  tell 
of  friendfliip,  to  the  fupport  of  that  d^firable  har- 
mony between  the  two  courts;  and  how  much  a  re- 
fufal  to  give  due  fatisfaction  on  this  head,  would 
impede  andobftrucl  his  Majefty's  heft  intentions  to- 
wards that  valuable  objecl.  It  is  needlefs  to  recom- 
mend to  your  Excellency,  to  urge  this  matter  in  the 
mod  polite  and  friendly  terms ;  gently  injinuating  the 
above  arguments,  to  fhew,  that  his  Majefty  ought  to 
Satisfied  as  to  this  matter,  before  he  proceed  toother 
points :  but  on  the  other  hand,  your  Excellency  will 
give  the"  Spanifh  minifler  the  ftrongpft  afliirances, 
that,  this  obftacle  once  removed,  his  Majedy  is 
moll  fincerely  and  cordially  difpofed  to  enter  into 
amicable  difcuffion  of  other  matters  in  difpute;  lit^ 
tie  doubting,  but  that  a  confirmed  reciprocal  confi- 
dence would  naturally  point  out  expedients  to  fave  the 
honour  of  both  Kings,  adjuft  things  to  mutual  fatisfac- 
tion,  and  eflabli{b  a  harmony  £s  permanent  as  advanta- 
geous to  both  courts.  Nor  can  I  more  explicitly  en- 
force the  King's  real  fentiments  on  this  head,  than  by 
referring  your  Excellency  to  your  own  difpatches, 
•wherein  you  have  made  the  molt  conciliating  over- 
tures, particularly  in  that  of  the  3x11  of  Auguft 
Jaft,  which  I  cannot  more  properly  exprefs,  than  in 
your  Excellency's  own  words,  as  follows.  "  Ccrj- 
cerning  the  difputcs  about  the  coaft  of  Honduras,  1 
could  add  nothing  to  the  repeated  declarations  Ih^d 
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fnade  in  the  King's  name,  of  the  fatisfa6lion  with  which 
bis  Majefty  would  receive  any  juft  overture  from 
Spain  (upon  condition  that  France  was  not  to  be  the 
channel  of  that  conveyance)  for  terminating  arnica^ 
bly,  and  to  mutual  fatisfaftion,  every  reafonable 
complaint  on  this  matter,  by  propofing  fome  equi- 
table regulation  for  fecuring  to  us  the  long-enjoyed 
privilege  of  cutting  logwood  (an  indulgence  con- 
firmed by  treaty,  and  of  courfe  authorifed  in  the 
moft  facred  manner]  nor  could  I  give  Itronger  af- 
furances  than  the  part,  of  his  Majefty's  fteady  pur- 
pole  to  caufe  all  eftablifhments  on  the  logwood  coalis, 
(Contrary  to  the  territorial  jurii'diclion  of  Spain,  to 
be  rei-QOved/'  and  Ihould  your  Excellency  fee  the 
proper  moment  for  renewing  the  declarations  of  the 
fame  fort,  I  am  to  afiure  your  Excellency  of  his 
Majefty's  approbation  therein. 

In  order  to  prevent  any  perverfe  impreffions, 
which  Mr.  Pitt's  retiring  from  public  bufinefs,  at 
this  junfture,  might  occafjon,  it  is  prr^per  that  I 
fliould  aifure  your  Excellency,  that  the  mealures  of 
government  will  fuffer  no  relaxation  on  that  account; 
on  the  contrary,  I  may  venture  to  promife,  that  the 
idea  fuggefted  by  fomc  malevolent  perfons  at  home, 
and  perhaps  induflrioully  propagated  abroad,  of  the 
whole  ipirit  of  the  war  lublidujg  with  him,  inftead 
pf  difcouraging,  will  cnly  tend  to  animate  the. pre- 
sent miniftry  to  a  more  vigorous  exertion  of  their  . 
jpowers,  to  avoid  every  pofTible  imputation  of  inde- 

cifion 
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cifion  or  indolence,  which  ignorant  people  might 
fuggeft  :  and  the  exannple  of  the,  fpirii  of  t)ie  late 
meafures,  will  be  a  fpur  to  his  Majefly's  fcrvants  to 
perfevcre  and  to  ftietch  every  nerve  of  this  country, 
towards  forcing  the  enemy  to  come  into  a  fafe,  ho- 
nourable, and,  above  all,  a  lading  peace.  I  further 
have  the  pleafure  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that 
thp  moft  perfe6l  harmony,  mutual  confidence  and 
unanimity,  now  reigns  in  his  Majefty's  councils: 
with  a  thorough  determination  to  pufh  the  war  with 

'  fuch  vigour,  as  will,  it  is  hoped,  under  the  hand  of 
Providence,  procure  (till  farther  fuccelfes  to  thejuft 
caufe  for  which  this  country  drew  the  fword.  The 
King,  at  the  fame  time,  continues  to  be  difpofed, 
^vith  equal  moderation,  to  put  an  end  to  the  dread- 

^  ful  calamities  of  war,  the  moment  the  enemy  will 
li(len  to  f\ich  terms  of  peace  as  (hall  be  confillent 
with  his  Majefty's  honour  in  fome  degree  adequate 
to  the  fuccefTcs  of  his  arms,  and  calculated,  by  pro- 
mihng  permanency,  to  prcferve  mankirid  from  the 
various  difirelfes  and  mi  (cries,  which  have  been  fo 
fatally  experienced  during  the  courfe  of  this  cruel 
and  bloody  war.

That,  in  cafe  you  fhould  find  in- 
fuperable  objeftions  to  fuch  a  communication  as  is 
expelled  in  my  moft  fecret  letter  of  this  date,  and 
that,  in  lieu  thereof,  it  fhould  be  propofed  to  give 
his  Majefty  folemn  alTurances  of  the  innocence  of 
the  treaty  in  queftion  with  refpe£l  to  the  King's  in- 
terefts ;  in  fuch  cafe,  your  Excellency  is  nci  totally 
to  rejefl  the  alternative,  but  to  take  it  ad  referent 
diim  to  be  tranfniitted  to  your  court ;  provided  al- 
ways.

My  Lord, 

THE  furpriling  change  I  have  of  late  perceived 
in  General  Wall's  difcourie,  and  the  unlocked  for 
alteration  of  that  minifter's  fentiments,  with' regard 
to  the  prefent  fituation  of  this  country,  has  deter- 
mined me  to  difpatch  the  meffenger  Potter  to  Eng- 
land, that  your  Lordfliip  may  be  thoroughly  inform- 
ed of  the  haughty  language  now  held  by  this  court ; 
fo  different  from  all  the  former  profeflions  made  to 
nte  by  the  Catholic  King's  commands,  and  fo  dia- 
metrically oppofite  to  the  moft  folemn  and  repeated 
declarations  I  had  received  from  the  Spanifli  fecre- 
tary of  ftate,  of  a  thorough  refolution  to  maintain 
a  perfeft  harmony  and  good  correfpondence  between 
the  two  kingdoms,  fo  requifite  for  their  mutual  in- 
tereft  and  reciprocal  felicity. 

Such  ftrong  reports  of  an  approaching  rupture 
between  Great-Britain  and  Spain,  grounded  upon 
feveral  authentic  affurances  I  had' received,  that  fome 
agreement  had  been  fettled  and  figned  between  their 

Catholic 


Catholic  and  moil  Chriftian  Majefties,  determined 
me  to  enquire  minutely  into  this  affair;  and  there- 
fore, I  took  an  opportunity  of  mentioning  to  Mr. 
Wall,  that  notwithftanding  the  frequent,  and  even 
late  declarations  he  had  made  to  me,  concerning 
the  pacific  inclinations  of  Spain,  yet  I  could  not 
conceal  the  uneafinefs  it  gave  me,  to  hear  from  all 
parts,  both  within  thefe  kingdoms,  and  from  other 
countries,  that  a  treaty  had  not  long  (ince  been  con- 
cluded between  the  courts  of  Madrid  and  Verfailles, 
and  therefore  I  defired  his  Excellency  would  fatisfy 
my  doubts,  by  informing  me  whether  there  was  any 
ground  for  thefe  rumours ;  and  in  cafe  it  were  pof- 
ble,  after  all  that  had  paffed  between  us,  for  fuch 
a  convention  as  was  hinted  at,  to  have  been  con- 
cluded J  then  I  hoped  to  be  told  of  what  nature 
this  treaty  was,  whether  offenfive  or  fingly  dcfenfive, 
what  were  the  principal  conditions  contained  in  it, 
and  with  what  views  this  fudden  and  clofe  union  be- 
tween Spain  and  France  had  been  calculated:  for  I 
could  neither  hear  fuch  reports  with  indifference, 
nor  give  credit  to  the  truth  of  them,  without  an  ex- 
plicit avowal  thereof  from  his  Excellency's  mouth. 

Inllead  of  anfwering  me  directly.  General  Wall 
began,  by  faying,  that  the  King  his  mailer  had  rea- 
fon  to  think  the  conduft  of  England  unwarrantable; 
for  his  Catholic  Majefty  never  could  obtain  an  an- 
fwer  from  the  Britilh  miniftry,  to  any  memorial  or 
paper  that  was  fent  from  hence,  either  by  the  chan- 
nel 
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i\eIof  the  Count  of  Fuentes,  or  through  my  hands  f 
lie  told  me,  we  veie  intoxicated  with  all  our  I'uc- 
cefles,  and  a  continued  fcrie&of  vidorlcs  had  elaiect 
Us  fo  far,  as  to  induce  us  to  contemn  the  reafonable 
conceflions  France  had  confented  io  make  us  for  ar 
peace:  but  that  it  was  evident,  by  our  refufal  of  the 
Due  de  Choifeul's  propofals,  all  we  aimed  at  was, 
to  crufh  Spain,  to  drive  all  the  fubjeds  of  the  Chrif- 
tian  King,  not  only  from  their  ifiand  colonies  in  the 
new  world,  but  alfo  to  deftroy  their  feveral  forts 
and  fettlements  upon  the  continent  of  North  Ame- 
rica, to  have  an  eafier  tafk  in  feizing  on  all  the  Spa- 
mfti  dominion  in  thofe  parts,  thereby  to  fatisfy  the 
utmofl:  of  our  ambition,  and  to  gratify  our  un- 
bounded thirft  of  conqueft. 

After  M.  Wall  had  worked  up  his  anger  to  a  heighC 
I  had  never  before  feen,  he  then  faid,  with  uncom- 
mon warmth.  That  he  would  himfelf  be  the  man  tof 
advife  the  King  of  Spain,  fince  his  dominions  were 
to  be  overwhelmed,  at  lead  to  have  them  fcized  with 
arms  in  his  fubjeds*  hands,  and  not  to  continue  the 
paffive  vidim  he  had  hitherto  appeared  to  be  in  the 
eyes  of  the  world.  I  attended  to  this  difcourfe, 
"without  interrupting  the  thread  of  it ;  and,  at  the 
conclufion  of  it,  I  defired,  with  the  uimoft  ferenity, 
of  General  Wall,  to  give  meananfwer  to  thequef- 
tions  I  had  firft  flarted,  and  we  would  afterwards 
proceed  to  difcufs  what  his  Excellency  had  been  ex- 
patiating upon.  But  the  Spaniih  minifter  only  re- 
newed 


hewed  fome  of  his  former  exclamations,  by  inlift- 
ing,  that  we  had  fet  the  Spanifh  power  at  defiancie 
'during  this  war ;  that  we  had  attacked  and  plundered 
their  velfels,  infulted  their  coafts,  violated  the  neu- 
trality of  the  kingdoms,  encroached  upon  the  terri- 
torial jurifdiftion  of  his  Catholic  Majefty's  domi- 
nions in  America,  by  fortifying  ourfelves  in  an  ille- 
gal manner  in  the  bay  of  Campeachy  and  the  gulph 
of  Honduras,  ercfting  frelh  fettlements,  ahd  feizing 
on  logwood  in  a  moft  arbitrary  manner,  befides  de- 
nying the  Spaniards  a  right,  they  had  fo  long  claim- 
ed, to  fifli  upon  the  banks  of  Newfoundland;  nay^ 
even  wanting  to  put  the  Bifcayners  and  Guipuf- 
coans  on  a  worfe  footing  at  prefent,  with  regard  tck 
their  pretenfions  to  the  Bacallas  trade,  than  they  had 
been  by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht  and  that  of  1721, 
where  the  article  in  relation  to  them  was.,  That  thofe 
Spaniards  fhould  enjoy  quae  jure  Jibivindicare  pote-^ 
runt:  whereas  all  my  inftruftions  had  run  to  declare 
their  claim  to  be  ftale  and  inadmiffible;  and  finally^ 
to  alTert  that  England  hoped  the  Catholic  King  would 
revef  expe6l  this  facrifice  as  the  price  of  a  union, 
which  would  never  be  confented  to  on  thofe  terms. 

General  Wall  went  on,  by  faying.  He  perceived 
he  had  in  vain  given  hopes  to  his  ro^  mafter,  that 
a  proper  attention  would  be  paid  to  the  Spanilh  de- 
mands, and  juftice  be  granted  to  atone  for  the  re- 
peated grievances  of  his  Catholic  Majefty's  fubjefts; 
yet  he  wanted  to  know  where,  when,  and  how  it 

Vol.  III»  N  wa^ 
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\vas  to  be  expeQed,  fince  we  fhewed  no  regard  to  this 
country,  which  had  hitherto  withftood  all  the  advan- 
tageous offers  made  by  France  to  enter  into  the  pre- 
fent  war. 

Notwiihftanding  this  fecond  digreffion  of  his  Ex- 
cellency's, I  did  not  defift  from  my  point,  but  re- 
newed my  former  queftions,  by  alledging,  that  the 
bufinefs  I  came  about,  was  to  receive  fome  explicit 
anfwer  to  what  1  had  before  enquired  after.  At 
laft.  General  Wall  replied,  he  had  no  orders  to  ac- 
quaint me  with  any  meafures  but  what  he  had  for- 
merly communicated  to  me,  and  fignified  his  not 
being  at  liberty  ta  fay  any  more;  but  faid,  M.  de 
Fuentes  had  wrote  word  in  his  letter  of  the  2d  paft^ 
that  a  courier  was  to  be  fent  to  me,  and  whenever 
the  contents  of  thofe  difpatches  were  communicated 
to  him  (M.  Wall)  then  I  fliould  be  acquainted  with 
the  refolutions  of  Spain ;  for  his  Catholic  Majcfty 
did  not  doubt  of  my  receiving  inftruftions  relative 
to  tjje  Spanifh  paper  I  had  tranfmitted  in  my  letter 
of  the  31ft  of  Anguft. 

It  was  evident,  by  the  difpofition  the  fecretary  of 
ftate  was  in  during  this  whole  conference,  that  I 
Ihould  at  that  time  gain  no  ground  by  any  further 
enquiries  into  what  I  wanted  to  be  inftruBed  in.  I 
therefore  broke  off  here  j  and  after  having  paid  my 
court,  as  ufuaV,  with  the  reft  of  the  Amballadors,  to 
his  Catholic  Majefty,  I  returned  in  about  an  hour 
to  the  office^  under  pretence  of  fliewing  an  atten- 
tion 
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lion  I  always  pay  to  General  Wall,  when  I  intend 
fending  oiF  a  mefienger,  which  was,  to  defire  his 
Excellency  would  honour  me  with  any  commands 
he  might  have  for  England,  either  of  a  public  ot 
private  nature.  As  our  converfation  in  general  had 
been  too  interefting  (whilft  a  part  of  it  was  fo  myf^ 
teriousjfor  me  to  fend  home  an  exa6l  account  of  all 
that  had  paffed,  by  a  fafe  conveyance  j  I  let  thiis 
drop,  in  order  to  remove  the  former  topic,  and,  by 
fo  doing,  endeavour  to  procure  a  little  more  infight 
into  this  myfterious  bulinefs. 

The  Spanifh  minifter  began  in  his  former  ftrain, 
but  miultiplied  the  appearance  of  his  country's  griev- 
ances :  talked  of  its  being  time  to  open  tHeir  eyes, 
and  not  to  fuffer  a  neighbour,  an  ally,  a  parent, 
and  a  friend,-  any  longer  to  run  the  rifque  of  receiv- 
ing fuch  rigid  laws,  as  were  prefcribed  by  an  infult- 
ing  viftor:  his  Excellency  told  me,  the  court  of 
Verfailles,  after  having  communicated  to  the  Catho- 
lic King,  every  the  moft  minute  ftep  taken  during 
Mr.  Stanley's  negotiations  at  Paris,  and  M.  de 
Bulfy's  conferences  at  London,  had  determined  to 
publifh  to  the  whole  world,  the  mortifying  terms 
France  had  brought  itfelf  to  fubmit  to  for  the  fake 
of  peace  ;  and  to  make  known  the  arbitrary  unrea- 
fonable  demands  of  England,  which  fruflrated  the 
good  intentions  of  his  moft  Chriftian  King,  whofe 
humanity  had  made  him  confent  to  put  an  end  to  the 
war,  even  at  the  dear  price  of  yielding  fo  much  as 

Na  ho 
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he  had  brought  himfelf  to  agree  to,  in  order,  if  pof- 
fible,  to  fatisFy  the  ambition  of  Great-Biitain. 

I  thought  I  had  fufficiently  hftened  to  all  thefe  ac- 
cufations,  and  that  a  longer  filence  would  be  re- 
proachful.    I   muft  confefs,  the    allegations    men- 
tioned by  Mr.  Wall  in  the  fir  ft  conference,  were  fa 
unexpetied  to  me,  on  account  of  their  differing  fo 
•widely   from  all  prior  converfations  on  thofe  fub- 
'^eQ.s^  that  I  thought  it  more  prudent  then,  only  to 
attend  to  what  his  Excellency  afferted,  and    after- 
wards, by  afhort  abfeiice  from  his  clofer,  endeavour 
to  recoiled  the  fubftance  of  what  had  been  advanced, 
that  I  might  be  the  better  enabled  to  Rnfwer,  though^ 
I  feared,  not  to  convince,  the  Spanifh  minifter. 

I  began,  by  expreffing  my  furprife,  that,  when  I 
came  to  be  informed  of  a  ftep  fo  publicly  difcourfed 
pf  in  the  world,  I  could  not  obtain  the  fatisfaftion 
I   folicited   from  ane,  who   alone  could   clear  my 
doubts,  and  folve  my  queilions :  that  all  1  had  been 
able  to  find  out  was,  that  it  leemed  determined  to 
keep  me  in  the  dark;  and,  in  order  to  divert  my  at- 
tention from  the  fingle  point  I  wanted  to  be  inftruft- 
ed  in,  I  had  only  heard  a    complicated  heap   of 
grievances,  flung  out  with  a  view  to  deter  me  from 
perfevering  in  the  purfuit  of  getting  my  curiofity 
fatisfied.     Upon   that  I  went  methodically,  through 
the  various  fubjefts  that  had  been   ftarted  by  the 
Spanifh  fecretary  of  ftate,  infifting  on  the  firft  dif- 
cov^ry,  and   a  continued   poifelfion  of  the  New- 

fo:  mdland 
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foiindland  fifheiy,  by  the  King's  fubjeQs ;  whereas 
the  Spaniards  had  never  brought  any  proofs  to  back 
their  own  aflertions  to  a  claim  to  that  Hfhery,  whilll 
we  had  clearly  deduced  our  right  from  the  time  of 
Henry  VII. 

With  regard  to  the  logwood  trade;  a  conftant  en- 
joyment of  it  for  about  a  century,  having  been  con- 
firmed to  us  by  treaties  under  tlie  denominations  of 
an  indulgence  or  fuffrance,  made  it  a  legal  commo- 
dity: but  as  to  all  ufurped  fettlements,  I  had  often 
been  ordered  to  declare  the  King's  readinefs  to  have 
them  evacuated,  when  an  <^quitable  regulation  was 
fettled,  between  the  two  courts,  for  our  quiet  pof- 
feflion  of  that  valuable  branch  of  commerce. 

Then,  as  to  the  feveral  complaints  of  breaches  of 
neutrality,  pretended  confifcations  of  goods,  un- 
lawful feizures  of  Spanifh  veflels,  and  all  the  va- 
rious blended  grievances  I  had  heard  of  j  I  could 
only  anfwer,  in  general,  that  our  courts  of  law  were 
open  to  all  complaints,  and  though  parties  might  go 
from  thence  difTatisfied,  yet  the  ju (lice  of  thofe  courts 
of  judicature  had  never  been  impeached. 

In  relation  to  England's  views  of  forcing  our 
enemies  to  agree  to  fuch  terms,  as  we  thought  might 
infure  our  nation  from  the  apprehenfio;is  of  a  future 
war  ;  I  defired  to  know,  what  inftance  there  was  of 
any  country's  not  endeavouring  to  obtain  the  molt 
advantageous  conditions  for  itleif  at  a  peace,  efpe- 
cially  when  Providence  had  youchfafed  to  blcfs  a 

J^  righteous 
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righteous  caufe  with  fuccefs :  this  was  the  cafe  oF 
Great  Britain ;  we  were  boiind  by  ftrong  engage- 
ments to  fupportour  allies,  and  infilled  on  being  at 
liberty  to  fulfil  thofe  engagements'according  to  the 
extent  of  them  ;  whilft  we  determined  to  fettle  our 
empire  in  America  upon  fuch  a  footing,  as  fhould 
free  o\ir  colonies  there  from  encroachments,  and  not 
leave  them  to  be  liable  to  a  repetition  of  fuch  chi- 
canes from  the  French,  as  had  caufed  the  beginning 
of  thofe  diftucbances,  which  had  afterwards  extendi 
ed  themfelves  into  Europe. 

This  was  the  fum  of  my  difcourfe ;  and  when  I 
recurred  to  my  repeated  inftances  for  information 
concerning  the  treaty,  all  that  I  could,  with  diffi- 
culty, extort  from  General  Wall,  was,  that  his  Ca- 
tholic Mnjefty  had  judged  it  expedient  to  renew  his 
family  compafts  (thofe  were  the  exprefs  words)  with 
the  moft  Chriftian  King.  I  begged  to  know  when 
thofe  compads  had  been  agreed  upon  :  and  at  what 
time,  whether  very  lately,  or  fome  months  ago,  they 
had  received  a  frefh  fan£tion.  Here  the  Spanifli 
miniller  ftopt  fliort,  and,  as  if  he  had  gone  beyond 
v?hathe  intended,  he  faid,  that  the  Count  de  Fuen- 
tes  and  M.  BufTy  had  declared  to  his  Majefty's  Mi- 
nifters,  that  all  was  meant  to  be  communicated  to 
them;  and  although  I  continued  in  the  clol'et  fome 
fliort  time  after  that  declaration,  as  I  found  I  was  to 
expeft  nothing  but  a  repetition  of  the  fame  anfwer 
to  every  queftion  I  put,  I  determined  to  retire. 

This, 
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This,  my  Lord,  is  the  refult  of  my  enquiries,  and 
Jiere  the  bufmefs  refts  ^t  prefent. 

Two  (hips  have  lately  arrived  at  Cadiz,  with  very 
extraordinary  rich  cargoes,  from  the  Weft  Indies; 
lb  that  all  the  wealth  that  was  expeftedfrom  Spanifli 
America,  is  now  fafe  in  Old  Spain  ;  perhaps  this  cir- 
cumftance  h^s  raifed  the  language  of  the  Catholic 
King's  minifters,  added  to.  tije  progrcfs,  which,  we 
hear,  the  French  army  is  making  in  the  King's  elec- 
toral dominions,  and  the  fuccefs  that  has  attended 
^he  Auftrian  Qperations  in  Silefia.  I  have  long  ob- 
ferved  the  jealoufy  of  Spain  at  the  Britifh  conquefts; 
and  an)  now  convinced,  that  the  confcioufnefs  of 
this  country's  naval  inferiority,  has  occafioned  the 
foothing  declarations,  fo  repea'tedly  made,  of  a  de- 
fire  to  maintain  harmony  and  friendfhip  with  Eng-r 
land:  but  the  French  have  never  difcontinued  their 
flatteries,  whilft  they  folicitpd  a  jun6lion  of  forces, 
affuring  the  Spaniards,  that  even  the  figning  an  al- 
liance between  their  Sovereigns,  would  intimidate 
pur  court,  not  only  upon  account  of  our  being  ex- 
haufted  by  the  prefent  long  and  expenfive  war,  but 
by  our  having  felt  the  fatal  confequences  of  an  inter- 
riiption  of  otir  Spanifli  trade  during  the  laft  war.

My  Lord, 

ACCOUNTS  have  lately  been  tranfmitted  to  me, 
from  feveral  ports  of  Spain,  in  relation  to  the  mili-. 
tary  preparation  going  forward  in  this  kingdom  :  and 
the,  whole  difcourfe  runs  upon  an  approaching  rup- 
ture between  the  King  and  his  Catholic  Majelly. 

Tv7o  Spanifh  fhips  of  war  are  immediately  to  fail 
from  Cadiz ;  the  one  to  convoy  the  AlTogues,  and 
the  other  to  proteQ:  feveral  Dutch  veffels  freighted 
with  ammunition  ilores,  bound  to  Carihagena  in 
America. 

Eleven  large  fhips  of  the  line,  now  laying  at  Fer- 
rol,  are  rigged,  manned,  and  ready  to  put  to  lea  at 
a  fhort  warning,  together  with  two  frigates ;  one  of 
which  is  bound  to  the  South  Seas,  with  cannon  balls, 
powder,  and  many  other  implements  of  war. 

By  advices  from  Barcelona  I  hear,  that  two  of 
the  Catholic  King's  fhips  of  war  failed  from  .thence, 
the  end  of  laft  month,  with  two  large  barks  under 
their  convoy,  loaded  with  3500  barrels  of  gunpow- 
der, 1500  bomb  fiielis,  500  cherts  of  arms,  and  4 
confiderablc  quantity  of  cannon  balls  of  different 
dimenfions  :  which  cargo,  it  is  imagined,  is  deflined 
for  the  Spanifh  Weft  Indies ;  many  more  warlike 
Itores  are  ready  to  be  fhipped  from  Catalonia ;  and 

it 
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It  was  reported  an  embargo  was  laid  on  large  barks 
at  Barcelona  for  that  purpofe. 

Five  battalions  of  different  regiments  of  infantry, 
and  two  fquadrons  of  dragoons  are  at  Cadiz,  wait- 
ing their  final  orders  to  embark  for  America;  this 
corps  makes  in  all  about  3600  men. 

I  have  defired  bis  Majefty's  confuls  would  be  very- 
attentive  to  all  that  is  going  forward  in  the  feveral 
places  where  they  refide  j  and  that  they  would  not 
fail  fending  me  conftant  accounts  of  what  they  ob- 
ferved,  in  order  for  my  being  more  particular  in 
jny  intelligence  to  your  Lordihip, 

I  never  fee  General  Wall,  to  talk  upon  bufinefs, 
but  that  he  expatiates  upon  the  haughtinefs,  with 
v;hich  Great  Britain  has  long  treated  the  crown  of 
Spain  ;  as  if  we  imagined,  by  that  means  to  intimi- 
date this  country  from  purfuing  its  claims;  or  that 
we  fliould  thereby  avoid  doing  juftice  to  the  Catho- 
lic King,  concerning  our  ill  grounded  fettlements 
upon  the  logwood  coafts,  as  well  as  with  regard  to 
pur  denying  the  Spanifli  fubjefts  the  liberty  of  filh- 
jng  upon  the  Newfoundland  coafts.

The  military  preparations  in  this  kingdom,  arc 
yery  far  from  flackenit\g.  Sixteen  hundred  men, 
draughts  from  different  corps  of  infantry,  with  fe- 
yeral  officers,  entered  the  town  of  P'errol  the  be- 
ginning of  this  month:,  they  were  expelled  to  em- 
bark"  fliortly  for  the  Weft  indies,  and  are  to  be 
efcorted  by  three  fhips  of  the  line. 

A  regiment  of  foot  is  lately  gone  to  Majorca, 
and  another  has  orders  to  hold  itfelf  in  readinefs  to 
pQ  fent  to  the  fame  ifland. 

The  Spaniards  have,  at  pjrefent,  including  all-  their 
paval  force  in  America,  nineteen  'fliips  of  war  in 
thofe  feas :  I  have  heard  various  accounts  of  the 
Tiumber  of  frigates  which  attend  that  Weft  India 
fleet,  but  I  believe  there  are  not  fewer  than  fixtecn 
of  different  Cizcs. 

What  may  be  the  pltimate  rcfoluiion  of  this  court, 
no  one  can,  as  yet,  pretend  entirely  to  detemiine ; 
but  it  is  certain,  his  Catholic  Majefty  is  taking  every 
mcafure,  which  can  put  him  in  a  condition  to  be 
prepared  for  all  events.  It  is  difficult  to  attain  at  the 
real  truth  of  any  of  the  Spanifli  projects  ^  for  where 
one  man  only  is  confuUed,  fecrely  and  expedition 
muft  naturally  attend  the  execution  of  their  dcfigns.

I  AM  to  acquaint  your  Excellency,  that  it  is  re- 
ported in  the  city,  that  part  of  Admiral  Holmes*s 
fquadron  has  lately  ieized  fome  Spanifh  barks  at 
Monte  Chrifti,  laden  v/ith  fugar,  8zc.  and  has  treated 
them  as  if  they  were  legal  prize. 

Though  this  intelligence  is  .hitherto  unfupported 
]by  any  information  which  our  mod  diligent  enqui- 
ries can  colleft  at  the  Admiralty,  or  elfewhere,  yet 
I  had  the  King's  permiffion  to  fpeak  of  it  to  the 
Conde  de  Fuentes,  and  to  exprefs  his  Majefty's  con- 
cern upon  hearing  it;  to  which  L  added  his  Ma- 
jefty's affurances,  that  this  matter  fhall  be  moft  ilrictly 
enquired  into;  and,  fliould  the  fafts  alledged  prove 
true,  not  a  moment  fhall  be  loll  in  taking  fuch  fteps, 
as  it  is  not  doul^tcd,  will  thoroughly  fatisfy  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty  with  regard  to  the  unjuftifiable  and 
unauthorifed  conduct  of  any  of  his  fervants  upon 
this  occafion  :  and  that  noihing  might  be  omitted 
which  could  lead  to  a  fpeedy  and  thorough  know-

General  Wall,  on 
the  lOth  at  night,  fent  me  two  letters,  one  an  office- 
copy  and  tranflation  of  which  are  diftinguiflied  C 
and  D  ;  the  other  by  a  private  letter  in  his  own  hand. 
I  had  prepared  fome  very  long  difpatches  for  your 
Lordfliip,  relating  all  particulars,  but  I  was  denied 
poft-horfes  to  fend  a  meffenger,  even  to  afk  for  paff- 
ports  from  the  court  of  Portugal ;  and  M.  de  Lla- 
nos, who  is  juft  gone  from  me,  has  owned,  in  the 
moft  polite  terms,  that  I  could  not,  by  any  me- 
thod, fend  any  perfon  whatever  to  any  part  of  Spain, 
for  I  know  I  am  furrounded  with  their  fpies.  I 
would,  if  it  were  pofiible  for  me,  fet  out  imme- 
diately for  the  frontiers  of  Portugal,  the  neareft 
town  of  which  kingdom  is  240  miles  from^  hence  ; 
and  fuch  are  the  roads,  that  no  carriage  can  go  it 
under  nine  days ;  but  I  am  at  this  moment  and 
have  been  for  fo  long,  fo  exceffively  out  of  order, 
that,  were  I  to  attempt  going  from  hence  even  fo 
foon  as  1  could  get  mules,  which  all  thofe  who  fur- 
nifh  them  feem  to  try  to  delay  my  doing,  my  deplo- 
rable Ctuation  is  fuch,  that  I  fhould  be  forced  to 
flop  at  fome  village  near  Madrid,  without  being  able 
to  get  forward :  however,  I  have  tried  at  a  method 
I  do  not  mention,  for  fear  of  this  letter  being  de- 
cyphered,  to  convey  the  whole  intelligence  to  Ad- 
miral- Saunders,  General  Parflow,  and  the  Confuls.

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Mr.  Porten,  feeing  how  ill  I  am,  has  promifed  to 
fet  out  forthwith  for  Lifbon ;  and  by  him  I  fnall  be 
able  to  have  the  letters  forwarded  which  I  have  now 
ready.  I  propofe  difpatching  a  raeflenger  when  I 
do  get  into  Portugal,  with  a  great  number  of  let- 
ters for  your  Lordfliip.  The  meflengcr  being  to  fet 
but  fo  foon,  I  have  not  time  to  add  more,

Afi  anfwer  concerning  the  treaty:  as"  well  as  to 
know  the  intention  of  Spain  w'ith  regard  to  Great 
Britain, 

Nothing  could  more  eflentiaily  give  real  fatisfac- 
tion  to  his  Majefty,  than  my  procuring  Juch  an  anf- 
wer, as  might  contribute  to  the  continuation  of  that 
friendly  intercourfe,  \yhich  it  is  not  more  the  ihtc- 
reft  of  both  crowns  to  maintain,  than  it  is  the 
King's  lincere  defire  to  cultivate.

Translation  of  a  Note  delivered  to  the 
Earl  of  Egremont,  by  the  Count  de  Fuen- 
TES,  Dec.  25,   1761. 

THE  Count  de  Fuentcs,  the  Catholic  King^s 
ambaflador  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  has  jull  re- 
ceived a  courier  from  his  court,  by  whom  he  is  in- 
formed, that  my  Lord  Briftol,  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty*s  ambafTador  at  the  court  of  Madrid,  has  faid 
to  his  Excellency  M.  Wall,  minifter  of  ftate.  That 
he  had  orders  to  demand  a  pofitive  and  categorical 
anfwer  to  this  quellion,  viz.  If  Spain  thinks  of  ally- 
ing herfelf  with  France  againft  England  ?  and  to 

declare^ 


tiectare,  at  the  fame  time,  he  fhould  take  a  refufal 
to  his  demand  for  an  aggrellion  and  declaration  of 
war;  and  that  he  (hould,  In  confequence^  ht 
obliged  to  retire  from  the  court  of  Spain.  The 
above  minifter  of  (late  anfsvered  him.  That  fuch  a 
ftep  could  only  be  fuggefted  by  the  fpirit  of  haughti- 
tiefs  and  of  difcord,  which,  for  the  misfortune  of 
mankind,  ftill  reigns  but  too  much  ,in  the  Britifii 
Government :  That  it  was  in  that  very  moment  that 
the  war  was  declared,  and  the  King's  dignity  vio* 
lently  attacked;  That  he  might  retire  how  and  when 
he  fhould  think  proper. 

The  Count  de  Fuentes  is,  in  confequencCj  or- 
dered to  leave  the  court  and  the  dominions  of 
England;  and  to  declare  to  the  Britifh  King,  to  the 
Englifii  nation,  and  to  the  whole  univerfe,  That 
the  horrors  into  which  the  Spanifh  and  Englifh  na- 
tions 'are  going  to  plunge  themfelves,  muft  be  at- 
tributed only  to  the  pride  and  to  the  umneafurable  am-^ 
hitioriy  oj  HIM  [this  is  another  compliment  paid  to 
Mr.  Pitt,  by  another  Spaniih  minifter]  who  has  held 
the  reins  of  government ^  and  who  appears  Jlill  to  hold 
them^  although  by  another  hand :  That  if  his  Catholic 
Majefty  excufed  himfelf  from  anfwering  on  the  treaty 
in  queftion,  between  his  Catholic  Majefty,  and  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  which  is  believed  to  have 
been  figned  the  15th  of  Auguft,  and  wherein  it  is 
pretended  there  are  conditions  relative  to  England, 
he  had  very  good  reafons ;  Firft,  The  King's  dig- 
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niry  required  him  to  manifeft  his  jufl  rtfcnlmcntdf 
the  little  management,  or  to  fpeak  more  properly^ 
of  the  infiihing  manner,  with  which  all  the  affairs  of 
Spain  hkve  been  treated  during  Mr.  Pitt's  admini- 
ftraiion  ;  who,  findins^  himfelF  convinced  of  the 
juftice  vhich  (upported  the  King  in  his  pretenfions, 
his  ordinary  and  lalt  anfwer  was.  That  he  would  net 
relax  in  any  thing,  til}  the  Tower  of  London  was 
taken  fword  in  hand. 

Bcfides,  his  Majclty   was   much  fiiockcd  to  hear 
the  haughty  and  imperious  tone,  with  which  the  con- 
tents of  the  treaty  were  demanded  of  him.     If  the* 
refpc 6  due  to  his  royal  Majefly,  had  been  regarded,, 
explanations  fnight  have  been  had  without  any  diffi- 
culty ;  the  minilfers  of  Spain  might  have  faid  frankly 
to  thofe  of  England,  wiiat   the   Count  de   P'uentes, 
by  the  King's  exprefs  orders,  declares  publicly,  viz. 
Thai  the  faid  treaty  is  only   a   convention  between 
the  family   of  Bourbon,  wherein   there    is    nothing 
which  has  the  lead  relation  to  the  prefcnt  war  :  That: 
there  is  in  it  an  article  for  the  mutual  guaranty   of 
the  dominions  of  the  two  Sovereigns;  but  it  is  fpe- 
cified  therein,  that  that  guaranty  is  not  to  be  un- 
derftood  but  of  the  dominions  which  fliall  remain  to 
France,  after  the  prel'ent  war  fliall  be  ended :  That 
although  his  Catholic  Majefty  mighthave  had  reaforr 
to  think  himfelf  offended,  by  the  irregular  manner 
in  which  the  memorial  was  returned  to  M.  de  Buffy, 
minifler  of  France,  which  he  had  prefented,  for  ter- 
minating, . 
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iriihsting  the  differences  of  France  and  England,  at 
the  fame  time  with  the  war  between  this  laft  and 
France,  he  has  however  diffembledj  and  from  an 
effeft  of  his  love  of  peace,  eaufed  a  memorial  to 
be  delivered  to  my  Lord  Briftol,  wherein  it  evidently 
demonilrated,  that  the  ftep  of  France,  which  put 
'the  rainiller  Pitt  into  fo  bad  humour,  did  not  at  all 
offend  either  the  laws  of  tieutrality,  or  the  fincerity 
of  the  two  Sovereigtis :  That  further,  from  a  frefli 
proof  of  his  pacific  fpirit,  the  King  of  Spain  Wrote 
to  the  King  of  France,  his  coufin.  That  if  the 
union  of  intereft,  in  any  manner  retarded  the  peace 
with  England,  he  confented  to  feparate  himfelf  from 
it,  not  to  put  an  obftacle  to  fo  great  an  happinefs; 
But  it  was  foon  feen  that  this  was  only  a  pretence; 
on  ths  part  of  the  Englifli  minifter:  For,  that  of 
France,  continuing. hi^  negotiation,  without  making 
any  mention  of  Spain,  and  propofing  condition^ 
very  advantageous  and  honourable  for  England,  the 
minifler  Pitt,  to  the  great  aftonidiment  of  the  uni-^ 
Veri*,  rejefted  them  with  diidain;  and  fhewed,  at 
the  fame  time,  his  ill-will  againft  Spain,  to  the  fcan- 
dal  of  the'  fame  Britifh  council ;  and  unfortunately* 
he  has  fuccceded  but  too  far  in  his  pernicious  defigrii 
This  declaration  made.^  the  Count  de  Fuentes  de- 
fires  his  Excellency,  my  Lord  Egremont,  toprefent 
his  moft  humble  refpeOs  to  his  Britannic  Majcftyj 
and  to  obtain  for  him  paflports,  and  all  other  facili-i 
ties,  forhim,  his  family,  and  all  his  retinue,  to  go 
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out  of  the  dominions  of  Great  Britain,  without  an/ 
trouble,  and  to  go  by  the  fhort  pafTage  of  the  fea^- 
which  feparates  tbeno  fronv  the  continent. 

Translation  of  the  Answer  to  the  Count 
DE  Fuentes,  by  the  Earl  oy  Egremont, 
Dec.  31,  1761. 

THE  Earl  of  Egremont,  liis  Britannic  Majefty's 
fccretary  of  ftate,  having,  received  from  his  Excel- 
lency the  Count  de  F'uentes,  ami)afl"ador  of  the  Ca- 
tholic King  at  the  court  of  London,,  a  paper,  in 
which,  befides  the  notification  of  his  recall,  and 
the  demand  of  the  neceflfary  pafTporfs  to  go  out  of 
the  King's  donainions,  he  has  thought  proper  to  en- 
ter into  what  has  juil  paffed  between  the  two  eourtSj, 
with  a  view  to  nrake  that  of  London  appear  as  the 
fourceof  all  the  misfortunes  which  may  enfue  from 
the  rupture  which  has  happened.  In  order  that  no 
body  may  be  miflcd,  by  the  declaration  which  his 
Excellency  has  been  pleafed  to  make  to  the  King, 
to  rhe  Englifh  nation,  and  to  the  whole  univcrfe  ; 
fiotwiihftandir.g  the  infinuation,  as  void  of  founda- 
tion as  of  decency,  of  the  fpirit  of  haughtinefs  and 
of  difcord,  which  his  Excellency  pretends  reigns  in 
the  Britifli  government,  to-  the  misfortune  of  man- 
kin<d;  and,  notwithftanding  the  irregularity  and  in- 
deeeney  of  appealing  to  the  Englifh  nation,  as  if  it 
could  be  fepapated  from  its  King,  for  whom  the 
molt  determined  ferttiments  of  love^  of  duty,   and 
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«T  confidence,  are  engraved  in  the  hearts  of  all  his 
lubjetls;  the  faid  Earl  of  Egremont,  by  his  Ma- 
jefty's  order,  laying  afide,  in  this  anfwer,  all  fpirit 
of  declamation,  and  of  harfhnefs,  avoiding  every 
off'enfive  word,  which  might  hurt  the  dignity  of  So- 
vereigns, without  Hooping  to  inveBives  againft  pri- 
vate perfons,  will  confine  himfelf  to  fatls  with  the 
jnoft  fcrupulous  exaQnefs:  and  it  is  from  this  re- 
prefentation  of  fa,^s,  that  he  appeals  to  all  Europe, 
and  to  the  whole  univerfe,  for  the  purity  o^  the 
King's  intentions,  and  for  the  fincerity  of  the  wiflies 
his  Majefty  has  not  xreafed  to  niake^  as  well  as  for 
the  moderation  he  has  always  fhewed,  though  in 
yain,  for  the  maintenance  of  friendfhip  and  good 
underftanding  between  the  BritiQi  and  Spanifli  na- 
tions. 

The   King  having  receiver!  undoubted  informa- 
tions. That  the  court  of  Madrid  had  fecretly  con* 
trafted  engagements  with  that  of  Vcrftiilles,  which 
the  miniRcrs  of  France  laboured  to  reprcfent,  in  all 
the  courts  of  Europe,  as  ofFenfive  to  Great  Britain; 
and  combining  thefe  appearances  with  the  ttep  which 
the  court  of  Spain  had,  a  little  time  before,  taken 
towards  his  Majefty,  in  avowing  its  confent,  (though 
that  avowal  had  been  followed  by  apologies)  to   the 
memorial  prefented  the  23d  of   July,  bytheSieurde 
Buff'y,  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  moft  Chriftian 
King,  to  the  King's  fecretarj  of  ftate ;  and  his  Ma- 
jefty having  afterwards  received  intelligence,   fcarce 
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admitting  a  doubt,  of  troops  marching,  and  of  mi- 
litary preparations  making  in  all  the  ports  of  Spain, 
judged  that  his  dignity,  as  well  as  his  prudence,  re- 
quired.him  to  order  his  ambafifador  at  the  court  of 
Madrid,  by  a  difpatch,  dated  the  28th  of  06lober, 
to  demandy  in  tcrnu^  the  moji  meafiiredy  kciueve?-,  the 
mojl  amicable  y  a  communication  of  the  treaty  .recency 
concluded  between  the  courts  of  Madrid  and  VerfailltSy 
or,  atlcafl^  of  the  articles  -which  might  relate  to  the  in- 
tercfl  of  Great  Britain;  And,  in  order  to  avoid 
every  thing  which  could  be  thought  to  imply  the  lead 
flight  of  the  dignity,  or  even  the  delicacy,  of  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  the  Earl  of  Briftol  was  autho- 
,  rifed  to  content  himfelf  with  affurancesy  in  cafe  the 
Catholic  King  offered  to  give  any,  that  the  faid  en- 
gagements did  not  contain  any  thing  that  was  con- 
trary to  the  friendfiiip  which  fubfifted  between  the 
two  crowns,  or  that  was  prejudicial  to  the  interefts 
of  Great  Britaip,  fuppofing  that  any  difficulty  was 
Tnadey  of /liezuing  the  treaty.  The  King  could  not 
give  a  lefs  equivocal  proof  of  his  dependance  on  the 
good  faith  of  the  Catholic  King,  than  in  fliewing 
liim  an  unbounded  confidence  in  fo  important  an 
affair,  and  which  fo  efientialiy  interelled  his  own 
dignity,  the  good  of  his  kingdoms,  and  the  happi- 
nefs  of  his  people. 

How  great  then  was  the  King's  furprife,  when  in- 
{lead  of  receiving  the  juft  fatisfa6tion  which  he  had 
a  right  to  expert,  he  learnt  from  his  ambaffador,  that, 

having 
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Slaving  addrefled  himfelf  to  the  minifter  of  Spain, 
for  that  purpofe,  he  could  only  draw  from  hinn  a  re- 
fufal,  to  give  a  fatisfadory  aiifwer  to  his  MajeHy's 
ju{b  requifiiions,  which  he  had  accompanied  with 
terms  that  breathed  -nothing  but  haughtinefs,  animo- 
•iity,  and  menace,  and  which  feemed  fo  Rrongly  to 
^verify  the  fufpieions  of  the  unamicabie  diipofuion  of 
the  court  of  Spain,  that  nothing  Icfs  than  his  Ma- 
j-efty's  moderation,  and  his  refolution  taken  to  make 
all  the  efforts  poifiblc,  to  avoid  the  misfortunes  infe^ 
parable  from  a  rupture,  could  determine  him  to  make 
a  lafl.  trial,  by  giving  orders  to  his  ambailadur,  to 
addrefs  hijidelf  to  t-lic  minifter  of  Spain,  to  dchre 
h'lm  to  inform  h\m  of  the  intentions  of  the-court  of 
Madrid,  towards  that  of  Great  Britain,  in  this  con- 
juncture, if  they  had  taken  engage! uents,  or  formed 
the  defign  to  join  the  King's  enemies -in  the  pr  ftnt 
war,  or  to  depart  in  any  manner  from  the  neutraHty 
they  had  hitherto  obfervcd;  and  to  make  that  niini- 
•  iter  fcnfible,  that,  if  they  periiiled  in  refuhng  all  fa- 
lisfaclion,  on  demands  ib  jnU,  lb  neceffary,  and.  fo 
jnterefting,  the  King  could  not  but  confider  fuch  a 
refufal  as  the  moft  autheniic  avowal,  that  Spain  had 
taken  her  part,  and  that  there  only  remained  for  his 
Majefty,  to  take  themeaiurcs,  which  his  royal  pru- 
dence fliould  dictate,  for  the  honour  and  dignity  of 
his  crown,  and  for  the  profperity  and  profettion  of 
iiisp£ople:    and  to  rccal  hisarabalfador. 

O  4  Unhappily 
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Unhappily  for  the  public  tranquillity,  for  the  in* 
tereft  of  the  two  nations,  and  for  the  googl  of  man- 
kind, this  laft  ftepwas  as  fruitlefs  as  the  preceding 
ones:  the  Spanilh  miiiiftcr,  keeping  no  furiher  mea- 
fures,  anfwered  drily,  "  That  it  was  in  that  very 
moment,  that  the  war  was  declared,  and  the  King's 
dignity  attacked,  arid  that  the  Earl  of  Briftol  might 
retire,  how,  and  when,  he  fliould  think  proper.'* 

And  in  order  to  iet  in  its  true  light,  the  declara-, 
tion,  '*  That,  if  the  refpe£l  due  to  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty  had    been    regarded,  explanations, might   have 
been  had  without  any  difficulty  ;  and  that  the  mini- 
fters  of  Spain   might  .have    faid  frankly,  as  M.  de 
Fuentes,  by  the  King's  exprefs  order,  declares  pubr 
lickly.  That  the  faid  treaty  is  only  a  convention  be- 
tween the  family  of  Bourbon  ;  wherein  there  is  no- 
thing which  has  the  lealt  relation  to  the  prefent  war ; 
and  that  the  guaranty,  which  is  therein  fpecified,  is 
not  to  be  underflood  but  of  the   dominions  which 
fhall  remain  to  France   after  the  war."      It  is  de- 
clared, that  very  far  from  thinking  of  being  wanting 
to  the  rtfpeft  acknowledged  to  be  due  to  crowned 
heads,  the  inftrutlions  given  to  the  Earl  of  Briftol 
have  always  been,  to  make  the  rcquifuions  on  the 
fubjeO;  of  the  engagements    between   the   courts  of 
Madiidand  Verfaillcs,  with  all  the  decency,  and  all 
the  attention  poffible  :  and  the  demand  of  a  catego- 
jrical  anfwer  was  not  made,  till   after  repeated  and 
•the  moft  flinging  refufals  to  give  theleaft  faiisfaftion, 

ancJ 
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and  at  the  laft  extremity.  Therefore,  if  the  court 
of  Spain  ever  had  the  defign  to  give  thisfo  neceflary 
fatisfa61ion,  they  had  not  the  leaft  reafon  that  ought 
to  have  engaged  them  to  defer  it  to  the  moment  when 
jt-could  no  longer  be  of  ufe.  But,  fortunately, 
the  terms  in  which  the  declaration  is  conceived,  fpare 
us  the  regret  of  not  having  received  it  foonerj  for 
it  appears,  at  firfl  fight,  that  the  anfwer  is  not  at  all 
conformable  to  the  demand.  We  wanted  to  be  in- 
formed, If  the  court  of  Spain  intended  to  join  the 
French,  our  enemies,  to  make  war  on  Great  Bri- 
tain ;  or  to  depart  from  their  neutrality?  Whereas 
the  anfwer  concerns  one  treaty  only,  which  is  faid 
to  be  of  the  i5ih  of  Auguft;  carefully  avqiding  to 
fay  the  leaft  word  that  could  explain,  in  any  manner, 
the  intentions  of  Spain  towards  Great  Britain,  or 
the  further  engagements  they  may  have  contrafted 
IP  the  prefent  crifis. 

After  a  deduflion  as  exa6l  as  faithful  of  what  ha$ 
paffed  oetween  the  two  courts,  it  is  left  to  the  im- 
partial public  to  decide,  which  of  the  two  has  aL 
ways  been  inclined  to  peace,  and  which  was  deter- 
mined on  war. 

As  to  the  reft,  the  Earl  of  Egremont  has  the  ho- 
nour to  acquaint  his  Excellency  the  Count  de  Fuen- 
tes,  by  the  King's  order,  That  the  necelfary  pafP- 
ports  for  him  {hail  be  expedited ;  and  that  they  will 
not  fail  to  procure  him  all  polfible  facilities  for  his 
paftage  to  the  port  which  he  Ihall  think  nioft  con' 

lenient, 
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The  following  Anecdote  was  published, i*j; 
ALL  the  Public  Prints,  about  a  Year  af- 
ter Mr.  Pitt's  Resignation'. 

«  THE  King  of  Pruflia,  by  means  of  Lord  Chat- 
bam,  obtained  the  pardon  of  George  Keith,  Lord 
Marefchal  of  Scotland,  from  the  late  King  George. 
Lord  Chatham  improved  upon  this ;  and  as  Lord 
Jvlarefchal  was  well  known  to  the  grandees  of  Spain, 
and  they  believed  him  to  be  in  their  intereft;  as  at 
that  time  he  was  the  PrufiTian  minifler  at  that  court, 
they  communicated  the  Family  compact  to  him,  and 
he,  as  in  duty  bound  to  his  new  Sovereign,  corsmu- 
yiicated  the  fame  to  Lord  Chatham,  then  Mr,  Secre- 
tary Pitt.  This  alludes  to  Lord  Chatham's  being 
ferialnly  apprized  of  the  ftcret.  When  his  Lordr- 
fliip  propofcd  the  feizing  ihe  galleons,  he  was  op-r 
pofed  in  council,  and  fneered  at  by  Lord  Bute  in 
particular;  and  being  quelticncd. concerning  his  iiv 
formation,  he  with  reluBance,  fliewcd  the  letters 
from  Lord  Marefchal.  Upon  which  the  late  Lord 
Hardwicke  obferved,  that  a  halter  was  once  round 
that  nobleman's  neck,  but  now  mo^e  fure;  alluding 
to  his  returning  to  Spain,  where  they  would  put  hira 
to, death.  Lord  Marefchal  was  then  on  fnipboard  at 
Porlfmouth,  on  his  way  to  Spain  ;  Lord  Egremont 
jvrote  to  him  upon  which  he  returned  and  went, 
by  the  way  af  Holland,  to  his  government  at  Neuf 
Chattel,  without  going  to  Spain^  where  he  has  eve-r 
.'  bceu 
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been  fiiice  ;  the  end  proved  the  information  truc^ 
and  that  Lord  ChathaiD's  plan  was  what  ought  to 
have  heen  adopted," 

Whatever  truth  there  may  be  in  the  above  anec- 
dote, it  is  certain,  that  Mr.  Stanley,  while  at  Pari^, 
in  the  year  17J60,  where  the  Family  Compaci  was  ne- 
gotiated, trauTniitcd  to  Mr.  Pitt  a  tolerable  goojd 
Recount  of  it,'  and  a  coniplUe  copy  oi  that  part  which 
molt  materially  alfeded  Great  Britain.  He  left  Fa- 
ris,  as  may  be  feen  by  the  papers  relative  to  the  ne-r 
gotiation,  on  the  20th  of  September.

being  necelTary  that  he  fliould  be  invefted  with  the 
Enfigns  of  the  faid  Order,  which  are  tranfmitted  to

GUADALOUPE     TO     HIS     FrIEND     IN     LONDON, 

August,  1760. 

THE  different  opinions  of  the  people  concern- 
ing the  value  of  Canada,  and  ihe  value  of  Guaia- 
loupe  to  Great  Britain,  have  occafioned  many  dif- 
putes  in  private  and  public,  in  which  private  views 
have  too  often  influenced  the  debate. 

Thofe  who  are  for  acquiring  all  Canada,  and  giv- 
ing up  Guadaloupe,  and  every  thing   elfe,  argue  in 
this  manner:   That  no  terms  with  the  French  can  be 
fecure   or  lafting ;  at  the  very  time  they  are  making 
a  peace,  they  are  contriving  how  to   break  it,  and 
•will  do  fo  as  foon  as  any  opportunity   occurs  to  do 
it  to  advafttage  :  That  we  entered  into  the  war  only 
upon  account  of  America:  That  the  French  invaded 
our  properties  there,  and  were   long  contriving  to 
do  it;  now  that  we  have  beaten  them  out  of  all  that 
country,  what  we  did  never  claim,  as  well  as  what 
we  did  claim,  therefore  we  ought  to  keep  all  Ame- 
rica, as  thegreateft  acquifuion  we  can  make,  or  ever 
was  made  j  for  if  we  allow  them  the  fmalleft  footing 
even  in  Canada  itfelf,  we  can  never  be  fecure  they 
will  not  drive  us  out  of  that  country  :  That  the 
trade  of  North  America  is  the  great  fountain  of  all 
the  Britifh  wealth  and  power;  that  of  late  years  it 
furnifhes  and  employs  fo  many  fhips  and  fo  many 
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failors,  makes  fo  great  a  confumption  of  the  pro- 
duce of  Great  Britain,  fends  fo  much  of  its  pro- 
duce to  the  fugar  ifland?,  and  pours  in  fuch  a  tide  of 
■wealth  from  the  Weft  Indies  upon  Britain,  as  ena- 
bles her  to  make  the  figure  (lie  now  does  to  the  reft 
of  the  world:  That  if  all  North  America  were  her 
own,  ftie  could  be  drawn  into  no  more  wars  onthatac- 
count ;  our  trade  there  would  rife  to  the  higheft  pitch  • 
and  that  country  fo  cxtenfive,  fo  rich,  and  full  of  fo 
many  lakes  and  rivers  fit  for  navigation,  would  foon 
raife  the  power  and  naval  ftrength  of  Great  Britain 
to  a  degree  beyond  any  power  on  earth.  That  the 
fur  trade  might  be  entirely  our  own  ;  that  one  fhip 
of  the  Hudfon  Bay  Company  is  often  fo  rich  as  to 
bring  home  more  value  than  ien  fugar  fliips :  That 
we  have  fufficiency  of  the  fugar  iflands  already ; 
That  Jamaica  alone,  if  it  were  properly  cultivated, 
can  afford  more  fugar  than  England  wants ;  it  fends 
home  near  40,000  hogdieads  every  year,  when  the 
third  part  is  not  cultivated:  That  Guadaloupe  is  a 
place  of  no  fignificancy  compared  with  Jamaica, 
and  C'iuld  add  very  li  lie  ftrength  or  wealth  to  Great 
Britain:  That  the  French  have  long  outdone  us  in 
the  hats;  a  trade  that  we  may  have  entirely  to  our^ 
felves  by  acquiring  Canada;  and  that  if  we  leave 
the  French  the  fmalleft  footing  or  pofteftion  there, 
■ye  never  can  be  fecure  or  fafe  in  the  reft,  we  have 
done  nothing,  but  muft  be  always  liable  to  repeat  the 
fame  expence, 

'  Thofc 
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Thofe  who  wifh  the  keeping  of  Guadaloiipe  an- 
fwcr  as  follows :  That  Guadaloupe  we  certainly  have, 
and  that  Canada  we  have  not;  the  fate  of  it  is  dill 
dubious:  That  all  the  reafoning  before  mentioned  is 
lophiftical  and  unfolid ;  That  the  advantages  of 
North  America  f.  Britain,  exclufive  of  Canada,  are 
very  great :  why  join  them  all  to  Canada,  of  itfelf 
worth  little  or  nothing,  but  to  give  it  weight,  which 
it  has  not  of  iifelf  ?  If  our  barrier  in  America  fliall 
be  fixed  by  treaty  to  the  certain  limits  we  infill  upon, 
and  Cape  Breton  retained  or  demolifhed,  we  are  in 
a  much  better  fituation  there  than  ever  j  which  would 
render  America  of  much  more  advantage  to  us  than^ 
it  was  in  former  times,  and  more  fecure  ;  nay,  as 
fecure  as  the  inilability  of  human  affairs  can  admit: 
the  benefit  of  North  America  to  Britain  does  not 
depend  upon  Canada  at  all  j  it  is  a  frothy  and  falie 
argument,  Canada  can  add  nothing:  but  firft,  a  lit- 
tle improvement  of  the  fur  trade,  which  might  be  in 
very  great  perfeftion  without  it*  Secondly,  pre- 
venting the  French  from  difturbing  us  in  that  quar- 
ter of  the  world  for  fome  time  ;  and  even  that  argu- 
ment is  equally  ftrong  for  taking  the  Mifliffippi, 
otherwife  itis  not  conclufive. 

But  as  it  is  argued,  that  the  French  will  never  be 
at  peace  with  us,  it  mult  follow,  that  when  they 
cannot  make  war  in  America  they  mull  dillurb  us  in 
Europe;  now  let  thofe  gentlemen 'anfwer,  Whe- 
ther we  have  more  advantage  over  the  French  by  a 
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war  in  America,  or  a  war  in  Flanders,  when  tbejr 
have  Oftend,  Sec.  in  their  hands.  The  prefent  war 
compared  with  thofe  of  King  William,  Queen  Anne, 
and  the  war  in  1744,  foon  folves  that  qiieilion. 
The  fugar  trade  is  far  preferable  to  the  fur  trade. 
What  does  a  few  hats  Cgnify,  compared  with  that  ar- 
ticle of  luxury,  fugar;  the  confumption  of  fugar  is 
daily  increafing  both  in  America  and  Europe,  and 
become  one  of  the  neceflaries  of  life.  Jamaica  has 
not  encreafed  in  fugars  thefe  thirty  years  paft,  and 
never  can  encreafe  much,  as  the  greateft  part  of  it 
is  fo  mountainous  that  it  is  not  capable  of  culture, 
and  cannot  anfwer  the  expence  in  many  places  of 
carrying  the  fugars  over  the  mountains  to  be  fhipt; 
though  they  have  made  a  monopoly  for  thcmfelves 
of  that  commodity  of  a  long  time  paft,  they  muft 
now  be  the  more  reluftant  to  part  with  it. 

It  is  our  fugar  iflands  that  raife  the  value  of  North 
America,  and  pours  in  fuch  wealth  upon  the  mo- 
ther country.  The  more  we  have  of  thofe  iflands, 
America  becomes  from  that  caufe  the  more  import- 
ant and  valuable,  and  England  the  richer.  In  Ame- 
rica we  have  more  than  enough  ;  in  the  fugar  iflands 
a  great  deal  too  little :  the  nearer  they  can  be  pro- 
portioned to  one  another  the  better  for  both,  and 
the  more  trade  and  wealth  for  England.  The  fur 
trade  does  not  employ  the  hundredth  part  of  the 
Ihipping  and  feamen,  that  the  fugar  trade  does. 

The 
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The  having  all  North  America  to  ourfelves  by  ac- 
quiring Canada   dazzles  the   eyes,  and   blinds   the 
underitandings  of  the  giddy  and  unthinking  people, 
as  it  is  natural  for  the  human  mind  to  grafp  at  every 
appearance  of  wealth  and  grandeur:  yet  it  is  eafy  to 
difcover  that  fuch  a  peace  might  foon  ruin  Britain. 
The  acquifition  of  Canada  will  in  the  end  be  deftruc- 
tive  to  us ;  becaufe  fuch  a  country  as  North  America^ 
ten  times  larger  in  extent  than  Britain,  richer  foil 
in   moll  places,  all  the   different   climates  you  can 
fancy,   all  the    lakes  and  rivers  for  navigation   one 
could  wifh,  plenty   of  wood   for   fhipping,  and  as 
much  iron,  hemp,  aud  naval  (lores  as   any  part  of 
the  world,  fuch  a  country,  at  fuch  a  diilance,  could 
never  remain    long  fubjeft   to  Britain  :    you   have 
taught  them  the  art   of  war,  and  put  arms  in  their 
hands,  and  they   can   furnifh  themfelves  with  every 
thing  in  a  few  years  without  the  aflTiflance  of  Britain. 
They  are  always  grumbling  and  complaining  againft 
Britain,  even  while  they  have  the  French  to  dread  ; 
what  may  they  not  be  fuppofed  to  do,  if  the  French 
are  no  longer  a  check  upon  them?  You  muft  keep 
a  moft  numerous  (landing  army  to  overawe  them  ; 
thefe  troops   will   foon  get  wives  and  po(re(Iions, 
and  become    Americans.     Thus,  from    thefe  mea- 
fures,  you  lay  the  farefl:  foundations  of  unpeopling 
Britain,    and     ftrengthening    America    to    revolt: 
a  people  who  mud  become  more  licentious  from, 
their    liberty,    and    more    fa6lious    and   turbulent 
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from  the  diftanceof  the  power  that  rules  them  :  One 
muft  be  very  little  converfant  in  hiftory,  aod  totally 
unacquainted  with  the  paflTions  and  the  operations  of 
the  human  mind,  who  cannot  forefee  thefe  events  as 
clearly  as  any  thing  can  be  difcovercd  that  lies  con- 
cealed in  the  womb  of  time.  It  is  no  gift  of  pro- 
phecy: it  is  only  the  natural  and  unavoidable  con- 
fequences  of  fuch  and  fuch  mcafures  :  and  mud  ap- 
pear fo  to  every  man  whofe  head  is  not  too  much 
affeded  with  popular  madnefs,  or  political  enthuCafm, 

But  without  dipping  too  deep  in  futurity,  pray 
what  can  Canada  yield  to  Britain,  in  this  or  any 
fubfequent  age,  but  a  litde  extenfion  of  the  fur 
trade?  Whereas  Guadaloupe  can  furnifli  as  much 
fugar,  cotton,  rum,  and  coffee,  as  all  the  iflands 
we  have  put  together,  and  confume  a  va{t  quantity 
of  the  Britifti  and  American  produce,  from  which 
trade  the  {hipping  and  naval  ftrength  of  Britain  muft 
greatly  increafe:  without  any  allowance  for  the  cin- 
namon trade,  which  of  itfelf  may  bring  a  good  deal 
of  weahh  to  the  mother-country,  as  we  have  the 
vild  cinnamon  in  common  with  the  other  iflands ;  fo 
we  have  alfo  the  true  genuine  cinnamon  trice,  and 
have  fcnt  home  to  England  famples  of  it,  as  good 
as  any  the  Dutch  have. 

The  confumption  of  fugar  is  daily  increafing  both 
in  Europe  and  America,  and  we  cannot  at  this  day 
jfcrve  ourfelves  with  that  article;  but  are  we  not  to 
endeavour  to  ferve  foreign  markets  if  we  can  ?  Did 

ever 
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tvcr  the  French  bring  half  fo  riiuch  Wealth  to  their 
country  from  hats,  as  from  their  fugar  iflands?  To 
fay  we  have  fugar  enough,  is  to  fay  we  have  trade 
enough,  a  new  doctrine  truly  ;  and  if  fo,  what  ufe 
have  we  for  Canada?  In  a  word,  it  is  moft  obvious 
to  every  impartial  eye,  that  the  increafe  of  the  fu- 
gar iflands  is  particularly  the  intered  of  Britain  :  (he  is 
there  too  weak,  and  as  iliofe  iflands  bring  moft  wealtii 
both  to  Britain  and  America,  fo  from  their  weak- 
nefs  they  can  never  be  in  any  danger  of  revolting; 
and  that  every  perfon,  as  foon  as  he  can  make  a  for- 
tune there,  comes  home  to  the  mother  country  and 
enjoys  it;  witnefs  the  number  of  the  proprietors  of 
the  fugar  iflands,  that  reiide  at  London,  and  many 
of  them  lit  in  Parliament.  If  they  dread  Guada^ 
loupe  as  a  rival  to  their  private  intereft,  they  muft  at 
the  fame  time  own,  it  is  a  great  acquihtion  to  the  pub- 
lic wealth  and  (trength.  Thus  Guadaloupe,  one  of 
the  greaicft  acquifitions  ever  Britain  made,  acquires 
many  powerful  enemies  from  private  views,  and  ha* 
nothing  to  plead  but  her  public  utility  and  advan- 
tage, often  found  too  feeble  an. opponent  to  the  pri- 
vate intercll  cf  a  few. 

But  to  conclude,  nothing  can  fecure  Britain  fo 
much  againft  the  revolting  of  North  America,  as 
the  French  keeping  fome  footing  there  to  be  a  check 
upon  them.  If  the  peace  be  made  with  any  tolerable 
attention  to  our  barrier  in  America,  as  we  may  be 
moft  certain  it  will,  France  muft  ever  after  be  an 
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enemy  too  feeble  to  be  dreaded  in  that  corner  of 
the  world.  But  if  we  were  t9  acquire  all  Canada, 
we  {hould  foon  find  North  America  itfelf  too  power- 
ful and  too  populous  to  be  long  governed  by  us  at 
this  diftance.  We  have  often,  too  often,  wafted  our 
blood  and  treafureto  raife  up  other  powers  to  wealth 
and  ftrengih ;  who  have  too  ofterubecome  our  ene- 
mies; and  therefore  it  were  much  to  be  wifhed  that 
we  could  take  warning,  and  do  fo  no  more. 

Guadaloupe  is  fuppofed  to  be  capable  of  produc- 
ing at  leaft^  100,000  hogfheads  of  fugar  every  year. 
Whereas  all  the  Britilh  iflands  are  not  upon  an 
average  fuppofed  to  exceed  the  following  calculation ;

Dear  Sir,  Hayes,  June  2,  1763. 

HAVING  declined  accompanying  Sir  John  Sea- 
bright  in  prefentirg  the  addrcis  from  Bath,  tranf- 
mitted  to  us  jointly  by  the  Town  Clerk,  I  think  it  on 
all  accounts,  indifpenfably  necelfary  that  I  (hould 
inform  you  of  the  reafon  of  my  condud.  The  epi-^ 
thet  of  adequate  given  to  the  peace  contains  a  def- 
cription  of  the  conditions  of  it,  fo  repugnant  to  my 
unalterable  opinion  concerning  many  of  them,  and 
fully  declared  by  me  in  parliament,  that  it  wasasim- 
pollible  for  me  to  obey  the  corporation's  commands 
in  prefenting  their  addrefs,  as  it  was  unexpe^ed  tq 

receive 
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receive  fuch  a  commifTion.  As  ta  my  opinion  of  the 
peace,  I  will  only  (ay  that  I  formed  it  with  (incerity 
according  to  fuch  lights  as  my  little  experience,  and 
fmall  portion  of  underftanding,  could  afford  me.

ANECDOTE  of  LORD  BUTE. 

"  A  CERTAIN  noble  Lord  (Lord  Bute),  who 
has  uttered  many  extraordinary  things,  upon  obferv- 
ing  the  warm  profcflions  of  duty  and  affeftion  to  our 
Sovereign,  in  which  every  part  of  the  kingdom  ri- 
valled another  at  his  acceflion,  faid,  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords  in  1^1,  that  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  pe- 
culiar fituation  in  which  he  found  hjmfelf,  to  pre- 
vent the  Nation's  complimenting  away  its  liberties 
to  a  Kiiig  who  was  fo  much  beloved.  It  is  to  be 
hoped,  th?  noble  Lord  was  miftaken,  if  he  thought 
the  people  of  England  would  ever  put  his  good  of- 
fices to  the  trial ;  but  his  adminiftration,  either  j&ro- 
per  or  delegated^  has  not  given  a  proof  that  they 
might  have  been  relied  upon, 

"  Ever  fince  this  Favourite,  whofe  influence  did 
rot  begin,  and  has  not  ended  with  the  high  office  he 
refigned  in  1763,  took  the  afcendant  at  court,  pre- 
rogative and  the  power  of  the  Crown,  have  been 
founded  in  a  manner  of  which  there  is  no  example, 
fince  the  Houfe  of  Hanover  came  to  the  throne, 
their  pofleffion  of  which  is  a  perpetual  tribute  to 
the  paramount  rights  of  the  people,  by  whofe  free 
choice  it  was  conferred.  Writers  have  been  hired, 
not  to  defend  the  prerogative,  for  it  was  not  in- 
vaded ;  not  to  maintain  it,  for  it  was  not  difputed  ; 
but  to  fcrew  it  up  beyond  the  limits  within  which 
the  conftitution  has  circumfcribed  it ;  and  an  incli-

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nation  has  been  vifibly  manifeftcd  to  extend  the 
royal  influence  and  authority  in  a  manner  as  dan- 
gerous as  furprifing.  It  has  become  fafliionable  to 
regret  that  the  prerogative  was'in  too  low  a  ftate ; 
and  the  imprudence  oF  juvenile  politicians,  intoxi- 
cated with  premature  preferment,  ha.>}  not  fcruplcd 
to  avow  a  defign  formed  to  raife  the  power  of  the 
Crown.  When  •  there  are  fuch  alarming  appear- 
ances, the  guards  of  the  conftitution  fhould  reft 
upon  their  arms,  and  the  friends  of  liberty  have 
their  eyes  about  them."

I  AGREE  with  my  friend  Lord  Barrington  in 
thinking,  that  Britain  did  not  fhine  in  the  produftion 
of  Generals  laft  war  :  and  I  muft  add  that  my  friend. 
General  Howard,  was  among. the  number  of  thofc 
who  might  as  well  have  been  filent  on  that  fubje6l. 
I  fuppofe  the  fting  of  refletUon  went  the  deeper, 
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from  the  confcioufnefs  of  the  juftice  of  the  aCTertion. 
If  the  qualifications  requifite  for  a  foldier  confilled 
in  inventing  numberlefs  returns — waiting  paper  and 
ink,  buckhng  a  ihoe,  cocking  an  hat,  cutting  the 
bejts  and  pouches,  adjufting  their  exatl  fymmetry 
and  colour,  and  retting  a  firelock,  with  the  toe  two 
inches  one  way  or  another,  then  I  believe  General 
Howard,  -and  the  oiher  Generals,  who  ferv^'ed  in 
Germany,  would  be  among  the  firft-rate  in  the  pro- 
feflion. 

The  attention  paid  in  England  to  the  above  mi- 
nutiae, is  infinitely  too  minute  ! — In  confequence  of 
which,  young  Gentlemen,  on  entering  the  fefvice, 
think,  that  the  whole  profeifion  they  are  to  learn, 
confifts  in  dreffing  en  militaire,  being  punctual  at 
parades,  underftanding  the  manual  exercife,  and 
learning  to  be  a  martinett.^ — They  fee  nothing  elfe 
attended  to  by  their  fuperior  officers,  and,  of  courfe, 
conclude  it  is  the  fum  total  of  military  knoxifhdge  ! — . 
Their  fuperior  officers  never  dream  of  inculcating 
the  necefijty  of  learning  how  to  take  advantage  of 
ground,  in  forming  encampments,  attacks,  polling  . 
troops,  erefting  batteries,  in  forming  magazines,  and 
bakeries,  in  fuch  convenient  places,  and  with  fo 
much  prudence,  as  to  be  at  hand  to  furnifli  troops 
with  forage,  and  with  bread,  at  the  fame  time  that 
they  may  not  ferve  to  betray  the  intended  move- 
ments of  an  army  to  an  enemy,  or  be  in  danger  of 
being  taken  or  deflroyed.    Likewife  in  ftudying  how 
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to  take  advantage  of  the  overfight  of  an  enemy, 
leading  their  troops  into  ambufcades,  while  endea- 
vouring to  avoid  falling  into  any  laid  by  them,  G?c. 
(3c.  For  which  purpofe,  the  being  mafter  of  the 
Grecian  and  Roman  hiftories — of  the  great  Duke 
of  Marlborough's  and  glorious  Prince  Ferdinand's 
campaigns^  is  the  only  education  capable  of  teach- 
ing an  officer  how  to  command  an  army,,  and  lead 
it  to  repeated  vi6lorics. 

I  would  not  be  underftood  to  mean,  that  the  ma- 
nual exercife,  and  the  drelTing  of  foldiers  to  appear 
military,  is  not  to  be  attended  to — far  from  it — no 
troops  are  fit  to  take  the  field,  unlefs  they  have  been 
well  drilled — it  is  the  bufinefs  of  commanding  offi- 
cers of  regiments  to  fee  that  properly  performed. 
What  I  complain  of  is,  that  this  is  the  only  bufinefs 
which  is  attended  to.  After  a  young  man  has  proved 
himfelftobe  agood  adjutant,  he  finds  his  charafter 
Juffic  entl^  eftablifhed  to  obtain  preferment ;  and  he 
need  give  himfelf  no  trouble  to  (hew  he  has  likewife 
been  learning  the  way  to  command,  >^nd  conda6t  a 
corps  in  the  face  of  an  enemy,  with,  honour  and 
glory. 

1  revere  the  memory  of  the  late  Duke  of  Cum- 
berland !  The  army  had  not  the  appearance  of  fol- 
diers, till  he  dreflcd  it,  and  made  good  regulations. 
I  revere  his  memory,  for  his  fteady  revolution  prin- 
ciples 1  for  his  bravery  !  for  his  having,  under  God, 
quafhed  rebellion,  and  thereby  refcued  us  from  alj 
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the  horrors  of  Popery  !  and  for  his  unalterable  re- 
gard for  our  happy  conftitution! — yet  as  his  military 
kpowledge  never  went  beyond  that  of  an  adjutant, 
he  Mas  unable  to  condu6l  a  great  army — he  could 
lead  troops  gallantly  into  action,  but  then   he  was 
ignorant  how  to  difpofe  their  different  atticks,  fo  as 
to  perplex  his  enemy,  and  penetrate  their  line  with 
advantage — how  to  fuftain  his  attacks,   if  repulfed, 
or  cover  their  retreat  if  defeated  !  witnefs  Fonte- 
noy,  where,  if  it  had  not  been  for  Lord  Crawford, 
no  retreat  would  have  been  effe6led  !   witnefs  Halt- 
enbeck,  where  he  gained  a  vidory,  and' the  eneniy 
were  on  the  route !  flying  in  confufion  !  but,  by  his 
not  advancing  his  cavalry  in  time,  they  rallied,  and 
he  had  that  victory   turned  into  a  total  defeat !     I 
would  not  have  rnentioned  the   Duke  of  Cumber- 
land, if  I  had  not  been  under  a  neceflity,  by  way  of 
accounting  for  the  too  minute  attention  to  the  minu- 
tiae, fliewn  (fince  his  time)  by  officers  of  the  firil 
rank.     The  Duke  began  it,  by  taking  more  trouble 
when  in  the  field,  about  how  the  officers  were  to  be 
polled  when  the  line  was  to  be  turned  out  of  compli-m 
ment — how  they  were  to  be  drelled — the  men  ac- 
coutred, ^c.  ^c.  than  in  learning  how  to  diftrefs  the 
enemy,  or  conduft  the  campaign  ;  let  any  one  read 
his  orderly  books — compare  them  with  Prince  Fer- 
dinand's !  and  iAm  judge  how  very  differently  they 
employ  their  thoughts !  this  has  led  all  our  Generals 
to  follow  his  example !   his  Majefty  is  now  confirm- 
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ing  it !  witnefs  the  parade  about  notbitig  !  attending 
to  trifles !  altering  the  way  of  wearing  fafhes,  as  if 
that  was  of  coiife queue e  firffici cut  to  excite  the  atten- 
tion of  a  great  King!  his  officers  of  rank  take  no 
notice  of  the  regimental  officers  fliannefuily  negleft- 
ing  to  pay  attention  to  their  men  in  their  firings — 
how  do  they  level  their  pieces  ?  Into  the  air  !  if 
they  make  a  noife,  'tis  enough,  though  they  aim  at 
the  clouds ;  I  Itood  on  the  flanks  at  moft  of  the  re- 
views, and  I  can  fwear  that  three-fourths  prefented 
fp  as  to  have  gone  over  houfes,  net  in  their  platoon, 
or  grand  civifion  firings,  but"  in  running  fiies,  which 
rcpreicnt  reiil  aBion,  and  therefore  ought  to  be  mofi 
attended  to-/— for  if  men  get  a  praiBice  of  doing  fo 
at  exercif",  they  will  hardly  aim  better  when  bullets 
whiftlc  about  their  ears.  Now,  to  bring  all  I  have 
faid,  home  to  the  general  ojicers^  and  by  way  of  prov- 
ing their  military  education  to  have  been  fad/y  neg~ 
tedledy  let'  us  take  a  view  of  the  appearance  thole 
made  who  were  laft  war  in  Germany,  and  by  the 
few  following  fpecimens,  judge  of  their  warlike  abi- 
lities. And,  firft,  ,1  muft  except  dead  Lord  Granhy 
frorri  the  cenfure  1  am  about  to  pafs  on  the  other 
Generals — 

"  Let  others  '^ail  the  r'fing  fun — • 

"  I  bow  to  tha*^  whole  courfe  is  run,     Garrick, 

To-do  him  juftice,  he  took  pains  in  Germany  to  learn 
his  profefljon  j  and  the  difpofition  he  made  of  his 
battalions  the  evening  of  the  day  preceding  Fiiiing- 
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houfen  (campaign  1761)  will  ever  prove  his  having 
been  a  foldier :  The  great  Prince  Ferdinand  com- 
mended it  in  the  mofl;  flattering  manner,  namely,  by 
noi  altering  it. 

If  G — 1  H — d  had  confined  himfelf  to  his  co- 
mifariat  bufinefs  laft  campaign,    he  would  have  been 
more  in  hisjphere :  He  woul^  not  have  peftered  the 
troops  under  his  command,  by  requiring  numberlefs 
trijling  returns,  nor  have   created  fuch   confuiioii 
among  thie  cavalry  at  the   battle  of  Wiltielmldali. 
Let  me  remind  him  of  the  manner  he  made  the  ca- 
valry gallop  in  column  through  the  thick  wood,  and 
afterwards  through  the  intervals  of  the  battalions, 
and  likewife  that  by  his  method  of  forming  the  line  to 
the  front,  while  the  whole  column  (of  twenty-three 
fquadrons)  was  on  a  gallop,  if  the  cnemy'syoMr-yco?^ 
fquadrons  had  immediately  attacked  us,  no  one  can 
anfwer  what  confequence  his  unmeaning  hurry  and 
ignorance  might  have  produced  !  There  is  no  ne- 
cefTity  for  my  readers  being  military  men  to  under- 
ftand  the  blunders  I  am  going  to  deteft.     The  ex- 
perienced General  was  at  the  head  of  twenty-three 
fquadrons,   in  column,  (that  is,  fquadron  following 
fquadron)  on  a  full  gallop.     He  was  arrived  on  the 
plain — was  to  form  the  line  to  the  front.     Inftead  of 
ordering  the  leading  Iquadron  to  advance  very  flow, 
and  keep  inclining  much  to, the  right,  in  order'for 
the  rear  fquadrons  to  overtake  the  front  ones,  and 
to  have  fufficient  ground  to  form  on,  allowing  an 
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interval  of  the  fpace  of  a  fquadron  between  each 
fquadron ;  and,  in  order  that  when  the  line  w  as 
formed,  the  fquadrons  might  be  frefh  to  charge  with 
vigour;  I  fay,  inftcad  of  the  above  condu6l,  the 
great,  felf-important  General,  to  llicw  his  courage, 
notwithllanding  the  line  was  forming  to  the  front, 
kept  advancing  at  a  trotj  with  hardly  any  inclination 
to  the  right,  by  which  means,  as  the  fquadrons  came 
at  full  (peed  up  to  drefs  with  the  right,  they  had  not 
ground  ajiough  on  the  left,  and  found  themfelves 
without  proper,  indeed  without  any,  intervals !  AH 
the  horfes  quite  blown  !  panting!  and  the  fquadrons 
aU  in  a  confufed  heap !  He,  feeing  the  confufion, 
and  not  knowing  how  to  retlify  it,  kept  roaring ; 
bis  aid-du-camps  galloping  from  one  fquadron  to 
another.  I  could  not  avoid  frailing  to  fee  him 
bawling  till  he  fqcaked  !  Fortunately  indeed  he  foon 
became  unintelligible  j  and  the  fquadrons  (by  the 
right  ones  taking  ground)  regained  their  proper  in- 
tervals, when  he  no  longer  perplexed  them  !  I  wifh 
Lord  George  Germaine  had  feen  the  wood  the  ca- 
valry galloped  through  that  day  !  crouded  with  great 
trees  and  thick  brambles!  no  trace  of  path  !  as  the 
Infantry  marched  in  the  roads  when  the  cavalry 
pafled  them — very  different  from  the  open  firwood 
of  Minden  !  that  infurmouniable  obllacle  to  Lord 
George  !  For  ipy  own  part,  1  think  his  Lordfliip 
iliewed  bad  policy  when  he  lately  fought  the  duel 
vith  Governor  Johnilone.     If  his  reilraining  the 
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cavalry  at  Minden  had  proceeded  from  perfonal 
cowardice,  the  world  would  have  allowedyowej&zjfy  to. 
have  remained  mixed  with  their  contempt ;  but  lince 
it  proceeded  from  a  perfonal  envious  pique  to  the 
greatejl  general  in  the  world;  and  by  that  infernal 
pique  twenty  French  battalions  (at  ieaft)  made  their 
efcape  ;  the  greateft  infamy  is  too  flight  a  punifh- 
ment !  Yet,  conformable  to  the  praftice  of  the  times, 
I  expe6t  to  hear  of  ihat  man  being  foon  taken  into 
royal  favour  ;  fince,  like  Lord  Sandwich,  he  has  the 
ftrongt  ft  recommendation  to  introduce  him  to  the 
confidence  of  Si pious  prince— -that  of  not  deserv- 
ing IT  ! 

I  Ihall  pafs  over  G 1  M— ft— n,  with  only  fay- 
ing, he  had  fome  merit  by  not  pretending  to  be  a  fol- 
dier !  But  thoiigh  his  falling  afleep  on  horfeback  (at 
the  head  of  twelve  Britifti  battalions),  twelve  Britilh 
fquadrons,  on  the  return  from  Welda,  two  days  after 
the  battle  of  Warburg,  campaign  1760,  had  very 
nearly  expofed  thofe  troops  to  have  been  demo- 
liftied,  or  taken  prifoners  by  flopping  the  march  a 
full  hour,  and  as  the  whole  army  of  France  were  on 
the  banks  of  the  Dymel,  an  hour  after  the  corps 
pafted  it.  I  ftiall  make  no  other  comment  on  his 
conduct  than  that,  if  drinking  and  talking  bawdy 
could  have  qualified  him,  none  could  have  excelled 
him ! 

As  to  Lords  P — m — ke,  T — nfti — d.  Generals 
Sa— f~dj  Dou— 1— s,  &c.  &c.  they  really  were  fo 
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infignificant  in  the  military  way,  that  they  did  no- 
thing worthy  of  notice ;  yet  I  give  them  in  prefe- 
rence to  the  other  generals,  fincc  they  were  fo  mo- 
deftly  confcious'of  their  ignorance,  that  they  under- 
took no  command  in  whiclv  they  could  poflibly  ex- 
pofe  ihemfelves.  Tiiey  pretended  to  no  knowledge 
or  folicitude  about  the  ^matter  ! 

I  muft  next  remind  General  W-I-gr-ve  (now  a 
noble  E.)  of  his  manoeuvres  the  forenoon  of  ihC  bat»« 
tie  of  Warburg.  The  cavalry  pafied  by  his  in- 
fantry at  the  village  of  Coibecke,  at  eight  in  the 
morning  of  that  day  (that  village  is  about  five  or  fix 
meafured  miles  from  Warburg),  and  though  the 
enemy  were  not  all  quite  palfed  over  the  river  Dy- 
mel  at  three  in  the  afternoon  (31  It  July,  1760),  it 
vaswather  pafl  that  hour  before  General  W-l-g  ve's 
regimeiits  of' ififantry  came  up:  Whereas,  if  they 
had  been  up  in  time  to  have  followed  Prince  Ferdi- 
Band's  plan,  thofe  regiments  would  have  taken  Che- 
valier de  Muy's  flying  troops  in  the  flank  of  their 
defeated  colums,  by  crblfing  the  Dymel  below  the 
hill  of  Difemberg,  and  they  would  have  done  great 
fervicc;  but  by  General  W-1-g-ve's^  having  marched 
in  line  through  high  (landing  corn  (feven  or  eight 
feet  high  ! )  his  men  were  harraOed,  fatigued,  de- 
layed :  Whereas,  if  he  had  marched  in  a  column, 
the  field-pieces  of  thefirit  battalion  would  have  trod 
ddwH-a  path  for  the  remainder  of  his  battalions,  and 
would  have  faved  three  hours  Ipent  in  ridiculous 
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manceuvres.  I  acquit  the  noble  General  as  to  his 
bravery  ;  his  military  ideas  never  went  beyond  the 
wheelings  on  the  parade  at  Whitehall  and  Hyde- 
park  ;  fo  he  thought  his  forming  the  line  miles  from 
an  enemy,  &:c.  Ihewed  his  warlike  abilities.  Icannoi 
take  my  leave  of  General  W-l-g-ve  without  remind- 
ing his  Lordfhip  of  his  manner  of  harrafGng  the  re- 
giments that  formed  his  corps  needlefsly.  He  ufed 
to  poll  an  officer  and  twenty  men  on  almoft  every 
molehill  in  the  country,  tind  that  too  without  the 
fmallcll  neceility  of  prudence.  A  General  ought 
always  to  take  care  npt  to  fix  a  poll  where  it  either 
could  not  be  fupported  in  time,  if  attacked,  or  could 
not  retire  with  fafety  to  the  main  body;  yet  when 
he  was  commanding  a  corps  of  four  battalions  and 
fcven  fquadrons,  fome  huflars,  and  light  artillery,  on 
the  Wefer,  the  end  of  the  campaign  1761,  he  de- 
tached a  poft,  confiding  of  two  fubalterns  and  thirty 
infantry,  and  ditto  of  cavalry,  commanded  by  a  cap- 
tain of  the  latter,  at  a  village  four  miles  from  camp, 
where  they  could  jiot  pofiibty  be  fupported  in  time, 
and  where  they  might  have  been  attacked  before 
they  could  have  known  that  an  enemy  was  within 
twelve  miles  of  them,  fince  the  pod  was  in  a  val- 
ley, by  the  fide  of  a  rivulet,  a  thick  wood  came 
down  clofe  to  the  oppofite  banks  of  the  little  dream, 
and  the  wood  extended  back  for  twenty  miles;  fo 
that  during  the  night,  thoufands  of  the  enemy  might 
have  advanced  under  cover  of  it,  clofe  to  the  centi- 
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Dels,  without  a  pofTibHity  of  being  difcovered  by  the 
detachment  till  they  were  among  them,  and  round 
them.  Fortunately  the  enemy's  negleft  faved  ihat 
poft.  No  thanks  to  the  General's  prudence.  A 
Serjeant  and  twelve  of  his  own  regiment  had  been 
carried  off  from  that  village  a  day  or  two  before  he 
fent  the  detachment. 

I  fhall  conclude  with  General  C-nw-y,  and  only 
remind  him  of  the  night  before  Prince  Ferdinand 
came  up  with  the  army  when  the  General  com- 
manded at  Zoelt,  the  opening  of  the  campaign 
1761.  The  General  that  evening  ordered  the  troops 
to  ftrike  tents  and  form  the  line  ;  and,  by  way  of 
great  alertnefs,  would  not  allow  his  infantry  to  lie 
down,  or  his  cavalry  to  difmount,  though  at  that 
moment  no  enemy  were  nearer  him  than  Unna,  two 
days  march  diftant :  However,  the  morning  brought 
up  Prince  Ferdinand  to  relieve  the  troops  from 
needlefs  hardfhips  ! — I  had  almoft  forgot  another 
anecdote,  relative  to  that  General's  command  at 
Zoefl :  after  having,  like  General  W-l-g  ve,  polled 
numberlefs  detachments,  he  gave  out  in  orders  that 
•*  the  commanding  officers  of  regiments  fhould  catch 
the  prefent  favourable  opportunity  of  exercifing  their 
men;"  but  on  their  remonftrating,  that  •'  if  all  their 
pofts  were  relieved  at  onccy  then  while  the  relief  was 
out,  there  would  only  remain  jujl  ten  men  per  regi^ 
nent  of  cavalry  in  camp.'*  He  was,  I  believe, 
afliamed  of  his  not  confidering  the  number  of  his 
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pofts,  fincc  he  retra6led  his  orders  for  exercifing. 
I  will,  however,  do  general  C  nw-y  the  juftice  to 
fay,  that  I  believe  he  would  have  made  a  very  good 
General  iC  he  had  not  been  fpoilt  by  his  education 
under  the  Duke  of  Cutiiberland — he  there  learnt 
fiddle-faddle,  and  a  minute  attendance  to  the  minu- 
iicc,  infinitely  below  the  notice  of  any  man  above 
the  rank  of  a  colonel — yet  it  is  the  only  knowledge 
of  our  Generals,  or  of  the  rifing  Duke  of  Gloucef- 
ter,  or  of  his  Majefty  !  Every  officer  who  ferved 
in  Germaiiy,  knows  that  the  term  of  Britifh  Gene- 
rals was  a  term  of  reproach  and  of  uiiiverlal  ridi- 
cule !  If  the  King  goes  on,  attending  only  to  trifles, 
he  will  ruin  the  Englifii  Generals  pafl:  redemption! 
The  moment  a  man  becomes  a  General  he  ought 
that  inftant  to  forget  the  miraUicSy  and  think  only  of 
the  proper  qualities  rcquifite  to  form  the  commander 
of  an  army. 

I  would  not  have  Lord  Barrington  plume  himfelf 
with  the  idea  that  he  has  got  me  on  his  fide.  I  be- 
lieve he  made  his  remark  not  through  any  defire  to 
reform  our  Generals,  but  merely  to  excufe  the  King 
for  having  no  commander  in  chief,  by  .alledging, 
that  none  of  them  were  fit  for  that  high  office; — 
now  I  think  any  of  them  much  fitter  for  it  than  he 
is.  He  has  not  the  fmallcft  pretenfions,  is  ignorant 
of  even  the  low  minutice  of  the  fervice ;  and,  joined 
to  that  ignorance,  he  has  a  bad  heart.  There  is  not 
an  officer  in  the  whole  army  but  who  detefts  him. 

He 
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He  has  made  it  his  Iludy  to  difgufl  iheiti,  by  paying 

no  attention  to  tl\eir  fcrvices,  by  obliging  thofe  wha 

•were  old,  inHrm,  and  dilabled,  to  dilpofe  of  their 

comniifiions  for  half  the   fums,  which  young  men 

•were  ready  and  defirous  to  give  them,   (and  .would 

have  thought  themfclves  obliged  by  being  allowed  to 

give  them)  the  hard-earned  wages  of  the  old  officers 

lives,  in  return  for  the  lofs  of  every  human  coiiffort ! 

In  fhort,  his  Lordlhip  is  confidered  by  the  army  as 

being,   in   every  fenfe,  an  objeB  of  contempt  and 

abhorrence !

GIBRALTAR. 

IN  Chapter  XV.  mention  is  made  of  Mr.  Pitt's 
willingnefs  to  reftore  Gibraltar  to. Spain,  upon  cer- 
tain conditions,  of  the  utmoft  importance,  at  that 
time,  to  Great  Britain.  It  is  prcfumed,  that  the 
reader  will  not  be  difpleafed  to  fee  it  Hated  here,  as 
an  hiftorical  fa61,  that  this  idea  was  far  from  being 
novel.  The  cabinet  of  King  George  the  Firft,  not 
only  entertained  the  fame  opinion,  of  deriving  a 
great  national  advantage  from  the  ceflion  of  that 
fortrefs  to  Spain,  but  that  Prince  went  much  fur- 
ther :  He  wrote  a  letter  to  the  King  of  Spain  upon 
the  fubjeft.  The  cabinet  of  Madrid  conftrued  this 
letter  into  an  ^bfolute  promife  of  that  ccffion.  And 
the  performance   of   this   promife    was    afterwarda 

demanded 
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demanded  by  the  court  of  Spain,  in  more  than  one 
negotiation.     This  important  point  was  a  great  fub- 
jefcl  of  difcuffion  both  in  and  out   of  parliament,  a 
few   years  afterwards.     The   King  alludes  to  it,  in 
his  fpeech   to  parliament,  on  the  17th   of  January, 
1727.     Speaking  of  a  memorial  which  the  Sp  uiifh 
ambaffador  had   prefented,  the  Kigg  fays,  He  again 
demands   and    injijls  on  the  rejlitution   of  Gibraltar^ 
The  Gentlemen  in  oppofition  at  that  time,  attacked 
Sir  Robert    Walpole  very   feverely  on   this  point. 
Sir  Robert  anfwered,  "  That  fuch  promife  not  hav- 
ing been  made  while  he  had  the  honour  to  be  in  the- 
adminiftration,  he  could  fay  nothingto.it — That  if 
fuch  promife  was  ever  made,  he  durft  aver,  thaf  it 
was  conditional It  was  his  fixed  opinion,  that  Gib- 
raltar could  not  be  given   up  without  the  confent 
of  parliament." 

On  the  6th  day  of  February,  in  the  fame  year, 
Mr.  Sandys  (afterwards  Lord  Sandys)  moved  for  a 
copy  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  letter  to  the 
King  of  Spain,  which  was  fuppofed  to  contain  this 
promife.  Sir  Robert  Walpole  oppofed  this  motion; 
but  he  did  not  difown  "  that  fuch  a  promife  might 
have  been  made  in  a  former  adminiltration;  but 
this  he  was  fure  of,  that  if  there  was  fuch  a  promife, 
it  was  upon  certain  conditions,  which  not  having 
been  performed  within  the  limited  time,  was  thereby 
become  invalid;  and  as  for  the  letter,  the  communi- 
cation of  which  was  infilled  upon,  the  fame  was  al- 
VoL.

It  Avas  replied,  "  that  this  was  not 
2i private  letter — it  was  an  inftrument  of  great  na- 
tional import,  and  highly  proper  for  the  knowledge 
of  parliament."  The  motion  was  negatived  by  the 
previous  queftion. 

The  letter  was,  however,  privately  circulated  by 
the  Imperial  Refident  in  London,  Monf.  de  Palm, 
previous  to  his  departure:  and  the  following  is  a 
copy  of  it  (tranflated  from  the  French)  ; 

Copy     of    a     Letter    from    his    Britannic 
Majesty  TO  THE  King  OF  Spain. 

Sir,  my  Brother, 
I  HAVE  learned  with  great  fatisfaftion,  by  the 
report  of  my  ambafTddor  at  your  court,  that  your 
Majefty  is,  at  laft,  refolved  to  remove  the  obftacles 
that  have,  for  fome  time,  delayed  the  entire  accom- 
plifhment  of  our  union:  fince,  from  the  conhdcnce 
v,'hich  your  Majedy  exprcfles  towards  me,  I  may 
look  upon  the  treaties,  which  have  been  in  queftion 
between  us,  as  re-eftablifhed :  aiid  that  accordingly, 
the  inftruments  neceflary  for  carrying  on  the  trade 
of  my  fubjecis  will  be  delivered  out ;  1  do  no  longer 
hefitate  to  affure  your  Majerty  of  my  readinefs  to 
fatisfy  you  with  regard  to  your  demand,  touching, 
the  reftitution  of  Gibraltar;  promifing  you  to  make 
ufe  of  the  firll  favourable  opportunity  to  regulate 

this 
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this  article  with  the  confentof  my  parliament.  And 
to  give  your  Majefty  a  farther  proof  of  my  affec- 
tion, I  have  ordered  my  ambaflador,  as  foon  as  the 
negotiation,  with  which  he  has  been  charged,  (hall 
be  finiflied,  to  propofe  to  your  Majefty  new  engage- 
ments to  be  entered  into,  in  concert,  and  jointly 
with  France,  fuitable  to  the  prefent  conjun6lure; 
not  only  for  ftrengthening  our  union,  but  alfo  for 
fecuring  the  tranquillity  of  Europe.  Your  Ma- 
jefty may  be  perfuaded,  that  I,  on  my  part,  will 
Ihew  all  facility  imaginable,  promifing  myfelf  that 
you  will  do  the  fame,  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  ^our 
kingdoms,  being 

Aloft  perfedly.  Sir,  my  brother, 

Your  Majefty's  good  brother, 
June  1,  1721.  GEORGE  R. 

In  a  little  time  after  this,  the  King  of  Spain  en- 
tered into  an  alliance,  offenfive  and  defenfive,  wixh 
the  emperor.  One  condition  of  that  alliance  was, 
to  enforce  the  reftitution  of  Gibraltar.  And  in 
confequence  of  this  alliance  the  (iege  of  that  place 
was  commenced. 

The  writers  for  the  miniftry  at  that  time  faid, 
"  That  the  chief  reafon  which  flung  the  King  of 
Spain  into  the  arms  of  the  Emperor,  and  occafioned 
that  unnatural  alliance,  was  the  late  Lord  Stan- 
hope's promife  to  reftore  Gibraltar."     See  London

papers  of  that  time. 

To  this  afTertion  the   Craftfman  of  the  24th  of 
December,  1728,  replies  in  the  following  words : 

**  This  was  far  from  being  the  cafe.  We  have 
been  told,  that  his  Lordfhip"{Lord  Stanhope)  did 
unwarily  give  fome  kind  of  a  verbal  promife  to  the 
late  regent  of  France,  that  the  Spaniards  fhould  be 
made  eafy  as  to  that  affair*  but  it  was  in  view  of  a 
general  pacification,  and  on  conditions  of  trade 
highly  beneficial  to  this  kingdom,  with  which  the 
Spaniards  refufed  to  comply.  Befides,  it  is  well 
known,  that  his  Catholic  Majefty  acceded  to  the 
quadruple  alliance  after  this,  and  by  that  afl  de- 
parted from  any  fuch  promife But  it  may 

not  be  amifs  to  mention  another  incident,  which  hath 
been  thought  by  men  of  fenfe,  of  all  parties,  to  be 
the  true  root  and  foundation  oj  the  alliance  between  the 
King  of  Spain  and  the  Emperor.     And  that  is  this, 
During  the   Congrefs    of  Cambray,    the   Kings   of 
Great  Britain  and  France  were  accepted  as  media- 
tors between  the  Emperor  and  the  King  of  Spain  ; 
but  upon  fending   back  the  infanta*,  her   Catholic 
Majefly  was  fo  exafperated  againft  the  French  court 
by   this   indignity  put   upon  her  daughter,  that  {he 
would  not  aO.  any   longer   under  the  mediation  of 
France,  but  offered  the  /ok  mediation  to  Great  Bri- 
tain; 

•  This  circumftance  of  fending  back  the  Infanta,  is  men- 
tioncd  in  chapter  XI.  of  this  work. 
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tain ;  which  we,  by  an  extraordinary  refinement  of 
politics,  thought  fit  to  refufe.  And  it  was  this, 
that  rcdWy  Jlwng  the  King  of  Spain  into  the  arms  of 
the  Emperor," 

This  paper  of  the  Craftfrnah  was  fuppofed  to  be 
written  by  Mr.  Pulteney  (afterwards  Lord  Bath); 
and  it  agrees  with  the  motion  he  made  in  the  Houfe 
of  Commons  on  the  23d  of  January,  1727,  for  a 
copy  of  the  fecret  offenfive  aUiance  between  the 
Emperor  and  the  King  of  Spain ;  which  was  ne- 
gatived. 

In  a  fubfequent  paper  of  the  Craftfman,  viz. 
Jan.  4,  1729,  the  fame  writer  fays,  "  I  have  been 
informed  that  Lprd  Stanhope  had  been  induced,  or 
feduced  (if  the  writer  of  the  London  Journal  likes 
that  word  better)- by  the  late  Regent  of  France,  to 
make  an  overture  of  this  kind  at  the  court  of  Ma- 
drid. Lord  Stanhope  might  think  that  Gibraltar 
was  tobehoneftly  given  up  for  valuable  conjider  a  tions. 
He  was  fo  honeft  a  man,  fo  fincere  a  lover  of  his 
country,  that  if  he  thought  in  another  manner,  no 
confideration  of  private  intereft,  no  regard  to  the 
fervice  of  the  miniftry,  could  have  prevailed  on  him 
to  make,  nor  even  to  entertain  the  notion.'* 

The  reader  will  anticipate  the  obfervation,  that 
the  King's  conduft  feems  to  have  been  better  and 
more  fully  defended  by  the  writers  in  fupport  of  the 
oppofition,  than  by  thofe  in  behalf  of  the  miniftry. 
And  this  obfervation  is  in  general  perfectly  true,

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that  the  writers  en  the  fide  of  the  miniftry  effentially 
injure  the  chara6ter  of  the  Sovereign,  by  always 
making  him  a  kind  of  fcreen  to  the  condu6l  of  his 
fervants,  while  their  opponents  decently  afcribe  all 
nefarious  meafures  of  the  court  to  the  refpeftive 
fituations  of  refponfibility. 
{ If  the  hiftories,  or  pretended  hiftories,  of  the 
'  period,  had  contained  thefe  important  anecdotes, 
they  would  not  have  been  printed  here,  j 


IN  chapter  XL.  mention  is  made  of  Lor(|  Chat- 
ham's condemnation  of  Lord  Mansfield's  doftrine 
of  libels.

"Whereas  doubts  and  controverfies  have  arifen, 
concerning  the  right  of  Jurors  to  try  the  whole 
matter  charged  in  indi6lments  and  informations  for 
fediiious  and  other  libels  :  for  fettling  and  clearing 
the  fame  in  time  to  come,  be  it  enaded,  3c.  that 
from  and  after,  6?c.  the  Juries  who  fhall  be  duly  im-

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pannelled  and  fworn  to  try  the  ifTue  between  the 
King  and  the  Defendant,  upon  any  indiftment  or 
information  for  a  feditious  libel,  or  a  libel  under 
any  otKer  denomination  or  dcfcription,  Ihall,  to  all 
intents  and  purpofes,  be  held  and  reputed,  in  law 
and  in  right,  competent  to  try  every  part  of  the 
matter  laid  or  charged  in  the  faid  indiftment  or  in- 
formation, comprehending  the  criminal  intention  of 
the  Defendant,  and  evil  tendency  of  the  libel  charged, 
as  well  as  the  mere  fa6l  of  the  publication  thereof; 
and  the  application  by  innuendo  of  blanks,  initial 
letters,  piftures,  and  other  devices,  any  law  of 
ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

*•  Provided  that  nothing  in  the  aft  be  conftrued  to 
prevent  or  reftrain  the  Judges  or  Juftices,  before 
whom  fuch  ilTues  fhall  be  tried,  from  inftruding  the 
Jurors  concerning  the  law  upon  the  matter  lb  in 
iifue,  as  fully  as  may  be  done  in  other  mifdemeanors, 
where  the  Jurors  do  and  ought  to  try  the  whole 
matter;  nor  to  reitrain  the  Jurors  from  finding  the 
matter  fpecial,  if  the  law  to  them  fhall  feem  difficult 
and  doubtful. 

«^  Provided  alfo,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
fhall  be  conftrued  to  take  from  the  Defendant,  after 
verdift  found,  the  right  of  laying  fuch  evidence  be- 
fore the  court  in  which  fuch  verdift  was  found,  as 
may  tend  to  mitigation  or  extenuation  of  the  faid 
offence,  as  has  been  ufually  praflifed  before  this  A£t.'*

My  Lord, 

THE  .particular  attention  you  were  pleared  to 
give  to  tbeiptereft  of  the  American  fubjefls  when 
their  rights  were  in  danger,  and  your  noble  and  fuc- 
cefsful  efforts  in  Tupport  of  them,  have  left  in  the 
breads  of  all,  the  indelible  marks  of  gratitude.  The 
Hoiife  of  Reprefcntatives  of  this  his  Majefty's  Pro- 
vince, having  'reafon  to  be  alTured,  that  in  every 
inllance  of  your  public  condu6i,  you  are  influenced 
by  the  principles  of  virtue,  and  a  difintercfled  pub- 
lic aft'ection  beg  leave  to  manifeft  to  your  Lordfliip, 
a  teflimony  of  their  full  confidence  in  you,  by  im- 
ploring vour  repeated  aid  and  patronage  at  this  time, 
when  the  cloud  again  gathers  thick  over  them.. 

It  mud  afford  the  utmofl  fatisfaclion  to  the  dif- 
trelied  colonid,  to  find  your  Lordfliip  fo  explicitly 
declaring  your  fcntiments  in  that  grand  principle  in 
nature,  "  that  what  a  man  hath  honeflly  acquired  is 
abfolutely  and  uncontroulably  his  own."  This  prin- 
ciple is  eflablifhed  as  a  fundamental  rule  in  the  Bri- 
tifh  conftitution,  which  eminently  hath  its  foundation 
in  the  laws  of  nature  j  and  confequcntly  it  is  the 
indifputable  right  of  all  men,  more  efpecially   of  a 

EritiQi 
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Britifh  fubje6l,  to  be  prefent  in  perfon,  or  by  re- 
prefenlation,  in  the  body  where  he  is  taxed. 

But  however  fixed  your  Lordfhip  and  fome  others 
may  be  in  this  cardinal  point,  it  is  truly  rfiortifying 
to  many  of  his  Majclly's  free  and  loyal  fubje6ls, 
that  even  in  the  Britifh  parliament,  that  fanftuary  of 
liberty  and  juftice,  a  different  fentiment  feems  of 
late  to  have  prevailed. 

Unwilling  to  intrude  upon  your  attention  to  the 
great  affairs  of  ftate,  the  Houfe  would  only  refer 
your  Lordfhip  to  an  a6l  paffed  in  the  fourth  year  of 
the  prefent  reign,  and  another  in  the  laft  feflion  of 
parliament  j  both  impofing  duties  on  the  Americans, 
\fho  were  not  reprefented,  with  the  fole  and  exprefs 
purpofe  of  railing  a  revenue.  What,  my  Lord, 
have  the  colonics  done  to  forfeit  the  charaBer  and 
privilege  of  fubjeBs,  and  to  be  reduced  in  effecl  to 
a  tributary  flate  ?  This  Houfe  may  appeal  to  the  na- 
tion, that  the  utmoft  aid  of  the  people  has  been  cheer- 
fully given  when  his  Majefty  required  it :  often,  on 
their  own  motion,  and  when  almoll  ready  to  fink 
under  the  ejipence  of  defending  their  own  borders, 
their  zeal  has  carried  them  abroad  for  the  honour  of 
their  Sovereign,  and  the  defence  of  his  rights :  of 
this,  my  Lord,  not  to  mention  any  more,  the  re- 
duBion  of  Louifl^urg  in  the  year  1745,  and  the 
defence  of  his  Majefty's  garrifon  at  Annapolis,  and 
of  all  Nova  Scotia,  will  be  Handing  monuments. 
Can  there  then  be  a  neceffity  for  fo  great  a  change, 

and 
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and  in  its  namre  fo  delicate  and  important,  that  inl 
(lead  of  having  the  honour  of  his  Majefty's  requifi- 
tions  laid  before  their  reprefentatives  here,  as  has 
been  invariably  the  ufage,  the  parliament  fiiould 
now  tax  them  without, their  confent? 

The  enemies  of  the  colonills,  forfuch  they  unfor- 
tunately have,  may  have  reprefented  them  to  his 
Majelty's  minifters,  ind  the  parliament  as  fa6lious, 
undutiful,  difloyal  :  they,  my  Lord,  are  equally 
the  enemies  of  Britain ;  fuch  is  your  extenlive 
knowledge  of  mankind,  and  the  fentiments  and  dif*. 
pofition  of  the  colonies  in  general,  that  this  Houfe 
would  freely  venture  to  red  the  chara6lers  of  their 
conftituents  in  your  Lordfhip's  judgment:  fu rely  it 
is  no  ill  difpofition  in  the  loyal  fubje6ls  of  a  patriot 
King,  wth  a  decency  and  firmnefs  adapted  to  their 
charader,  to  aflert  their  freedom. 

The  colonies,  as  this  Houfe  humbly  conceive, 
cannot  be  reprefented  in  the  Britifli  parliament:  their 
local  circumftances,  at  the  diilance  of  a  thoufand 
leagues  beyond  the  feas,  forbids,  and  will  for  ever 
render  it  impracticable:  this,  they  apprehend,  was 
the  reafon  that  his  Majefty's  royal  predeceffors  faw 
fit  to  ereft  fubordinate  legiflative  bodies  in  America 
as  perfeclly  free  as  the  nature  of  things  would  admit, 
that  their  remote  fubjetls  might  enjoy  that  ineft^ima- 
ble  right,  a  reprefentation.  Such  a  legiflative  is 
conftituted  by  the  royal  charter  of  this  province. 
In  this  charter,  the  King,  for  himfelf,  his  heirs,  and 

fuccelfors, 
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(ucceffbr's,  grants  to  tlie  inh-abitanls  all  the  lands  and 
territorie!?  therein  d^fcnbedj^in  free  and  common 
foccage  ;  as  ample  eftate  as  the  fubjcfts  can  hold  un- 
der the  crown  ;  together  with  all  the  rfghts,  liberties, 
privileges  and  immunities  of  his  natural  fubjecisborn 
Vithin  the  realm  ;  of  which  the  mod  effential  is  a  power 
invefted  in  the  General  Alfembly  to  levy  propor- 
tionable and  reafonable  taxes  on  the  eflaies  and  per-, 
fons  of  the  inhabitcints,  for  the  fervice  of  his  Ma- 
jefty,  and  the  neceflary  defence  and  fupport  of  his 
government  of  the  province,  and  the  proiedion  and 
prefervation  of  the  inhabitants.  But  though  they 
were  originally,  and  always,  fince  their  fctdement, 
have  been  confidered  as  fubjefls 'remote,  they  have 
ever  cherifhed  a  warm  affetlion  for  the  mother  ftate, 
and  a  regard  for  the  intereft  and  happinefs  of  their 
fellow  fubje6ls  in  Britain.  If  then  the  colonies  are 
charged  with  the  mofl:  diftant  thought  of  an  inde- 
pendency, your  Lordfhip  may  be  alfured,  that,  with 
refpeB.  to  the  people  of  this  province,  and,  it  is  pre- 
-  fumed,  of  all  the  colonies,  the  charge  isunjuft. 
Nothing  could  have  prevailed  upon  the  Houfe  to 
have  given  your  Lordlliip  this  trouble,  but  the  ne- 
ceflity  of  a  powerful  advocate,  when  their  liberty 
is  in  danger :  fuch  they  have  more  than  once  found 
you  to  be  ;  and  as  they  humbly  hope  they  have  ne- 
ver forfeited  your  patronage,  they  entreat  that  your 
great  intereft  in  national  council  may  ilill  be  em- 
ployed 
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ployed  in  their  behalf,  that  they  may  be  reftored  to 
the  {landing  of  free  fubjefts. 

That  your  Lordfhip  may  enjoy  a  firm  ftate  of 
health,  and  long  be  continued  a  great  blefling  to  the 
nation  and  her  colonies,  is  the  ardent  wifh  of  this 
Houfe.

Copy  of  Lord  Hillsborough's  Letter  to  the 
American  Governors. 

Whitehall,  May  f^^  ^7^9* 
My  Lord  (or  Sir), 

INCLOSED  I  fend  you  the  gracious  fpeech 
made  by  the  King  to  his  parliament,  at  the  clofe  of 
the  feflion  on  Tuefday  lad. 

What  his  Majefty  is  pleafed  to  fay  in  relation  to 
the  meafures  which  have  been  purfued  in  North 
America  will  notefcape  yonr  notice,  as  the  fatisfac- 
tion  his  Majefty  exprelfes  in  the  approbation  his  par- 
liament has  given  to  them,  and  the  afluracnes  of 
their  firm  fupport  in  the  profecution  of  them,  toge- 
ther with  his  royal  opinion  of  the  great  advantages 
that  will  probably  accrue  from  the  concurrence  of 
every  branch  of  the  legiflature  in  the  refolution  of 
maintaining  a  due  execution  of  the  laws,  cannot  fail 
to  produce  themoft  falutary  eife61s. 

From  hence  it  will  be  underftood,  that  the  whole 
legiflature  concur  in  the  opinion  adopted  by  his  Ma- 

jefty's 
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jefly's  fervants,  that  no  meafare  ought  to  be  taken 
■which  can  any  way  derogate  from  the  legiflative  au- 
thority of  Great  Britain  over  the  colonies ;  but  I 
can  take  upon  me  to  aflure  you,  notwithftanding 
infinuations  to  the  contrary,  from  men  with  factious 
and  feditious  views,  that  his  Majefty's  prefent  admi- 
nittration  have  at  no  time,  entertained  a  defign  to 
propofe  to  parliament  any  further  taxes  upon  Ame- 
rica for  the  purpofe  of  railing  a  revenue;  and  that 
it  is  at  prefent  their  intention  to  propofe,  in  the  next 
feffion  of  parliament,  to  take  off  the  duties  upon 
glafs,  paper,  and  colours,  upon  confideration  of 
fuch  duties  having  been  laid  contrary  to  the  true 
principles  of  commerce. 

Thefe,  my  Lord,  (or  Sir)  have  always  been,  and 
ftill  are,  the  fentiments  of  his  Majefty's  prefent  fer- 
vants, and  the  principles  by  which  their  conduft,  in

Having  entire 
confidence  in  the  wifdom  of  my  parliament,  the 
great  council  of  the  nation,  I  will  fteadily  purfue 
thofe  mealures  which  they  have  recommended,  for 
the  fupport  of  the  conftitutional  rights  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  protection  of  the  commercial  in- 
terefts  of  my  kingdoms.

I  DEPLORE,  with  the  deepeft  concern,  the  mi- 
feries  which  a  great  part  of  my  fubjefts  in  North 
America  have  brought  upon  themfelves,  by  an  un- 
juftifiable  refiftance  to  the  conftitutional  authority 
of  this  kingdom  ;  and  I  fhall  be  ready,  and  happy, 
to  alleviate  thofe  miferies  by  a6ls  of  mercy  and  cle- 
mency, whenever  that  authority  is  eftabliflied,  and 
the  now-exifling  rebellion  is  at  an  end.  To  obtain 
thefe  falutary  purpofes,  I  will  invariably  purfue  the 
moil  proper  aiM  effeftual  means.

I  CAN  never  think  that  the  zeal  of  my  fubje8s, 
the  refources  of  my  kingdoms,  and  the  bravery  of 
my  fleets  and  armies,  can  have  been  unwifely  and 
improvidently  exerted,  when  the  objeft  was  to  main- 
tain the  conftitutional  fubordination  which  ought  to 
prevail  through  the  feveral  parts  of  my  dominions, 
and  is  eifential  to  the  profpcrity  of  the  whole.

Am  authentic  Account  of  the  Part  taken 
BY  the  Earl  of  Chatham  in  a  Transac- 
tion   WHICH    passed    in    THE     BEGINNING    OF 

THE  Year  1778. 

[N.  B.  The  letters  (a)  (b),  &c.  refer  to  the  fame 
letters  in  Dr.  Addington's  Narrative  which  is  Sub- 
joined fo  this  Account.] 

VARIOUS  falfe  reports  having  been  indiif- 
trioully  propagated,  concerning  a  negociation  (if  it 
may  be  fo  called},  faid  to  have  been  carried  on  be- 
tween the  Earl  of  Bute  and  the  late  Earl  of  Chat- 
ham, it  has  been  thought  indifpenfibly  necefTary  to 
draw  up  a  diftinft  and  authentic  account,  from  pa- 
pers now  in  the  poffeffion  of  the  Earl  of  Chatham's 
family,  of  what  did  pafs  relative  to  that  affair,  that 
it  may  appear,  whether  the  tranfaftion  did,  or  did 
not,  originate  from  Lord  Chatham ;  and  that  it  may 
be  clearly  afcertained,  what  were  his  fentiments  and 
difpofition  with  regard  to  it. 

It  appears  (a),  that  various  converfations  had 
palfed  between  Sir  James  Wright  and  Dr.  Adding- 
ton,  relative  to  Lord  Bute  and  Lord  Chatham,  pre- 
vious to  the  3d  of  February,  1778,  but  that  Lord 
Chatham  was  in  nowife  apprifed  of  this,  till  the 
above-mentioned  day,  on  which  Dr.  Addington 
vent  to  Hayes,  and  read  to  Lord  Chatham  the  fol- 
lowing 
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lowing  extra6l  of  a  letter,  which  the  Do6lor  in- 
formed him,  he  had  that  morning  received  from  Sir 
James  Wright : 

No.  I. — Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  James 
Wright  to  Dr.  Addington. 

**  AS  I  immediately,  on  my  return  from  Lord 
Bute's,  took  down  in  fhort-hand  the  principal  heads 
oHt,  I  think  I  fhall  not  deviate  materially  from  the 
very  words  of  the  converfation,  at  leaft  if  the  fpirit 
of  his  Lordfhip's  language  is  debilitated,  the  efien- 
tial  matter  of  it  is  the  fame. 

I  told  Lord  Bute,  that  a  friend  of  mine,  whofe 
honour  and  fincerity  I  could  rely  upon,  had  hinted 
to  me,  that  he  thought  Lord  Chatham  had  a  high 
opinion  of  his  Lordfhip's  honour,  as  well  as  his  fm- 
cere  good  wiflies  for  the  public  fafety.  He  enquired 
•who  my  friend  was?  I  told  him  it  was  you.  He  re- 
plied, I  know  he  is  much  Lord  Chatham's  friend; 
I  know  alfo,  that  he  is  an  honeft  man,  and  a  man  of 
fenfe.  I  relate4  to  him  the  converfation  that  had 
pafled  between  yourfeif  and  me  at  our  laft  meeting. 
He  faid.  Lord  Chatham  was  one  of  the  very  few  he 
he  had  ever  a6led  with  in  adminiftration,  who  had 
fhewn  great  honefty  and  generofity  of  fentiment, 
with  a  fincere  condutl,  and  intention  for  the  King's 
and  the  public  welfare. 

The  truth  of  this  part  is  exprefsly  denied  by  Dr, 
Addington  in  his  narrative^  in  which  the  Doftor  de- 
clares, 
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dares,  that  to  the  bed  of  his  remembrance.  Lord 
Chatham  had  never  once  named  Lord  Bute  to 
him  (b). 

"  That  as  for  himfelf,  he  faid,  he  had  no  connec- 
tion with  any  one  in  adminiflration;  that  he  had  not 
the  lead  didant  fiiendfhip  widi  Lord  North,  or  he 
fhould  certainly  advife  him,  by  all  meani5,  to  aim  at 
gaining  Lord  Chatham  over  to  the  King's  fervice 
and  confidence;  and,  laid  he,  you  may  tell  your 
friend.  Dr.  Addington,  to  afTure  Lord  Chatham,  that 
if  he  fliould  think  proper  to  take  an  a6live  part  in 
adminiltration,  he  (liall  have  my  moft  hearty  concur- 
rence, and  fincere  good  wifhes;  and  you  have  my 
full  leave  to  communicate  all  my  fentiments  on  this 
fubjed  to  your  friend.  He  continued  faying  many 
very  refpeftful  things  of  Lord  Chatham,  adding, 
had  we  not  unfortunately  difagreed  about  the  laft 
peace,  I  am  fure  he  and  I  fhould  have  continued 
fuch  fteady  friends,  that  this  country  never  would 
have  experienced  her  prefent  fevere  misfortunes. 
He  alfo  faid,  the  prior  part  of  Lord  Chatham's  laft 
fpeech,  was  manly  and  conftitutional,  and  could  not 
but  induce  every  one,  a  well-wifher  to  his  country, 
to  wifli  to  fee  him  again  take  a  part  in  the  govern-^ 
ment  of  the  King's  affairs,  which  would  be  a  happi-, 
nefs  for  the  whole  empire.  He  continued  faying, 
perhaps  we  have  men  of  abilities  in  the  Houle  of 
Lords,  but  thofe  in  adminiftration  (except  Lord  Suf- 
folk, who  is  ufually  ill  Half  the  year)  are  none  of 

.    thera 
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them  fufficiently  ferious,  or  attentive  enough  to  the 
buCnefs  oi  the  nation,  which  is  now  of  fomuch  con- 
feqaence,  as  not  to  be  neglefied  in 'the  leaft  degree. 
He  therefore  could  not  fay  he  had  a  good  opinion 
of  their  conduB.  He  alfo  faid,  in  the  courfe  of  the 
converfation,  that  nothing  but  the  moft  eminent 
danger  to  this  country,  fhould  induce  him  to  take  a 
part  in  the  government  of  it>  unlefs  in  conjunBion 
•with  an  upright  and  able  adminiftration. 

••  Much  more  vas  faid,  but  of  lefs  moment : 
however,  all  tended  to  convince  me>  that  there  are 
not  two  other  men  in  the  kingdom  more  faithfully 
inclined  to  the  good  and  fafeiy  of  our  prefent  dii- 
trafted  nation,  than  our  two  noble  friends." 

£This  letter  was  dated  January  2  ;  it  fliould  have 
been  February  2,  having  been  received  by  Dr.  Ad- 
dington  on  February  3^.  J 

Lord  Chatham  diftated  the  following  mefTage  in 
anfwer,  which  was  taken  down  in  writing  by  Dr. 
Addington,  a  copy  of  which  was  delivered  by  him 
to  Sir  James  Wright : 

No.  II. — Copy   of   a  Note  given   by  Doctor 
Addington  to  Sir  James  Wright. 

'*  Lord  Chatham  heard  with  particular  fatisfac- 
tion,  the  favourable  fentiments  on  the  fubjeft  of  the 
noble  Lord,  with  whom  you  had  talked  with  regard 
to  the  impending,  ruin  of  the  kingdom.  He  fears 
all  hope  is  precluded  j  but  adds,  that  zeal,  duty, 

aud 
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and  obedience,  may  outlive  hope  ;  that  if  any  thing 
can  prevent  the  conrummation  of  public  ruin,  it  can 
only  be  rien}  ceunfels^  and  counfeliors^  without  farther 
lofs  of  time  ;  a  real  change  from  a  fincerc  convic- 
tion of  paft  errors,  and  not  a  mere  palliation,  which 
mud  prove  iVuitlefs.*' 

It  appears  from  Doctor  Addington's  narrative^ 
(c)  that  the  Doftor  then  proceeded  to  inform  Lord 
Chatham  of  the  fubftance  of  thofe  parts  of  the  con- 
verfation  which  had  pafied  between  him  and  Sir 
James  Wright,  which  are  not  recited  in  Sir  James's 
letter  of  Feb.  2,  No.  I. 

The  account  of  this,  as  well  as  what  pafled  at 
that  time,  in  converfation  between  Lord  Chatham 
and  Dr.  Addington,  and  particularly  Lord  Chat- 
ham's declaration,  "  that  it  was  impoffible  for  himr 
to  ferve  the  King  and  country  with  either  Lord 
Bute  or  Lord  North,"  is  contained  in  Dr.  Adding- 
ton's narrative  (c;. 

On  the  7th  of  February,  Dr.  Addington  fent  the 
following  letter  to  Hayes :

As  far  as  I  could  learn,  all 
parties  would  be  pleafed  with  your  Lordfliip  and 
Lord  Camden,  and  that  no  objedion  was  likely  to  be 
made  to  more  than  one  of  your  Lordfliip's  friends. 
Sir  James  Wright  afl<.ed  what  was  meant  by  the 
words  "  real  change."  I  thought  they  wanted  no 
explanation.  He  thought  they  included  his  friend, 
as  well  as  the  minillry,  and  wifhed  that  your  Lord- 
Ihip  and  his  friend  could  have  an  interview  ;  but 
gave  me  no  commilTion  to  mention  his  wifhes.  He 
only  added,  that  he  really  believed  it  was  in  the 
power  of  your  Lordlhip  and  his  friend  to  fave  the 
nation ;  I  only  added,  that  I  believed  the  King  and 
your  Lordfhip  could  fave  the  nation,  and  that  his 
friend  might  be  inftrumental  to  its  falvation,  by 
turning  the  royal  mind  from  paft  errors.

The  fame  night  Lord  Chaiham  wrote  with  his  own 
hand  the  following  note,  in  anfwer  to  Dr,  Adding- 
ton,.  which  was  received  by  the  Do6lor  the  next 
morning  :

"  THE  converfations  which  a  certain  gentleman 
has  found  means  to  have  with  you,  are,  on  his  parr, 
of  a  nature  too  infidious,  and  to  my  feelings  too  of- 
fenfive,  to  be  continued,  or  unrejcBed.  What  can 
this  officious  emifTary  mean,  by  all  the  nonfenfe  he 
has  at  times  thrown  out  to  you  ?  The  next  attempt 
he  makes  to  furprize  friendly  integrity  by  courtly 
infinuation,  let  him  know  that  his  great  patron  and 
your  village  friend  differ  in  this  :  one  has  brought 
the  king  and  kingdom  to  ruin;  the  other  would  fin- 
cerely  endeavour  to  fave  it." 

Sir  James  had  told  the  Do6lor,  and  the  Doftor 
bad  told  Lord  Chatham,  that  Lord  Chatham  and 

Lord 
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Lord  Bute  did  not  differ  in  political  fentimenls^ 
which  the  Doftor  thinks  might  occalion  the  lall  len- 
tcnce  in  Lord  Chatham's  note. 

Df.  Addington,  on  the  8th  of  February,  fent  to 
Lord  Chatham,  at  Hayes,  the  following  letter,  (en- 
cloftng  one  which  he  had  received  that  day  from  Sir 
James  Wright,  foon  after  the  receipt  of  the  above 
note  from  Lord  Chatham  :)

"I  AM  infinitely  obliged  to  you,  my  dear  Lord 
for  your  kind  and  friendly  caution  againft  furprize 
and  infiimation.  It  fhall  never  be  forgotten;  and 
when  I  fee  the  gentleman  next  (which  perhaps  may 
be  to-morrow),  your  Lordfhip's  wife  and  noble  com- 
mands fhall  be  literally  obeyed.  The  inclofed  let- 
ter, which  was  promifed  to  come  yellcrday  by  the 
port,  arrived  this  morning,  by  a  fpecial  mefienger. 
It  needs  no  comment  of  mine  j  I  am  fure  your 
Lordfliip  will  underftand  the  language  and  drift  of 
it  much  better  than  I  can,  or  any  body  elfe.  I  am 
impatient  to  fee  your  Lordfhip  in  town,  and  pray  a 
few  minutes  with  you  to-morrow. '  The  time  is  come 
for  you,  and  you  only,  to  fave  a  King  and  king- 
dom. Your  Lordfliip  knows  that  I  am  ever

Ray.Hotife,  Feb.  7,  1778. 
My  dear  Doctor, 
'♦  I  coininunicated  our  converfation  of  yerterday 
to  my  friend,  foon  after  I  left  you,  and  then  (hewed 
bim  a  copy   of  the  paper  you  allowed  me  to  tranf- 
-cribe.     You  will  eafily  rccollecl,  on  my  firfl:  reaoing 
it  over  with  you,  the  obferv^ftion  I  made  on  the  par- 
ticular exprcflion  in  it,  "  A  real  change,  and  not  a 
mere  palliation  ;    namely,    that   your-   noble   friend 
ftill  thought    that   Lord   Bute  had   influence  in   the 
mealiires  of  Adminiilraiion.     In  the  very  fame  light 
he  alfo  conftrued  this  expreflion  ;  he    therefore  de- 
fired  me  to  inform  you,  for  the  inftrudion  of  vou*' 
friend,  that  the  ill  health  he  had  long  been  fubjcd  to, 
united   with   the  diihelles  of  his  family,  had  accuf- 
lorned  him  to  a  perfect  retired  life,  which  he  hoped, 
as  long  as  he  lived,  lleadily  to   adhere  to ;  he  ad- 
ded, that  his  long  abfence  from   all   fort  of  public 
bufinefs,  and  the  many  years  which  had  intervened 
lince  he  faw  the  King,  precluded  him  from  forming 
any  idea  of  meafurcs  paft  or  to  come,  but  what  he 
gathers  from  very  general  converfation,  or  the  newf- 
papers;  and  this  total  ignorance,  he  faid,  renders 
the  opinion   given  of  the  prefent  dangerous   crifis 
more  alarming  to  him  than  it  would  otherwife  be 
and  much   more  painful,    as,    notwithftanding  his, 
zeal  for  the  country,  love  for  the  King,  and  very 
Vol.  IV.

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high  opinion  of  Lord  Chatham,  he  has  it  not  in  hi^ 
power  to^be  of  the  lead  ufe  in  this  dangerous  emer- 
gency; and  that  from  his  heart  he  wifhed  Lord 
Chatham  every  imaginable  fuccefs  in  the  relloratioQ 
of  the  public  welfare. 

'*  I  think,  my  dear  Doctor,  this  was  almoft  ver- 
batim my  friend's  converfation;  at  lead  I  am  con- 
fident it  is  SL  fac-fimile  of  his  real  fentiments ;  and 
you  fee  how  very  diftant  they  are  from  the  leall  in- 
clination ever  to  interfere  in  the  prefent  or  any  fu- 
ture adminillration,  which  your  friend  feemed  to 
apprehend.  May  he  extend  the  powers  of  his  own 
great  and  honelt  abilities,  to  heal  the  dreadful 
wounds,  which  this  poor  country  has  received  from 
what  he  very  wifely  calls  pajl  errors.  Without  his 
head,  as  well  as  heart,  I  fear  all  is  loft.  1  remem- 
ber poor  Lord  Northington  faying  to  me  more  thaii 
once,  not  long  before  his  death,  that  "  as  I  was  a 
youn^  man,  I  Ihould  probably  live  to  fee  (if  I  fur- 
v.ived  Lord  Chatham  and  a  fcw  other  great  men)  that 
this  country  would  not  only  want  abilities,  but 
hearts,  and  that  our  ftate  would  then  be  really  pite- 
ous, where  bodi  knowledge  and  integrity  were 
wanting  to  proteft  us.'*  **  Pray  God  your  noble 
friend  may  Ilep  forth  before  this  forrowful  epocha  ar- 
rives, andftem  the  dreadful  tide  of  profligacy,  inatten- 
tion to  bufmefs,  and  barefaced  immorality,  which 
daily  increafe  in  every  department  of  life,  and  muft 
bring  down  ruin,  and  the  diflblution  of  our  country. 

"  That 
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«*  That  lirft  quality  of  knoxvkdgc,  which  Lord 
K^orthington  lamented  the  extinction  of  in  this 
country,  I  (hall  never  prefiime  to  be  erttitled  to ; 
but  that  of  integrity  I  dare  afTert  my  claim  to  ;  and 
in  that  particular  I  hold  myfelf  inferior  to  no  man  t 
I  only  wifli  it  was  in  my  power  to  give  your  great  and 
invaluable  friend  the  moft  convincing  proofs  of  this 
aflertion,  as  well  as  my  profound  veneration  for 
him.  You  have  known  me  long  enough.to  be  per- 
fuaded  that  nothinsr  can  divert  riie  from  the  love  of 
my  country,  and  the  path  of  an  honeft  conduftj 
therefore  ever  command,  with  the  utmoft  freedom, 
my  dear  Doftor.

The  pulfe  indicates  more 
pain  to  come.  He  defires  me  to  exprefs  for  him  the 
true  fenfe  he  has  of  all  your  very  friendly  attention 
in   this    very  delicate  and  critical  fituation.     The 

U  a  Gentleman's 
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Centleman*s  letter  which  you  tranfmit  is  handfomely 
written,  and  fufficiently  explicit.  At  the  fame  time, 
it  is  impoffible  not  to  remark,  how  widely  it  differs 
from  the  tenor  of  fomeoF  the  intimations  conveyed 
in  former  ftrange  converfations  to  you.  The  letter 
now  before  him  is  written  alfo  with  much  good  fenfe 
and  candour,  as  coming  from  a  heart  touched  with 
the  extreme  dangers  impending  over  the  King  and 
Kingdom.  Thofe  dangers  are  indeed  extreme,  and 
fecm  to  preclude  all  hope.

From  this  unambiguous  and  authentic  account 
founded  upon  indifputable  evidence,  every  impar- 
tial perfon  will  determine,  whether  the  following  pro- 
portion is  not  fully  eftabiifhed:  viz. 

"  That  the  late  Earl  of  Chatham  not  only  did  not 
court  a  political  negotiation  with  the  Earl  of  Bute, 
but  without  hefitation,  peremptorily  rejefted  every 
idea  of  afting  with  his  Lordfhip  in  adminiftration. 

DR.  ADDINGTON's  NARRATIVE- 

CONTAINING    HIS     ACCOUNT     OF    WHAT     PASSED 
RELATIVE   TO    THIS   TRANSACTION. 

(a)  The  firft  time  Sir  James  Wright  talked  with 
Dr.  Addington,  refpefting  Lord  Bute  and  Lord 
Chatham,  was  about  the  begining  of  January,  1778. 
Sir  James  began  with  lamenting  the  fituation  of  this 

country. 
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country,  and  gave  it  as  his  opinion,  that  the  only 
method  of  faving  it  was  for  Lord  Bute  and  Lord 
Chatham  to  unite  firmly  together,  but  remarked,  that 
they  were  two  of  the  men  the  King  hated  mod. 
After  various  converfations  on-  this  matter.  Sir 
James  faid  Lord  Bute  thought  Lord  Chatham  had  a 
difrefpeft  for  him.  Dr.  Addington  rephed,  (b)  that, 
to  the  beft  of  his  remembrance,  Lord  Chatham  had 
never  once  named  Lord  Bute  to  him,  but  that  he 
thought  Lord  Chatham  had  no  difrefpeft  for  Lord 
Bute;  adding,  that  though  ihey  might  differ  in  poli- 
tics. Lord  Chatham  was  not  the  kind  of  man  to  have 
difrefpeft,  or  bear  ill  will  to  any  man.  Sir  James 
added,  he  was  fure  Lord  Bute  had  the  higheft  refpeft 
for  Lord  Chatham ;  that  he  had  heard  Lord  Bute 
beftow  great  commendations  on  his  whole  fpeech  at 
the  beginning  of  the  leflion,  except  that  part  which 
regarded  the  recall  of  the  troops,  and  that  the 
Do6lor  might  tell  Lord  Chatham  fo  if  be  pleafed ; 
but  he  never  mentioned  it  till  the  3d  of  February. 

Nothing  more  pa  fled  till  the  2d  of  February, 
when  Sir  James  afked  the  Do6lor,  whether  he  had 
mentioned  their  former  converfation  to  Lord  Chat- 
ham. He  faid  he  had  not;  Sir  James  then  faid,  that 
fince  that  converfation  he  had  feen  Lord  Bute,  and 
was  certain  he  had  the  fame  earneft  defire  with  Lord 
Chatham  to  fave  the  country  ;  and  was  alfo  certain, 
that  nobody  could  fave  it,  but  Lord  Chatham, 
Vith  the  affiftance  of  Lord  Bute :  that  Lord  Bute 
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was  ready  to  affifl  him,  and  would  be  Secretary  of 
State  in  the  room  of  Lord  Weymouth:  the  DoQor 
underflood  that  Lord  Bute  had  told  Sir  James  fo ; 
and  he  has  afked  Sir  James  once  or  twice  (ince, 
whether  Lord  Bute  would  have  been  Secretary  of 
State  in  Lord  Weymouth's  room  ?  and  he  anfwered. 
Yes,  he  would,  or  would  not,  as  Lord  Chatham 
pleafed.  When  Sir  James  had  .mentioned  Lord 
Bute's  rcadinefs  to  aflill  Lord  Chatham,  and  to  be 
Secretary  of  State,  he  expreflcd  a  wilh  tliat  the 
whole  which  had  pafTed  might  be  communicated  to 
Lord  Chatham.  The  Doflor  on  this  relulvcd  to  go 
to  Hayes  the  next  morning  for  that  purpofe,  look- 
ing upon  it  as  a  matter  of  very  great  moment.  But 
he  dtiired  to  have  in  writing,  before  he  went,  the 
fubftancc  of  what  had  pafled  between  Lord  Bute 
and  Sir  James.  Sir  James  faid  he  had  not  time  to 
write  then,  as  he  was  in  ahurrv  lo  go  to  Ray  Houfe, 
but  would  write  in  the  evening,  and  fend  his  letter 
to  town  by  nine  the  next  morning.  'Ihe  Do6lor, 
notwiihftanding,  was  permitted  to  acquaint  Lord 
Chatham  with  Lord  Bute's  willingnefs  to  be  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and,  as  he  underftood,  with  every 
thing  elfe  he  "has  depofed,  which  is  not  exprefled  in 
the  letter.  (Vide  No.  L  in  the  preceding  account}. 
The  letter  is  dated  the  2d  of  January,  1778:  it 
fhould  have  been  dated  February  2d :  the  DoBor 
received  it  February  3d,  before  nine  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  fet  out  direttly  for  Hayes.     He  read  the 
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letter  to  Lord  Chatham,  who  was  very  attentive, 
and  in  a  few  minutes  afterwards  dictated  this  anfwer 
(Vide  No.  II.  in  the  preceding  account),  (c)  As 
foon  as  Dr.  Adu'iigton  had  writ  and  read  to  Lord 
Chatham  the  above  anfwer,  he  communicated  to 
Lord  Chatham  what  Sir  James  Wright  had  told  him 
of  the  readinefs  of  Lord  Bute  to  be  Secretary  of 
State  in  the  place  of  Lord  Weymouth.  He  feemed 
to  think  it  ftrange.  «  Indeed."  faid  he,  "  did  Sir 
James  Wright  tell  you  fo  ?''  '•  He  certainly  told  me 
fo." — After  this,  he  aCced  Lord  Chatham,  whether 
he  had  any  objection  to  coming  in  with  Lord  Bute 
or  Lord  North  ?  He  lifted  up  his,  hands,  and  faid* 
*^  It  was  impoffible  for  him  to  ferve  the  King  and 
Country  with  either  of  them;  and  if  any  one  afks 
you  about  it,  I  delire  you  to  bear  witnefs  that  you 
heard  me  fay  fo."  He  repeated  the  fame  words juft 
as  the  Doftor  was  leaving  him. 

Sir  James  continued  at  Ray  Houfe  till  February 
5th  or  fixth.  He  called  on  the  Doftor  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  6th,  and  took  a  corrett  copy  of  Lord 
Chatham's  anfwer,  dated  February  3d.  Upon  read- 
ing it,  he  afkcd  what  was  meant  by  the  words  *•  real 
change."  It  looks,  faid  he,  as  if  they  included  Lord 
Bute  as  well  as  the  Miniltry,  and  as  if  Lord  Chat- 
ham thought  Lord  Bute  was  concerned  in  public  af- 
fairs. I  can  aifure  you,  he  has  nothing  to  do  with 
them,  and  has  not  feen  the  King  thcfe  two  years. 
If  Lord  Chatham  has  a  mind  to  undertake  the^.di- 
re6lion  of  public  affairs,  there  will  be  no  obje6lion 
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to  his  having  the  affiftance  of  Lord  Camden ;  but 
there  are  feme  he  might  chufe  who  could  riot  be  ad- 
initted.  Sir  James  faid,  he  was  to  wait  on  Lord 
Bute  at  one  that  day,  and  would  fend  the  Doftor  an 
anfwer  to  Lord  Chatham's  paper  between  two  and 
three,  if  Lord  Bute  fliould  chufe  to  give  any.  But 
a  misfortune  happening  in  Lord  Bute's  family,  no 
anfwer  was  fent  till  February  8th  in  the  morning.  On 
the  7  th  of  February,  a  fervant  of  Lord  Chatham's 
came  to  town,  by  whom  Dr,  Addington  fent  a  letter 
to  Hayes  at  two  o'clock,  giving  Lord  Chatham  an 
account  of  the  abovementioned  converfation  with  Sir 
James  Wright  on  the  6th.  On  the  evening  of  the  7th, 
his  Lordfliip  wrote  the  following  anfwer,  which  the 
Dodor  received  the  next  morning.  (Vide  No,  111. 
and  No.  IV.  inferred  in  the  preceding  account}. 

On  the  8th  of  February,  foon  after  Lord  Chat- 
ham's letter  arrived,  ihe  Doctor  received  that  letter 
from  Sir  James,  which  had  been  expefted  from  Feb', 
ruary  6th.  (Vide  -No.  VL  in  the  preceding  ac- 
count). It  is  dated  February  7th,  and  contains 
Lord  Bute's  anfwer  to  Lord  Chatham's  paper  of 
February  3d.  The  Doftor  fent  it  immediately  to 
Hayes,  and  had  the  next  morning  the  following  anf- 
wer written  by  Lady  Chatham,  dated  February  9th. 
(Vide  No.  VIL  in  the  preceding  account.)  The 
Doftor  communicated  to  Sir  James  Wright  this  let- 
ter from  Lady  Chatham,  and  alfo  the  latter  part  of 
that  from  Lord  Chatham  as  foon  as  he  could,  and 
fo  the  affair  ended. 
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The  two  following  Letters  were  WRlTTE^f 

IN     CONSEQUENCE     OF     THE     PUBLICATION     OF 
THE  PRECF.DING  AUTHENTIC   AfiCOUNT". 

Hill-Street,  05i,  23,   1778. 

THE  publication  which  appeared  about  the  mid- 
dle of  this  month,  and  (aid  to  be  taken  from  a  copy 
handed  ab  ;ut  by  the  friends  of  the  late  Earl  of  Chat- 
ham, makes  it  neceffary  for  me  to  give  an  anfwcr, 
figned  with  my  name. 

The  firft  paragraph  of  that  publication  obferves 
very  truly,  that  various  falfe  reports  had  been  in- 
duftrioufly  propagated  concerning  a  negotiation  faid 
to  have  been  carried  on  between  the  Earl  of  Bute  and 
the  late  Earl  of  Chatham.  No  Icfs  than  three  fc- 
veral  reports  of  negotiations  between  thofe  two  no- 
ble Lords,  reached  me  in  the  courfe  of  lad  fpring, 
each  differing  from  the  other  two  in  circumftances, 
end  all  from  one  another  in  the  fubftitutes  named, 
^s  having  been  employed  in  the  tranfadions  j  and  I 
took,  foroe  pains  to  fearch  into  the  origin  of  thefe 
ftories;  not  to  fatisfy  any  doubt  of  mine  as  to  their 
falfehood,  (for  I  believed  none  of  them)  but  to 
convince  fome  of  my  acquaintance  who  difagreed, 
and  others  who  might  difagree  with  me  in  opinion 
upon  the  fubjett. 

In  confequence  of  thcfe  enquiries,  the  perfons 
mentioned  as  agents,  or  me ffage- bearers,  in  two  of 
the  three  reports,  very  readily  difclaimed  all  fharc

in,  or  know-]cdge  of  the  tranfa6lions  afcribed  to 
hem.  With  refpeft  to  the  third,  there  was  more 
pretence  of  foundation,  fince  melTages  certainly 
paffed  (as  appears  by  your  publication  of  the  15th 
of  06lober)  between  the  late  Earl  of  Chatham  and 
my  father,  by  means  of  Sir  James  Wright  and  Dr. 
Addington. 

The  reprefentation  I  had  heard  of  fome  particu- 
lars in  the  fubjeft  matter  of  that  intercourfe  furprized 
me  fo  much,  that  I  requeued  the  favour  of  an  ex- 
planation from  Dr.  Addington,  who  obligingly  al- 
lowed me  to  write  from  his  mouth  fuch  an  account 
as  he  thought  fit  to  give  me,  and  approved  my  ftatc 
of  it  when  written.  This  was  put  into  Sir  James 
Wright's  hands,  who  in  a  fiiort  time  produced  an 
anfwer  contradifting  it  in  all  the  material  articles  of 
their  converfatioqs,  on  which  Dr.  Addington's  re- 
ports to  Lord  Chatham  had  been  founded.  I  read 
over  the  anfwer  to  Dr.  Addington,  who  perfifted  in 
maintaining  his  the  truth  of  relation;  but  faid, 
he  would  re-confider  the  matter  at  leifure,  and  put 
his  thoughts  into  writing.  Accordijigly  he  after- 
wards fcnt  me  a  paper,  the  fame  with  that  referred 
to  in  your  publication,  and  fince  printed  under  the 
title  of  Dr.  Addington's  Narrative. 

The  relations  given  by  thtfc  two  gendemen  being 
thus  inconfident,  it  was  tliought  proper  that  a  full 
abftra6l  (hould  be  prepared  of  their  refpe^tive  pa- 
pers and  others  which  my  enquiiies  had  produeed^ 
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including  my  father's  own  account  of  his  'part  in 
Sir  James  Wright's  tranfaClion,  digefted  into  fome 
method;  to  be  fliewn  to  fuch  as  might  defire  to  fee 
it,  but  not  allowed  to  be  copied.  This  abftra6l,  or 
digeft,  was  executed  by  a  friend,  at  my  requeft,  in 
a  fair  ftate  of  the  allegations  on  both  fides  between 
Sir  James  and  the  Do6lor ;  with  a  preliminary  detail 
or  introdu6lory  narrative  of  the  feveral  fteps  I  had 
taken  in  the  enquiries  above-mentioned :  and  my 
friend's  compilation  hath  been  read  by  a  few  people; 
but  no  copy,  as  I  am  informed,  had  been  delivered 
out  of  my  family,  except  one,  which  had  been  in- 
tended for  a  very  near  relation,  and  was  fent  to 
Lady  Chatham,  with  copies  of  Sir  James  Wright's 
papers,  at  her  Ladyfhip's  own  defire.  To  thefc 
communications,  I  underftand,  it  is  immediately 
owing,  that  the  authentic  account  publifhed  was 
judged  indifpenfabiv  neceffary  to  be  drawn  up  and 
circulated ;  of  which  Lady  Chatham  was  fo  good 
as  to  furnifh  my  father  with  a  copy  thirteen  or  four- 
teen days  before  it  appeared  in  print ;  fo  that  I,  who 
confider  myfelf  as  being,  in  fome  degree,  the  caufc 
of  the  publication,  am,  for  this  reafon,  called  upon 
to  take  a  public  notice  of  it,  if  ray  connexion,  and 
the  nature  of  the  occafion,  did  not  afford  me  fuffi- 
cient  inducement  and  caufe  for  fo  doing. 

The  account  is  avowed  exprefsly  to  be  drawn  up 
from  papers  in  poffeffion  of  the  Earl  of  Chatham's 
family,  in  order  to  fhew  whether  the  fuppofed  nego- 
tiation 
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tiation  did  or  did  not  originate  from  his  Lordfliip : 
fo  that  the  papers  are  confelFedly  farnifhed  by  the 
Earl's  family  for  the  purpofe  of  compofing  this  ac- 
count, which  therefore  bears  the  ftamp  of  that  fa- 
Boily's  authority,  whether  printed  by  their  direSion 
or  not. 

The  account  clofes  with  the  following  obferva- 
tion,  viz.  *^  from  this  unambigioaus  and  authentic  ac- 
count^ founded  on  indifputahlc  evidence,  every  impar- 
tial perj  on  will  determine  whether  the  fallowing  propo- 
fition  is  not  fully  ejlabl'fhed,  viz.  that  the  late  Earl  of  ^ 
Chatham  not  only  did  not  court  a  political  negotiation 
toith  the  Earl  of  Bute,  but  without  heftation  pereynpto^ 
rily  rejeded  every  idea  of  ading  with  hiji  Lordfhip  in 
jadminiftration** 

The  propofition  here  put,  it  muft  be  obferved, 
does  not  only  concern  Lord  Chatham's  rejeftion  of 
every  idea/  &c.  but  involves  in  it  a  ftrong  implica- 
tion, as  if  Lord  Bute  had  defired  and  propofed  to 
take  a  part  in  adrainiftration  with  his  Lordfhip. 
Now  I  do  not  at  all  enter  into  ihe  queftion,  whether 
Lord  Chatham  did  or  did  not  court  a  negotiation 
with  the  Earl  of  Bute:  but  when  I  confider  the  ex- 
prefTion  in  his  Lordfhip's  diflated  anfwer  to  Sir 
James  Wright's  letter,  that  he  heard  with  par- 
titular  fatisjaBion  the  favourable  fentimenis  on  this 
fubjeEl  of  the  mble  Lord  (viz.  Lord  Bute)  with  whom 
Sir  fames  Wright  had  talked,  and  the  following 
words  of  the  fentence,  that  zeal,  duty,  and  obedience 
might  outlive  hope,  even  under  the  impending  ruin  of 
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<he  kingdom,  it  appears  to  me,  that  whatever  ideas 
his  Lordfhip  might  rejeft,  he  had  not  then  refolved 
to  rejc6l  all  ideas  of  negotiation  with  vqy  father,  con- 
ceiving, perhaps,  from  his  afTurance  of  hearty  con- 
currence and  fincere  good  wifhes  conveyed  in  Sir 
James  Wright's  letter,  -fome  expeftation  of  having 
the  door  of  the  cabinet  opened  to  him  by  that  hand, 
\vhich  according  to  his  notions,  had  always  kept  the 
key.  I  may  proceed  a  ftep  further:  it  feems  proba- 
ble that  Lord  Chatham,  at  the  beginning  of  the  pre- 
fent  year,  was  looking  out  for  a  ns.  gotiation  with  my 
father:  for  Mr.  Dagge,  who  was  faid  in  one  of  the 
above-mentioned  reports  to  be  concerned  in  tranf- 
a6ling  a  negotiation  between  the  two  noble  Lords 
and  who  is  an  acquaintance  of  Lord  Bute,  happen* 
ing  to  fay  in  common  converfation  with  a  friend  of 
Lord  Chatham,  that  he  had  heard  my  father  fpcak 
refpedfuily  of  Lord  Chatham,  and  give  his  opinion, 
that  Lord  Chatham's  fervices  muft  of  courfe  be 
called  for  in  the  prefent  crifis ;  and  this  being  re- 
ported to  Lord  Chatham  by  his  friend,  w'p.o  heard  it 
from  Mr.  Dagge,  his  Lordfliip  inftantly  concluded, 
the  words  to  be  meant  as  a  melfage  to  him  from  my 
father;  but  luckily  his  fiiend  undeceived  him  in 
time;  of  which  I  alfo  have  my  indifputable  evi- 
dence from  a  paper  of  that  friend,  who  obliged  me 
with  it  at  my  own  define,  but  who  cannot  be  fuf- 
petled  of  wanting  partialit  y  for  Lord  Chatham. — 
It  is  fiiid  in  the  Authentic  Account,  from  the  evi- 
dence 


dence  of  Dr.  Add'uigton's  Narrative,  that  Lord 
Chatham  held  a  cbnverfaiion,  with  "'the  DoQ;or  at 
Hayes,  in  which  the  former  declared  it  was  impvlJi- 
bh  for  him  to  ferve  the  public  with  either  Lord  Bute  or 
Lord  North:  but  I  believe  nobody  would difcern,  in 
this  part  of  their  converfation  at  Hayes,  the  fhadow 
of  a  proof  that  my  father  offered  to  ferve  the  pub- 
lic in  a  miniftry  with  his  Lordfhip,  unlefs  Dr.  Ad- 
dington  had  added  this  circumftance  in  his  Narrative, 
as  gathered  from  Sir  James  Wright's  difcourfe  with 
him  :  fo  that  atlaft  the  indifputable  evidence  of  this 
faft,  fo  far  as  regards  my  father,  refts  wholly  upon 
Dr.  Addingtdn's  Narrative,  which  haih  been  flatly 
contradiBed  in  that  point,  again  and  again,  by  Sir 
James  Wright.  Undoubtedly  the  Do6\or  and  Sir 
James  would  have  been  fufficient  witneffes  of  the 
meffage  intended  to  conveyed  through  them,  if  their 
accounts  had  agreed  ;  but  they  differ  fo  widely  and 
cffentially,  that  no  evidence  feems  to  have  lefs  claim 
to  be  called  indifputable.  What  other  evidence 
then  can  be  reforted  to  in  this  cafe,  but  Lord  Bute's 
relation  of  his  own  proceedings?  This  I  am  at  li- 
berty to  give  you  in  the  following  extraft  from  his 
letter  to  Lady  Chatham  of  the  i6th  of  Auguft  laft, 
dated  from  Luton  Park. 

"  Madam, 
"  I  am  happy  in  the  opportunity  your  Ladyfhip 
gives  me  of  relating  to  you  all   I   know  concerning 
a  tranfaftion,  in  which  both  Lord  Chatham  and  I 
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have  been  firangely  mifreprefentcd  to  each  other, 
and  concerning  which  fo  many  falfhoods  have  been 
induftrioufly  propagated.     When  Sir  James  Wright 
communicated  to  me  the  very  flattering  language  in 
which  he  declared  Lord  Chatham  had  exprelTed  him- 
felf  concerning  me,   I  was  naturally  led  to  mention 
my  regard  for  his  Lordfhip,  and  the  high  opinion  I 
entertained   of  his   fuperior  talents,    hoping,    from 
what  was  then  publicly  talked  of,  to  fee  them  once 
more  employed  in  the  miniderial  line ;  and  colleHing 
from  Sir  Janjes,  that   the   knowledge  o^  my  fcnti- 
ments  would  not,  on   this   occafion,  be   difpleafing, 
I  did  not  hefitate  to  exprefs  my   hearty  wifhes,  that 
this  important  event  might  foon  take  place.     Some 
time  after  this  I  was  extremely  furprifed  with  a  con- 
verfation  Sir  James  faid  Dr.  Addington  wifhed  to 
be  reported  to  me :  it  was  in  fubftance  Lord  Chat- 
ham's opinion  of  the  alarming  fituation  we  were  in, 
and  the  neceifary  meafures  to  be  immediately  taken 
upon  it.     As   fuch   a  communication,  to  a  perfon 
in  my  retired  fituation,  Teemed  only  made  on  a  fup- 
pofition  that  1  had  ftill  fome  fhare  in  public  coun- 
cils, it  appeared   neceffary  for  me  to  diftate  to  Sir 
James   my  anfucr;  in  which,  after    lamenting    the 
dangerous    fituation  of  affairs,  unknown  to   me  in 
fuch  an  extent,  I  added,  this  affeftcd  me  the  more, 
as  my  long  illnefs,  and  total  feclufion  from  all  pub- 
lic bufinefs,  put  it  out  of  my  power  to  be  of  the  lead 
fervice.— This,  Madam,  is  the  whole  I  was  privy  to 
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in  this  affair,  and  all  that  pafTed  between  Sir  James 
and  me  upon  it." 

If  any  further  explanation  can  be  neccffary  from 
my  father,  refpefting  either  the  defign  or  purport  of 
his  meffage,  he  allows  me  to  fay,  in  his  name,  that 
he  did  (perhaps  crroneoufly)  confider  Dr.  Adding- 
ton*s  reprefentations  of  Lord  Chatham's  manner  of 
fpeaking  of  him,  as  reported  at  the  time  by  Sir  James 
Wright,  to  be  intimations  thrown  out  by  his  Lord- 
fliip,  in  order  to  know  his  (my  father's)  fentiments 
upon  the  fubjc6l  of  his  then  coming  into  Adminiftra- 
tion  :  for  which  reafon  my  father  did  not  fcruple  to 
fend  a  meffage  by  the  perfon  from  whom  he  derived 
his  information,  fignifying,  that  if  Lord   Chatham 
was  appointed  to  adminiftraiion,  the  hearty  concur- 
rence of  his  judgment  and  fmccre  wifhes  of  fuccefs 
would  follow  that  appointment.     He  avers,  at  the 
fame  time,  iliat  he  did  not  conceive  a  thought  of 
propofing  himfelf  to  his  Lordfhip  for  any  office,  or 
of  accepting  any  office  with  him,  his  own  inclination 
having  never  prompted  him,  nor  his  ftate  ofnealth 
admitted  him,  to  engage  in  public  bufincfs,  except 
on  very  few  occafions  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  from 
the  time  of  his  quitting  the  Treafury  in  1763;  nei- 
■  therdid  he  entertain  an  idea  of  fuggelling  to  Lord 
Chatham  any  arrangement  of  an  adminiltration,  his 
wifhesj  and  the  communication  of  them  through  Sir 
James  Wright,  having  folely  regarded  Lord  Chat- 
ham.    There  is  another  paffage  in  your  publication, 

which 
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which  appears  to  me  more  material  dill  wiih  refpeft 
to  my  faiher,  than  what  I  have  already  mentioned^ 
This  is  the  copy  of  a  note  from  Lord  Chathan*.  ift. 
his  own  hand-writing  to  Dr.  Addington,  faying,  the 
next  attempt  he  ^Sir  James  Wright)  viakes  to  Jurprife 
friendly  integrity  with  courtly  injinuation,  let  liini  know 
that  his  great  patron  and  your  village  friend  dijfer  in 
this ;  one  has  brought  the  King  and' Kingdom  to  ruin^ 
the  other  would  f  merely  endeavour  tofave  4t- 

Here  is  a  letter  under  ttie  Earl  of  Chatham's 
hand,  vouched  to  be  fuch  by  the  airtJiority  of  his 
family,  imputing  to  Lord  Butethofe  counfels,  which 
Lord  Chatham  fays  (whether  juftly  or  erroneoufly,  is 
not  thfc  prefent  queftion)  have  ruined  the  King  and 
Kingdom.  Every  reader  will  at  once  have  under- 
flood  this  imputation  to  be  founded  on  Lord  Chat- 
ham's opinion  of  Lord  Bute's  fecret  influence  fas  it 
is  called)  by  which  he  has  been  imagined  to  diQate 
or  cgntroul  the  meafures  of  the  cabinet  ever  fince 
the  Earl  of  Chatham  left  it.  Lord  Bute  has  not 
been  ignorant  of  the  long  prevalence  of  that  error, 
having  feen  himfelf  moft  injurioufly  treated  in  con- 
fequence  of  it,  for  many  years  paft,  by  writers  of 
pamphlets,  newfpaper  efTays,  and  political  para- 
gragphs  J  all  which  he  pafiTed  over  in  filent  indigna- 
tion and  contempt :  but  when  he  fees  the  fame  cruel 
miftakes^advanced  and  countenanced  by  fuch  an  au- 
thority as  the  Earl  of  Chatham,  he  thinks  he  fhould 
be  wanting   to  himfelf  if  he  did  not.  encounter  it 
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with  the  beft  evidence  that  can  be  fuppofed  to  lie 
within  his  reach. 

There  are  but  two  perfons  in  the  kingdom  who  are 
capable  of  knowing  the  negative  of  that  opiniop 
with  abfolute  certainty.  One  of  them  is  of  a  r^nk 
too  high  Loo  be  appealed  to,  or  even  mentioned  on 
this  occafion  ;  the  other  is  himfelf.  He  does  there- 
fore authorize  me  to  fay,  that  he  declares  upon  his 
folemn  word  of  honour,  that  he  has  not  had  the  ho- 
nour of  waiting  on  his  Majefty  but  at  his  levee  or 
drawing-room,  nor  has  he  prefumed  to  offer  an  ad- 
vice  or  opinion  concerning  the  difpofition  of  offices, 
or  the  €ondu£l  of  meafures,  either  dire6lly  or  in- 
direftly,  by  himfelf  or  any  other,  from  the  time 
when  the  late  Duke  of  Cumberland  was  confulted 
in  the  arrangement  of  a  miniflry  in  1765,  to  the 
prefent  hour. 

Before  I  conclude,  I  muft  apprize  your  readers, 
that  I  do  not  intend  to  fet  up  for  a  newfpaper  au- 
thor, or  to  anfwer  queftions,  objedions,  or  bbfer- 
vations,  or  to  engage  in  printed  altercation  with  any 
body,  I  am,  i3c.

A  LETTER  appeared  in  the  papers  of  06lober 

^6,  figned  by  Lord  Mountftuart,  of  which  I  think 

H  incumbent  upon  me  to  give  public  notice,  and  I 

fhould  have  done  fo  fooner,  if  I  had  not  been,  at 

that 
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that  time,  at  fome  diftance  from  London.  His 
Lord'hip's  letter  contains  fome  pafifages  which  JL 
think  injurious  to  my  father's  memory,  as  well  as  ob- 
fervations  on  an  Authentic  Account^  &c,  (which  lately 
appeared  in  print]  which  fecm  to  require  an  anfwer 
from  Lord  Chatham's  family.  1  wiih  it  had  fallen 
to  fome  other  hand  to  difcharge  this  debt  to  my  fa- 
ther's memory  ;  at  the  fame  time,  my  impaiienceno 
vindicate  his  condud,  and  to  free  this  fubjeft  from 
mifconflruBion,  cannot,  I  am  perfuaded,  (land  in 
need  of  anv  excufc,  either  towards  Lord  Mount- 
ftuart,  or  towards  the  public. 

Lord  Mountftuart,  in  the  beginning  of  his  letter,; 
fays,  that  no  lefs  than  three  reports  of  negotiations 
between  ray  father  and  Lord  Bute  reached  him  in 
the  courfe  of  laif  fpring.     One  of  them  appears  to. 
have  arifen  from  the  tranfa6lion  between  Sir  lames; 
Wright    and   Dr.   Addington,  of  which  the  public* 
have  heard  fo  much  already. — Another  from  that, 
affair  in  which  Mr.  Dagge  was  concerned,  which  I 
fhall  have  occafion  to  mention  hereafter.— -And  the 
third  report,  which  Lord  Mountltuart  alludes  to,  I 
fuppofe  to  be  the  fame  with  that  mentioned  in  a  pa- 
per drawn  up  at  Lord  Mouniltuart's  requeft  by  Mr,, 
Martyn.     If  it  is,  I  can  only  fay,  that  I  have  been 
alfured   by  my   brother-in-law.  Lord  Mahon,  that 
my  father  himfelf  told  him,  that  Lord  Bute's  name 
was  not  mentioned  in  the  affair  which  hasoccafioned 
ihat  report. 

X  a  Lor4 
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Lord  Mountftuart  afterwards  alludes  to  the  ab- 
draft,  or  digeft,  drawn  up  by  his  friend  on  the  fub- 
jeft  of  the  negotiation  between  my  father  and  Lord 
Bute.  I  think  it  right  to  declare,  that  that  paper, 
which  was  fent  to  my  mother,  at  her  requeft,  by 
Lord  Bute,  together  with  the  declarations  of  Sir 
]ames  Wright  and  other  concurring  reports,  tended, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  family,  to  bring  imputations 
on  my  father's  charafler,  which  they  could  not  fuffer 
to  pafs  unnotited.  The  perfons  therefore  who  com- 
piled thofe  papers  fent  to  Lady  Chatham,  or  who' 
propagated  fuch  injurious  reports,  were,  in  fa6l, 
the  caufes  of  the  Authentic  Account  being  drawn 
up  and  circulated. 

1  fhall  now  proceed  to  take  notice  of  the  remarks 
wade  by  Lord  Mountftuart  on  the  concluding  pro- 
pofition  of  the  Authentic  Account,  which  is,  "  That 
the  late  Earl  of  Chatham  not  only  did  not  court  a  poli- 
litical  negotiation  with  the  Earl  of  Bute^  btU  without 
hejitation,  peremptority  rejeBed  every  idea  of  aBivg 
tuith  his  Lordjliip  in  admini/lration."  His  Lordfhip 
fays,  *'  that  the  propofition  does  not  only  concern 
Lord  Chatham's  rejeftion  of  every  idea,  &c,  but 
involves  in  it  a  ftrong  implication,  as  if  Lord  Bute 
had  defired  and  propofed  to  take  a  part  in  admini- 
ftration  with  him."  To  this  I  fay,  that  the  propo- 
rtion, as  quoted  above,  does  not  neceffarily  in- 
volve fuch  an  implication,  nor  is  it  any  where  af- 
ferted  in  the  Authentic  Account j  that  Lord  Bute  did 

make 
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ittake  any  fuch  propofah  The  propofuion  only  im- 
plies (what  I  think  the  Authentic  Account  iaWy  proves) 
that  what  was  reported  to  Lord  Chatham  by  Dr. 
Addington,  was  brought  to  him  as  coming  from  Lord 
Bute.  Whether  the  idea  thus  conveyed  to  Lord 
Chatham  originated  entirely  with  Sir  James  Wright 
— whether  they  arofe  from  mi.fapprehenfions  of  Dr. 
Addington,  or  whether  they  proceeded  from  Lord 
Bute  himfelf,  it  is  equally  inconteftible,  in  every 
one  of  thefe  cafes,  that  they  came  to  Lord  Chat-r 
ham  in  the  manner  dated  in  the  Authentic  Account, 
Lord  Chatham  could  confider  tbofe  ideas  only  in 
the  fhape  in  which  they  came  to  him,  and  his  mef- 
fages  in  confequence  arefufficient  to  fhew  his  deter- 
mination on  this  fubjeft,  without  our  enquiring  how 
far  the  advances  made  to  him  were  or  were  not  au- 
thorized by  Lord  Bute.  The  fole  motive  of  draw- 
ing up  the  Authentic  Account^  was  the  defire  of  vin- 
dicating my  father's  memory,  and  not  any  wilh  to  af- 
fe8:  the  chara6ler  of  Lord  Bute*  If  any  one  by 
reading  the  Authentic  Account,  is  led  to  form  any 
opinion  relative  to  Lord  Bute,  it  muft  be  from  the 
nature  of  the  papeys  contained  in  it  (which  were 
neceffary  to  be  produced  for  my  father's  juftifica- 
tionj  and  not  from  any  affertion  made  or  implied  in 
any  part  of  the  account.  Whoever  has  read  it,  muft 
have  obferved,  that  it  confifts  of  written  and  indif- 
putable  evidence,  and  does  not  contain  a  fmgle 
word  beyond  that  evidence,  excepting  only  the  few 
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introduQory  lines — the  allufion  to  various  conver* 
Ration  which  had  pafled  between  Sir  James  Wright 
and  Dr.  AdingtoTi,  previous  to  the  3d  of  February, 
•which  circumftance  I  am  perfuaded,  cannot  be  called 
in  queftion, — the  mention  of  Lord  Chatham's  con- 
verfations  with  Dr.   Addington,  and  his  declaration 
relative  to  Lord  Bute  and  Lord  North,  which  n« 
-one  can  pretend  to  controvert-r-and  finally,  the  con- 
cluding propofition,  of  the  truth  of  which  the  pub- 
lic muft  judge,  by  confidering  the  fafts  from  which 
it  is  deduced.     With  refpett  to   Dr.   Addington'* 
Narrative,  it  wa«,  by  his  permiflion,  added  in  the 
•  Appendix,  in  order  to  through  hght  on  fome  part  of 
the  tranfaftions.     If  Sir  James  Wright  contefts  any- 
thing advanced  in  the  DoBor's  Narrative/  the  pub- 
lic judgment  will  finally  relt  on  the  comparative  de- 
gree of  credit  due  to  thofe  two  gentlemen,  and  upon 
the  probability  or  improbability  qf  their  refpeftive 
afleriions. 

Lord  Mountftuart  alfo  lays,  "  that  he  does  not  at 
all  enter  into  the  queftioxi^  whether  Lord  Chatham 
did  or  did  not  enter  into  a  negotiation  with  the 
Karl  of  Bute.'*  If  hb  Lordfhip  had  ftriQly  ad- 
hered to  this  intention  through  the  remainder  of 
hi«  letter,  llhefe  remarks  would  have  been  lefs  nc- 
ceflary. 

His  Lordfhip  tlien  endeavours  to  prove,  **  That 
tny  father,  at  the  time  of  dilating  his  anfwer  to  Sir 
James  Wright's  firft  letter^  had  aot  celblved  to  re- 
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jeB.  all  ideas  of  negotiation  with  Lord  Bute."  Now, 
if  Lord  Mountftuart  means  by  this,  that  Lord  Chat- 
ham would  not,  from  any  perfonal  objetlion  to  Lord 
Bute,  have  refufed  to  lilten  to  fuch  propofals,  as  may 
be  perfectly  confiftent  with  his  honour  and  his  prin- 
ciples, which  he  might  have  accepted  with  the  profpeft 
of  being  ferviceable  to  his  country,  merely  becaufe  they 
came  through  his  Lord/hip;  Lord  Mountftuart  caa 
deduce  from  this  nothing  that  in  any  way  aifetls  the 
prefent  queltion.  if,  on  the  other  hand,  he  means 
that  Lord  Chatham  had  not  refolved  to  rejed  a  ne- 
gotiation of^any  other  defcription,  cr  that  there  was 
any  time  when  he  would  not  have  rejected  every  idea 
of  afting  with  Lord  Bute  in  adminiltration  ;  this 
opinon  is  utterly  without  foundation,  and  no  argu- 
ment has  been  produced  in  fupport  of  it. 

The  expr'eflions  which   Lord  Mountftuart  quotes 

from  my  father's  note  are  thefe  :   ihat  "  Lord     :  at- 

ham  heard  with  particular  JatisfaElion  the  favourable 

Jentimcnts  on  thisJubjtH  of  the  noble  Lord  zuith  xvhom 

Str  James  Wright  had  talked,"  and  that  "zeal,  duty, 

and  obedience   might  outlive  hcpe^*  (even  under  the 

impending  ruin  of  the  kingdom).     Now  what  does 

the  firft,   of  thefe  expreffions  amount   to,  but   that 

Lord  Chatham   heard  with  much  fu?  sfaftion,  thofe 

high  expreffions  of  approbation,  and  •  xp-icit  offen 

of  concurrence,  from  one  who  was  generally  thought 

(no  matter  how  truly}  to  have  fo  much  influence  ia 

the  government  of  this  country,  which  were  con- 
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veyed  in  Sir  James  Wright's  firft  letter,  with    the 
exprefs    defire  that   they   might   be   communicatod 
through  Dr.  Addington  to  Lord  Chatham  ? — And 
what  is  the  meaning  of  the   fec6nd  expreffion,  but 
that  Lord  Chatham,  however   defperate  he  thought 
the  fituation  of  public  affairs,  would    ftill  perform 
the  duties  of  a   good  fubjeft,  in  endeavouring   to 
prevent,  if  poffible,  the  final  ruin  of  the  kingdom  ? 
It  is  impoffible  therefore  to  argue  from  either  of  thefe 
expreflions,  which  were  written  in  anfwer  to   Sir 
James  Wright,  that  my  father  either  courted  a  ne- 
gotiation with  Lord  Bute,  or  was  willing  to  a6:  with 
liis  Lordfhip  in  adminiftration  ;  unlefs  it  can  be  pre- 
tended   that  the  profeffion   of  zeal,  duty,  and  obe^ 
dience^  are  to  be  referred  to  Lord  Bute.     Letitalfo 
be  remembered,  that  the  very  meffage  from  which 
Lord  Mountftuart  has  quoted  the  expreflions  above 
recited,  contains  in  it  the  declaration  of  Lord  Chat- 
ham's opinion,  "  That  if  any  thing  can  prevent  the 
confummation  of ' public  ruin^  it  can  only  he  new  coun^ 
feh  and  new  counfellorSy  without  further  lofs  of  time, 
a  ViY.A-LcnAHCEfromfncere  convidlion of  pafl errors, 
and  not  a  mere  palliation,  which  mujl  prove  fruitlefs,'* 
which  words  were  confidered  by  Sir  James  Wright, 
and,  (as  appears  from  Sir  James's  letter  of  Febru- 
ary 7th}  were  confidered  by  Lord  Bute  hinifelf,  as 
including  his  Lordfliip  as  well  as  the  miniftry.  ^ 

Lord  Mountftuart  next  attempts  to  Ihew,  "  that 
Lord  Chatham,  at  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  year, 
■•  ,         was 


was  looking  out  for  a  negotiation  witK  tlbtd  Bute.** 
It  is  not  very  clear  what  exaQ;ly  is  meartt  by  that-ex- 
preffion,  1  cannot  imagine  Lord  Mountftuart  to 
have  intended  to  imply,  that  Lord  Chatham  expell- 
ed a  negc-iation  would  be  begun  on  the  part  of  Lord 
Bute-  becaufe  that  would  feem  as  if  Lord  Mount- 
ftuart  admitted  that  there  was  ground  for  fuch  an 
expe6:ation.  But,  if  he  intended  by  this  expreffion 
to  convey,  that  Lord  Chatham  was  difpofed  to  court 
a  negotiation  vvith  the  Earl  of  Bute,  I  mud  take 
the  liberty  to  affert,  that  the  circumftance  he  refers 
to  is  no  proof  of  fuch  a  pofition.  The  affair  men- 
tioned by  Lord  Mountftuart,  in  which  Mr.  Daggc 
was  concerned,  was  reported  to  Lord  Chatham  by 
his  nephew,  Mr.  Thomas  Pitt,  (who  is  at  prefent. 
out  of  England)  and  it  is  from  him  that  Lord 
Mountftuart  muft  have  received  the  account  he  al- 
ludes to.  His  Lordfliip  has  not  thoiight  proper  ta 
lay  that  paper  before  the  public,  and  therefore  I 
need  not  enlarge  upon  the  fubjeft;  but  I  am  confi- 
dent Mr.  Pitt  cannot  have  aflerted  any  thing  whick 
has  the  moft  remote  tendency  to  prove  that  Lord 
Chatham  was  any  time  looking  out  for-a  negotiation 
with  Lord  Bute.  The  only  reafon  alledgedby  Lord 
Mountftuart  for  thinking  that  he  was,  amounts  to 
no  more  than  this :  That  Lord  Bute  did  fpeak  ref- 
peftfully  of  Lord  Chatham  to  Mr.  Dagge,  and  did 
declare  his  opinion,  that  Lord  Chatham' sfervicd  muft 
of  courfe  be  called  for  in  the  prefent  -^rifs.  That  'Mr. 
<  Dagge 
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Dagge  did  communicate  this  to  Lord  Chatham's 
nephew,  Mr.  Thomas  Pitt.  That  he  did  go  to 
Hayes,  in  order  to  report  this  to  Lcrd  Chatham — 
and  that  Lord  Chatham  did  in  confequence  imagine, 
that  it  was'hDeant  by  Lord  Bute  to  be  communi- 
cated to  him.  On  this  I  do  not  think  it  neceflary 
to  make  any  obfervation.  I  muft  however  add,  that 
thofe  who  received  an  account  of  this  affair  from 
my  father's  own  mouth,  know,  that  he  was  fo  far 
from  welcoming  thefe  unauthorized  advances,  with 
the  view  of  improving  them  into  fanh.er  negotiation, 
that  he  expreffed,  in  the  ftrongcft  terms,  his  diflike 
to  fuch  a  mode  of  application. 

Lord  Mountftuart  obferves,  that  Lord  Chatham's 
declaration  to  Dr.  Addington,  "  that  H  was  impojji- 
hie  for  him  to  ferve  the  public  with  either  Lord  Butt  or 
Lord  Norths*  is  no  proof  that  Lord  Bute  offered  to 
ferve  the  public  in  a  miniftry  with  Lord  Chatham. 
It  was  never  intended  as  a  proof  of  that  matter ; 
but  merely  as  an  evidence  of  Lord  Chatham's  refo- 
lution  not  to  aft  in  adminidration  with  Lord  Bute. 
To  that  point  Dr.  Addington's  evidence  is  conclu- 
fivej  for  however  other  parts  of  his  Narrative  may 
be  contradifted  by  Sir  James  Wright,  it  is  impoffiblfc 
for  Sir  James  to  difpute  his  account  of  the  conver- 
fation  between  Lord  Chatham  and  the  Doftor.  at 
Hayes.  There  are,  however,  other  perfons,  be- 
fides  Dr.  Addington,  to  whom  Lord  Chatham  has 
nna^F  ^^e  ftrongeft  dedjirations  to  the  fame  purpofe :

^nd  the  more  his  condu6:  is  canvafled,  the  mot'« 
proofs  wi!!  appear  of  this  unalterable  refolution; 

1  mult  now  add  a  few  words  with  regard  to  the 
extraft  of  Lord  Bute's  letter  to  my  mother,  which 
is  quoted  by  Lord  Mouiuftuart.  Lord  Bute  men- 
tions, *'  that  Sir  James  Wright  communicated  to 
him  the  very  flattering  language  in  which  Sir  James 
declared  Lord  Chatham  expreffed  himfelf  concern- 
ing Lord  Bute."  I  am  very  far  from  queflioning, 
that  Sir  James  Wright  expreffed  himfelf  in  the  man- 
jfier  Hated  by  Lord  Bute  ;  but  I  mud  obferve,  that 
Sir  James  does  not  preteivd  to  have  heard  that  Lord 
Chatham  held  lu<:h  language,  from  any  other  per- 
fon  than  from  Dr.  Addingtonj  and  whoever  will 
take  the  trouble  to  recur  to  the  Doctor's  Nar- 
rative, will  there  find  that  the  DoQor,  in  the  begin- 
ning of  this  tranfudion,  declared  to  Sir  Jamc« 
Wright,  that,  to  the  belt  of  his  remembrance,  Lord 
Chatham  had  never  once  named  Lord  Bute  to  him. 

Lord  Bute,  in  another  part  of  his  letter,  fays, 
"  that  he  was  extremely  furprifed  with  a  converfa- 
lion  Sir  James  laid  Dr.  Addington  wifhed  to  be  re- 
ported to  him.  It  was  in  fubrtance  Lord  Chatham's 
opinion  of  the  alarming  condition  we  were  in,  and 
the  necelfary  meafures  to  be  immediately  taken  upon 
it."  Lord  Bute  cannot  poffibly  here  refer  to  any 
thing,  except  to  the  paper  No.  IL  which  is  printed 
in  the  Authentic  Account.  The  opinion  contained 
in  that  paper  of  the  neceJJ'ary  meafures  lo  be  taken,

only  in  general  termSy  **  that  if  any  thing  can  prc^ 
vent  the  confummation  of  public  luin,  it  can  only  be 
hew  counfeli  and  new  counfellors^  &c.*'  and  thfs  com- 
munication did  not  proceed  fpontaneoufly  from  my 
father,  but  was  an  anfwer  to  Sir  James  Wright's 
letter,  of  February  2,  which  was  by  his  defire  com- 
municated to  Lord  Chatham. 

The  latter  part  of  Lord  Mountftuart's  letter  re- 
lates to  Lord  Chatham's  expreffion,  That  Lord  Bute 
had  brought  the  King-  and  Kingdom  to  ruin,  \\''hat 
reafon  Lord  Chatham  had  at  that  time  for  thinking 
that  Lord  Bute  influenced  the  meafures  of  govern- 
ment, it  would  be  prefumption  in  me  to  examine  • 
jior  is  it  for  me  to  enquire,  whether  he  was  or  was 
not  deceived  in  his  opinion  of  the  public  ruin.  But 
in  this  (ingle  inftance^  thofe  who  revere  his  memory 
the  moft  will  fmcerely  rejoice  (as  he  himfelf  would 
were  lie  living)  if  they  fhould  find  his  opinion  dif- 
proved  by  the  event.

The  fix  conduftors,  and  feventy  poor  men,  were 
divided  and  ranged  on  each  fide  without  the  church- 
door,  and  the  reft  of  the  proccffion  within  the  church. 
At  the  entrance  of  Weftminlter  Abbey  (within 
the  door)  the  Dean  and  Prebendaries,  with  the 
Choir,  fell  into  the  proceffion  immediately  after  the 
Great  Banner,  and  before  the  Heralds,  who  bore 
the  trophies. 

The  Chief  Mourner  and  his  two  Supporters  were 
fcated  on  chairs  at  the  head  of  the  body;  the  itools 

vere 
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were  placed  on  the  fides  of  the  grave  for  the  eight 
afTiftant  mourners,  and  one  at  each  end  for  the  four 
fupporters  of  the  pall. 

During  the  fervice  in  the  church,  the  coronet  and 
cufliion  were  placed  on  the  body,  and  the  canopy 
and  bannerolls  held  over  it :  the  trophies  were  laid 
on  a  tabl«?placed  behind  the  Chief  Mourner's  chair. 
Covered  with  a  black  filk.carpet  fringed. 

The  fervife  over,  Clarcnceux,  Deputy  to  Gar- 
ter, proclaimed  the  ftyle  ;  and  the  Earl's  three  offi-* 
cers  breaking  their  ftaves,  gave  the  pieces  to  Garter, 
who  threw  them  into  the  grave. 

The  flandard,  banners,  bannerolls,  and  trophies, 
having  been  depofited  in  the  church,  the  proceflion 
returned  to  the  Painted  Chamber  in  the  fame  order. 

The  fervice  was  read  by  the  Bifhopof  Rochefter. 

The  Duke  and  Duchefs  of  Gloiicefter  attended 
the  funeral  fervice. 

Upon  the  coflTm  was  a  filver  plate,  on  which  was; 
the  following  infcription: 

The  mojl  noble  and  puijfant  William  Pitt  Earl  of 
Chathavi,  -  Vlf count  Pitt,  of  Burton  Pynfenty  in  the 
■county  of  Somerfet,  Born  the  1  ^th  of  November  1 708, 
Vied  at  Hayes^  in  Kent,  the  nth  of  .May  1778. 

His  Lordfhip  lies  interred  about  twenty  yards  from 
the  North  entrance  of  Weftminfter  Abbey.

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The  following  is  a  Description' of  the  Mo- 
nument IN  Westminster-Abbey. 

THERE  arc  fix  figures  in  this  mo^iument,  and 
yet  the  idea  on  which  it  is  defigneti  is  the  fiinpleft 
poffiblc.      Lord  Chatham,  with  Prudence  and  For- 
titude on  a  farcoph^gus,  occupy   the   upper  part; 
the  lower  group  confifts  of  Britannia  feated  on  a 
rock,  with  the  Ocean  and  the  Earth  at  her  feet,  by 
which  is  exhibited  the  efFeft  of  his  wifdora  and  for- 
titude, in  the  greatnefs  and  glory  of  the  nation.    The 
ftatue  of  the  Earl  is  in  his  Parliamentary  robes  j  he 
is  in  the  a6lion  of  fpeaking,  the  right  hand  thrown 
forward  and  elevated,  and  the  whole  attitude  ftrongly 
cxpreffing  that  fpecica  of  oratoiy  for  which  his  Lord- 
fhip  was   fo  juftly   celebrated.— Prudence  has  her 
ufual  fymbols)  a  ferpent   twilted  round   a  mirror! 
Fortitude  is  charafterifed  by  the  fhaft  of  a  column, 
and  is  cloathed  in  a  lion's  flcin.     The  energy  of  this 
figure  ftrongly  contrafts  the  repofe  and  contempla- 
tive character   of  the  figure  of  Prudence.     Britan- 
nia, as   miftrefs  of  the  fea,  holds  in  her  right  hand 
the  trident  of  Neptune ;  Ocean   is  entirely  naked, 
except  that  his   f7mbol,  the  dolphin,  is  fo  managed 
that  decency  is  perfectly  fccurcd  with  the  Icaft  poffi- 
ble  detriment   to  the  ftatue;  his  a6iion  is  agi.ated, 
and  his  countenance  fevcrc,  which  is  oppofed 4)y  the 
utmoft  cafe  in  the  figure  of  the  Earth,  who  is  lean- 
ing on  a  terreftrial  globe,  her  head  crowned  with 
Vol.  III.  y  fruit. 
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fruit,  which  alfo  lies  in  fome  profyfion  on  the  plintli 
©f  the  ftatue — The  infcription  is  as  follows :

ON  the  twentieth  day  of  May,  1778,  a  Court  of 
Common  Council  was  held  at  Guildhall,  when  the 
firft  bufinefs  that  came  on  was  a  motion, 

"  That  it  be  referred  to  a  Committee  to  prepare 
a  petition  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  expreffing 
the  gratitude  which  the  Court  feel  for  the  feveral 
tributes  paid  by  them  to  the  memory  of  the  late 
Earl  of  Chatham,  and  reprefenting  in  very  refpeft- 
ful  terms  to  the  faid  Houfe,  that  this  Court  intreat 
their  favourable  interpretation  of  their  wifh,  humbly 
to  addrefs  his  Majefty,  that  the  faid  Earl  may  .be  de- 
pofited  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  Paul ;  upon 
which  a  Committee  was  appointed,  who  withdre\f 

immediately. 
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immediately,  and  returning  into  Court,  prefented  a 
petition  for  the  above,  which  being  twice  read,  was 
agreed  to  and  ordered  to  be  figned  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  and  prefented  forthwith  to  the  Hon.  the 
Houfe  of  Commons. 

"  Refolved,  That  the  defire  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Council  is  to  attend  the  funeral  of  the  Earl  of 
Chatham  in  their  gowns. 

"  Refolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to 
prepare  a  letter  to  the  Lord  Chamberlain  of  his 
Majefty's  Houfehold,  requefting  that  fuch  their  de- 
fire  may  be  humbly  figniHed  to  his  Majefty,  and 
that  his  faithful  citizens  pray  his  Majefty  to  be  gra- 
cioufly  pleafed  to  order  the  neceffary  notice  to  be 
given,  in  cafe  his  Majefty  fliould  be  pleafed  to  ac- 
quiefce  in  their  attendance  by  the  proper  officer/* 
The  Committee  being  appointed,  accordingly  with- 
drew, and  returning,  prefented  a  letter,  which  being 
read,  was  agreed  to,  and  orderc  d  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  Lord  Chamberlain  by  Mr.  Remembrancer.'*

ried in   the  cathedral  church  of  St,  Paul,  Refolved 
unanimoufly,  neverthelefs,  that  a  Committee  be  now 
appointed  lb  confider  what  further  mark  of  refpcciis 
moft  fit  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  that  excellent  - 
and  difintereilcd  (tatefman,  in  the  time  of  whole  ad- j 
miniftration  the  citizens  of  London  never  returned 
from  the  throne  diliatished. 

In  confequencc  of  the  Remembrancer  having  been  ^ 
called  upon  by  this  Court,  to  ftate  what  palled  ia 
the  King's  clofet,  when  the  Sheriff  laft  attended  St. 
James's,  and  it  appearing  that  an.  unulual  qiieilion 
had  been  aflied,  to  which  the  Sheriff  declined  giv- 
ing any  anfwcr — Refolved  unanimoufly,  that  the 
thanks  of  this  Court  be  given  to  Mr.  Sheriff  Clark, 
for  his  very  prudent  conduct  upon  that  occafion.

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Thi  following  is  a  Description  of  the  Ce- 
wotaph,  erected  in  guildhall,  to  the 
Memory  of  the  Earl  of  Chatham. 

ELEVATED  on  a  bafe,  fixed  to  a  rock,  the 
Earl  of  Chatham,  in  the  habit  of  a  Roman  fenator, 
Appears  gracefully  looking  on  a  figure  reprefenting 
the  city  of  London  ;  his  lefi  hand  fudains  the  helm 
of  government,  whiHt  his  right  embraces  Commerce, 
who,  charged  with  her  proper  attributes,  is  moft  de- 
lightfully fmiling  on  her  kind  prote6tor,  through 
whofe  zeal,  affiiled  by  the  four  quarters  of  the 
world,  Ihe  is  pouring  plenty  into  the  lap  of  Bri- 
tannia. 

The  City,  in  her  mural  crown,  with  a  look  of 
gratitude,  is  addrefling  her  noble  friend,  pointing 
the  while  to  Commerce;  at  her  feet  are  placed  the 
emblems  of  Induftry,  and  on  her  right  hand  thofe  of 
Juftice  and  Power.  Upon  the  plinth  is  engraved 
the  following  infcription  : 

"In  grateful  acknowledgment  to  the  Supreme  Dif- 
pofer  of  events,  who,  intending  to  advance  this  na- 
tion for  fuch  time  as  to  his  wifdom  feemed  good,  to 
an  high  pitch  of  profperity  and  glory,  by  unani- 
mity at  home — by  confidence  and  reputation  abroad 
—by  alliance,  wifely  chofen  and  faithfully  obferved 
—by  colonies  united  and  protefted— by  decifive  vic- 
tories by  fea  and  land — by  conqueft  made  by  arms 
and  generofity  in  every  part  of  the  globe — and  by

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commerce,  for  the  firft  time,  united  with,  and  made 
to  flourifh  by  war — was  pleafed  to  raife  up  as  thar 
principal  inftrument  in  this  memorable  work,

"  The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council, 
mindful  of  the  benefits  which  the  the  City  of  Lon- 
don received  in  her  ample  fhare  in  the  general  prof- 
perity,  have  erefted  to  the  memory  of  this  eminent 
ftatefman  and  powerful  orator,  this  monument  in  her 
Guildhall ;  that  her  citizens  may  never  meet  for  the 
tranfadion  of  their  affairs,  without  being  reminded, 
that  the  means  by  which  providence  raifes  a  nation 
to  greatnefs,  are  the  virtues  infufed  into  great  men;

OF  LORD  CHATHAM'S  ELOCUTION, 

(Written   in   1779.) 

OF  all  the  charafteriftic  features,  by  which 
his  oratory  was  diftinguifhed,  none  was  more  emi- 
nent than  the  bold  purity  and  claflical  force  of 
phrafeology. 

Thofe  who  have  been  witneffes  to  the  wonders 
of  his  eloquence — who  have  liftcned  to  the  mufic 
of  his  voice,  or  trembled  at  its  majefty — who  have 
feen  the  perfuafive  gracefulnefs  of  his  aftion,  or 
have  felt  its  force ;  thofe  who  have  caught  the  flame 
of  eloquence  from  his  eye — who  have  rejoiced  at 
the  glories  of  his  countenance — or  fhrunk  from  his 

frowns 
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frowns, — will  remember  the  refifllefs  power  wiih 
which  he  imprefled  conviftion.  In  thefe  fketches 
of  his  original  genius,  they  will  read  what  they  have 
heretofore  heard ;  and  their  memory  will  give  due 
aftion  to  the  pifture,  by  re-figuring  to  their  minds 
what  they  have  with  admiration  feen. — But,  to  thofe 
who  never  heard  nor  faw  this  accomplifhed  orator, 
the  utmoft  effort  of  imagination  will  be  neceflary, 
to  form  ajuft  ideaof  that  combination  of  excellence, 
which  gave  pcrfeQion  to  his  eloquence : — his  ele- 
vated afpeft  commanding  the  awe  and  mute  attention 
of  all  who  beheld  him ;  whilft  a  certain  grace  in  his 
manner,  confcious  of  all  the  dignities  of  his  fitua- 
tion,  of  the  folemn  fcene  he  afted  in,  as  well  as  his 
own  exalted  charafter,  feemed  to  acknowledge  and 
repay  the  refpe6l  he  received  :  — his  venerable:  form, 
bowed  with  infirmity  and  age;  but  animated  by  a 
jmind  which  nothing  could  fubdue :—  his  fpirit  fhin- 
ing  through  him,  arming  his  eye  with  lightning,  and 
cloathing  his  lips  with  thunder;  or,  if  milder  topics 
offered,  harmonizing  his  countenance  in  fmiles> 
and  his  voice  in  foftnefs ;  for  the  compafs  of  his 
powers  was  infinite.  As  no  idea  was  too  vafl,  no 
imagination  too  fublime,  for  the  grandeur  and  ma- 
jefty  of  his  manner ;  fo  no  fancy  was  too  playful, 
nor  any  alluflon  too  comic  for  the  eafe  and  gaiety 
wi^  which  he  could  accommodate  to  the  occafion. 
But  the  character  of  his  oratory  was  dignity  :  this 
preCded  throughout ;  giving  force  becaufe  fecuring 

refpeft. 
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t-erpe6^,  even  to  his  fallies  of  pleafantry.  This 
elevated  the  moft  familiar  language,  and  gave  novelty 
and  grace  to  the  moft  familiar  allufions  j  fo  that  in 
his  hand,  even  the  crutch  became  a  weapon  of 
oratory*. 

This  extraordinary  perfonal  dignity,  fupported 
on  the  bafis  of  his  well-earned  fame,  at  once  ac^ 
quired  to  his  opinions  an  affent  which  is  flowly 
given  to  the  arguments  of  other  men.  His  aiTer- 
tions  rofe  into  proof;  his  forchght  became  prophe- 
cy. Befidcs  the  general  fanftion  of  his  character, 
and  the  decilive  dignity  with  which  he  pronounced 
his  fentiments,  it  was  alfo  well  known  that  he  care- 
fully cultivated  the  moft  authentic  channels  of  in- 
telligence. And  it  was  an  additional  and  juft  praife 
to  him,  that  he  exerted  the  great  influence  of  his 
name,  and  all  his  opportunities,  to  invcftigate  the 
pureft  fources  of  political  information.  But,  as 
the  aftivity  of  his  public  zeal,  ftimulated  him  to  fuch 
exertion  :  fo  the  fuperiority  of  his  genius  dire£ted 
him  to  'higher  fources.  For  other  men,  even  the 
mechanical  medium  of  official  knowledge  is  a  fphere 
too  laborious.  Though  Lord  Chatham's  duty  did 
not  difdain,  his  fpirit  foared  above  fuch  little  ad-« 
ventitious  advantages :  His   was  jjitelligence  in  a

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truer  fenfe,  and  from  the  nobl^ft  fource  : — '*  from 
his  own  fagacious  mind  *." — His  intuition,  like 
faith,  feemed  fuperior  to  the  common  forms  of 
reafoning.  No  clue  was  necefTary  to  the  labyrinth 
illuminated  by  his  genius.  Truth  came  forth  at  his 
bidding,  and  realized  the  wifii  of  the  philofopher-r- 
fhe  was  feen  and  beloved. 

ON  THE  SAME  SUBJECT.

HE  was  born  an  orator,  and  from  nature  poffeffecl 
every  outward  requifite  tobefpeak  refpeft,  and  even 
awe.  A  manly  figure,  with  the  eagle  eye  of  the 
famous  Conde,  fixed  your  attention,  and  almoft 
commanded  reverence  the  moment  he  appeared ; 
and  the  keen  lightning  of  his  eye  fpoke  the  high 
refpeft  of  his  foul,  before  his  lips  had  pronounced  a 
fyllable.  There  was  a  kind  of  fafcination  in  his 
look  when  he  eyed  any  one  aflcance.  Nothing  could 
withftand  the  force  of  that  contagion.  The  fluent 
Murray  t  has  faultered,  and  even  Fox  J  fhrunk 
back  appalled  from  an  adverfary  "  fraught  with  fire

unquenchable/* 
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Uhqilellchable/'  if  I  may  borrow  the  expreflion  of 
our  great  Mikon.  He  had  not  the  correftnefs  of 
language  fo  ftrikiiig  in  the  great  Roman  orator,  but 
he  iiad  the  verba  ardentia  the  bold  glowing  words. 

EULOGIES. 

THE  gJories  of  Mr.  Pitt's  adminiftration  are  the 
fucceffes  of  the  war,  condufted  under  his  aufpicesj 
accompliflied  by  the  wifdom  of  his  plans,  and  the 
intrepidity  infpired  by  his  fpirit.  They  will  Ihine 
in  the  annals  of  England  beyond  the  luftre  of  former 
ages.  They  will  be  eternal  monuments  of  his  amaz* 
ing  genius,  refolution  and  fagacity.  They  will 
prove  him  not  only  the  boldeft,  but  the  wifeft  mi- 
nifter  England  ever  faw.  To  enumerate  the  objeBs 
of  our  praife,  would  be  to  recapitulate  the  tranf- 
aftions  of  his  adminiffration.  Such  a  recapitulation 
is  here  attempted  j  but  in  a  manner  fo  inadequate 
to  the  theme,  that  the  work  mud  derive  its  only 
merit  from  its  fubjeft.  Mr.  Pitt's  beft  hiftorical 
culogium  will  be  the  plained  truth  ;  nor  can  fadion 
or  artifice  fully  the  luftre  of  his  eminent  fervices. 
A  whole  people  are  neither  to  be  bribed  nor,  im- 
pofed  upoh.  Envy  may  revile,  and  felf-intereft 
may  feek  to  blacken  ;  but  his  fame,  in  fpite  of 
every  effort  to  blalt  it,  in  fpite  of  all  the  aflaults  pf 
low  and  little  minds,  will  flourifh  while  this  king- 
dom or  its  language  Ihall  endure.  He  raifed  the 
power  and  grandeur  of  England  to  the  higheft 
A  a  2  fummit 
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fummit  of  glory  and  refpeCl ;  he  confounded  and 
defeated  her  enemies  in  every  quarter  of  the  world  ; 
he  ftriQly  adhered  to  the  letter  of  her  engagements 
,  abroad,  and  he  effefted  and  preferred  unanimity  at 
hom'\  The  people  daily  teltify  their  high  fenfc  of 
his  many  eminent  fervices  and  diilinguifli  his  me- 
mory with  an  affection  that  does  honour  to  their 
gratitude. 

By  the  war  carried  on  dining  his  adminiftraiion, 
we  gained  all  the  French  fettlcments  and  towns  on 
the  continent  in  the  Eafl;  Indies  ;  Senegal  and  Goree 
in  Africa  :  Cape  Breton  and  St.  John's,  by  which 
•wt  extirpated  the  French  from  the  fifhery ;  all 
Canada,  Guadaloupe,  Martinico,  Marigalante,  De- 
firade,  and  the  neutral  iflands,  in  America ;  baffled 
the  mighty  efforts  of  France  in  Europe  ;  infulted 
and  flripped  her  coafts ;  burned  her  fhipping :  ruined 
her  navy,  by  repeated  viftories  j  blocked  up  her 
harbours  :  almoft  annihilated  her  trade  ;  took  Belle- 
ifle  J  and  reduced  her  to  bankruptcy.  By  the  peace 
which  fucceeded  thefe  mod  glorious  conquefts,  wc 
reftored  every  thing  in  the  Eafl  Indies;  Goree  in 
Africa;  granted  the  French  an  almofl  unlimited 
fifhery  in  America  ;  and  for  the  lofs  of  Cape  Breton 
and  St.  John's,  which  were  difmantled,  we  gave 
them  the  iflands  of  St.  Peter  and  Miquelon,  which 
another  French  King  may  fortify  at  pleafure ;  wc 
reflored  alfo  Belleifle,  Guadaloupe,  Martinico, 
Mariegalante,    and    Defirade,    together    with    St. 
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Lucia,  the  only  valuable  neutral  ifland.  Other 
conqucfts  were  made  in  confequence  of  his  plans, 
and  they  were  reftored  alfo.  Could  our  enemies 
have  required  more  ? — Ought  they  to  have  hoped 
for  fo  much  ?-- .-What  then,  did  England  gain  by  the 
honefty^  the  vigilance  and  wifdom  of  Mr.  Pitt  ; 
the  expence  of  many  millions,  and  the  lofs  of  fo 
many  thoufands  of  brave  men  ?— Canada,  an  almoft 
barren  province  ;  Florida,  a  fandy  defert ;  Sejiegal, 
which,  without  Goree,  does  not  in  the  leaft  injure 
the  French  flave  trade  ;  three  of  the  neutral  iflands, 
which  are  fcarce  worth  our  peopling ;  Grenada, 
which  is  too  unwholefome  to  live  in;  and  the 
Grenadines  which  no  nation  ever  thought  worth 
pofleffing.  '•  O  may  the  conditions  of  fuch  a 
**  peace,  be  engraved  on  the  tomb-ltone  of  its 
advifers.*'* 

When  Mr.  Pitt  had  reduced  the  French  to  tneir' 
jaft  rcfource,  and  had  obliged  them  to  feck  refuge 
in  the  affiftance  of  another  flate  f ;  when  by  his 
mafterly  penetration,  he  diCcovered  the  joint  defignj, 
and  would  have  effeftually  fruftrated  it  by  a  timely 

*  Alluding  to  Lord  Bute's  words  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords, 
on  the  day  that  the  preliminary  articles  of  peace  were  de- 
bated ;  when  he  faid  he  wiHied  to  have  no  greater  eulogium 
engraved  upon  his  tomb,  than  having  advifcd  thofc  terms 
of  peace. 
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and  vigorous  exertion  of  our  national  power,  he 
was  oppofed  in  fo  falutary  and  nccefTary  a  meafure* 
Events  foon  juftified  the  councils  which  he  gave. 
But  as  he  had  no  other  motive  than  the  welfare  of 
his  country,  and"  finding  he  could  not  promote  that 
by  fuch  mealures  as  he  was  convinced  were  right, 
he  ftruggled  not  for  a  continuance  of  employment, 
but  immediately  refigncd. 

CHARACTER  OF  Mr.  PITT. 

THE  Secretary  flood  alone.  Modern  degene- 
racy had  not  reached  him.  Original,  and  unac- 
commodating J  the  features  of  his  chara6ler  had  the 
hardihood  of  antiquity.  H'is  auguft  mind  over-* 
awed  Majcfty ;  one  of  his  Sovereigns  thought 
royalty  fo  im,  aired  in  his  prefence,  that  he  con- 
Ipired  to  remove  him,  in  order  to  be  relieved  from 
his  fuperiority*.  No  ftate  chicanery,  no  narrow 
fyftem  of  vicious  politics,  no  idle  conteft  for  mi- 
nifterial  victories,  funk  him  to  the  vulgar  level  of  the 
great;  but  overbearing,  perfuLfive,  and  impraftic- 
able :  his  objecl  was  England — his  ambition  was 
fame.  Without  dividing,  he  deftroyed  party  ;  with- 
out corruption,  he  made  a  venal  age  unanimous, 
France  funk  beneath  him.  With  one  hand  he  fmote 
the  Houfe  of  Bourbon,  and  wielded  in  the  other 
the  democracy  of  England.  The  fight  of  his  mind 
was  infinite,  and  his,  fch'emes  were  to    affe6l,   not 

*  Noc  George  the  S«cond. 
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Englanl,  not  the  prefent  age  only,  but  Europe  and 
potierity.  Wonderful  were  the  means  by  which 
thele  fchemes  were  accamplifhed  ;  always  feaibn- 
able,  always  adequate;  the  fuggcftions  of  an  un- 
derftanding,  animaicd  by  ardour,  and  enlightened 
by  prophecy. 

The  ordinary  feelings  which  make  life  amiable 
and  indolent,  thole  fenfations  which  fofienj  allure 
and  vulgarize,  were  unknown  to  him:  no  domellic 
diificukies,  no  domeflic  weaknefs  reached  him  ;  but 
aloof  from  the  fordid  occurrences  of  life,  and  un- 
iullied  by  its  intercourfe,*  he  came  occafionally  into 
our  fyftem,  to  council  and  decide. 

A  charaSler  fo  exalted,  fo  llrenuous,  fo  various, 
fo  authoritative,  allonilhed  a  corrupt  age,  and  the 
Treafury  trembled  at  the  name  of  Pitt,  through  all 
her  clafles  of  venality.  Corruption  imagined,  in- 
deed, that  (he  had  found  defeQs  in  this  (latefman, 
and  talked  much  of  the  inconfiHeacy  of  his  glory, 
and  much  of  the  ruin  of  his  \i8orics;  but  the 
hiftory  of  his  country,  and  the  calamities  of  the 
enemy,  anfwered  and  refuted  her. 

Nor  were  h'ls  political  abilities  his  only  talents. 
His  eloquence  was  an  aera  in  tbe  fcnate ;  peculiar 
and  fpontsneous,  familiarly  exprelnng  gigantic 
fentiments  and  infrinBive  wifdom  j  not  like  the 
torrent  of  Demoiiheiics,  or  the  fplendid  confla- 
gration of  Tuliy  J  it  rclembled  fomelimes  tbe  thunder, 
and  fometimes  the  nmfic  of  the  fphcres.  Like  Mur- 
A  a  4  ray

ray,  he  did  not  conduQ;  the  underftanding  through 
the  painful  fubtihty  of  argumentation ;  nor  was  he 
like  Townfnend  *,  for  ever  on  the  rack  of  exertion  ; 
but  rather  lightened  upon  the  fubjed,  and  reached 
the  point  by  the  flufiiings  of  his  mind,  which,  like 
thofe  of  his  eye,  were  felt,  but  could  not  be  fol- 
lowed. 

Upon  the  whole,  there  was  in  this  man  fomething 
that  could  create,  fubvert,  or  reform ;  an  under- 
ftanding, a  fpirit,  andan  eloquence  to  fummon  man-^ 
kind  to  fociety,  or  to  break  the  bOnds  of  llavcry 
afunder ;  and  to  rule  the  wildernefs  of  free  minds, 
with  unbounded  authority  :  Something  that  would 
pllablifh  or  overwhelm  empire,  and  Itrike  a  blow 
in  the  world,  that  Jliould  relound  through  its 
Uiiiverfe, 

ANOTHER. 

WE  fliall,  for  ages,  revere  the  memory  of  a 
mini(ter,  who  never  had  his  equal,  in  the  opinion  of 
ihe  nation,  for  wifdom  and  integrity.  He  kept  no 
levees:  he  admitted  no  tiiiiing  company:  he  was 
cnrabarraffed  by  no  private  connexions,  nor  engaged 
in  any  intrigue  :  he  never  abufed  his  power,  by 
preferring  an  undefervihg  pcrfon,  and  was  exceed- 
ingly fcrijpuious  how  he  received  recompnenda- 
tions :  |ie  defpifed  thofe   idle    claims  of  rank   and 

'^  Charles  Townfiicnd, 
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leniority,  when  they  were  not  fupported  by  fervices, 
which  alone  could  entitle  them  to  public  trull :  he 
confided  in  ability  and  worth  wherever  he  found 
them,  without  any  regard  to  wealth,  family,  par- 
liamentary intereR,  or  connection. — He  was  punc- 
tual in  his  ofiice,  and  fuch  was  his  attention  to  bufi— 
ncfs,  ^at  the  moft  minute  occurrences  palfed  not 
without  bis  examination.  During  his  adminillra- 
tion,  the  faith  of  Great  Britain  was  held  inviolably 
facred.  Under  his  adminiitration,  all  parties  united 
for  the  common  good,  bccaufe  all  parties  placed  the 
utmoft  confidence  in  his  abilities  and  integrity. 
The  diftinftion  of  court  and  country  parties,  was 
dilfolved  in  unanimity.  A  refpeflable  militia  was 
eftablifhed :  the  natural  ftrength  of  the  nation  was 
exerted  by  fea  and  land  ;  the  terrors  of  an  invafion 
were  removed  ;  the  Britifti  arms  triumphed  in  every 
quarter  of  the  globe ;  trade  and  navigation  were 
promoted  and  protected,  and  France  was  completely 
humbled.  Confcious  of  his  own  virtue,  he  never 
fought  to  conceal  any  part  of  his  condu6l ;  but,  on 
the  contrary,  was  always  ready  and  forward  to  lay 
all  his  meafures  before  the  public.  He  obferved 
fuch  flri£l  fecrecy,  that,  during  the  whole  of  his 
adminiflration,  he  gave  no  opportunity  to  the  moft 
penetrating,  of  difcovering  his  defigns  to  the  enemy. 
He  was  a  warm  friend  to  conftitutional  liberty,  civil 
and  religious. 

CHARACTEi^ 
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CHARACTER  or  the  EARL  or  CHATHAM. 

By  the  late  King  of  PRytsiA. 

(From  his  Pojihumous  Works,  Vol.  III.) 

IN  the  autumn  of  1757,  a  change  had  been 
cffcfted  in  the  Britifh  miniftry  ;  Mr.  Fox  was  fuc- 
ccedcd  by  Mr.  Pitt,  whofe  lofty  genius  and  pcr- 
fuafive  eloquence  rendered  him  the  idol  of  the 
nation.  He  had  the  beft  underflanding  of  any  man 
in  England.  His  fuperior  talents  had  fubdued  the 
Houfe  of  Commons ;  and  when  raifed  to  the  helm 
of  affairs,  he  applied  the  whole  vigour  of  his  mind 
to  render  his  country  fovereign  of  the  fcas,  without 
BCglefting  the  meafures  which  might  retrieve  her 
glory  by '  land.  The  treaty  which  the  Duke  of 
Cumberland  had  entered  into  at  Clofter- Seven,  he 
regarded  with  indignation,  and  confidered  as  the 
reproach  of  England.  The  firft  meafures  which  he 
adopted  in  the  adminiftration  tended  to  deflroy 
even  the  remembrance  of  that  infamous  negotiation. 
He  pcrfuadcd  the  King  his  maftcr  to  requeft  Prince 
Ferdinand  of  Brunfwick.  from  the  King  of  PrufTia, 
and  to  fct  that  General  at  the  head  of  the  Allies, 
By  his  advice.  King  George  augmented  his  army  in. 
Germany,  and  entered  into  new  engagements  with 
the  King  of  Pruffia,  and  oiher  Princes  of  that 
country.  And  tnc  happy  confcquences  of  Mr. 
Pitt's  meafures  were  foon  experienced  in  Germany, 
in  Amcricaj  and  in  every  part  of  the  world.

CHARACTER  of  Mr.  PJTT, 
By   the  Abbe  Reynal, 

(From  V  Hijloirc  Philcjophiquc  S  Politique.)     - 

WILLIAM  PITT,  the  favourite  of  the  three 
kingdoms  from  his  youth,  for  his  integrity,  hi$ 
difintcreftednefs,  his  zeal  againfl  corruption,  his 
inviolable  attachment  to  the  interefts  of  his  country, 
had  a  p^fiion  for  great  things,  was  poflelfed  of  an 
eloquence  that  was  irrefifliblc,  and  a  genius  that 
"was  at  once  enterpriling  and  fteady.  His  ambition 
was  to  raife  his  country  above  all  the  world,  and 
bimfelf  along  with  her.  'Till  the  adminiftration  of 
Mr.  Pitt,  all  the  entcrprizes  of  his  nation  in  diftant 
countries  were  unfortunate,  and  they  could  not  be 
othervvife,  becaule  they  were  ill-concerted.  But 
his  projefts  were  formed  with  fuch  wifdom  and 
utility  ;  his  preparations  were  made  with  fuch  fore- 
call  and  expedition  ;  he  fo  juftly  proportioned  the 
means  to  the  end  ;  he  made  fo  wife  a  choice  of  thofc 
in  whom  he  was  to  repofe  a  confidence  j  he  eftab- 
lifhed  fuch  harmony  between  the  land  and  fea  fer- 
vice ;  in  fliort,  he  raifed  the  heart  of  England  fo 
high,  that  his  adminiftration  was  nothing  but  a 
-chain  of  conquefts.  His  foul,  ftill  greater,  looked 
(down  with  contempt  upon  the  idle  clamours  of 
thofe  timid  fpirits,  who  charged  him  with  fquander- 
jng  the  public  money.     He  anfwercd  in  the  words 
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of  Philip,  the  father  of  Alexander,  "  Vitloi-y  muft 
be  purcfeafed  with  money,  not  money  faved  at  the 
expence  of  viftory." 

Speaking  of  Mr.  Piit's  refignation,  he  favs, 
•«  Whatever  was  thecaufe  of  his  retreat,  nothing 
but  the  blinded,  moft  unjuft,  and  violent  enmity 
can  afTert,  that  he  owed  more  to  fortune  than  to  his 
talents  and  his  virtue."

LORD  CHATHAM.  -  A  great  and  celebrated 
liame ;  a  name  that  keeps  the  name  of  tliis  country 
refpeftable  in  every  other  on  the  globe.  It  may  be 
truly  called, 

-  Clarum  et  venerahile  ncmcn 
Gentikis,  et  multum  nojlrcc  quod  proderct  urhi. 

Sir,  the  venerable  age  of  this  great  man,  his  merited 
i;ank,  his  fuperior  eloquence,  his  fplendid  qualities, 
his  eminent  fervices,  the  vaft  fpacehe  fills  in  tiie  eye 
of  mankind ;  and,  more  than  all  the  reft,  his  fall 
from  power,  which,  like  death,  canonizes  and  fanc- 
tifies  a  great  charafter,  will  not  fuffer  nrie  to  cenfure 
any  part  of  his  condu6l.  I  am  afraid  to  flatter  him  ; 
1  am  fure  I  am  not  difpofed  to  blame  him.  Let  thofe 
who  have  betrayed  him  by  their  adulation,  infult 
him  with  their  malevolence.  But  what  I  do  not  pre- 
fume  to  cenfure,  I  may  have  leave  to  lament.  For 
a  wife  man,  he  feemed  to  me  at  that  time,  to  be 
governed  too  much  by  general  maxims.     I  fpeak 

with 


-■with  the  freedom  of  hiflory,  and  I  hope  without 
oftcnce.     One   or  two  of   thcfe   maxims,   flowing 
from  an  opinion  not  the  moll  indulgent  to  our  un- 
happy fpecics,  and   furely  a  little  too   general,  led 
him  into  mcafures  that  were  greatly  mifchicvous  to 
himfelf;  and  for  that  re;iron,  among  others,  perhaps 
fatal  to  his  country  ;  meafures,  the  efFeds  of  which, 
1  am  afraid,  are  for  ever  incurable.     He  made  an 
adminiltration  [in  1 766]  fo  checkered  an(J  fpeckled  ; 
he  put   together  a  piece  of  joinery,  fo  crofsly  in- 
dented  and    whimfically    dovetailed;  a  cabinet   fo 
varioufly  inlaid  ;  fuch  a  piece  of  divcrfified  Mofaic ; 
fuch  a  teffelated  pavement  without  cement ;  here  a 
bit  of  black  (tone,  and  there  a  bit  of  white  ;  patriots 
and  courtiers,  king's  friends  and  republicans ;  whigs 
and  tories;  treacherous  friends  and  open  enemies: 
that  it  was  indeed  a  very  curious  fhow;  but  utterly 
unfafe  to  touch,  and  unfure  to  ftand  on.     The  col- 
leagues whom  he  had  aflbrted  at  the  fame  boards, 
flared  at  each  other,  and  were  obliged  to  afk,  '*  Sir, 
your  name  ? — Sir,  you  have  the  advantage  of  me — 
Mr.   Suoh-a-one — I   beg  a  thoufand  pardons" — 
I  venture  to  fay,  it  did  fo  happen,  that  pcrfons  had  a 
fingle  office  divided  between  them,  who  had  never 
fpoke  to  each  other  in  their  lives  ;  until  they  found 
themlelves,  they  knew   not  how,  pigging  together, 
heads  and  points,  in  the  fame  truklebed*. 

*  Suppofed  to  allude  to  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  North,  and 
George  Cooke,  Efq.  who  were  made  joint  paymafters  in 
the  fummer  of  1766;  on  the  removal  of  the  Rockinghjiiu 
adminiftration. 
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Sir,  in  confequence  of  this  arrangement,  having 
puc  fo  much  the  larger  part  of  his  enemies  and  op- 
pofers  into  power,  the  confufion  was  fuch,  that  his 
own  principles  could  not  poffibly  have  any  effeft  or 
influence  in  the  conduQ:  of  affairs.  If  ever  he  fell 
into- a  fit  of  ihe  gout,  or  if  any  other  caufe  with- 
drew him  from  public  cares,  principles  diredly  the 
contrary  were  furc  to  predominate.  When  he  had 
executed  his  plan  he  had  not  an  inch  of  ground  to 
Hand  upon;  when  he  had  accompliflicd  his  fcheme  of 
adminiftration,  he  was  no  longer  a  mini  Iter, 

When  his  face  was  hid  but  for  a  moment,  hi^ 
->whole  fyllem  was  on  a  wide  fea,  without  chart  or 
compafs.  The  gendemen,  his  particular  friends^ 
'^vho,  with  the  names  of  various  departments  of  mi- 
nittry,  were  admitted,  to  feem,  as  if  they  afted  a 
part  under  hirn,  with  a  modefty  that  becomes  all 
men,  and  with  a  confidence  in  him,  which  was  juf- 
tified  even  in  its  extravagance  by  his  fuperior  abili- 
ties, had  never,  in  any  inftance,  prefumed  upon  any 
opinion  of  their  own.  Deprived  of  his  guiding  in- 
fluence, they  were  whirled  about,  the  fport  of  every 
guft,  and  eafily  driven  into  any  port ;  and  as  thofc 
who  joined  with  them  in  manning  the  veflcl  were 
the  mod  direftly  oppofite  to  his  opinions,  meafures, 
and  chara£lcr,  and  far  the  moft  artful  and  powerful 
of  the  fet,  they  eafily  prevailed,  fo  as  to  feize  upon 
the  vacant,  unoccupied,  and  dereliB  minds  of  his 
friends  ;  and  inftantly  they  turned  the  velfel  wholly 
out  of  the  courfc  of  bis  policy.     As  if  it  were   to

infuk  as  well  as  to  betray  him,  even  long  before  the 
clofe  of  the  firll  fellion  of  his  adminiftration,  when 
every  thing  was  publicly  tranfafted,  and  with  great 
parade  in  his  name,  they  made  an  a€l,  declaring  it  highly 
juft  and  expedient  to  raife  a  revenue  in  America. 
For  even  then.  Sir,  even  before  this  fplendid  orb 
was  entirely  fct,  and  while  the  Wcftern  horizon  was 
in  a  blaze  with  his  defcending  glory,  on  the  oppofitc 
quarter  of  the  heavens  aroie  another  luminary,  and, 
for  this  hour,  became  lord  of  the  afccndant*«

MR.  PITT  owed  his  rife  to  the  moft  confiderabic 

pofts  and  power  in   this  kingdom  fingly  to  his  own 

abilities.  ,  In  him  they  fupplied  the  want  of  birth 

and 
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and  fortune;  which  latter,  in  others,  too  often  fup- 
ply  the  want  of  the  ^rmer.  He  was  a  younget 
brother  of  a  very  new  family,  and  his  fortune  was 
only  an  annuity  of  one  hundred  pounds  a  year. 

The  army  was  his  original  deftination,  and  a  cor- 
netey  of  horfe  his  firft  and  only  commiffion  in  it. 
Thus  unaflifled  by  favour  or  fortune,  he  had  no 
powerful  proteftor  to  introduce  him  into  bufinefs, 
and  (if  I  may  ufe  that  expreffion)  to  do  the  honours 
of  his  parts — but  their  own  ftrength  was  fully  fuffi-^ 
cicnt. 

His  conftitution  refufed  him  the  ufual  pleafures^ 
and  his  genius  tbrbid  him  the  idle  diffipations,  of 
youth;  for  fo  early  as  at  the  age  of  fixteen  he  was 
the  martyr  of  an  hereditary  gout.  He,  therefore, 
employed  the  leifure  which  that  tedious  and  pain- 
ful diftcmper,  either  procured  or  allowed  him,  in 
acquiring  a  great  fund  of  premature  and  ufeful 
knowledsje*.  Thus  bv-  the  unaccountable  relation 
of  caufcs  and  efFe8.s,  what  feemed  the  greateft  mif- 
fortune  of  his  life,  was  perhaps,  the  principal  caufe 
of  its  fplendour. 

His  private  life  wasjj^ined  by  no  vice,  nor  fuliied 
by  any  meannefs.     Alt  his  fentiments  were  liberal

*  Notwithftanding  this  infinuation,  itijAvell  known.  Mr. 
Pitt  when  a  boy  at  Eton,  was  the  pride  and  boaft  of  th« 
fcliool.  Dean  Bland,  the  madez',  valued  himfelf  upon  hav- 
ing fo  bright  a  fcholar.  fhe  old  man  fhcwed  him  to  his, 
ftiendsj  and  to  every  body  as  a  prodigy.  ' 
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and  elevated.  His  ruling  paffion  was  an  unbounded 
ambition,  which,  when  fupported  by  great  abilities, 
and  crowned  with  great  fuccefs,  make  what  the 
world  calls  a  Great  Man. 

He  was  haughty,  imperious,  impatient  of  con- 
traditlion,  and  overbearing — qualities  which  too 
often  accompany,  but  always  clog,  great  ones. 

H6  had  manners  and  addrefs — but  one  might  dif- 
cern  through^them  too  great  a  confcioufnefs  of  his 
own  fupcrior  talents. 

He  was  a  moft  agreeable  and  lively  companion  in 
focial  life,  and  had  fuch  a  verfatility  of  wit,  that  he 
would  adapt  it  to  all  forts  of  converfation.  He  had 
alfo  a  moft  happy  turn  to  poetr^^'j  but  he  feldom  in- 
dulged and  feldom  avowed  it. 

He  came  young  into  Parliament,  and  upon  that 
great  theatre  he  loon  equalled  the  oldeft  and  the 
ableft  aftors*.  His  eloquence  was  of  every  kind, 
and  he  excelled  in  the  argumentative,  as  well  as  the 
declamatory  way.  But  hisinveftives  were  terrible, 
and  uttered  with  fuch  energy  of  diftion,  and  fuch 
•dignity  of  aftion  and  countenance,  that  he  intimi- 
dated thofe  who  were  the  moft  willing  and  the  beft 

able 

*  It  is  faid  that  Sir  Robert  Walpole  fcarce  heard  the  found 
of  his  voice  in  the  Iloufe  of  Commons,  but  he -.vas  alarmed 
■and  thunder  ftruck  ;  he  told  his  friends,  that  he  would  be 
glad  at  any  rate  to  muzzle  that  terriblecornet  of  horfe.

1  DID  not  intend  to  make  a  public  declaration  of 
the  rcfpefl  I  bear  Lord  Chatham.  But  I  am  called 
upon  [by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Home]  to  give  my  opinion. 
As  for  the  common  fordid  views  of  avarice,  or  any 
purpofe  of  vulgar  ambition,  I  queflion  whether  the 
applaufe  of  Junius  would  be  of  fervice  to  Lord 
Chatham,  My  vote  will  hardly  recommend  him  to 
an  encreafe  of  his  penfion,  or  to  a  feat  in  the  cabi- 
net. But  if  his  ambition  be  Upon  a  level  with  his 
tinderftanding; — if  he  judges  of  what  is  truly  ho- 
nourable for  himfelf,  with  the  fame  fuperior  genius, 
which  animates  and  dire6ls  him,  to  eloquence  in  de- 
bate, to  wildom  in  dccifion,  even  the  pen  of  Ju- 
nius Ihall  contribute  to 'reward  him.  Recorded  ho- 
nours fliall  gather  round  his  monument,  and  thicken

t  Damofthencs  w.ts  his  great  model  in  fpeaktng;  and  we 
are  told,  that  he  tranflated  fom«  of  his  orations  by  way  of 
exerciie,  feveral  times  over.  But  though  he  was  delighted 
with  the  manner  of  this  orator,  who  united  a  wonderful 
power  of  expreflion  tb  the  moft  forcible  method  of  rcafon- 
jng,  yet  he  was  equally  mafter  of  the  pleafing,  diifufe,  and 
paflionatc  ftj  le  of  the  Roman  orator. 
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over  him.  It  15  a  foHd  fabric,  and  will  fuppovt  the 
laurels  that  adorn  it.  I  am  not  convcrfant  in  the 
language  of  panegyric. — Thefe  praifes  are  extorted 
from  me ;  but  they  will  wear  well,  for  they  have  been 
dearly  earned. 

Extracts  from  the  North  Briton. 

{Afcribcdto  Mr,  Wilkes.)  July  24,  1762. 

«  MERIT  alone  brought  Mr.  Pilt  into  the  Ms. 
niftry ;  merit  alone  kept  him  there.  He  was  deter- 
mined to  come  into  no  rainifterial  jobs  :  He  fpoke 
his  mind  freely  on  every  occafion  ;  when  convinced, 
he  was  always  ready  to  change  his  opinion,  and  al- 
ter his  meafures ;  but  had  the  impudence  to  expeift 
convi6lion  before  he  did  it.  He  never  was  afraid 
to  bring  the  voice  of  the  people  to  the  ear  of  tlic 
Sovereign.  He  was  always  ready  and  forward  to 
lay  his  own  meafures  before  the  public.  He  was  of 
fuch  unlhaken  fecrecy,  that  during  the  whole  courfe 
'  of  his  minillry,  h^  gave  no  opportunity  to  the  moft 
willing  of  difcovering  our  defigns  to  the  enemy. 
He  was  of  fuch  unpardonable  attention  to  bufinefs, 
that  the  mod  minute  occurrences  of  his  department 
pafled  not  without  examination.  He  was  fuch  a 
;bigot  to  the  interefts  of  the  public,  that  no  private 
connexions  whatever,  could  induce  him  to  prefer 
an  undeferving  perfon. — He  was  of  fuch  unbounded 
aihbition,  that  raifed  the  honour  of  the  Englifh  name 

to 
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to  a  much  greater  height  than  that  of  his  predjccef- 
fors.  He  was  fo  extravagantly  oppofite  to  the  mea^ 
fures  ufually  adopted  on  fuch  occafions,  that  he  was 
foolilhly  reiblved  not  to  give  up  in  treaty  what  wc 
had  gained  in  war.  Ho*  was  fo  immoderate  in  his 
demands,  thai  our  enemies  iaw  through  them  with  a 
jufl  indignation,  and  were  convinced  iie  would  make 
a  good  peace,  or  none  at  all.  He  was  fo  jealous  of 
his  minirterial  reputation,  and  fo  envious  of  thofe 
who  fliould  fucceed  him,  that,  in  order  to  prevent 
their  doing  any  thing,  he  left  them  little  or  nothing 
to  do."

*'  Another  copious  fourcc  of  calumny  on  Mr. 
Pitt  has  been  the  pretended  defertion  of  the  public 
at  the  moft  critical  period.  I  did  not  cxpeQ  to  have 
feen  this  urged,  after  the  great  part  Mr.  Pitt  a6ted 
through  the  laft  lellion  of  parliament.  How  nobly 
did  he  fupport  the  caufe  of  his  country  ?  Did  he  at 
any  one  moment  endeavour  to  fow  the  feeds  of  dif- 
cord,  or  to  kindle  the  leaft  fpark  of  faftion  ?  His 
zeal  for  the  public,  his  firmnefs,  fpirit,  and  mode- 
ration were  no  lefs  admired,  than  the.  folid  wifdom, 
deep  policy,  and  heroic  magnanimity,  of  his  coun- 
cils.

«*  Mr,  Pitt  alone  feems  to  poITefs  that  great  poli- 
tical virtue  of  governing  kingdoms  to  their  own  faiif- 
fa6lion.

palm  of  virtue  and  ability  was  readily  yielded  tohim

perfuade,  to  awaken,  to  roufe  the  paflions,  and  td 
gain  them  over  to  the  fide  of  truth  and  virtue.  Mr. 
Pitt  leems  to  feci  trie  moft  fincerc  benevolence  and 
difpofition  to  do  good.  As  that  is  the  moft  firm  and 
vigorous  mind,  which  is  not  elated  with  profperityjj 
nor  dcjefted  in  adverfity,  in  this  refpc6l  the  virtue 
of  Mr.  Piu  appears  compleat. 

**  Mr.  Pitt  was  for  many  years  the  admiration  of 
all  his  ftllow-citizens :  on  a  fudden  the  wicked  arts, 
and  falfe  fuggeftions  of  a  few  malevolent  and  envious 
men,  for  aftiort  timeobfcured  his  fame,  and  eclipfed 
his  glory  ;  but  his  condutl  vvas  the  fame  ;  modelly, 
calm  fenfe,  and  dignity  attended  him.  Mr.  Pitt  has 
generofity  and  fpirit,  is  abftemious,  temperate,  and 
regular;  and  by  the  moft  manly  fenfe,  and  fine  laU 
lies  of  a  fportive  imagination,  can  char:rv  the  whole 
day;  and  as  the  Greek  faid,  his  entertainments  pleafe 
the  day  after  they  are  given."

Anecdotes   of  Thomas   Pitt^    Efq.  Governor  of  Fori 
St.  QcoTge. 

He  was  l^orn  at  Blandford,  in  the  county  of 
Dorfet.  His  family  was  a  very  ancient  and  refpecla- 
ble  one,  which  liad  been  long  fcated  in  that  county. 
In  the  latter  part  of  the  lad  century^  he  went  to  the 
Eaft  Indies,  and  was  fome  time  Governor  of  Fort 
St.  George,  then  the  chief  fettlement  there.  In  that 
iituation  he  acquired  the  great  fortune,  great  at  lead 
for  the  time,  which  he  poflefled,  and  which  it  ap- 
pears he  employed,  on  his  return  to  England,  in  a 
manner  greatly  to  his  honour.  About  the  year 
17Q9  or  1710,  he  quitted  his  fituation  at  Fort  St. 
George,  and  was  fucceeded  by  a  brother  of  the 
celebrated  Mr.  Addifon.  In  the  year  1711  we  find 
him  returned  to  England,  and  fetded  at  his  native 
place  I  where,  at  the  expence  of  aoool.  he  almoft

rebuilt  the   Church,  except  the  tower,  and  neatly 

paved  and  pewed  the  whole,  adding  alfo  a  north 

jaifle  for  his   burial-place.     At  the  entrance   of  this 

aifle  is  placed  the  fqllowinginfcription;

In  1716  he  was  made  Governor  of  Jamaica,  but 
refigned   that  poft  in    1717.     He  was  Member  of 
Parliament  in  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  fixth  Par- 
liaments of  Great  Britain,  for  old  Sarum  and  Thirlk. 
Befides  the  Church  of  Blandford,  St.  Mary,  he  re- 
paired and  beautifiedj  at  his  own  expence,  that  of 

Stratfordj, 
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Stratford,  in  Wiltfhire,  and  rebuilt  Abborfion,  in 
Hampfliire.  He  died  April  28,  1726,  and  was 
buried  at  Blandford. 

The  moft  extraordinary  incident  in  this  Gentle- 
man's life  was,  his  obtaining  and  difpofing  of  the 
celebrated  diamond  which  is  iUll  called  by  his  name. 
It  was  purcbafed  by  him,  during  the  time  he  was 
Governor  of  Fort  St.  George,  for  48,000  pagodas, 
i,  e.  20,4001.  fterling,  inftead  of  200,000,  which 
the  feller  firft  afked  for  it.  It  was  configned  to  Sir 
Stephen  Evance,  Knt.  in  London,  in  the  Ihip  Bed- 
lord,  Captain  John  Hudfon,  Commander,  by  a  bill 
of  lading,  dated  March  8,  1701-2,  and  charged  to 
the  Captain  at  65000  pagodas  only.  It  was  reckoned 
the  largeft  jewel  in  Europe,  and  weighed  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-feven  carats.  When  poliihcdi  it 
was  a&bi^  as  a  pullet's  egg.  The  cuttings  amounted 
to  eight  or  ten  ihoufand  pounds. 

It  feems  according  to  Lafl'eb,  to  have  been  more 
valuable  than  the  Great  Duke  of  Tufcany's  dia- 
mond, which  was  thought  to  have  been  the  fineft  in 
Europe,  almoft  an  inch  thick,  weighing  one  hun. 
dred  and  thirty  eight  carats,  and  worth  betweei\ 
jeweller  and  jeweller  100,000  crowns,  and  between 
Prince  and  Prince  150,000  crowus.  Both  thefe 
were  much  exceeded  by  a  diamond  brought  in  1  746 
from  the  ^rafils  to  the  King  of  Portugal,  which 
weighed  1680  carats  and  a  half,  and  was  valued  at 
a^djOOOjOool,  fterling. 
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I  am  well  informed,  «  fays  Mr.  JcfFcrys,  (in 
hh  treatife  on  diamonds  and  pearls)  it  was  fold  for 
135,0001.  to  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  [at  *hat  time  Re- 
gent] on  account  of  the  French  King,  I  think  about 
the  year  1717;  but  5000I.  thereof  was  given  and 
fpent  in  negociating  the  fdle-of  it.  Now  admitting 
it  was  fold  for  135,000!.  it  is  rating  the  Hone  but  at 
7I.  5s.  od.j^ifr  carat,  with  an  overplus  of  62  81.  13s.  od. 
which  any  one  may  know  that  is  acquainted  with  the 
rule  exhibited  in  the  treatife.  Again,  the  work' 
manfiiip  of  the  ftone  coll  5000I.  fo  the  diamond  it- 
felf  was  fold  but  for  130,0001.  which  is  but 
903 1.  18s.  9d.  above  'j\,ptr  carat. 

*'  And  this  is  a  price  much  belov;  its  real  worth, 
even  at  this  time,  in  which  diamonds  bear  not  the 
value  they  did  then :  inafmuch  as  81.  per  carat  is 
now  the  price  of  a  (lone  of  the  mean  or  middle 
fort,  not  burthened  with  a  uftiefs  and  hurtful  weight; 
therefore  it  being  valued  fo  much  below  one  of  that 
degree  of  goodnefs  cannot  bejuft,  although  it  hath 
fo  much  exuberant  weight,  if  what  is  generally  faid 
of  it  be  true,  which  is,  that  it  approaches  near  to  one 
of  the  firft  water,  and  hath  only  afmall  foul  orfpot 
in  it,  and  that  lying  in  fuch  a  manner  as  not  to  be 
difcerned  when  the  ftoneis  fet.  Wherefore  1  judge 
it  may  be  rated  at  lead  at  81.  per  carat,  which  will 
make  its  prefent  weight  amount  to  149,6091.  10s. 
and  I  conceive  it  will  not  be  over-valuing  it  to  citi- 
mate  it  at  j  50,0001 ."

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It  is  faid,  by  a  late  writer,  that  tlie  Regent  hefi- 
tdted  at  an  expence  which  the  revenue  did  not 
feem  in  a  condition  to  bear.  But  St.  Simon  repre- 
fented  to  hiin,  "  That  it  was  below  the  dignity  of 
the  King  of  France  to  be  deterred  by  the  price  from 
pUrchafing  a  piece  which,  as  being  fingular  in  its 
kind,  was  of  ineftimable  value,  and  would  be  an 
honour  to  the  Crown  to  pofTefs.**  Anquetil's  Me- 
moirs of  the  Court  of  France^  vol.  ii.  p.  351.  This 
writer  alfo  fays,  that  the  diamond  weighed  more 
than  five  hundred  grains,  was  of  the  fize  of  a  large 
J)lum,  perfedly  white,  without  fpot,  and  of  an  ad- 
mirable water.  Tw^o  millions  were  paid  for  it,  and 
the  feller  was  allowed  to  keep  the  filings.  As  the 
fum  could  not  be  paid  in  ready  money,  intereft 
was  given. 

At  the  funeral  of  Mr.  Pitt,  a  Sermon  was  preached 
at  Blandford  St.  Mary,  May  21,  1726,  by  Richard 
Eyre,  A.  M.  Canon  Refidentiary  of  Sarum,  from 
which  we  fhall  extract  the  following  paffages  : 

«  I  believe  few  men  pafs  through  the  world  with- 
out fome  fhare  of  thofe  fufferings  which  we  may 
allow  to  be  called  unjufl,  if  we  look  no  further  than 
the  hand  of  the  oppreflbr  who  does  the  wrong,  or 
the  tongue  of  the  flanderer,  which  this  perfon 
(I.  e.  Mr.  Pitt),  whofe  profperity  was  fo  wonderful, 
could  not  efcape.  That  he  fhould  have  enemies  is 
no  wonder,  when  Envy  will  make  them  ;  and  when 
their  malice  could  reach  him  no  other  way,  it  is  as

Hide  to  be  v;ondered  at,  that  ihey  fhould  make  Tucji 
an  attempt  upon  ins  credit  by  an  abufive  ftory,  as 
if  it  had  been  by  Ionic  ftretch  of  his  power  that  he 
got  that  diamond  which  was  of  too  great  value  for 
ftny  fubjeB:  to  purchale;  an  ornament  more  fitly  be- 
coming an  imperial  crown;  which,  if  it  be  confidered, 
inay  be  one  reafon  why  it  was  brought  to  the  Go- 
vernor by  the  merchant  who  fold  it  in  the  Indies; 
a  id  it  was  brought  to  him  more  than  once  or  twice, 
before  he  could -be  perfuaded  to  part  with  ^o  great  a 
fum  of  money  for  it  as  it  cofl  him ;  of  which  (if  I 
may  be  allowed  in  this  place  to  take  fo  much  notice 
of  it)  I  have  feen  an  authentic  and  clear  accountj 
fucU  as  I  will  venture  to  fay,  will  entirely  fetisfy 
every  good  or  reafonable  man,  that  thatjlory  could 
have  no  foundation  but  in  the  malice  of  him  who  in- 
vented it. 

"  And  if,  when  fuch  a  viper  faftened  on  an  inno- 
cent perfon,  any  of  you  were  prompted  too  haftily 
to  think  the  worfe  of  him,  when  you  fee  it  fhakca 
off,  it  mult  change  your  opinion,  and  may  well  raifc 
your  thoughts  of  him  who  bore  fo  horrid  an  abufe 
"with  fo  much  patience,  as,  for  his  more  effeSual 
vindication,  to  wait  the  time  of  his  going  to  appear 
before  God,  to  whom  he  makes  his  appeal  in  the 
moft  folemn  manner  for  the  truth  of  that  account 
which  he  left  to  be  opened  at  his  death." 

The  important  acquifition  of  this  diamond  oc- 
cafioned  many  reflexions  injurious  to  the  honour  of 

Governoi^ 
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Governor  Pitt ;  and  Mr.  Pope  has  been  thought  to 
have  had  the  infinuations  then  floating  in  the  world 
in  his  mind  when  he  wrote  the  following  lines ; 

\      "  A flcep  and  naked  as  an  Indian  lay, 
"  All  honed  faftor  dole  a  gem  away  ; 
*'  He  pledg'd  it  to  the  Knight;  the  Knight  had  wit; 
"  So  kept  the  di'raond  and  the  rogue  was  bit." 

Tluft  reporh  caufed  Governor  Pitt  to  -write  the 
following  account  of  the  whole  tranfaBion,  in  vindication 
cj  himfelf;  which  is  the  account  alluded  to  by  Mr. 
Eyre,  in  the  preceding  txtraB  from  his  Sermon,   , 

"  SINCE  my  coming  into  this  melancholy  place, 
3ergen,  I  have  been  often  thinking  of  the  moft  un. 
paralleled  villainy  of  William  Frafer,  Thomas*  Fre- 
derick and  Smapa,  a  black  merchant,  who  brought 
a  paper  before  Governor  Addifon  in  council,  infmu- 
ating,  that  I  had  unfairly  got  poffeflTion  of  a  large 
diamond,  which  tended  fo  much  to  the  prejudice  of 
my  reputation  and  the  ruin  of  my  eftate,  that  I  thought 
neceffary  to  keep  by  me  the  true  relation  how  I  pur. 
<:hafed  it  in  all  refpecls,  that  fo,  in  cafe  of  fudden 
mortality,  my  children  and  friends  may  be  apprized 
of  the  whole  matter,  and  (o  be  enabled  thereby  to 
put  to  filence  and  confound  thofe,  and  all  other 
villains  in  their  bafe  attempts  againft  either.  I  having 
not  my  books  by  me  at  prefent,  I  cannot  be  pofitive 
as  to  the  time,  but  for  the  manner  of  purchafing  it  I 
•do  here  declare  and  aifert,  under  my  hand,  in  tlic 

prefcnce 
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prefence  of  God  Almighty,  as  I  hope  for  lalvation 
through  the  merits  and  interceffion  of  our  Saviour 
Jcfus  Chrift,  that  this  is  the  truth,  and  if  it  be  not, 
let  God  deny  it  to  me  and  my  children  for  ever; 
which  I  would  be  fo  far  from  faying,  much  lefs  leave 
it  under  my  harid,  that  I  would  not  be  guilty  of  the 
lealt  untruth  in  the  relation  of  it  for  the  riches  and 
honour  of  the  whole  world. 

'*  About  two  or  three  years  after  my  arrival  at 
Madras,  which  was  in  July  1698, 1  heard  there  were 
large  diamonds  in  the  couniry  to  be  fold,  which  I 
encouraged  to  be  brought  down,  promifing  to  be 
their  chapman,  if  they  would  be  rcafonable  therein; 
upon  which  Javnchund,  one  of  the  moft  eminent 
diamond  merchants  in  thofe  parts,  came  down  about 
December  1701,  and  brought  with  him  a  large  rough 
ftone,  about  305  mangelms,  and  fome  fmall  ones, 
which  myfelf  and  others  bought;  but  he  afking  a 
very  extravagant  price  for  the  great  one,  I  did  not 
think  of  meddling  with  it,  when  he  left  it  with  me 
for  fome  days,  and  then  came  and  took  it  away  again, 
and  did  fo  feveral  times,  not  infilling  upon  lefs  than 
200,000  pagodas ;  and  as  I  bed  remember,  I  did  not 
hid  him  above  30,000,  and  had  little  thoughts  of 
buying  it  for  that ;  I  confidered  there  were  many  and 
great  rifques  to  be  run,  not  only  in  cutting  it,  but 
alfo  whether  it  would  prove  foul  or  clean,  or  the 
water  good ;  befides,  I  thought  it  too  great  an  amount 
to  be  adventured  home  on  one  bottom :  but  Jam-

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chund  refolved  to  return  fpeedily  to  his  own  country, 
fo  that  as  I  heft  remember  it  was  in  February  fol- 
lowing he  canne  again  to  me  (with  Vincaty  Chittee, 
who  was  always  with  him  when  I  difcourfed  with  him 
about  it)  and  prefiTed  me  to  know  whether  I  refolved 
to  buy  it,  when  he  came  down  to  100,000  pagodas, 
and  fomething  under,  before  we  parted,  when  we 
agreed  upon  a  day  to  meet,  and  make  a  final  end 
thereof  one  way  or  other,  which  I  believe  was  the 
latter  end  of  the  aforefaid  month,  or  the  beginning 
of  March ;  when  we  accordingly  met  in  the  Con- 
fultation-foom,  where,  after  a  great  deal  of  talk,  I 
'  brought  him  down  to  55,000  pagodas,  and  advanced 
to  45,000,  refolving  to  give  no  more,  and  he  likewife 
refolving  not  to  abate,  fo  delivered  him  up  the  ftone, 
and  we  took  a  friendly  leave  of  one  another;  Mr. 
Benyon  was  then  writing  in  my  clofet,  with  whom  I 
difcourfed  upon  what  had  paffed,  and  told  him,  now 
I  was  clear  of  it ;  when  about  an  hour  after  my  fer- 
vant  brought  me  word  that  Jamchund  and  Vincaty 
Chittee  were  at  the  door,  who  being  called  in,  they 
ufed  a  great  many  expreffions  in  praife  of  the  ftone, 
and  told  me  he  had  rather  I  fliould  buy  it  than  any 
body,  and  to  give  an  inftance  thereof  offered  it  for 
50,000;  fo  believing  it  muft  be  a  pennyworth,  if  it 
proved  good,  I  offered  to  part  the  5000  pagodas  that 
was  then  between  us,  which  he  would  not  hearken  to, 
and  was  going  out  of  the  room  again,  when  he  turned 
back  and  told  me  that  I  fhould  have  it  for  49,000 ; 

but 
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but  I  ftill  adhered  to  what  I  had  before  offered  him, 
when  prefently  he  came  to  48,000,  and  made  a  folemn 
vow  he  would"  not  part  with  it  a  pagoda  under,  when 
I  went  again  into  the  clofet  to  Mr,  Benyon,  and  told 
him  what  had  pa{fed,  faying,  that  if  it  was  worth 
47,500  it  was  wortli  48,000;  [20,400!.  ftfrling  at 
8s.  6d.  per  pagoda;  the  current  price  at  that  time] 
fo  I  do  fed  with  him  for  that  fum,  when  he  delivered 
me  the  ftone,  for  which  I  paid  him  very  honourably, 
as  by  my  books  appears.  And  I  here  farther  call 
God  to  witnefs,  that  I  never  ufed  the  lead  threatening 
word  at  any  of  our  meetings  to  induce  him  to  fell  it 
me ;  and  God  hirafelf  knows  it  was  never  fo  much  as 
in  my  thoughts  fo  to  do  :  fince  which  I  have  had  fre- 
quent and  confiderablc  dealings  with  this  man,  and 
trulledhim  with  feveral  fums  of  money,  and  balanced 
feveral  accounts  with  him,  and  left  upwards  of  2000 
pagodas  in  his  hands  at  my  coming  away:  fo  had  I 
ufed  the  lead  indireft  means  to  have  got  it  from  him, 
would  not  he  have  made  himfelf  fatisfaftion  when  he 
has  had  my  money  fo  often  in  his  hands?  Or  would 
I  have  trufted  him  afterwards,  as  I  did,  preferable  to 
all  other  diamond  merchants?  As  this  is  the  truth,  fo 
I  hope  for  God's  blefling  upon  this  and  all  my  other 
affairs  in  this  world,  and  eternal  happinefs  here- 
after.
